5. Now the Eye of God was in Moſes, and in the Saints; they have ſeen and ſpoken 
in the Spirit of God, and yet had not the entire Vifion of the ſpiritual Birth in them, but 
at times only, when God would work Wonders; as by Mojes, when he performed the 
n then the divine Magick was open to him, in like manner, as in 

6. And this was even the Fall of Lucifer; that he would be a God of Nature, and 
live in the Traxſmutation : And this was even the Idolatry of the #zathens ; in that they 
underſtood the magical Birth, they fell from the only God to the mugical Birth of Na- 
ture, and choſe to themſelves idols out of the Powers of Nature. 

7, For which Cauſe the Creation has remained fo obſcure ; and God has covered his 
Children, in whom the true Light ſhone, with Tribalation, that they have not been 
manifeſt to :bemſelves ; ſeeing alſo, according to the ſame Luft, did imagine to 
know and prove the Magick, and wonld be as Cad; fo that God permitted him, that he 
defiled the heavenly Image with the Vanity of Nature, and made it wholly dark and 
| earthly ; as Lucifer alſo did with the Center of Nature, when he, of an Angel, became 
6 a Devil. ! 5 
7 8. Therefore I will ſeriouſly warn the Reader, that he uſe the Magick right, viz. in 
; true Faith and Humility towards God ; and not meddle with Turba Magus in a magical 

Manner, unleſs it conduces to the Honour of God, and Salvation of Mankind. 

9. For we can ſay with Truth, that the Verbum Fiat is yet — Although it 
+ does not create Stones and Earth, yet it coagulates, forms and works ſtill in the ſame 
Property. All Things are poſſible to Nature ; as it was poſſible for it in the Beginning 
to generate Stones and Earth; alſo the Stars and four Elements; and it did produce them, 
or work them forth out of one only Ground; fo it is ſtill to this Day: By the ſtrong 
Deſire (which is the magical Ground) all Things may be effected, if Man uſes Nature 
right, in its Order to the Work. 24 

10. All Efſences conſiſt in the Seves Properties. Now he that knows the Eſſence, he 
is able, by the ſame Spirit of that Eſſence, whence it comes to be an Eſſence, to change 
it into another Form, and likewiſe to introduce it into another Eſſence; and ſo make of 
a good Thing an Evil, _— 

11. The Tranſmutation of all Things mutt be effected by - Similarity, viz. by its OWN « xgmeles 
native Propriety; for the Alzenate is its Enemy: Like as Man muſt be regenerated again tion or Like 
by the divine Eſſentiality in the Similarity, by the Similarity in his Holineſs of the divine nels.

12. And as the falſe Magif wounds Man through Inchantment with the Aſſimulate, » z/.,., or 
and through the Deſire introduces Evil into bis Evil, viz. into the AMimulate ; and as Mage lan- 
the upright, holy Faith, or divine Defire, alſo enters into the Aſſimulate, and defends 
Man, fo that the falſe Deſire takes no Place; thus all Things conſiſt in the Afimulare. 

13. Every thing may be introduced into its Aſſimulate; and it it comes into its Aſũi- 
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mulate, it rejoices in its Property, be it Good or Evil, and begins effeually to work; as: 


is to be ſeen both in Good and Evil. 


14. As for Example: Let a Man take down a little Poiſon; it will preſently receive, 
with great Deſire, the Poiſon in the Body, which. before refed, and therein ftrengthen 
iz{clf, and begin to work powerfully, and corrupt and deſtroy the Contrary, viz. the 
Good: And that now which the Evil is able to do in its Property, that like wiſe the Good 
can:do in its Property; when it is freed from the Wrath, it may alſo introduce its Aſſi- 
mulate into the real true Foy. ' | i 15 3:5 | 

15. The Eſſence of this World conſiſts. in Evil and Good; and the one cannot be 
without the other: But this is. the greateſt Iniquity of this World, that the Evil over- 
powers the Good, that the Anger is ſtronger therein than the Love; and this by reaſon 
of the Sin of the Devil and Men, ho have diſturbed Nature by the falſe Deſire, that it 
mightily and effeQually works in the Wrath, as a Poiſon in the Body. 

16. Otherwiſe, if Nature, in its Forms, did ſtand in the Property in equal Weight, 
and in equal Concord and Harmony, then one Property would not be manifeſt above the 
other; Heat and Cold would be equally poized in the Operation, and Qualification; 
and then Paradiſe would be ſtill upon the Earth: And though it was not without Man, 
yet it would be in Man, if his Properties were in equal Weight [Number and Meaſure, 


i they did yet ſtand in the Temperature] then would he be incorruptible and immortal. 


17. This is the Death and Miſery of Man, and all Creatures, that the Properties are 
divided, and each aſpiring in itſelf, and powerfully working, and acting in its own Will; 
whence Sickneſs and Pain ariſe : And all this is riſen hence; when the one Element did 
manifeſt and put forth itſelf into four Properties, then each Property deſired the Aſimu- 
late, viz, an Eſſence out of and according to itſelf, which the aſtringent Fiat impreſſed, 
and coagulated, fo that Earth and Stones were produced in the Properties. | 

18. But now we are to conſider of the greateſt Myſtery of the outward World between 
the Elements and the Atrum: The Elemental Spirit is ſeverized from the Aſtral Spirit, and 
yet not parted aſunder, they dwell in each other as Body and Soul; but the one is not 
the other : The aſtral Spirit makes its Bodies as well as the elemental, and that in all 
Creatures, in Animals and Vegetables. | 

19. All Things of this World have a twofold Body, viz. an Elemental from the Fire, 
Air, Water, and Earth, and a ſpiritual Body from the Afrum; and likewiſe a 1wofold 
Spirit, viz. one Aﬀral, and the other Elemental. 

20. Man only (among all the earthly Creatures) has a threefold Body and Spirit, for he 
has alſo the internal, ſpiritual World in him; which is likewiſe twofold, viz. Light, and 


| Darkneſs; and alſo corporeally, and ſpiritually : This Spirit is the Soul; but this Body is 


from the Water of the holy Element, which died in Adam; that is, diſappeared as to his 

Life, when the divine Power departed from him, and would not dwell in the awakened 

Vanity, + VESTS e oi ads vo aid 
21. Which hey Body muſt be regenerated, if bis Spirit will ſee God ; otherwiſe be: cannot 


fee him. Except be be again born a-new of the Water of the holy Element, in the Spirit of 


God (who has manifeſted himſelf in Chriſt with this fame Water-fource, that his diſap- 
peared Body may be made alive in the By Water and Spirit) he has no Senſe, nor Sight 


| | in the holy Life of God. 


22. This twofold outward Body is now punctually to be pondered, and conſidered of, 

if we would underſtand Nature: And without this Underſtanding, let none call himſelf a 
Matter, [or learned,] for in theſe (Bodies) the Dominion of all external Creatures and 
Effences is couched : They oftentimes are contrary one to another; whence. Sickneſs, 
Corruption, and Death ariſes in the Body, that one ſeperates from the other. 2 
23. The ſydereal Body is the higheſt, excepting the divine in Man; the clemenia Body 

| is 
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is only its Servant or Dwelling-houſe, as the four Elements are only a Body or Habitation 
of the Dominion of the Stars. 

24. The elemental Spirit and Body is inanimate and void of Underſtanding ; it has only 
Luſt and Defire in it; Vegetation is its right Life: For the Air has no Underſtanding 
without the Aſtrum; the Aftrum gives the diſtintt Underſtanding of the Knowledge of 
all Eſſences in the Elements. 

25. But the inward Light, and Power of the Light, gives in Man the right divine 
Underſtanding. But there is no right divine Apprehenſion in the ſydereal Spirit; for the 
Aftrum has another Principle; the ſydereal Body dwells in the elemental, as the Light , 
world in the Darkneſs ; it is the true rational Life of all Creatures. | 

26. The whole Aftrum is nothing elſe but the external expreſſed Word in the Sound; 
it is the Inſtrument whereby the holy, eternal Speaking Word ſpeaks and forms exter- 
nally : It is as a great Harmony of unſearchable manifold Voices and Tunes of all Manner 
of Inſtruments, which play and melodize before the holy God. } 


27. For they are mere Powers, which enter into and mutually embrace each other ; 


whence ariſes the Sound in the Efſence, and the Defire, viz. the Fiat receives this Sound, : 


and makes it ſubſtantial : This Subſtance is a Spirit of the Stars, which the Elements 
receive into them,” and te it in them, and hatch it, as an Hen her Eggs; whence 
the true rational Life is in the Elements; and thus alſo the ſydereal Spirit is hatched, and 
coagulated in all Creatures. 

28. For the Male and Female mutually caſt a Seed into one another; which is only a 
Sulphur of the Afrum and four Elements, afterward it is hatched in the Matrix, and 
coagulated to a living Spirit. | | "4 | 3 

29. And when the Fire is enkindled in the Sed which is ſown in the Matrix, the 
Spirit ſevers itſelf again from the Body, as an Appropriate, as the Light from the Fire, 
according to the Right of the eternal Nature, and two become manifeſt in one, viz. a 
ſpiritual Body from the Afrum, and a fleſhly Body from the four Elements. 

30. And this ſydereal Spirit is the Saul of the great World, which depends on PunZum 
Solis, and receives its Light and Life from it ; as all the Stars take Light and Power from 
the Sun, fo likewiſe their Spirit. | | 

31. The Sun is the Center of the Ajtrum, and the Earth the Center of the four Ele- 

ments; they are to one another as Spirit and Body, or as Man and Wife: Although the 
Aſtrum has another Wife, where it hatches its Eſſence, viz. the Moon, which is the 
Wife of all the Stars, but eſpecially of the Sun I mean it in the Eſſence of Opera- 
tion. £# 
32. Not that we mean, that the Afrum is wholly riſen from the Punum of Sol, in 
that I call it the Center of the Stars; it is the Center of the Powers; the Cauſe that the 
Powers of the Stars a& in the Eſſence; it opens their Powers, and gives its Power into 
them, as a Heart of the Powers; and they mutually rejoice in its Eſſence, that they are 
moved to act or deſire in its Eſſence. | 

33. And even here lies the great Myſtery of the Creation, viz. that the Internal (viz. 
God) has thus manifeſted himſelf with his eternal Speaking Word, which he 1s himſelf. 
The External is a Type of the Internal: God is not alienate: In bim all Things live and 
move, each in its Principle and Degree. 

34. The outward Properties dwell in themſelves in the External, viz. in the expreſſed 
Word, and are wholly External; they cannot in their own Strength reach the Powers of 
the holy World; only the holy World penetrates them; it dwells alſo in itſelf. But in 
the PunZum of Sol the eighth Number is open, viz. the Eternal Nature, the eternal magi- 
cal Fire; and in the Fire the eternal TinZure, which is the ninth Number; and in the 
Tinfure the Croſs, where the Deity 3 itſelf, which is the tentb Number; and

35. Not that God is divided [or far H,] only we ſpeak of his Manifeſtation ; from 
what Ability and Power the Sun has its ſhining Luſter 3 that the ſame is immutable, ſo 
long as Time endures; namely, from the Luſter of the fiery Tindure of the eternal, ſpiri- 
tual, magical Fire. | | 

36. For its Luſter or ſhining Light has a Degree of a more deep Original than the 
external World has manifeſt in itſelf ; this the wiſe Heathens have obſerved, and adored 
it for God, ſeeing the true God, who dwells without all Nature in himſelf, was not known 
to them.

1. hem HAT God has created Heaven and Earth, and all Things in fix Day 
9 XK 25 as Moſes ſays, is the greateſt Myſtery, wholly hidden to the externa 
| of Reaſon : There is neither Night, Morning or Evening, in the Deep 
Gs WO above the Moon, but a continual Day from the Beginning out of the 

"EK Ws outward World, even to the End of the ſame. 

5 


2. And although the Creation was finiſhed in ſuch a Time as in 
| the Length of fix Days, yet the Days-works have a far more ſubtle 
[or abſtruſe Meaning, ] for the Seven Properties are alſo underſtood therewith ; fx whereof 
belong to the active Dominion to Good and Evil; and the Seventh (viz. the Eſſence) is 
thy BY : Wherein the other Properties reſt, which God has expreſſed, and made 
viſible. | 

3. We have in the Dominion of the Planetary Orb the Figure, how the ſix Properties 
of the Active Life (which reſt in the Seventh) have in ſix Days introduced and manifeſted 
themſelves out of the inward ſpiritual World in an external viſible World of four Ele- 
ments. For the Planetary Orb has its Riſe from the Pundtum of Sol; for there was the 
royal Place of the Hierarchies , of which the whole Circle (between the Stars in the inter- 
nal and external) is a Member or Corpus. | 

4. But ſeeing the Prince of the Hierarchies (when he fate in the heavenly Eſſence in the 
Reſt) did fall, and aſpired after the Center of the Eternal Nature, he was caſt into the Dark- 
neſs; and God, by his Motion, created him another Prince out of this Place (but 
without divine Underſtanding) for a Ruler of the Eſſence, and that is the Sun. 

5. From this Place proceeded, in the Divine Motion, the Seven Properties of Nature 
(underſtand the Planets) which govern the eſſential Being in Good and Evil (in which 
Eſſence] Lucifer ſat, and from whence he was caſt) and loft his Dominion in the 
Effence ; and as the Seven Properties have their Dominion in the Beginning of each Day 
in the Week, even ſo were the ſix Days-works of the Creation. 

6. For Lucifer forſook the reſt of his Hierarchies, and entered into the eternal Diſ- 
quietude : Now God has created all Things of this World in fx Days, and refted on the 


Dies Saturni ſeventh Day from the Creation, which is? Saturday, according to the Scripture ; that is, 
wel Sabbathi. from the Day of Reſt, underſtand from the eternal Day of Reſt, he has moved himfelf to 
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the Creation; and in the firſt Form of Nature he n the firſt Day; that is, he has 
brought it forth out of the Impreſſion, and moved himſelf with his Word: This was the 
moſt inward Motion, according to the Speaking Word of Power. 
7. Then began in the expreſſed Word Sunday, that is, the Paradifical Day, where the 
Powers mutually worked in each other in great Holineſs and Glory; for on Sunday the 
enkindled Sulphur and Sal- niter of the earthly Property was created out of the great Deep 
of the whole Hierarchy, out of the ſpiritual Worlds into a Maſs, which is the Terreftrial * Or Lump. 
Globe, and put forth out of the auſtere Property of the firſt Form of Nature. 
8. Even then began the firſt Hour of the firſ® Day; and the Power of Nature mutually 
ruled in great Joy in the expreſſed Word; out of which Power of Joy the Sun was created 
on the feurib Day in the princely Place; fo that this Power, out of which the Sun was 
created, ruled the firſt Hour of the Beginning of the World; and fo it began its Domi- 
nion, which continues even to the End of the World; and therefore the Sun rules the 
firſt Hour on Sunday; and the Day is rightly fo called. 
9. The Words of Moſes, concerning the Creation, are exceeding clear, yet unappre- 
henſive to Reaſon, for he writes thus: * In the Beginning God created Heaven and Earth, Cen. i. wer, 
and the Earth was deſolate and void; and it was Dark upon the Deep; and the Spirit of God '» 2, 3 4- 
moved upon the Water, and God ſaid, Let there be Light, and there was Light; and God ſaw 
that the Light was good; and God ſevered the Light from the Darkneſs, and called the Light 
Day, and the Darkneſs Night, and out of the Evening and Morning was the firſ Day. The Even- 
10. The whole Underſtanding is couched in theſe Words; for the Beginning is the ins and 
firſt Motion, which came to paſs when Prince Michae! fought with the Dragon, when he — 6-4 
was ſpewed out with the Creation of the Earth: For even then the enkindled Eſſence Day. 
(which with the Enkindling coagulated irfelf into Earth and Stones) was caft out of the 
Internal into the External. 
11. And he, viz. the Dragon, fell from Heaven (viz. out of the holy World) upon the 
Wrath of the Earth as Lightning ; as it is written, I ſaw Satan fall from Heaven as Light- 
ning, ſays Chriſt : Moreover, it was wholly dark in the Deep above the Earth, and the 
auſtere, enkindled Wrath was manifeſt; for Hell was prepared for him, whereinto he 
fell, viz. into the great Darkneſs of the firſt Principle, wherein he lives. 
12. Here now hes the Vail before Reaſon, that it cannot look into the Eyes of Moſes ; 
for he ſays, And the Earth was deſolate and void; yea deſolate indeed: Had not the Spi- 
rit of God moved upon the internal Water, which was amaſſed with the Fiat in the Hea 


ven 
and had not God ſaid, Let there be light, the Earth would have been yet deſolate and 
void,

13. With the Word, when God ſaid, Let it be light, the Eſſence of the Ens power- 
fully moved itſelf in the Light's Property, not only in the Earth, but alſo in the whole Out of 
Deep, | whence, on the fourth Day, the Sun was created, that is, enkindled in its 5 Vibe fer 
Place; and in this Word Fiat the Earth's Maſs, and alſo the very Power which is called the Light's 
Heaven, amaſſed itſelf into the Effence ; all which before was only a Spirit, a ſpiritual Property.

14. And with the Speaking, as God ſpoke, Let it be light, the holy Power, which was 
amaſſed in the Wrath, moved itſelf, and became Light in the ſame Eſſence, in the Power:

16. Thus the Darkneſs remained in the Wrath's Property in the Eſſence of the Earth,. 
and alſo in the whole Deep of this World, and the natural [Light] remained in the 
Light's Effence, as a working Life, through which the holy Element operated and. 


Sprang. worked: In which Operation Paradiſe ® budded through the Earth, and bore Fruit till 


the Curſe of God, and then the holy Bloomings or Growth ceaſed, and the holy Element 
remained as an ward Heaven ſtedfaſt, 3 itſelf ; and yet it doth diffus its Power 
through the Light of Nature, yet not A powerfully as in — Beginning, for the Curſe is 
the Cauſe of its withdrawing ; indeed there is no total departing; but yet it is nothing 
ſo now, as before the Sin o 3 ſecond created Prince, Adam. 

17. Thus, in the firſt Motion of the Verbum Fiat, the Heaven (that is, the Cirele, 
ſo far as the Verbum Fiat reached itſelf forth to the Creation) was amaſſed, or encloſed ;. 
and the Earth was amaſſed with the Verbum Fiat, and created to the Planetary Orb: 
Thos by the Seperation, viz. of the Light and Darkneſs, and by the expelling of Prince 

 Enucifer, we are to underſtand the Creation of the frft Day. 

18, Now the firſt Day, with the manifeſted Word, did convey itſelf through the other. 
five Days-works, even into the Day of Ref; where the Beginning enters again into 
the End; and the End again into the Beginning; for the firſt Motion of the Word:

Riſe and Derivation ſo fully and punctually out of the Language of Nature. But the Rea-- 
fon why it has not been made clear, plain and manifeſt, is (as before mentioned) becauſe. 
of the falſe Magick, that it might remain hidden to the Artiſts of Juggling and Collu- 
Lion! in Nature, by reaſon of the great Abuſe; wherefore we alſo ſhall ſtill let it fo re- 
main, and yet hint enough to the Underſtanding of our School. fellows. 


Yer. 6, 7, 8. 20. Now of the ſecond Day Moſes writes thus: And God:ſaid, Let there be a Firmament 


between the Waters, and. let it divide beiween the Waters: Then God made the Firmament, 
and divided the Water under the Firmament from the Water above the Firmament; and it 
was ſo; and God called the Firmament Heaven, and out * the Evening and Morning wat 
the ſecand Day. . 
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21. Moſes ſays, that out of the Evening and Morning was the fecond Day; that is, out 
of the Manifeſtation of the firſt, the ſecond Manifeſtation proceeded and broke forth; 
and he ſays further, that n the ſecond Day God created the Firmament of Heaven, and 
ſeperated the Waters ;, the Water under the Firmament from the Water above the Firmament. 
Here now lies the hidden Vail, under which we have hitherto been pointed and directed 
to a Heaven ftuate far off above the Stars, without the Place of this World; ſo very 
blind is Reaſon as to God, that it underſtands nothing of Him, and does not conſider, 
that the Scripture ſays of God, Am not I be, which filleth all Things? And that Time and 
Place cannot divide him. Much leſs is it underſtood what be Water above the Firmament 
is, which they will flatly hold to be a Place far diſtant, viz. above the Stars, whither 
alſo we have been ſhewn into Heaven. | 

22. But ſeeing that God, out of Grace, beſtows upon us the Underſtanding, therefore 
we will ſet it down for our Fellow- ſcholars, who are able to apprehend it; and yet herein 
we ſhall write nothing for the /e/1þ Wiſelings of outward Reaſon: For they have it 
already in the Eyes of their Reaſon, and they cannot miſs ; they can judge all Things; 
what the Spirit of God reveals, that muſt be a Hereſy to them, although they do not 
underſtand: it; ſo that they remain without, and do not ſo much as once know God. 

23. The Firmament is the Gulf between Time and Eternity: But that God calls ic 
Heaven, and makes a Diviſion of the Waters, gives us to underſtand, that the Heaven is 
in the World, and the World is not in Heaven. 

24. The Water above the Firmament is in Heaven, and the Water under the Firmament is 
the external material W ater. | 

25. Here we muſt underſtand the Difference between the holy and the outward Water: 
The Water above the Firmament is Spiritual in the Birth of the holy Element ; and the 
Water under the Firmament is moral, for it is apprehended in the dark Impreſſion, the 
Curſe and the awaked Vanity is therein; and yet one Water is not without the other. 

26. When I look upon the external Water, then I muſt alſo fay, here is alſo the 
Water above the Firmament in the Water under the Firmament; but the Firmament is 
the Middle, and the Gulf therein between Time and Eternity; fo that they are diſtin 
and I ſee with the external Eyes of this World only the Water under the Firmament: But 
the Water above the Firmament is that which God has appointed in Chriſt to the Bapti/m 
of Regeneration, after that the Word of the divine Power had moved itſelf therein. 

27. Now the outward Water is the Inſtrument of the inward, and the inward Water is 
underſtood therein; ] for the moving Spirit in the Word is he which rules the inward 
Water in the Baptiſm : Dear Chriſtians, let this be ſpoken to you, it is the real Ground. 

28. But that Maſes ſays, God — Firmament, and called it Heaven, is the moſt 
intimate Secret, of which the carthly Man is not able to underſtand any Thing. The 
Underſtanding is barely in the Power of the Water above the Firmament, viz. in ihe 
Heaven, or (as I might ſet it down) in the Spirit. of God; if he be awakened in Man in the 
Water above the Firmament, which diſappeared in Adam, as to his Life, that [Man] fees 
through all; otherwiſe there is »o Underſtanding here; but all is dumb and dead. 

29. The creating of the Heaven is underſtood, Firſt, how the Speaking Word has * amaſ- * Conceived 
ſed: the manifeſted Powers of the ſpiritual World, wherein it is manifeſt, works. and alſo or formed. 
rules : Secondly, it is underſtood of the manifeſted Powers of the external World, which 
the Spirit has amaſſed into the Eſſence of four Elements, and cloſed into the external 
Firmament; that the Devil, viz. the Prince of Anger, cannot reach them, by which he 
would work with the internal Water; ſo that the Powers of Eternity work through the 
Powers of Time, as the Sun illuſtrates the Water, and the Water comprehends it not, 
but feels it only; or as a Fire does entirely heat an Iron, and the Iron remains Iron, ſo 
likewiſe. the outward Heaven is paſſive,. and the inward works through it, and- draws 
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forth an external Fruit out of the outward ; whereas yet the inward Heaven lies hidden 
therein in the Firmament ; as God 1s hidden in the Time. 
30. And weare to underſtand, with the ſecond Day's Work, the Manifeſtation of the 
internal heavenly, and the external heavenly Eſſence, viz. the Manifeſtation of the 
Water ſource; underſtand the Eſſence of the ſeven Properties, viz. the Corporality, or 
Or Work- the Laboratory of the other ſix ; wherein the Soul or Spirit of the outward World works 
houſe, and rules in the external: This Working is in the moſt external, or inferior Heaven next 
Or Operas the Earth, aſcribed to the Moor, for it is the Manifeſtation of the Lunar Property, not of 
t Star, or Pla- the Star, which was firſt created into the External on the fourth Day, to be a Governor 
net called the therein; but this ſame Property [is] in the inanimate outward Life, viz. in the vegetative 
An. Life; the vegetative Life was opened on the third Day. 
| 31. And when God had ordained the Water into ſundry Places upon the Earth, then 
Ver. 11, 12, he moved the external, expreſſed Word in the vegetative Life: Now Moſes ſays, God 
13. ſpoke, Let the Earth put forth Herbs, and Grafs yielding Seed, and fruitful Trees; each bear- 
ing Fruit according to his kind; and Rt each have its Seed in itſelf; and when it came to paſs, 
out of the Evening and Morning was the third Day. | 


Of the third Day of the Creation. 


32. In the Original of the Eternal Nature, which is an Eternal Original, the Mani- 
feſtation of the ſix Days-works is very clearly to be found ; how the Eternal Word has 
unfolded them out of the inviſible, ſpiritual {Property,] and brought them into the vi- 
ble; alſo the Form thereof is to be found in the Planetary Orb, if any has ſkilÞ to appre- 
hend it. 
33. For in the eternal Nature's Birth there is an eternal Day; whatſoever God has 
""Or Diſtine- manifeſted, and made viſible in fx * Diverſities, which are called Days-works, that ſtands, 
tions, in the eternal Nature, ini diſtin& Degrees in the Eſſence, viz. in the ſeven /b Property; 
in which the fix Degrees of Nature work, and yet alſo eternally reft from working; they 
are themſelves the working, which they give in to the Seventh, as into their own pecu- 
liar Reft, wherein their Perfection and Manifeſtation conſiſt. 
34. And we ate to underſtand nothing elſe by the Creation, but that the Verbum Fiat 
has amaſſed the Spiritual Birth, and introduced it into a viſible, external Dominion and 


„Mirror. Eſſence: For we lee it very clearly in the Writings of Moſes; although we have a* Glaſs 


Lump or bgfides to ſee, that when God the firſt Day had created the g ois Part into a Maſs, that 
18 he extracted the fine Part out of the ſame firſt Day's Work, and fever-d and amaſſed the 
Waters, viz. the ſpiritual Eſſence, and produced it out of the firit Day, viz. out of 
Beginning. the holy Power, into a Time, that is, out of the eternal Day, into an inchoative Day. 
35. Now the third Accompliſnment of the third Day's Work is the moving growing 
Life, in which on the firſt Day the Light of Nature ſhone in the Eſſence of the Ens after 
an external Manner; it ſhone likewiſe now through the Second Day, viz. through the 
Water and the Heaven; and in this ſhining Light the expreſſed Word moved itſelf in the 
Efience, and wrought effectually: And even then the Power of the expreſſed Word 
from the Light of the inward Nature did pullulate, and ſpring forth, through the exter- 
nal Nature, out of the Heaven through the Earth: [And ſo] now the Potentate, who 
was a King and great Prince, has loſt his Dominion; for the Eſſence of the Wrath was 
captivated in the Light of Nature, and he with it; and fo he lies between Time and 
Eternity, impriſoned in the Darkneſs, till the Judgement of God. 
36. In the third Day's Work the ſulphureous, mercurial, and ſaltiſh Life out of the Cen- 
ter was opened out of the Anguiſh in the outward World's Property; and yet there is no 
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Anguiſh to be underſtood till the Fire, but only a ſenſeleſ driving forth of Life, viz. a 
Growth: For the Fire-blaze ariſes out of the Anguiſh, viz. out of the third Form of 
Nature; and this is the Sal- nitral Flagrat, which ſeverizes the Powers in the Properties, 
which was moved in the third Day's Work, where the Properties opened themſelves, and 
were mutually unfolded in the Sal-nitral Flagrat, each out of itſelf; which the Impreſſion 
did again receive into itſelf, and made them Corporeal in the Water; and thence aroſe | 
and proceeded Trees, Herbs, and Graſs; each Property became * excreſſive in the - Or putting, 
Sal- niter, and manifeſted itſelf with Fruit; as we ſee plainly, how the Property of the or budding 
dark World did mightily force itſelf along in the outward Power; whereupon ſome ſorch. 
Herbs and Plants are fo venomous and malignant; for the Earth proceeded out of both 
the inward Worlds into a Compaction, 

37. Now Mars on Tueſday has the firſt Hour of the Day in Dominion; which Day 
is the third in the Creation; and this Sal-nitral Fire Flagrat is even the Property of 
Mars; as he is wrathful and fiery, ſo is likewiſe this Property in the Sulphur ; where we 
then underſtand the Sal-nitral Flagrat for the poiſonful Mars, which is the Cauſe of 
Motion and Stirring, and the Compunction in the firſt Impreſſion in the eternal Nature, 
viz. in the dark World. | 71 : 

38. In the third Day's Work God moved the third Property of Nature, viz. the ſul- 
phureous Source, in which the Fire enkindled; and in the Fire-flagrat is the Diviſion of 
the Powers, where each Property became manifeſt in itſelf. Now when God ſaid, Let 
the Earth bring forth Graſs, Herbs, and Trees, that is nothing elſe, but that when he 
moved the expreſſed Word of the Powers in the Properties, the Properties found and felt 
the Light of Nature in them; whereupon they became hungry, and were impreſſed, 
that is, amaſſed and compacted, or coagulated : Now when the Light of Nature found 
itſelf in a Perception, and the Nature felt itſelf in the ſweet Light, thereby aroſe in the 
Coagulation the Dominion of Jey, viz. the Pullulation and Growth; for all Growth 
conſiſts in the Light and Water; when the Light penetrates the Sulphur and Water- 
fource, then Mars ſprings up for great Joy in the Sulphur. 

39. This Opening began on the third Day, and continues to the End of the World: 
On the firit Day the Earth was deſolate and void, for the Poſſibility to the Growth was Or Ability, 
not yet opened: Here the Earth was moved, and the Properties opened, and not only 
the Earth, but the wwhole Deep in the Center of the outward Nature; the inward Nature 
made itſelf external, and yet remained allo internal. 
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The Thirteenth Chapter. 
07 the Creation of the fourth Day. 
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I, HE fourth Day Mercurius has the firſt Hour of the Day, who cauſes the 


ſenſitive Life: Here we underſtand very fully and exactly the Ground 
T of the Manifeſtation of the inward Nature into the external; for, on 
the fourth Day, the Sun and Stars were created, which are the right

2. In the third Form of Nature there is a ſenſeleſs Life in Sulpbur and Merearius, but 
in the fourth there is a feeling Life; for the Properties are made painful in the Fire; and 
in the oleous [Life] they become meek, pleaſant, and full of Joy; therefore now the 


Motion in the oily is feeling from the Painfulneſs. 


3. Here we now underſtand very fundamentally how the Seperation in the Fire of the 
eternal Nature has manifeſted itſelf in the Eſſence of the outward World, with Form, 
and Shape. For in the Enkindling of the Fire, in the Sal- nitral — two Eſſences ſeve- 


'  rize, viz. one watery from the Devouring in the Fire, where the Fire devours the rough 


harſh Source of the Impreſſion in itſelf ; then out of the Conſuming proceeds a great 


Meekneſs, which is mortified to the Fire, and is inſenſible, and gives the Warter-ſource. 


4. Secondly, The Fire-ſource ſevers itſelf likewiſe into its Principle, viz. the Proper- 


ties to the Fire-ſource, which now with the Enkindling of the Fire are full of Pain and 


Senſe ; this Fire-ſource could not ſubſiſt, unleſs it did again devour [or take] the Water 
into itſelf, whereby it ſtrengthens itſelf ; whence alſo the Sal-nitral Flagrat ariſes, where 
the Wrath is diſmayed at the Eſſence of the Water's Meekneſs , whence the Feeling, fo 
alſo the Luſter of the Fire, ariſes. | 

5. For that Water which is devoured in the Fire is diſſolved into a Spiritual Oil, in 


which the Fire ſhines, and out of the Oil proceeds the Air, viz. the moving Spirit of 


the Fire, which is Motive in the Fire. 
6. The Air is nothing elſe but the moving Life, where the Speaking Word diffuſes 


itſelf in the Water-ſource through Nature, through the Powers of Nature, through the 


Fire, in the Oil of the Nature of the Light; it is the Fire's Life: But it is mortiſied to 
the Fire, and yet it is made manifeſt by the Fire; it is the Life of Nature according to 
the Property of Meckneſs. 

7. Thus in the Enkindling of the Fire in the Light of the Fire, which is the Light 
cf Nature, four Properties are to be underſtood, viz. a Fiery, an Airy, and an Olly, 
wherein the Light is manifeſt, and a Watery ; all which originally ſpring forth out of the 


firſt Defire to Nature; in that the free Lubet introduces itſelf into a Deſire and Nature; 


and they all diſplay themſelves through the Fire into a moving Life; and yet there is 10 
intelleRive Life, but only Properties to the true Life. The intelleFual Life is the Spirated 
Word, which manifeſts itſelf through the Properties. Theſe Properties are impreſſed in 


the Creat, that is, in the Verbum Fiat, and brought into an Eſſentiallity; from which is 


come a Sulphur Sal-nitri, that is, a magical Afrun, in like Manner as the Mind of Man 


is ; which alſo has thence its real Original. 
8. This fal-nitral and ſulphureous Property was brought forth out of the third Day's 


Work, viz. out of the Fire Flagrat ; and from thence the fourth Motion is riſen, viz. 


Light World. 


the Mercurial, which the Fiat has amaſſed, and impreſſed it into it, and made it viſible, 
which are the Stars; which are nothing elſe but Properties of the Powers of Nature. 
Whatſoever Nature is in a little Spark in itſelf, that the whole Afram is in its Circle; 
and what Nature is in its Hiddenneſs and Secretneſs, the ſame the A trum is in an open 
working Life. Underſtand it thus: , 

9. Each Star has the Property of all Stars in it, but hidden in Nature, and it is manifeſt 
only in one ſole Property ; elſe if the whole Nature were manifeſt in each Thing, then all 
Things and Eſſences would be but one Thing and Eſſence: And therefore God has by his 


| Speaking Word moved the Su/phur Sal-nitri according to the Properties, that the difJin# 


Severation might be manifeſt; and this Manifeſtation is a Mercurius; for the eternal 
Speaking Word, which is called God, has manifeſted his Voice or Will through Nature. 
10. Therefore the whole Aſtrum is a pronounced Voice (or breathed Tone) of the 
Powers, an expreſſed Word, which again gives forth from itſelf its Spiration and Speakin 
out of the Properties ; it is an Echo out of God's Love and Anger, out of the Dark an 
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11, After the Airum are the four Elements, which alſo have their Original out of this © Next the 
Fountain, and have their mutual Spiration [or Out- breathing: ] They alio ſpeak forth Stars. 


their Properties out of themſelves; and they are as a Body of the Stars; for they ſpeak, 


or breathe forth from themſelves a corporeal Eſſence; and the Stars breathe forth a Spiritual 


' Eſſence, and this twofald Eſſence rules mutually in the viſible World, as Body and Soul. 


12. And we give you this rightly to underitand; in each Element there lies a whole 
Aſtrum : The Fire has a whole Aftrum in it, and alſo the Air, Water, and Earth; but ic 
is not manifeſt in them: Therefore God has encloſed [or encircled] the Place of this 
World with a manifeſt that it might enkindle the other Atrum in the four Ele- 
ments, that the manifeſt Aftrum might work in the hidden Myſtery, viz. in the Aftrum 
of the four Elements, and procreate Wonders; for ſo a wonderful Figure and Property 
may be produced out of a Thing, which otherwiſe is impoſſible for Nature to do in its 
own [naked] ſelf. | | 

13. Alſo we are to know that there is an Afrum in the divine Magick; which is the 
Fountain of the eternal Mind of the Abyſs, whence Nature and all Eſſences are riſen : 
Likewiſe there is an Afrum in the manifeſt b:avenly World, and alſo an Aftrum in the | 
dark, Balis World. And theſe * Aftrums are but one only Aſtrum, but they are ſeverized © Or Conftel- 
into diſtin& Degrees and Principles; that which is in the outward World open and mani- 4925 
feſt in the Figure, the ſame is manifeſt in Pomer in the ſpiritual World, and not in 
Forms. 

14. And we underſtand, that the Verbum Fiat on the fourth Day moved the fourth 


| Property of Nature, viz. the fifth Eſſence, and opened it out of the ſulphureous Pro- 


rty out of the Fire-Flagrat, viz. out of the third Property. And thus an Aftrum 
|; Au manifeſt in the Air, which are the vi/ible Stars; and an Aftrum in the Fire, which 
is the rational Life of all Creatures; and an Aſtrum in the Water, which is the vegetative 
Life ; and an Aſtrum in the Earth, which is the wratbful earthly Life. 

15. The fiery [ fftrum] gives Soul, and the airy Spirit; the watery affords the Man- 
ſion of the Soul and the Spirit, viz. Blood, wherein the TinZure of the Fire and Light 
dwells; and the earthly gives Fleſh: And every one of the four Atrums gives a Spirit and 
Body according to its Property; only God hath thus aſſociated one to another, that the 
one might be manifeſt in the other, and be jointly together one Body; like as all the four 
Elements are only one Element, but they divide themſelves into four Properties, according 
to the Center of Nature. | 

16. Theſe four Aſtrums procreate out of themſelves their Officer, viz. the outward * Conſtella- 
Nature, that is, the Soul of the outward World, as a conſtantly-enduring Mind; tions. 
wherein lies the Omnipotence, as a manifeſt great Myſtery. In this Officer God has 
awakened and raiſed a King, or, as I might ſet it down by Way of Similitude, a Nature 
God with fix Counſellers, which are his Aſſiſtants, that is, the Sun with the other /x 
Planetary Stars, which were ſpoken forth out of the ſeven Properties out of the Place of 
Sal, and in the Speaking were introduced into a rolling Sphere according to the Property 
of the eternal Generation in the Center of Nature: And this was opened in ſeven Degrees 
out of the Birth; where the firſt Degree of the Motion in the Light of Nature (from the 
inward ſpiritual Fire and Light World) was the Sun, which receives its Luſter from the 
Tincture of the inward Fire and Light World; it ſtands as an opened Puniwn to the 
Fire-world. 

17. And with the Spiration the ſixfold Life of the ſix Degrees of the Days-works and 
Forms of the Center came forth externally, and ſeverized itſelf, after the Kind and 
Nature of the eternal Birth; as firſt, Venus, which is the Water-ſource out of the Meek- 
neſs out of the Mortification in the Fire, which is a Deſire of Meekneſs ' from the Fire; By reavor 


tor the Fire enkindles the Meekneſs, ** it is deſirous; this is now the Love - deſire &.

8 Water, which is holy in the Spirit, and yet in the Eſſence it is captivated in the Wrath, where 
It gives the material Water according to the deadly Property. It gives Body to all the 
ſeven Metals, and Eſſence to all the fix Planets; which we fee in the Metals, for each 
Planet makes its Eſſence in its Property, according to itſelf; as the Sun in Gold; the 
Moon in Silver; Jupiter in Tin; Saturn in Lead; Mercurius in Quickfilver ; Mars in 
Iron; and yet it is the Eſſence of the only Venus Property; but they give their Power 
and Spirit into it, and hold the Body for their on, ſeeing they rule the ſame. 

19. This Venus Property, in the Place of Sol, ſunk downwards in the firſt 2 
| and the Fire-ſource above it is Mars; and out of Venus Property beneath, the heavy 
| Sound, and that is Mercurius out of the Sulpbur Sal. nitri through the Water; and up- 

wards out of Mars, the Power of the Fire and Light, that is Jupiter; and beneath from 

Mercurius, the Eſſence of the Deſire, where Yenus compreh the Efſence in the fiery 

Deſire, as a Body of the Powers, that is, Lana; and above Jupiler, Saturnus, viz. the 
1 expreſſed Impreſſion of the firſt Form of Nature. | 
[ 20. Theſe Properties were brought into a Sphere in the Spiration, in manner as the 
q Birth of Nature is in the Eſſence, which the Verbum Fiat received and amaſſed into a 
1 Body, and ordained it for Dominion to the four Afirums, over which he has appointed 
1 angelical Rulers as a ſupreme Counſel; which we give only a Hint of here, ſeeing we

educed out of the Eſſence of all the Aftrums and Elements (through the 

IS x Motion of his Speaking Word in the Verbum Fiat) the Impreſs, or Ex- 

preſs ; as the Power of that ſame Life, which was free from the Pain, 

and amaſſed it through the Verbum Fiat, and ſpoke forth that ſame Life 

(by the holy, eternal Speaking Word through the Fiat) into Forms and Shapes, ac- 

> Body, cording to the Properties of the Aſtrums in the ſpiritual * Corpus, in which the Fiat or 
: the Defire attracted the Elements according to the outward Effence to itſelf as a Body. 

2. And thence were Creatures produced in all the four Elements, in each Afrum ac- 

cording to its Property; as Birds in the Aftrum of the Air; Fiſhes in the Aftrum of the 

Water; Cattle and four-footed Beafts out of the Aftrum of the Earth, and four Ele- 

ments: So likewiſe Spirits in the Fire- Afrum, as it is alſo in the other Elements. And 

e ſee very exactly in the Difference of the Creatures, that the Degrees of the Aftrum 

lor Conſtellations} are fo diſtin and various; for the Forms of the Earth live in the 
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third Degree, viz. in the Fire-flagrat, in the Sulphur, Mars, and Mercury, in the Liſe 
void of Underſtanding, whereas they have an Underſtanding [or Inſtinct] by the En- 
kindling of the ſuperior Afrum, in which third Degree, in the Property, alſo Graſs, 
Herbs, and Trees and yet they receive aſſiſting Influence from the ſuperior [ Aftrum} 
in the Enkindling, by which they are otherwiſe qualified. | 

3- And we ſee that each Kind has a Spirit and Body according to the Degree of its 
Arum; for we underſtand that out of one Conftellation [or Aſtrum] many Kinds of 
Creatures proceed; the Cauſe whereof is, that each Aſtrum has again its Degrees in it. 
For there is in each Afrum whatſoever all the Afrums have, but yet in ſeveral diſtinct 
Degrees in the Manifeſtation ; and therefore the Properties in each Aftrum are manifold. 
So alſo divers Sorts of Creatures are proceeded from each Aftrum, the Spirit of each Kind 
is from the Afrum, but all Kinds muſt uſe the four Elements; for they riſe out of that 
Fountain whence all the Afrums originally proceed. 

4: On the fifth md ot has So Dominion the fir Hour of the Day among the 
Planets, and that becauſe he has his Original in the Creation of the Afrum out of the 
fifth Degree of Nature, viz. out of the Power of the ſulphureous and ſal- nitral Oil; and 

t on the fifth Day this jovial Property was opened and educed out of the fourth Day's 
Property, as a plaaſant powerful Life, out of all the Conſtellations ; to which Life God 
created all Creatures (except Man,) each out of the Property of his Conſtellation, out 
of his Degree, ſo that they might all live in the Soul of the outward Nature, and be 
under the Government of one Officer ; which is the outward Conſtellation wherein the 
Sun is chief Regent. 

5. Each Conſtellation has its Compaction of Sulphur and Mercury; the Sulphur gives 
Eſſence, and Mercurius gives Spirit into the Eſſence; and from both theſe Fal is gene- 
rated, viz. out of the ſharp Fiat, according to the Property of Sulphur and Mercury; 
and out of theſe three Properties, viz. out of Sulphur, Mgrcurius, and Sal, all Creatures 
entered into a Life and creatural Being. And now ſuch as the Sulphur was on each 
Place in every Puniium in the Property, as was taken or conceived in the Fiat, in the 
Motion of the fifth Property in all the Elements, even ſuch a Creature was opened or 
brought forth, as the Compaction was coagulated in each Pundum; and fo each Kind 
had its Spirit and Seed in it, to generate and bring forth again. 

6. The two Sexes, viz. the Male and its Female, riſe from the Seperation of the 
watery and fiery Tincture in Sulphur ; for the Seperation was in the Verbum Fiat, where, 
out of one Sulphur in one only Punum, two Sexes came forth out of one Eſſence, viz. 
the fiery Property in itſelf ro 2 Male, and the Light's or Water's Property to a Female, 
where then both Tinctures ſevered. 

7. And as we ſee that the Fire cannot burn without the Water, and the Water 
would be a nothing without the Fire, and they mutually beget one another, and alſo 
again vehemently deſire each other; and their right Life conſiſts in their Conjunction, in 
that they have produced each other, and afterwards enter into and mutually embrace each 
other as one; where allo they are again changed in the Fire into ane, and yet again pro- 
ceed forth from the Fire in one Eſſence, viz. in an oleous Property, in which they ſtand 
in the Bond of the higheſt Love-defire ; for their Light ſhines in the Oil; and as the 
Fire-world deſires the Light-world and the Light-world the Fire-world, as Father and 
Son; the like alſo is to be underſtood of the two Sexes. 

8. The Female is from the Male, as the Tincture of the Light and Water is from the 
Fire; and they jointly belong together in Nature as one: Thus the one may not be wich- 
out the other, and they have a very ardent Longing after each other; for the TinZure of 
* the Light, viz. Venus's Tin#ure, deſires the Fire's Tindlure, and the Fire the Light's, as |

9. For Venus gives Eſſence, and the Fire takes the Eſſence to its Life, and yields out 


; of the received Eſſence the Light, and in the fiery Light the Oil, and out of the Oil again 
i the Water and Eſſence; and hence it is that all Creatures deſire Copulation each with its 
N own Kind; and fo they generate a third, viz. an Aſſimulate according to two in one; 


every Eus brings forth a Similitude accerding to itſelf. _ 

10. And we fee very clearly, that each Kind is created out of a ſeveral Exs, each out 
of a different Degree, and how each Kind lives in its Mother, whence it has taken its 
Original, and that it cannot hve in another Degree as the Reafs upon the Earth, which | 
are a Lim of the Earth and Air; therein they live, and thence. they take their Food | 
and Nouriſhment ; for the Fiat extracted them out of the Earth's Property, and amaſſed 
them in the fifth Manifeſtation of the Effence, as a Sulphur of the % Eu, whereon | 
the four depend. | | | 

11. The Birds were created in the Sulphur of the Air, therefore they fly in their | 
Mother; alſo the Fiſhes in the Sulphur of the Water; and the Worms in the Sulphur of - 
the Earth: Thus each thing lives in its Mother, whence it was taken in the Beginning; 
and the contrary is its Deat | 

12. And the Eſſence and Life of this Time are nothing elſe but a Cantemplation of the 
inward ſpiritual World. What the Poſſibility of Eternity has in it, and what kind of 
| ſpiritual Play is in the Ex of the inward ſpiritual World, ſo accordingly it came forth into 
4 a creatural Being, out of Good and Evil, into a Time, and that through the Divine 
1 1z. And hereby the Kingdom and Dominion of the Prince of the Place of this World 
| were taken from him, for the Eus has introduced itſelf into another Principle; wherein 
he cannot be; for he was not made a Creature in this Principle; and he has no Life 

therein, but only in the Property of the awakened Wrath in the Vanity.

ww fix Properties of Nature into /i Degrees or Days, into a working 

Life, and yet has introduced them all again into the Seventh, viz. into 

the Reft, or into the Manſion, wherein they ſhould work; denoting, 

that all whatſoever they ſhould work, manifeſt, and produce out of the Wonders of the 

eternal Wiſdom, ſhould re-enter into the One, viz. into the Reſt, which is the ſeventh 

Property, viz. a Houſe of the working Life, wherein it ſhould ſtand as a Figure to the 
Contemplation of the great Glory of God. 

2. Now when God had educed the five Days of Nature through five Properties or 
Degrees, into five Conſtellations (all which are not indeed Conftellations, but a Fountain 
of an aſtral Property) viz. into a ſeperate peculiar Heaven, as it might be given and 
expreſſed to the Underſtanding, then he on the ſixth Day educed out of the jovial Pro-

4. Now when God had educed this fiery Love-defire out of the Center through all the 
Properties, then Nature was now deſirous (in this Love- property) of the Likeneis of God, 
viz. a Similitude according to and in the Generation of the holy Love-defire, that ſo this 
holy Conſtellation of the Love-defire might alſo be creaturized,. and figurized. | 

5. And ſeeing this Love-defire was educed out of all the Properties of Nature and the 
Heavens, viz. out of the Verbum Fiat, wherein all the Creatures lay from Eternity in a 
Myſtery, and introduced into a Seperation, viz. into a ſundry diftin& Degree, therefore 
now the Property longed to be an Inage of all Degrees and Properties, via. a living ratio- 
nal and underſtanding Image, according to the Manifeſtation of this manifeſted Property. 

6. Now ſaid the Speaking Word in the Verbum Fiat, Let us make Man; that is, out of 
the Maſs of all Eſſences, out of the Property of all Powers and Conſtellations; the * Mixture. 
Love-deſire deſired a Linus out of all Eſſences for a living Image, An Image that may be 
like and reſemble us; and let them have Dominion over the Fiſh of the Sea and over the Fowls 
of the Air, over the Cattle and over all the Earth, and over every Worm (or creeping thing) 
that creeps upon the Earth. | 

7. Underſtand this thus: The /i Property of Nature (viz. the Love-defire) was 

uced, expreſſed, or breathed forth out of all the Properties, and was the deſirous 

ife in the Joy, viz. in the Light of Nature; this was not in itſelf a Limus, but it was the 

Deſire to the | eas for the Speaking Word which God expreſſed moved therein, viz. 
the intellettual Life; God was therein manifeſt. 

8. This manifeſted Word of God deſired in this Love-defire a Zimus out of the Earth, 
and all the created Eſſences, out of all the Conſtellations and Degrees, for a Body to! Corpus. 
itſelf ; therefore God ſaid, an Image that may rule over Fiſh, Fowl, Beaſts, Worms, and 
over the Earth, and all the Eſſences of the Conſtellations. Now if it muſt have Dominion 
therein, then it muſt be out from thence, for each Spirit rules in its Mol ber whence it 
is riſen and proceeded, and eats of its Mother. 

9. But here we muſt rightly underſtand this Love-deſire in the expreſſed Word; the 
expreſſed Word had in this Yenus-defire the Deſire of all Heavens, that is, of all Entities 
and Properties in itſelf, viz. the Properties of the inward ſpiritual holy Heaven, which is 
the Manſion of the Power of God, and of the outward created Heaven with the Heavens 
of all Conſtellations and Elements; yet not effentially [or in Subſtance] but as a ſpiritual 
Deſire : And theſe Properties deſired in the ſpiritual Deſire to be eſſential. 

10. Now the Text in Moſes ſpeaks very clearly and fully, where it ſays, and God crea- 
ted Man in bis own Image; in the Image of God created be him. By the creating is under- 
ſtood the Body, which is twofold, viz. a Spiritual Body and a Corporeal ; for the Venus- 
deſire is a ſpiritual Body, and that which it has attracted to itſelf in the Fiat into the 
Deſire of the ſpiritual Body, that is a fleſbly Body; the Verbum Fiat itſelf figurized and 
formed it into a ſpiritual Man, out of all the three Principles, viz. according to the inward 
divine World, both according to the fiery Light-world and the outward World. 

11. And the ſpiritual Body is the Image of God, which the Fiat cloathed with the 
Eſſence out of all the Effences, viz. it cloathed it with the heavenly holy Eſſence, the 
heavenly holy Corporality of the inward holy Love-defire ; and from the outward Love-

12. The inward holy Man was in the Heaven of God, and the outward Man was in

Image, To the Image of God; for, IN (betokens that) he was known by the Spirit of 
God in this Eſſence from Eternity in the Myſtery of Wiſdom as a Conſtellation of magi- 


on Power: Into this Knowledge God introduced the Eſſence, and created the Eſſence 


to the Image of the magical Image of God. 


13. Thus underſtand by the inward Creating the true heavenly Image, viz. an holy 


#piritual Man out of all the Properties of the angelical divine World; underſtand the 


inward Body for the one only Element, whence the four were expreſſed ; and underſtand 
the outward Man for the outward World with the Stars and four Elements, viz. Fire, Air, 
Water, and Earth ; and alſo for the outward Tin&ure, which is linked with the inward 
in the holy expreſſed Word, and is only ſevered by a Principle; where alſo the inward 
puts forth an external Life. The inward is holy, and the outward [Life or Principle] in 
the Tincture would be likewiſe holy, if the Curie was not come into it by Reaſon of the 
awaked Vanity; yet if the Vanity be ſevered * by the Tincture, then it is holy and a 


Paradiſe, which ſhall open itſelf at the End of this World. ; 


14. And Moſes ſays further; Gad breathed into Man the Breath of Life, and be became 
a living Sou! : This fignifies the living, ſpeaking, underſtanding Spirit, out of all the 
three Principles, viz. out of the inward Fire-world, which is manifeſt through the dark 
_ and out of the holy Light-world ; and out of the outward aerial World: This is 

Soul. 

15. The inward Fire-breath is the true eternal creaturely Saul; and the Light's 
Breath is the true underſtanding Spirit of the Soul, wherein it is an Angel; and the out- 
ward Air-breath is the rational Soul in the vegetative beſtial Life, wherewith Man rules 
over all the Creatures of this World. | 

16. As the only Underſtanding of the abyſſal unſearchable Deity has manifeſted itſelf 
with three Principles, ſo likewiſe he has breathed in the true Life out of all the three 
Principles into the created Image: The Body is a Limus of all Beings, and the Soul is the 
3 Word, viz. the Power and Underſtanding of all Eſſences, viz. the Manifeſtation 


of the divine Underſtanding. 


17. The Spirit of God has inſpired or given in itſelf, from the Properties of all the 
three Principles, into the created Image, viz. the Father of all Eſſences has breathed or 
ſpoken forth the Spirit out of all the three Principles through his eternal Speaking Word 
out of the whole Eſſence of the Powers; or as I might ſet it down, he has inſpoken it, 
viz. the egreſſed Sound or expreſſed Voice of the Underſtanding, which through the 
Motion of God educed and manifeſted itſelf, through the eternal and temporal Nature ; 
the ſame [Spirit] God did again in-ſpeak, or as the Text in Moſes has it, Breathe in 10 this 
only Image, for a Ruler of the Body and all other Creatures. 

18. And the Soul, in its real Life and hag v-32 wh 1 conſiſts in three Kingdoms: 
The frft is the eternal Nature, viz. the potent Might of Eternity, the Dark and Fire- 
world; according to which God calls himſelf a ftrong zealous angry God and a conſuming 
Fire, in which the Devil has wholly plunged and diabolized himſelf. 

19. The Second is the holy Light-world, where the eternal Underſtanding has diſ- 
played itſelf through the Fire's Sharpneſs, in the Light of the great fiery Love-deſire, and 
turned the wrathful dark and fiery Property to a Kingdom of Joy ; which is the true Mani- 


feſtation of the Deity; and it is called the holy Heaven of the angelical Delight and B20. 
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20. The third Kingdom or World is the outward aſtral and elemental Kingdom, wiz. 
the Air, with its domineering Conſtellation, wherein all the five outward Conſtellations 
rule, viz. the Superior and the Inferior of the four Elements ; out of which [Conſtel- 
lation] the five Senſes take their Original; and wherein the vegetable and reaſonable Life 
conſiſts, This is the anima! [or beſtial] Soul, which rules over all the Creatures of this 
World; fo alſo over all the outward Heavens or Conſtellations ; and over all the Earth, 
or Eſſences of the outward World. | 

21. Underſtand it thus: The Fire- breath out of the firſt Principle rules in its Original, 
viz. in its own Mother, whence the Spirit of God amaſſtd (or moulded) it, viz. in the 
Center of the eternal Nature, in the Might of the Dark and Fire-world; and it is the 
Cauſe of the Light-Life; and alſo of the Air-fire: If that were not, none of the other 
would be neither. 

22. And the Light's Breath rules in the ſecond Principle, viz. in the holy Kingdom of 
the manifeſted Power of God, which is the Manſion of the holy Spirit of God, the Tem- 
ple of God, viz. in the heavenly holy Eſſence; underſtand in the holy ſpiritual Body of 
the holy pure Element, which with its Properties ſtands in equal Weight and Meaſure, as 
a fit prepared Inſtrument of the Spirit ; wherein he manifeſts God's Wonders out of the 
eternal V iſdom, and introduces them into the Melody of Joy, viz. into the holy Har- 
mony of the eternal Speaking Word of God, into the divine Kingdom of Joy, viz. into 
the Manifeſtation of the divine Powers; in which the holy Spirit is the true Mufician. 

23. And the Air-Spirit has Dominion alſo in its Mother, whence it rules over the out- 
ward World, over the Figure and Similitude of the inward World, viz. over the outward 
Myſtery of Time, and manifeſts its Mother, which is brought forth out of Eternity into 
a Time, to the Contemplation of the Wonders of the Wiſdom of God. 

24. And yet they are not three Souls, but only one; yet it ſtands in three Principles, 
viz, in the Kingdom of God's Anger, and in the Kingdom of God's Love, and in the 

Kingdom of this World; and if this were not, then it could act be ſaid, The Soul went 
into Heaven or Hell, if * they were not in it. When the Air, viz. the outward Kingdom = Heaven or 
of Time, leaves it, then is the Soul manifeſt either in the dark Fire-kingdom of God, or Hell. 
in the holy Kingdom of Light, in the Love-fire of the Power of God; whereunto it 
has given up itſelf in this Life-time, therein it ſtands, when it leaves the outward Life. 

25. And we are in 20 wiſe to think, that the Soul is God himſelf, (who is neither 
p Nature nor Creature, alfo — in nothing but only in himſelf, and yet dwells 
| through all Things, and is neither far off or nigh to any Thing :) Burt * it is the expreſſed * The Soul. 
; Word, the formed Word; it is the Spirit and the Life of the three Principles of divine 
| Manifeſtation ; but if it were God, then it were immoveable, uncontroulable, and 10 
; Judgement could paſs upon it. | 
| 26. But a Judgement may paſs upon it, if it departs out of that Order wherein God 
] introduced it in the Beginning ; if ir goes out of the divine Harmony, out of the Order of 
\ the manifeſted Word of God's Power; if it manifeſts or produces another Will in itſelf, 
| viz. other Properties out of the ſtrong Might of the eternal Nature. 

27. The whole Man with Body and Soul is threefold, and yet but one only Man : 
The Body is out of a threefold Eſſence ; and the Soul is out of a threefold Property of the 
Spirit; an Example thereof you have in the Fire, Light, and Air. The Fire has another 
Property than the Light and Air have; the fiery Body is the eternal Conftellation, viz. the 
magical Conſtellation, the great Myſtery, out of which the outward Conſtellation was pro- 
duced, and brought into a creatural Being. 

28. The Fire-ſpirit, viz. the fiery Soul, dwells in the fiery fpiritual Body : And in the 
. Light's Body (which is from the bly Element, viz. from the true heavenly Image, which 
conſiſts in a ſpiritual Sulphur Mercurius and Sal) dwells the boly Sou, viz. the true Spirit

ordained the Type of the new Regeneration with an Unction of Oil, wherein he power- 
fully wrought, through the promiſed Covenant, as in a Type. 

31. The third outward Property of the Soul has likewiſe every way ſuch a Body of 
many Conſtellations in it, as the inward Properties; all which Multiplicity of Properties, 
may be called Heavens. For each Property of the outward Body has a magical Conſtel- 
lation; as there is a Body of the ſulpburean Conſtellation of the Earth; allo a Body or 
Conſtellation of the Mercurial, poiſonful Life; alſo a Body of the Salt Powers of Bodies; 
alſo a Body of the Soul of the outward World, viz. of the upper created Conſtellation ; 
all according as the outward Powers of the outward Soul are : Thus each Power has a 


corporeal Property in it; and thus alſo the inward Powers of the ſpiritual Property are to 
be underſtood with the inward Body. | |

were all tinctured with the ſweef Love, fo that there was nothing but mere pleaſing 
Reliſh. Love-deſire, and Delight betwixt them. 


6. The inward: holy Corporality * from the pure Element penetrated through the four * Of. 


Elements, and held the Limus of the Earth (viz. the outward ſulphureous Body) as it 


were ſwallowed up in itſelf; and it was really there, but in Manner as the Darkneſs. 


dwells in the Light, and yet its Darkneſs cannot be manifeſt for the Light; but if the 
Light extinguiſhes, then the Darkneſs is manifeſt. 

7. Thus the inward Man held the outward Captive in itſelf, and penetrated it, as a 
Fire heats an Iron throughout, that it ſeems as if it were all Fire; but when the Fire 
goes out, then the dark ſwarthy Iron is manifeſt. 

8. Thus likewiſe was the fr Man when he ſtood in Paradiſe, in his fixed Condition, 
in like manner as Time is before God, and God in the Time, and they are d4fin#, but 
not parted aſunder; as the Time is a Play before God, ſo alſo the outward Life of Man 
was a Play to the inward holy Man, which was the real Image of God. | 

9. The outward Spirit and Body was unto the inward as a Vonder of divine Manifeſ- 
tation, according to * Fire-dark and Light World, a Mirror of the great Omnipotence and 
Omni ſcience of God; and the inward was —_ to it for a Ruler and Guide. 

10. As God plays with the Time of this outward World, folikewiſe the inward divine 
Man ſhould play with the outward in the manifeſted Wonders of God in this World, 
and open the divine Wiſdom in all Creatures, each according to his Property; fo like- 
wiſe in the Earth, in Stones, and Metals, in which alſo there is a twofold Eſſence, ' viz.

Devil's ſtrong Deſire and Imagination entered through the Eſſence of the Serpent into 


Eve's Effence, both by the Sound and Voice in their Intercourſe of Speech, and alſo by 


the Conjunction of both Deſires. | 

24. And here Eve's Deſire, and the Devil's Deſire, were eſpouſed [or united] in this 
Confunction; for the Devil's Deſire made Eve's Luſt wholly monſtrous, and fo egged or 
forced her on in the Luft, till he overcame her, and ſhe gave full Conſent thereto in her 
Neſire ; ſhe would willingly alſo eat of the Tree of Underſtanding and wiſe Szbtlety, and 
deſired likewiſe to be, or be made fo wiſe, prudent, and crafty as the Serpent. 

25. For the Devil faid the Fruit would not hurt, but the. Zyes of her ſharp Under- 
ſtanding would be opened, and they ſhould be as Gad; this Eve liked very well, that ſhe 
ſhould be a Goddeſs, and wholty conſented thereto; and in this full Conſent ſhe fell 
from the divine Harmony, from the Refignation in God, and from the divine Deſire, 
and entered with her own Deſire into the Craft, Diſtemper, and Vanity of the Serpent, 
and the Devil. | 
206. Here in this Juncture [or Point of Time] the Devil's Defire took full P: ſeſſion 
of Eve's Will, and introduced it into a ſerpentine Subſtance; and even here Eve became 
monſtrous in her own Eſſence, according to the Effence of the Serpent; and here the 
Devil built up his Fort, Rampant, and ſtrong Hold, in the human Eſſence; and here

her Efſence, but as God faid to her, Thou ſhalt die, that is, die or diſappear, in the = Or as to. 
Kingdom of Heaven ; for the Kingdom of Heaven receives no true Death ; only when 
the Light of the divine Principle extinguiſbes, then that Eſſence wherein it burned, and 
from whence it ſhone, is dumb, and as it were dead, without Feeling and Underſtand- 
ing, as a Nothing ; like as a Candle burning in a dark Place makes the whole Room 
light, but if it goes out, there is not the Print or Impreſſion of it to be ſeen; its Power 
enters into the Nothing, in like Manner as God made all Things of Nothing, 

28. Not that we are to underſtand that Man's heavenly Eus became a Nothing; it 
remained in Man; but it was as it were a Nothing to Man in #ts Life; for it ſtood 
hidden in God, and was unapprehenſible, without Life, o Man: Nothing dies in God; 
but the holy Zxs in the human Life diſappeared. 

29. And as Eve did now reach to the Tree, take the Fruit, and pluck it off, the 
ſame ſhe had already done by the earthly Zimus, and by the Will of the Soul, which 
deſired the Subtlery from the Center of Nature; which Subtlety [or Diſcretion] ſhe 
already 3 in her, in the Center, and yet was not manifeſt in the divine Power, 
and in the reſigned Humility: In this Eſſay the Devil's Deſire reaches along, in her 
monſtrous Image, to the Fruit; and when ſhe took the Fruit into the Mouth, and did 
eat thereof, that her Bodys Eſſence received in this Eſſence, the human Eſſence took 
the Eſſence in the Tree. | 

30. And ſeeing ſhe did not forthwith fall dows and die, ſhe thought it would nat hurt 
her, for the Anger-ſource yet reſted till in her, and ſhe perſuaded Adam, that he alſo 
did eat thereof, ſeeing he ſaw that it hurt not Eve. 

31. But now when they had eaten, the Wrath of God's Anger awaked in the mon- 
ſtrous Image, viz. the Properties of the dark World, viz. the Devil's introduced De- 
fire, which now had its Seat in the monſtrous Image in the Serpent's Effence : In this 
Inſtant all the Forms of Subtlety and Craftineſs awaked in the human Myſtery ; for fo Or Hiddea- 
long as Man ſtood reſigned in God, in the equal Accord, in the divine Harmony, the neſs. 
heavenly Part, viz. the Life of the heavenly Linus, penetrated the earthly Linus, and 
the Properties could not be manifeſt ; for they were all in equal Meaſure and Weight, 
as the Time is in God, and God in the Time. 

32. But when Man's own Will began effe&ually and actually to work, then alſo the 
| Properties of the univerſal magical Mrum began alſo to work in him, each [ {firum or 
Star!] in its Selfhood ; for the univerſal magical Aftrum laid in Man, for he was created 
ö on the ſixth Day in the ſixth Manifeſtation of the divine Myſtery, as a Limus of all Be- 
ings; a Limus, or external [or extracted] Birth, whence all the Creatures were created; 
an Aſtrum of the univerſal AHrum; for he ſhould rule above Creatures of this World, 
and be Lord over all Creatures, and yet not be ruled or lorded over by any. 

33. For he ſtood in equal Eſſence; but now every Aftrum of every Eſſence of all the 
Creatures depart from their mutual Accord, and each ſteps into its Se lfhood; whence 
the Strife, Contrariety, and Eumity aroſe in the Eſſence, that one Property oppoſes it- 
ſelf againſt the other: Thus likewiſe the outward Spirit of the outward Aſtrum and four 
Elements preſently domineered in them, and Heat and Cold were alſo manifeſt in their 


Body; moreover the Properties of all evil and good Beaſts : All which Properties before 
did lie hidden, 
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one does but obſerve and well mind 
. Phariſees @ Generation of Vipers, and the Seed of Serpents; alſo others he called Wolves, 


O the lamentable and miſerable Fall, c. Part I. 


34. Here the Craft and Subtlety of the Serpent was manifeſt, and the precious Image 
was corrupted, and became according to the Limus of the Earth a Beaſt of all Beaſts : 
Whereupon there are now ſo many and various Properties in Man; as one a Fox, Wolf, 
Bear, Lion, Dog, Bull, Cat, Horſe, Cock, Toad, Serpent; and, in brief, as many 
Kinds of Creatures as are upon the Earth, ſo many and various Properties likewiſe there 
are in the earthly. Man; each of one or other; all according to the predominant Stars 
which make ſuch a Property in the Seed, in the Time of the Seeding, by reaſon of their 
Predominance or [potent Influence, ] that Aftrum which is moſt predominant in the Con- 
ſtellation, that has its Deſire in the Seed, and if it be ſown, ſuch a Property is hatched 


in the earthly Part of Man. 


35. Not that the whole Man is ſuch a [very brute Beaſt in outward Shape, ] but there 
is ſuch a Figure of the Deſire in the earthly Eſſence; and the Man muſt bear ſuch a Beaſt 
in the Body, which ſtirs him up and drives him to the beſtial Property; net that he has 


this Form according to the outward [Perſon,] but really in the earthly Effence ; accord- 
ing to the outward [perſonal Shape] he remains in the firſt Formation. 


36. Yet this Beaſt does ſomewhat — forth its Signature externally in every one; if 
e ſame, he may find it: Hence Chriſt called the 


ravening Wolves, Foxes, Dogs, and the like; for they were ſuch in the earthly Eſſence: 
And He taught us, that we muſt be born anew, and forſake this beſtial Property, and 


-become as Children, or we ſhould not poſſeſs the Kingdom of God. 


37. For as the Eſſence is in the Body, ſo the Spirit figures and forms itſelf internally, 
and the poor Soul ſtands in this Priſon, bound, and married to ſuch a Feaſt, unleſs that 
-a Man be born anew ; for which Ground [and End] God ordained the Circami/ion in 
the Old Teſtament, and in the New the Baptiſm in the Spirit of Chriſt. 

38. Here we are highly to conſider, what Horror, Lamentation, and Miſery, An- 
guiſh, Fear, and Diftreſs, did ariſe and awake in Man, and were manifeſt as a falſe 
Life and Will in Man; of which we have a Type in the Death of Chriſt, when he 
deftroyed the Death in our human awakened Property upon the Croſs, and overcame [it] 
with the great Love of his heavenly Blood, which he introduced thereinto ; that even 
then the Earth, viz. the Limus of the Earth, whence Adam's outward Eſſence was 


extracted, did tremble and ſhake at it. Now when the great Love forced into the human 


Earth, wherein the Anger of God was living and effectually working, in the Curſe, when 
it now was to die, and to be changed into another Source, it /rembled before this great 
Love-fire; like as the Love - fire in Adam and Eve trembled in the awakening of the 
Anger in them, whereby they were aſtoniſhed, and creeped bebind the Trees in the Garden, 
and were afraid; for the Dread and Horror of God's Anger were awakened in their 
Eſſence, and they knew their beſtial Properties.

God, had before moved himſelf 
in his Myſtery with the Creation. of the angelical Thrones : Now if he ſhould have changed 
this Motion, which was enkindled, and alſo poiſoned by the Hierarch Lacifer with falſe 
Diſtemper, into Love, before he had created the Earth and Man, then he muſt yet 
once more have moved himſelf according to the Fire's Property, if he would have crea- 
ted another Hierarch and angelical Prince. ads 1 | 

33. But ſeeing that might not be, he created the. Earth, and out of the Earth, Man, 
out of the firſt Motion, and breathed into Man the Light and Fire-ſoul out of that Breath 
of his manifeſted and moved Word, viz. out of the firſt Motion; for out of the firſt Motion 
of the Word, another Prince ſhould come into the princely-created Throne of Lucifer, 
and take in and poſſeſs the firf Motion. 1 

34. And God appointed the Judgment to the firf Motion, and took away Lucifer's 
domineering Fire-ſword, and gave it to Adam, and afterwards introduced the deepeſt 
Love of God in Chriſt into Adam, and brought the moved Word again into the Likeneſs, 
viz, into an eternal Confirmation, and gave Adam in Chriſt the Fire- word over the fal- 
len Prince Lucifer.

17. Now ſays Reaſon, God would have it fo, elſe he had turned away his Will. No: 

Indeed God's Anger-will in the Serpent's Exs, which had captivated the Free-will, 

would have it; but yet God's Love-will faid in him, Rule over Sin, that is, over the 

Wrath and Anger of the Serpent, and let it not have its Power or Prevalence. _. 

18. And here we are rightly to know, how God's Love and Anger are in continual 

Conteſt ; underſtand, it is in the manifeſted Word in the Limus of the Earth, and in 

the Ens of the human Property out of the Earth; for the Anger-Ens is ſtirred up and 

driven by the Devil, and deſires continually to devour the Love-Exs, and poſſeſs this 

Kingdom in the Anger-Ens. 

19. The Anger-Eus deſires to have Man; for it has its King in Lucifer; and the 

Love-Ens deſires alſo to have him; for it has its King in Chriſt; and therefore Chriſt 

muſt bring the human Love-Eus through Death and the Anger-Exs, and open another 

Principle, viz. another Kingdom, and leave Prince Lucifer in his own Anger, for his 

Free-will had choſe it him. nA 02 | 

20. Thus alfo the Free-will in Cain chooſed the falſe, viz. the Devil's-will : But thou 
* Reprobated ſayeſt, Was then the Murdering-will wholly rejected? It“ rejected itſelf : But if the Free- 
or abandon- will had again conceived in the Love-Ens, it would have been again born anew, yea 
- 7x even after the Murder; which we leave to the Judgment of God, whether it was fo or 
" no, ſeeing the Text in Moſes gives him ſo bare a Name in Deſpair ; for the Mord out 
of which the Name Jeſus was made manifeſt, was given 10 call poor loſt Sinners to Repen- 

tance, and not the Righteous ones who were apprehended in the Love, as Chriſt ſaid. 

21. Cain was a Type of the firſt corrupt Adam in Sin; and Abel was a Type of Chriſt 
the ſecond Adam, viz. of the Virgin- child; for the Tree of Evil and Good began in 

Adam; and ſo likewiſe the Fruit forthwith appeared, viz. Chriſt's Children, and the 

Children of the Devil and the Serpent. | 

22. Now Reaſon ſays, Was Cain then wholly conceived of the Serpent's Exs in the 

Anger of God, and predeſtinated to Damnation? Anſwer, No: He was (conceived) of 

the Ens of Adam's Soul and Body; and fo alſo of the Seed and Ens of Eve's Body; but 

the Monſter in the Matrix of Eve environed the fown Seed, and it was that which ſedu- 
ced and beguiled him; but the Mark {and Aim] of the Covenant laid hidden in the 

Ens of the Soul and Body; for the Eus of the Seed of Adam and Eve was out of the

24. And hence now the Will in the Soul's Eſſence aroſe; the Tree brought forth a 
Twig out of (or like) itſelf; for it was Cain's Deſire only that he might be Lord upon 
the Earth; and as he ſaw that Abel was more acceptable in God's Sight than himſelf, his 
free-beſtial Will in him elevated itſelf to fay Abel; for Cain's Aim and Endeavour was 
only about the outward World, to domineer and be Lord and Maſter therein; but el 
ſought God's Love. | | 

25. Thus there are yet two ſuch Churches upon the Earth; one which only ſeeks 
worldly Pleaſure, Might, Honour, and the ouward God Mammon and and therein 
it lodges the Serpent's Child; the other which ſeeks the Virgin-child, and God's King- 
dom, and mult ſuffer iiſelf to be perſecuted, reviled, reproached, and tilled by the Caini- 
cal-Church, as Cain did to Mei. | 

26. For the Devil will yet be continually a Prince of this World in the Serpent's Child; 
and if the Virgin's Child, which bruiſes the Head of the Serpent, be not manifeſt in the 
Serpent's Child, then the Devil is and remains Prince and Hoſt in the Houſe of the Soul, 
as happened to Cain. 

27. And do but underitand the Ground right: In the Birth of this World wo King- 
doms lie manifeſt, viz. God's Love-Kingdom in Chriſt, and the Kingdom of God's Anger 
in Lucifer : Theſe wo Kingdoms are in Conteſt and Strife in all Creatures; for the Ori- 
ginal of all Spirits is in the Conteſt, and in the Combat of the Fire the Light is made 
manifeſt; the Fire is a Cauſe of the Light, God's Anger is a Cauſe that God did yet 
once move himſelf in his deepeſt Love in the Name Jeſus, and thereby overcome the 
Anger. 

28. Now what can the Love do, if the Free-will eſpouſes itſelf to the Anger? Or what 
can the Anger do againſt it, if the Free-will conceives in the Love, and deftroys the An- 
ger? Muſt it not hold ſtill and ſuffer it to be done? And though it oppoſes and rages 
againſt it, yet the Love pierces quite through it, and changes it into Fey; the Anger is 
the Root of Love, as the Fire is the Root of the Light : But in the Free-will is the Un- 
derſtanding, which makes itſelf to what it pleaſes. 

29. Doll thou not ſee this in the Earth, that the Free - will in the Eus of the Word 
has made itſelf Stones, Metals, and Earth? The Stones and Earth are not the Free-will; 
but the Free- will has introduced itſelf into ſuch an Ens, and by its Lubet and Motion 
introduced the Ens into a Compaction or ulation; there was no other Maker there 
but the Free will in the formed and manifeſted Word: Thou mayeſt indeed ſee Wonders: 
enough. 

30. Behold the unreaſonable Creatures, as Worms, Toads, Spiders, and other wild veno- 
mous and horrible Beaſts; and thou ſhalt ſee fomewhat in very Deed, if thou art not dead.. 
gut thou ſayeſt God has created it ſo: Yes, right! His Defire, in Love and Anger has 
a maſſed the Ens with the Motion, and compacted each Eus according to the Free - will 

nto a Form; there was no other Maker there but the Free-will in the Verd. 
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31. The Deſire in the Word was the Fiat, which introduced the Free-will into an 
Ens : Thus the fame manifeſted Word is yet in all things, and has the Fiat, viz. the 
Deſire in itſelf: As the Free- will in every I hing introduces itſelf into a Spirit, even ſo 
the Fiat forms and figns each thing; every Root brings forth from itſelf a Branch of its 
own. Likeneſs : But when the Branch or Sprout is to be born, and receives its Beginning 
in the Eus of the Root, the Exs then forms itſelf to ſuch a Twig, as the Root at that 
Time isgapprehended in its Power and Free- will, both by the fuperior and interior Con 


ſtellation. 


- + 32+: The like is alſo to be underſtood in Man: As the Will is in the Seed, that is, as 
the Deſite of the Father and Mother, together with other Influences from the Stars and 
Elements, yea, oftentimes from the Devil's Aſſaults and Inſinuations, are at that Time, 
even ſuch a. Spirit is formed in the Eu of the Seed; ſometimes an Angel, if the Parents 


be in holy Defire, {or in the true Faith of the engrafted Word;} ſometimes alſo a Beaft,

33. The Power of the manifeſted Word gives in itſelf into all Things, into every 
Thing according to its Will, according to the Deſire in the Eus, for the Deſire in the 
us is that which forms the Word, viz. the Sound of Life; as it is written, Such as th: 
People are, ſuch a God they alſo have; with the Holy thou art holy, and with the Perverſe thou 


art perverſe; this is wholly to be underſtood, concerning the expreſſed Word in the Fiat, 


vi. in the Defire of Nature: And therefore God has eſpouſed and berrothed azether 
Word out of the Center of his Love to the Image of Man, that, though he be riſen out 


of an evil Property, yet the Free-will has Power and Information to diſclaim its Self boed, 


and die to itſelf in this holy incorporated Word; and then the Fiat begets and forms 
another net Creature in the Free- uill out of the Ens. 

34. The Poſſibility lies in all Men; but the making or forming of the Child of God 
belongs now to the holy Fiat in the new. introduced Word, for it lies not on any Mans 
Self willing, Contriving, Running, and Toiling, but in God's Mercy: He bas Mercy upon 
whom be pleaſes, viz. upon thoſe only who with their Free-will die to their Selfhood in 
his Grace, and reſign up themſelves to him; and he bardens whom be pleaſes, viz. thoſe 
only who run with ſelfiſh Cain, and would tbemſelves take the Kingdom of God in their 
own evil Will, and will net die to their own Self-full-will. 

35. Now ſays the Scripture: Has not a Potier Power to make of one Lump of Clay 
<what be pleaſes, a Veſſel to Honour, and a Veſſel to Diſhonour ? That is, Will the telf-ful 
Will be angry, if it be Evil, that the Fiat in the Word makes it to be a Veſſel of the 
Anger? Or will it therefore be angry, if the holy Fiat in the holy Word makes that 


Will (which dives itſelf into the Love and Mercy of God, and dies to its Self hood) to 


be a Veſſel of Honour? Has not this Potter Power to do wich his Clay, viz. (with the 
Ens or Seed) what he pleaſes? Whereunto every Seed is good and profitable, thereunto 
he makes him a Veſſcl, either to the Uſe of his Anger, or the Uſe of his Love. 

36. The Holy is unto God a ſweet Savour to Life; and the Wicked à feoeet Savour to the 
Death in his Anger; all muſt enter into his Glory, and praiſe him; one in the Property 
of his Anger, who mult call the Evil good; the other in the Property of his Love, who 


muſt call the Good, good: For ſo it muſt be, that the Difference of the Good and Evil, 


of the Light and Darkneſs, of the Life and Death, may be known; for if there was 20

42. The Devil's Deſire and the beſtial Ens of the Serpent had got the upper Hand in or of his Fa- 
the Matrix of Eve, and apprehended. the firſt Seed in the Defire: Now the Kingdom mis * 
of God did yet belong to the firſt Man; but ſeeing he loſt it by his Negligence, the 
firſt Adam muſt be offered. to the Earth, and alſo its firſt Seed to the Anger. 
43. And after this firſt Seed Abe! came forth in the holy Covenant, and offered his 
ſweet Blood for the ſinful Seed, to the Anger, that the Anger might let its Flame fall, 
and ſuffer the firſt Birth to preſs.” through, in the Blood of the ſecond. - Vir. 
44. The firſt Birth was a Murderer, which ſignifies the Devil in Man; the ſecond through 
was the Offering of [or for] the firſt, that the Anger- devil in the firſt Adam might be Neger inn 
appeaſed in the Offering of the ſecond... | | Life. . 
45. Not that weſhould exalt or take in the Wicked into the Offering of Chriſt, ſo 
long as he is wicked; the Devil devours moſt of the-wicked Crew: Only the wicked Sin- 
net has an open Cale made, for him in the Offering of the ſecond { Adam, ] if he did 
cenvert, and turn himſelf from his Wickedneſ s. | 
- ' 46. But that ſome. write, that there was a twofold Seed, which did ſever itſelf in Eve, 2 
viz, one wholly deviliſh from the Exs of the Serpent, and the other from the Exs of 5 
Chriſt, [or the promiſed Seed of the Woman, ] in the Covenant, is nothing fo, theſe : 
have not at all learned the A, B, C, in this School, they; have only a dreaming Shadow « Firs Lef. 


_ "_— of the Myſtery, and not the true Sight. Thus they build the Eledbion of fon. 
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Grace upon this; but they are much miſtaken; they ſpeak only the Serpent's Words, 
which deſired to have it ſo : Obſerve it thus. 

47. Adam had only one Limbus to his Seed, and Eve only one Matrix for her Seed, 
but they both ſtood in three Principles: The Principles were in Conteft, as ſtill they are 
at this Day: The ſecond Principle, viz. the Kingdom of God, or Angelical World, 
diſappeared in the Souls Seed, and God eſpouſed his only moſt holy Ford again therein 
to the New-birth. * | | 

48. And this Eſpouſal or Betrothing ſtood as well in Cain's Ex, as in Abe's Ens; 


| but Cain s Ens was apprehended in the Conteſt of the three Principles in the Anger, and 


covered with the Serpent's Manſter, vot ſo to an Impoſſibility, as if he was born to Con- 
demnation, but even to a Poſſibility of the Free-will, whether he would lay down the 
ſelf-ful, aſſumed, and ſelf-appropriated Right in Adam, and live in Will, or 
whether he would live to himſelf: Upon this was the Election ſet, 

49. Now God knows whereinto the Free-will is entered: If it is entered into Iniquity, 
and Self-hood, then God's Anger eſtabliſhes or confirms it in its Choice to Condemnation , 
but if it is entered into the Word of the Covenant, then God confirms it to be a Child 
of Heaven; and here that Saying has its proper Signification and Application, I have 
Mercy on whom I will, and whom I will I harden. God knows his Children even in the 
Ens in the Mother's Womb ; to what End ſhould he give his Pearl to him, whom he yet 
knows would turn himſelf away from him; the PearPs Ground lies indeed in him, but 
hidden, and ſhut up; if he brought his Will into the Pearl, it would open itſelf in him. 

50. All Men proceed from one only Seed; but in one the holy Fire glimmers, and in 
another it hes as it were ſhut up, and cannot by Reaſon of the Mire of the Serpent. 

51. Thou ſayeſt then, Is the Serpent's Ens more mighty than God's Love? I have 

already anſwered thee, that Love and Anger are in Conteſt ; whereinto the Ens eſpouſes 
itſelf, of that it is apprehended and confirmed; yet fo, that the Will is free to go from 
the Evil into the Good, and from the Good into the Evil; and #bat while it lives upon 
tbe Earth, both Doors ſtand open 0 it: For the Free-will is not bound; but if it was 
bound, then no Judgment could with Righteouſneſs paſs n it: It has Laws and In- 
firuftions, which are given it, not to Death, but to Li bs thee if it tranſgreſſes theſe, 
and continues in the Tranſgreſſion, now the Judgment paſſes upon it; for every Judg- 
ment [or Sentence of Condemnation] ariſes from the Tranſgreſſion of the Command. 

52, Thou ſayeſt he cannot keep them; he is drawn [to Tranſgreſſion :] Yes, very 
right. Does not the Tr4th rebuke him even to the Face, that he is a faitbleſs Wretch, 
that ſuffers himſelf to be drawn to Evil? The Law to do Right is in his vital Light, 
as a continual Looking-glaſs; he ſees and knows it very well, that he is a Lyar, and 
walks upon the Way of the Devil; it ſhews him the Way of Truth, but the Free- 


will reefs it; at preſent he is predeſinated to Condemnation, yet fo that the Will is 


free, fo long as he 1» in this Cottage; but the heavy Band of God's Anger, in the 
drawing of the Devil's Defire, draws many a one to the Damnation of Death. 

53. Reaſon ſays, If a Man has Free-will, then God is not omnipotent over him, to 
do what he pleaſes with him: The Free- will is not from any Beginning, alſo not amaſſed 
or taken ont of any Ground into any Thing, or formed by any Thing; it is its own pe- 
cuhar Original, out of the Word of the divine Power out of God's Love and Anger; 
it forms itſelf in its own Will a Center to its Seat; it begets itſelf in the firſt Principle 
to the Fire and Light; its right and genuine Original is in the Nothing, where the 
Nothing, viz. the /\/ (or as a Man might unfold it, A. O. V.) introduces itſelf into a 
Lubet to Contemplation; and the Labet brings itſelf into a Will, and the Will into a 
Deſire, and the Deſire into a Subſtance. © 
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54. Now the eternal Original, viz. God, is a Fudge over the Subſtance ; if the Lubet 
(which is departed from him) has introduced itſelf into an evil Being, then he judges 
that Being or Subſtance in its Principle; in what Source and Property ſoever, or in 
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what Ens ſoever, the Lubet proceeding from the departed / has introduced itſelf into / 


a Principle; therein the univerſal eternal Free-will, which is the Abyſs, and Cauſe of 
all Byſs confirms and ſettles it. 

55. The Abyſſal judges that which introduces itſelf into Byſs, and ſevers the Good 
(which has introduced itſelf into a good Ens) into the Good, viz. into the divine Love; 
and the Evil (which has brought itſelf into an evil Ens, and ſet and formed itſelf into 
a Center to an evil Spirit and Will) into bis Wrath and Anger. 

56. For how can he judge a Thing, whoſe own it is 0 How would God judge 
the Will of the Creature, if it was not ſprung [or riſen] from Him? Or rather, how 
can - Judgment paſs upon a Thing which is bound, and not free in its Willing and 
Working ? | 

57. The human and angelical Will is riſen with the Motion of the Abyſs (when 
the Deity once moved itſelf in its Contemplation and Senſation, and with the Motion 
introduced itſelf into a Beginning of the Spirits) out of this Beginning : Now every Be- 
ginning into its End; and the End is that which was before the Beginning; and 
_ is — - Trial of the Beginning, [which ſhews] whereinto the Beginning has intro- 

itſelf. ; 

58. Now God is before and without all Beginnings, and from him every Beginning 
proceeds; alſo he is the End of all Beginnings; now the Middle of all inchoated 
Things ſtands between the Beginning and the End; for it muſt with its Beginning enter 
again through the End into that from whence it did ariſe. | 

59- Seeing then that God is @ jealous God and a conſuming Fire, and alſo a loving, mer- 
ciful Cad; every Free - will with its introduced Center has its own Judge born in itſelf, 
either divine Love, or divine Anger. For when a Thing begins, it goes into a Time ; 
but when this Time is apprehended of the End, 'viz. of the Eternity, then it is in 
its own eternal [Beginning and End] whence it has introduced itſelf into a Compaction, 
ſo confirmed to Eternity. | 

60. Therefore the Free-will has its own Judgment, either for the Good or Evil in 
irſelf : It has its on Judgment in itſelf; it has God's Love and Anger in it; what ic 
amaſſes and deſires, that it forms in itſelf, and does only fo form its own ſelf in its 
own Lubet into a Center. | | | 

61. For thus the World has likewiſe its Original, namely, in the Free-will of the 
two eternal Principles, both from the dark Fire-lubet, and alſo from the divine lightful 
Fire-lubet : The Free- will introduced itſelf in the Verbum Fiat into diſtinct and ſeveral 
Entities, and that according to the Poſſibility of the eternal Pregnatreſs; as the Will in 
the Verbum Fiat conceived itſelf in each Place in the Pregnatreſs, ſuch an Ent was 
brought forth, and out of the Ens aroſe its Spirit according to the Ens, viz. from God's 
cSpiration or Motion in the Principles. | | 


formed in the Free-will, but the ſame has a Good and an Evil in it, according to 
the Nature and Power of the eternal Pregnatreſs to Light and Darkneſs. 

63. But now every Spirit riſes with its Free- will firſt out of the CompaZion of its 
Center, and is, after its effected Birth, free, and may draw into itſelf, either out of 
God's Love, or Anger, and introduce its Will as it pleaſes: But bis is the princi 
Thing; as the Mother (viz. the Ens) is, whereof the Spirit is born, even ſuch a 
Lubet riſes alſo in the Spirit. | |

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64. Now the Spirit has Underſtanding, and the Ens has none; alſo * it has a Law, for it 
knows what is Erl and Good, what is Right and Wrong; alſo God has given it Laws, 
that it ſhould break the Luſt [to Evil,] and with the Vaodcrſtanding of the Light rule 
over the Lubet of the Darkneſs. 


65. Now if it does not, but departs with the Lubet out of the Underſtanding into a 
Self-Lubet, then the Lubet or Luſt amaſſes itſelf into a Subſtance, whereof a new falſe 
Will is again born, and this ſame is a Baſtard before God and the eternal Nature; for it 
ariſes Bo out of the Law and Right of the eternal Nature, but out of Self: And upon 
this the Judgment of the eternal — paſſes; and at its End (when the Center of the 


22 ſhall ſtep again into the Beginning) it will be ſpewed out from the Free- will of 
ternity. 


66. Underſtand us but right: The firſt Free- will which was breathed into Adam was 
good, indeed it was both — God's Love and Anger, viz. from the Center of the eter- 
nal Pregnatreſs of the eternal ſpiritual Nature; but it had the Underſtanding in it to rule 
and govern itſelf, fo as, it might fand and ſubſiſt eternally. 

67. But the crafty Diſtemper or InfeQion introduced by the Devil was in the Ens of

68. And out of this Subaance another new ſelf- ful Will did now ariſe, vin. a Baſtard, 2 
falſe $ Serpent-child; and this Baſtard, Adam originally propagated to his Eve, and Eve 
to her Son Cain, and ſo one Man ſo another : Thus we have now in this earthly Fleſh 
this ſame falſe Will proceeded from the Serpent's Subſtance, whereinto the Devil intro- 
duces his Deſire, and tempis us, and continually makes us luſt and long after the devil- 


iſh Property, [viz. Pride, Couctouſneſs, Envy, — Anger, ] that fo his Deſire, which he in- 


— into the falſe Baſtard in us, might become ſubſtantial and eſſential; out of which 
ſuch an whoriſh and deviliſh Serpentine Seed is continually begotten; and out of the 
ſame falſe Ens [or Seed] a Devil's Will. 

69. Thus the Devil rides in and upon Man, in and upon Body and Soul: But now 
the 350 introduced Free-will, which God breathed into —— — tin all Men, for it 
is the true real Soul, the Center of the Fire and Light, a Spark "of the divine Power 
2 Omnipotence, but wholly hemmed in and captivated in this wicked introduced

70. Therefore God has again ; re · introduced and incorporated the Aim of his new 

Covenant, in the Word of the divine holy Power, in the Name of Jeſus, into the Property 


miſed, mto of the lightful Fire, viz. into the diſappeared heavenly, holy Exs, which diſappeared in 


the Soul. 


the Darkneſs, that the firſt Free-will, which now lies captive in the Child of the Whore 
and Serpent, ſhould introduce its Deſire into this Aim of the promiſed Covenant, which 
he has fulklied in Chriſt's Humanity, and with the Deſire of the Soul's Free-will-re-in- 
troduce the holy Zxs of Chriſt, which he in the Seed of Mary introduced into our diſap- 
peared Ens, into its diſappeared heavenly Ens; and if it does bring it ſo to paſs, then out 
of this introduced Ens of Chriſt ariſes Chriſt's Spirit, which deſtroys the falſe Will of the 
Serpent 5 Baſtard in the Fleſh, and tramples upon its Head.

73. This Deſire, which departs from the Serpent's us, and Bbuneers after God's Mer- 
cy, receives Chriſt's Exs into itſelf, whence a new Will is bern, which bruiſes the Head 
of the Serpent in the Fleſh; for it is the New birth out of God in Chriſt Jeſus. 

74. But if thou wilt ſay, thou canſt not defire any Good, that is not true; only thou 
ſuffereſt the Serpent's Will in thy right eternal Soul's Will to hold thee, and with the 
Soul's Will doſt play the Whore with the Serpent's Will in the Fleſh; from whence ariſes | 
God's EleHion. 

75. God knows the falſe whoriſh Soul, which does only woe and wanton with the Ser- 1 
pent, with the Idol Babel, and will ſtill live in the Laſt and Will of the Fleſh and of the | | 
Serpent, and yet wills to be an outwardly adopted Child; God ſhould forgive it its Sins 
by an outward Word-ſpeaking, but it wills till to hang and eleave to the wanton Love H 
of the Serpent in its falſe Luſt; this God chuſes to Judgment. 5 

76. For the Free-will, which was inſpired into Adam, and which » it has inherited from * The Soul. | 
Adam, hangs on Lucifer; and therefore God confirms it to the Kingdom of Darkneſs 
with Lucifer; but the Gate of Grace ſtands yet open to it in this time of the outward Life, 
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KERE again the Vail lies before the Face of Moſes, in reſpe& of the Of- 
ferings of both theſe Brothers; why God willed to have them offer, 
whereas the Reconciliation and Atonement conſiſts only in the earneſt 
Will towards God's Mercy, in Prayer and Supplication to God, that a 
1 Man departs and turns away from his evil Will, and repents, and intro- 
duces his Faith and Hope into God's Mercy.

appeared by making them a Golden Caif) might not know it by reaſon of the falſe Magick; 
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and we alſo ſhall write only to thoſe who are of our Tribe, and yet plain and eaſy enough 
to be underſtood: Obſerve and mark. it thus. | 

4. The Soul's Free- will is as thin as a Nothing, and though it be in its Body, in- 
deed, encompaſſed with the Something, yet its amaſſed or conceived Something is in a 


Yalſe diſtempered Eſſence, by reaſon of the Original of Sin. | 
5. Now if the Free-will would approach to God with the Deſire, then it muſt depart

6. An Example hereof we have in Faith If Faith would effectually work, then it 
muſt immaſs, [or imagine] itſelf into Something wherein it may work: God's Free-will 
has conceived [or immaſſed] itſelf with the inward Spiritual World, and works through 

the ſame; and the inward World's Free-will has conceived itſelf in the outward World, 
and works through the ſame : So the Soul's Free-will, which alſo has its Original out 
of the Abyſs, immaſſes itſelf in Something, that it might be manifeſt, and thereby be 
able to move and act in God's Sight. | 

- 7. Seeing then Adam's Body was out of the Limus of the Earth, and alſo out of the 
Limus of the Holy Heaven, which Limus of Heaven in Adam was now diſappeared, 
wherein the Free-will had Power to immaſs [or conceive] itſelf into an Holy Form, and 
act, work, pray and ſupplicate before God; therefore they made — 2 of the 
Fruits of the Earth; as * Cain brought of the Fruit of the Ground, and Abel, alſo, brought 
of the Firſtlings of bis Flock; and theſe they enkindled with Fire. 

8. But underſtand a magical Fire, as that of Moſes, for Moſes declares ſo alſo ; God

Offerings before God, and the Free-will of the Soul ſhould earneſtly preſs with its 
Prayer into God; therefore, it would have a Subſtance, when it would go out of the 
human Houſe of Corruption into God, that it might work in Something; therefore the 
Imagination of the Will did immaſs [or imagine] itſelf through the Offering, and God 
enkindled the Offering of Abel, with the Holy Fire, in the Aim of the Covenant; which 
in the Fulneſs of Time ſhould again enkindle itſelf in the Soul's Fire. 

9. In this, the Will of AbePs Soul did“ form itſelf into an holy Subſtance, and preſſed 
with the Deſire of the formed free Soul's Will before, and into God's Free-will, and 
this the Will of the Devil and the Serpent could not brook ; and even this the Will of 
the Serpent and Devil in Cain did well underſtand, that the Aim of the Covenant opened 
itſelf in the Holy Fire in Abels Deſire and Prayer. 

10. And therefore he would kill the Body of Abel according to his earthly Limus, 
leſt fuch Children ſhould be begotten of him, and ſo he might Joſe his Kingdom in 
Man. But God would not enkindle the Offering of Cain; now Moſes draws a Vail here 
before it, and fays, God would not look n graciouſly upon Cain's Offering. | 

11. The enkindling of the external Offering, was a Figure of the internal Spirit: For 
the Soul's Spirit in the Free-will (as to the Center of k Light) was enkindled with 
God's Love-Fire, and the Imagination of the Body alſo [underſtand of the heavenly 
Part] was enkindled in offering with the Fire of the holy Part of the Earth, which lies 
hidden in the Curſe : And therein the Free-will of the: Soul, and the Free-will in the 
Ens of the heavenly Part of the Body, immaſſed itſelf ,into a Subſtance, and therewith 
preſſed in before the Holineſs of God. | 

12. And here the Serpent's Head was firſt bruiſed ; for it was a Figure of the New 
Birth out of Chriſt ; not that Abel had at this Time put on Chriſt in the Floh, but in- 
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deed the Spirit of Jehovah in the Aim of the Covenant; in which the Name of Jeſus 
ſtood hidden in God as a Regenerator, which would move and manifeſt itſelf in the 
Fulneſs of Time, in this Aim [of the Covenant, ] and introduce an heavenly holy Ens 
into the diſappeared Exs of the heavenly Part, and quicken it to Life again in the 
opened Power of Feſus. | 

13. If a Man would rightly and fundamentally underſtand the * S ferings, he mult » $aerifices, 
conſider that whereof the Offering conſiſted, and what ſevered itſelf with the Enkindling 
in the Fire, out of the Fire, viz. out of the entindled Offering; for in the Enkindling 
nothing is ſeen or perceived, but 1. The Food to the Fire. 2. The Matter of Offer- 
ing.

14. But if Man brings his Faith's Defire thereinto, then he reſigns the Free-will 
thereinto, and will thereby, as by a Means (in which Fire the Free- will of the intro- 
duced finful Abomination burns and conſumes away) preſs into God's eternal Free-will: | 
And now, how this is effected and comes to paſs, underſtand as follows. | 
15. God's Imagination or Lubet meets the Free-inſpired-will of the Humanity, and | | 
the Human Free-will meet the Deity ; here is now the Conjunction. 

16, But now Man's Free-will is become finfud,. and God's Free-will (from whence 
the Human Free-will rf took its riſe in In-ſpiration) is oh and pure; as yet the 
2 Free-will cannot preſs into God's Will, unleſs it alſo becomes pure before 

od. | | 

17. But ſeeing God will out of Free-Grace receive it into him for the Delight and 
Harmony of his Praiſe, there is 0 other Way or Remedy, but that God ſhould move 
himſelf in the Center of the Eternal Nature, according to the Fire of the Second Prin- 
ciple, viz. according to the Holy Fire, and devour that enkindled Anger and Vanity of 
Man's Free-will, and annihilate it in the Mortification of Death, viz. in the Anger- 
Fire of God, that the Human Will might become pure before God's Will, and ſo might 
enter into God's Love-will; and therefore God's Love-defire did ſelf enkindle the 
Offering of Abel and Moſes, that ſo the Holy and Love-Fire might devour and ſwallow

18. But that there muſt be an Earthly Offering thereunto is thus to be underſtood: 
The Body of Man, as to one Part, is a Limxs of the Earth, and as to the other Part, a 
Limus of Heaven ; and into this Body the Free-wilt was inſpired, and Body and Soul 
are only one Man. | 
19. But ſeeing in the Fall the Eartblineſs and falſe Subtlety of the Serpent (by the 
Infinuation of the Devil's Deſire) was awakened in the F/zþ of Man, and fo the earthly 
beſtial Property got the upper Hand in his Ens, and devoured the right Human Will 
in the beſtial Property, that is, took it captive, thereupon the earthly Will, which was 
from the Limus of the Earth, muſt alſo be offered up in the Fire. : 
20. For the Limus of the Earth ſhall riſe again out of Earth; but to make it an 
Offering, it muſt alſo be offered in an earthly elemental Fire of its Likeneſs, ſo that an 
heavenly Fire and an earthly elemental F ire might be in one another, and each Will in 
the Offering might reſpentivehy find a Place for its own Comprehenſon and Capacity, 
viz. the Will proceeded from the earthly Zimus of the Earth, from the Kingdom of of the . 
this World, and the heavenly Will out of the heavenly Zimus, viz. out of the Eus“ of minal and 
the Verbum Domini; each Property of the Free-will went into the Offering, and from central Love

41. By Cain's Offering we . rightly underſtand the verbal Chriſtendom, the titular 
Chriſtians, in the Spiritual Babyſonical Harlotry, the Type and Image of whom is Cain, 
and as Cain in his Offering ſought only the outward World, Might, and Pleaſure, and 
would be an outwardly »; and received Child; that God ſhould permit his evil 
Beaſt; to be accepted and offered up, he deſired to be God's acceptable Child with the 
Selfhood in the Serpent's Ens and Falſchood : He was an. impenitent proud Man, who 
thought to be a Lord of the World, and to domineer over Abel and his Poſterity. And 


zuſt thus is the Auticbriſtian Church upon the Earth; it builds alſo Churches and Altars, 


preaches, ſings, and roars about it, and likewiſe offers in the bequeathed Covenant and 
Teſtament of Chriſt, and ſo covers itſelf with the Offering of Chriſt, and will be an 
outwardly accepted and adopted Son, notwithſtanding that its Offering is not accepted 
in the Covenant and Teſtament. of Chriſt, nor brought to Subſtance. 
42. The Cauſe and Ground of it is this: Men depend and rely only, barely, and

45. In this holy Subſtance only is the true Faith of Abel; without this there is only an 
biſtorical, painted, and feigned Faith, a Cain's Offering, which does not take away Sin: 
For Sin muſt always be brought into the Judgment of God, wherein it was born; and 
the holy Love-Fire of God muſt drown and waſh it away, elſe there is no Forgiveneſs ;

- 50. As it often appears, that when Men in the Stone-Churches have taken and amaſſed 
in their Minds a great deal of Revilings, Reproaches, and Cenſures, ¶ that have fallen 
from the falſe ſmoaky Cain- like Fury, and pretended Zeal of the Preachers, ] then they 
forthwith come and murder Abel and Cbriſt's Members, as this Spirit has many hundred 
Times found by Experience, and that only for the ſake of the Temple of Chriſt. 

5 1. Now if we would rightly conſider of the Offering of Cain, then we mult look in- 
to the very Efſence of his Will and Deſire, for he a//o would offer and be acceptable to

as Babel does, which takes alſo the Mantle of Chriſt upon her, and ſays, Chriſt has un-

46. The Name TUBAL-CAIN has an excellent Underſtanding in it, for it ſhews how

= all Things for his Delight and Play; therefore Tubal· Cain muſt open and diſcover him- 
beelf in che human Tree, that ſo they might underſtand it: Hereby we have fignified 
enough to thoſe that are our Schoolfellows. 
47. Aud Lamech ſaid to bis Wives Ada and Zilla, Hear my Voice, ye Wroes of Lamech, 45,23. 24.

Cain Mall be avenged Seven-fold, truly Lamech Seventy and ſeven Fold. This is a wonderful 
ſtrange, and marvellous Saying. Who would underſtand what'the Spirit ſignifies here, 
without it on peculiar Explanation ? I ſeriouſiy admoniſh the Mocker to leave our 
Work here ancenſured, for he wnderflands not our Spirit and Senſe. 
48. Lamech ſays, that be flew a Man to bis Wound, and a young Man to bis Hurt. This 
Man is Abel, according to the outward Humanity of the Kingdom of this World; and 
the young Man is the nage of Chriſt proceeding from the Virgin-like Line, out of the 
Seed of the H/oman in him: The Man he flew, to his R VIZ. to an incurable 
Wound, and the precious Man, in the Man, to an Hurr, which would gall and 
trouble him, as an evil Hurt, Bruiſe, or Boil, in the Conſcience of Sin; for the Wrath 
of God wrought in this Boil, and the Wound, being a and woful Hurt, might 
not be healed; for the Curſe of the Lord went forth out of this Boil into the Hound, in 
which the Earth was curſed, ſo that the human Dominion became a Valle of Mifery. 
49. For Lamech ſaw the fore Wound, and returned; and thereupon he took two

50. Now Lamech knew the woful Hurt, and ſaid, Hearker, ye Wives of Lamech, and 
mark what TI ſay; he would fain expreſs the Hurt and Damage; he ſaw back again into 
the Tree of Man, and conſidered the Revenge of God, which had laid hold of Man's 

Life, and faid, Cain foall be avenged Seven. fold, and Lamech ſeven and ſeventy Fold; for God

and Cain Seven-fold ? Who has done any Thing to Lamech? Here the Spirit points out of 
the Center of the human Life upon the Time which was to come, intimating, how it 
would afterwards go with Man in this Found, when Men ſhould multiply and increaſe, 
and make to themſelves Kings, and Princes, Dominions and Governments; that the Wrath 
of God would alſo forcibly exerciſe itſelf in Man's Will, and even open and diſplay itſelf

g 52. Now if a Man would underſtand what Lamech ſays concerning the Revenge, then 
he muſt look upon the Center; for the Life of all Creatures conſiſts in ſeven Degrees or 
Properties, as it is above clearly mentioned: Now Adam was the Stock; for Adam and 
Eve are one Tree, from the Parting and Diviſion of which Evil and Good aroſe; and 
Cain was the firſt Twig which ſprung forth from this Tree, wherein the Seven Properties 
of Life put themſelves forth out of the right divine Order and Harmony in the Life, 
and deftroyed the Image of God; which was occaſioned by the Devil, who urged him on 
alſo in the divided Properties to the Brother-ſlaughter, ſo that he flew Abel: Now God 
ſaid, Cain fhall be avenged Seven-fold, if any one flays bim; and he ſet a Mart on Cain, that 
none ſhould kill him.

54. For Cain did not cry out only for fear of the outward Life, but he feared that his 
right Eternal Life might be ſlain, that his Life ſhould be wholly blotted out from the 
Face of God; for he cried alſo and ſaid. Lo! thou driveſt me cut this Day from off the 
Earth, and I muſt hide myſelf from thy Face; and I muſt be a' Fugitive, and a Vagabond in 
the Earth, and it will now come to paſs, that whoſcever findeth me will flay me. He cried out 
for fear of being killed, and was fore afraid, and yet there was no Man beſides him upon 
the Earth, but only his Father Adam, and without doubt his Sifer whom he took to Wife. 

55. Cain feared the Spirits, who had moved him to flay his Brother, that they would 
alſo kill him; for he ſays, I muſt be bid from thy Face: Now this was not in any external 
Manner, but in an internal; for God dwells not in the View of the outward Eyes, but in 
the inward ſpiritual ¶ Viſion;] therefore God ſaid, - Whoſoever killeth Cain's Eternal Life, 
Vengeance ſhall be taken on kim Seven-fold; and he ſer the Mark of the Covenant on his

38. But the Light of Grace remains only in the Sacks; and Ham's Spirit remains in 
itſelf an evil Beaſt, and cannot truly open the Sacks, and take out the Light of Grace;

62. The five boly Speeches in the Language of Senſe are God's Word; they are his 
Operation through the Senſe-tongue, viz. through the Properties; as it cannot be denied, 
that God gives Power, Virtue, and Life to all Creatures and Vegetables, for his holy Name 
is through all; and Adam had this holy Name as a proper Poſſeſſion, working, ruling, 
and ſenſibly efficacious in his Senſes; and even this Jewel he loſt, which is now again re- 
ſtored and enkindled in the boly Name J ESUS. l 

63. Therefore none can with Right be called a Divine, or Learned in the holy Scrip- 


dure, much leſs a Doctor of the ſame, unleſs that he underſtands the ſenſual Tongue, 
and knows how the holy Spirit has ſpoken by the ſenſual Tongue in the holy Penmen of 


the Scripture; 'if he underſtands not the divine Senſe in the holy Scripture, let him not 
undertake to be a Maſter over it, to cenſure or interpret it; he is not at all learned there- 
in; he is only a Changer of Letters, a Chopper of Logick in the Scriptures, and under.

64. Thus underſtand us herein concerning the Children of Noob ; viz. Japbet, Sem,

which-they themſelves znderftood not in the true Senſe : Therefore God was hidden to 
them ; for they underſtood no more the Voice of the holy Spirit in their Language, viz.

6. And they looked about, or imagined, obere God fbould be, and ſuppoſed that he 


-muſt needs be ſomething with Form, and dwelling apart from them; and ſeeing they 


could not underftand any thing of God upon the Earth, either what, or where he was 


(and yet had heard ſo much of God ſpoken by their Forefathers) thereupon they thought 


that he muſt needs diwell on bigh above the Stars: And they thought themſelves not able 


to reach thither, therefore they undertook to build them a Tower, whoſe Top ſhould reach 10 
Heaven, that fo they might aſcend up to him; alſo they would thereby make themſelves 


a great Name, that it might be ſaid, they had built a Tower even to Heaven. 

66. Such a Knowledge the formed Underſtanding had of God; as ſtill to this Day 
fuch Doctors are to be found, who know and underſtand no more of God's Habitation and 
Being than theſe Builders of the Tower, and build in their Art altogether (except the 
true genuine underſtanding ones) upon this high Tower, and can never aſcend-up to 
God, and therefore they contend about the Building: Every one ſays how it might be 
built ſooner and better, and yet they could never agree; for they have all built them- 


ſelves even to Death thereon, till the Lord ſends a Yatchman, and ſhews them that it is 
in vain, that they ſhall not find himion High; but that he is even among them under the 


Letter, and they have not known him. 
67. At this we exceedingly rejoice, that the Time is born, that we are led from the Tower 


of Babel, and are able to ſee the holy God in the ſenſual Language. Hallelijab. The 
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Tower is broken, and fallen down, at which our Fathers have built themſelves to Death, 
and yet have not built it ap; the Foundation thereof ſhall not be any more laid while the 
Earth fands, ſays the Spirit of Wonders. 2 | 

68. The hidden Myſtery of the Tower, and the divided Languages, is this : Man- 


kind had framed the ſenſual Lan of the boly Spirit into a Form, and uſed 


the formed Word of the human erſtanding only in a Form, as in a contrived Veſſel 
or Vebiculum; they ſpoke only with the outward contrived Veſſel, and underſtood not the 
Mord in its own proper Language of Senſe ; they underſtood not that God was iz the 
ſpeaking Word of the Underſtanding ; as at hf Day the like comes to paſs, and is fo.

Moſes ſays, * Nimrod, Ham's [Grand] Son, began his Kingdom at Babel, and was the 
firſt Lord upon the Earth after the Flood, and was the firſt Erector of the Tower and City 
Babylon ; yet we are not to underſtand that only Ham's Children would build the Tower, 
but alſo Japbet's and Sem's, for they were yet all together as one People, and would build 
them a Tower whoſe Top ſhould reach even unto Heaven, that they might thereby make them- 
Cen. xi. 4+ ſelves a great Name | 
4. This Tower, on which the Tongues were divided, and where the great City Babel 
ſtood, is a Figure of the fallen earthly Man who is entered into Self-hood, and has made 
the formed Word of God in him to an Jol; for the Nature of the Tower was this, viz. 
that it ſhould there ſtand as a great Vonder, which Men had made in their own contriving 
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Fancy, whereupon they would aſcend up to God; and ſignifies that Man has If the right 


Underſtanding of God, and his Habitation and Eſſence. 


5. Man had compacted [or framed] his Underſtanding through the Deſire of Self-E- 
levation and Exaltation into the ſenſual Tongue, and contrived or conceived the ſame in- 
to a ſelfiſh Propriety, in which Conception or Comprehenſion, the Spirit of the mental 
Tongue of the five Vowels was departed from him. 

6. Not that we are to conceive, that this Spirit was departed from its Creature; only

The City Babe! is the Ham- like Man, who builds this City upon the Earth; the Tower 
is his ſelf-choſen God, and Divine Worſbip : All Reaſon taught from the School of this 
World are the Maſter-builders of this Tower; all thoſe who have ſet up themſelves to be 
Teachers, and are choſen to it by Man without God's Spirit, are the Maſter Workmen at this 
Tower, and the Idol of the World, none excepted ; they carve and frame all together only 
Stone and Wood for this Tower. | 

9. For the Name N [MROD ſhews us very clearly alſo, in its own Senſe of the form- 
ed Word, that it is a ſelf-contrived, formed, atnaſſed, and compacted Laft, which did, 
advance itſelf on high as a ſelfiſn God, the Type of which was the Tower: God ſuffered 
them in their confounded Underſtanding to ſet forth the Figure of their Property, as a 
Type of what Man would be in the Preſence of God. 

10. Now ſays Reaſon, Why did God ſuffer it to come to paſs ? Anſwer : Thus it muſt 
be, that the Wonders of the Wiſdom in the unformed Word of the five Vowels might 
mtroduce themſclves, through the formed Word of the three Principles, into a Form 
or external Contemplation, as a counter Platform, Draught, Portrait, or Formation; for 
the dark World of God's Anger was become manifeſt in Man, from whence the groſs 
earthly Property was generated, which alſo had wholly captivated Man; and the fame did 
bere likewiſe repreſent its Image as a ſelfiſh God.

every one according to the Property of his own Tongue : Every one has deſired to build 
the Tower upon his own Foundation and proper Ground; one hay had in the Property of

accounted their Country's Material better; and this they have done ſo long, till they have 
fallen quite aut in Pride and Contention, and have leſt off from the Tower, and have 
fallen upon one another, and perſecuted, flain and murdered one another about the 
Knowledge of the Lower of Babel; and that Party which has then gor the Victory, that 
has again built the Tower out of his own. Property, till other People have alſo riſen up

14. For the Speeches of the Underſtanding were confounded and divided; and there- 
fore the People neither knew nor underſtood one another's Property; and each People ot 
Nation has ſuppoſed, and looked upon the other to be ffrange in the Power of the Un- 
derſtanding in the formed Word; from whence the Contempt of Religion, viz. of the 
Knowledge and Confeſſion of the Word, has riſen; for the ſenſual [ intelligibie] Tongue 
was compacted according to the Multiplicity of the Properties. 

15. And thus the Wrath of the eternal Nature (and alſo the Prince who dwells there - 
in, viz. the Devil in his Legions) ſatiates, and recreates itſelf in the Strife and Contention 
of Man in the compacted Word of the Tongues.

17. In this formed Word of divine Underſtanding the Antichrift, viz. the Will of Self 
out of the Properties of Nature, has ſet up and eſtabliſhed himſelf, and pranks and 
ſets forth himſelf, with his Property of Nature, as if be was God, and yet he is the con- 
demned accurſed Son choſen to Death, which cannot inherit the Kingdom of God; for he 
was not made a Creature out of God's Will, but out of the, Will of Self; as the Devil, 
who was an. Angel, yet became a Devil from the Will of the dark World which advanced 
itſelf in him. 

18. The like alſo we are to underſtand concerning the Antichriſtian Babylonical 
Beaſt of Reaſon's Self-will, which terms itſelf divine, and is only a Monfter- of the 
true Man which died in Adam to the holy Image of God's ſpiritual World, and ſhall 
and muſt be born again in the Word, which did again manifeſt itſelf in the human Pro- 
Pertys in Chriſt, or elſe it cannot ſee the-boly Word, viz. the unformed divine Word of 
Power. 


19. This ſame holy Word muſt again enter into the compacted ſenſual Tongue, and

This Beaſt aroſe in Adam and Eve, 
when they imagined after Evil and Good, and came into its Self-fulneſs, ſeperate from 
the divine Power and Will, and is before God only as a Beaſt : This Beaft the Devil has 
infected with his Deſire, and made it wholly monſtrous, and inſinuated his Deſire there- 
into, ſo that it only luſts after Vanity, as a Cow does after Graſs. - | | 

22, But the Whore of the Beaſt is the poor Soul captivated in Vanity; which Soul 
had its Riſe in the formed Word of the three Principles, which was God's Image; but 
now, by the Luſt of the Beaſt, it has begot to itſelf an own Self-will, which is departed 
from God into Self-hood, as a ſelf · willed, ſelf-born Creature, which does what it pleaſes, 
and not what God's Spirit willeth: This Se!f-20il, revolted and apoſtatized from God, is 
the bore of the Beaſt, which whores with itſelf in the Pride of Self-hood. 

| 25 But now the poor captive Soul lies in this gen Beaſt, and is captivated in its own 

ſelf-born Will, viz. in the F#/Þere, and lon God, from whom it proceeded and 
was inſpired into the created Image, and about on all Sides where its true native 
Home of Reſt ſhould be, and it finds that it is clothed and covered with this Whore ; 
and then it brings its Defire into this Whore's Will, and ſeeks the Place of God for Reſt, 
and then the Whore's Will takes the poor captivated Soul's Deſire into itſelf, and thereby 
exalts and ſets up itſelf; it perſuades itſelf that it, in the Soul's Deſire, is the fair Child

24. And ſeeing this Baſtard, viz. the falſe Will of Self-hood, cannot fee or behold the 
Place of God, either what or where God is, then the falſe Will goes on in the Way of 
its Property, and betakes itſelf to, and appropriates to itſelf, the manifeſted Ford of the 
Litter, viz. the formed Word of God's Children, who ſpoke from the living Word, and 
ſets its contrived Form of its own conceived Ens into the literal Word, and clothes itſelf 
externally with the literal Word, ſtands forth with Boldneſs and ſelf-acquired Confidence, 
and ſays, Here is the Place of God; bere is Heaven; bere is God manifeſt: But it is only a 
a Baſtard, and is predeſtinated to Condemnation , for God has not created it, but it was Noe, Predeſ- 
born and brought forth out of the Luft of the Soul, when it turned its Face from God nation.

25. This Harlot's Brat fits upon the beſtial monſtrous Man, and rides upon him as 
upon its Horſe, and is half Devil and half Brute Beaſt, which ſhall and muſt die, or elſe 
the Soul will not be redeemed ſo as to /ee the Face of God again. 

26. This Whore has taken its Power and Underſtanding out of Nature, viz. out of the 
Compaction of Evil and Good, that is, out of the dark and outward World, and. has 
— up the precious Inage of God in itſelf, which after God was created out of the 

avenly Ens. | 

27, Here is the Swineberd, as Chriſt ſaid, who bad conſumed bis Father”s Inheritance with 
the Swine , he means the poor Soul, which has devoured, ſpent, and conſumed its hea- 
venly Goods in the heavenly Ens with this M bore of the evil ſelf-deviliſh Will, fo that jt 
ſtands in God's Sight as a tattered patched Swineberd, and keeps the Fruit of the evil 
"horn viz. of the Devils fatted Swine upon the Earth, which are the wicked ones in 
their Fruits, 
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Of the Antichriſtian Babylonical Whore. Part IL 
28. Thus we underſtand what the Antichriſtian Babylonical V bore in Man is, which 


has ariſen out of the divided Properties, viz. out of Adam, in whom the Properties de. 
parted out of their mutual and equal Accord, each into its own Defire and Luſt to 


Selfiſhneſs, whereby Adam became earthly and mortal; out of whom afterwards the Tree

trimmed up their Baſtard under Chriſt's purple Mantle with Silver, Gold, and precious 
Stones, and alſo with worldly Dignities, Honour, Favour, and Riches. 

32. After theſe, Men have run, and have even adored and eſteemed them as Gods, 
falling deeply in love with their Baſtard, though their Hearts have never agreed, or ſtood 
upon the only true Ground, but have been at Variance with each other: And this is that 
of which the Prophet Daniel ſpeaks, ſaying, Y They ſhall honour a God whom their Fathers 
knew not, with Gold, Silver, and precious Stones; and to thoſe that help them to ſtrengthen 
their [ſtrange God,] Maogzim, they will divide the Land for their Inheritance. This 
whole Chapter belongs hereunto. | Eg 

33. Now when we conſider right what this Babylonical Tower is at preſent in Chrif's 
Kingdom upon the Earth, and what it was under Moſes, and among the Genliles, then 
we find very -clearty that among all three it is of one Property; and fo aWo among the 
Turks and preſent Fews : Every Nation builds it out of its own Materials, for in the right 
univerſal ſenſual Tongue (if it be manifeſt in one) we are all together but one only People 


and Nation even from Adam. 


34. But the very Cauſe that we are divided and brought into Opinions, is, by Reaſon of 
our Mafter-builders and Founders, viz. of the high Schools, Priefts, Popes, Biſhops, Doctors; 
alſo the Rabbies and Mafters of all Nations; who are ſet asWorkmen to the Building of the

36. Not that we are to underſtand that this Tower is not at all profitable before God; 
it is even the great Myſtery of God's Manifeſtation according to Love, and Anger; 48 
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God has created out of the great Myſtery all Manner, Kinds, and Sorts of Beaſts, 
Birds, Worms, Trees and Herbs, evil and good; and that all to the Manifeſtation of 
the great Wonders: Thus likewiſe the human Tree has brought forth /xcþ Wonders out 
of its ſenſual Tongue, out of the Multiplicity of the Properties, and introduced them 
into a Subſtance, for its Growth and Glory, viz. 4 th: great Harveſt of God; where each 
Property of Love and Anger, Light and Darkneſs, ſhall reap in its own Fruit, and every

37. Now when we further conſider of this Beaſt with the bore, what it is in itſelf, with- 
in and without, then we find that it is the formed compacted Word of the Spirits of the 
Letters; for Men are all of one only Property as to their Life; all are begotten gut of 
one Fleſh and Soul, and have all but one only Kind of Life; as a Tree in many Boughs 
and Branches, where the Boughs and Twigs do not perfectly and wholly ſeem alike or

38. And the only Difference is this, the Spirits of the Letters in the formed Word do 
fever us in the Underſtanding; otherwiſe we live all alike in the four Elements, and eat 

of the Fruits of one Mother, and remain in her when we die to this outward Life. 

9. The compatted ſenſual Tongue, which is divided in the Spirits of the Letters, 
confounds us, and makes us to err; ſo that we ſuppoſe we are ſtrange to one another, and 
yet we are all but one only Tree, which the Devil hath poiſaned with his Deſire in Adam, 
ſo that the equal Temperature or Accord was brought into Diſtemper or Diſcord, where- 
upon the Spirits of the.

41. Therefore we ſay, we have found it in the Grace of the One, that all Men's Ima- 
ginations, Opinions, and Knowledge of God, his Being and Will, without the divine 
Light, [or > Illumination of the Spirit,] are this ſame Whore's Beaſt, which is flown forth“ The un- 
and riſen from the compacted Spirits of the Letters, whereby Men contend about the coubtedUnc-

42. We have loſt the five Vowels in the Alphabet, which introduce all the Spirits of : 
the Letters into one pure Harmony ; and the five Vowels are as it were ſenſeleſs or dumb 
in reference to the other Letters, and yet they are the Life of the reſt, for there cannot 
any Word be formed but there muſt be a YVowe!. g | 

43. Now there is no better Way or Remedy to bring us into Union, that ſo we may 
become ONE again with one another, one People, one Tree, one Man in Soul and Body, 
than to deſtroy and kill all the Images or Forms of Letters in us, and ſuffer not one of 
them at all to have its own Self- Life; not deſiring to know or will any more of God, only

44. As the outward Sun gives Life and Power to the whole World, fo likewiſe this

46. Now there is a ſelf-willed Beaſt of Selfiſhneſs and Ownhood brought forth out of 
the Spirit of the other Letters, which does only kill, and bring forth dead Fruit ; for 
St. Paul ſays, © The Letter killeth, but the Spirit makes alive: Underſtand this thus. 

47. The divided ſenſual Tongue kil/s us, ſets us at Odds and Variance, leads us into 
Babel; but the Spirit of the Yowels, viz. the holy Name of God, does again revive and 
quicken us in him. Therefore the holy Word of the five YVowels did again (when the Spi- 
rits of 'the Letters were divided and brought into the Self-hood of the Wonders of God)

any more introduce themſelves into a ſelf- ful Compaction of the ſenſual Tongue; for 
they are dead in their own Will, and the Spirit FEHOY AH in FESUS is become their 
Life; * /o that they live no longer to their Self-bood, viz. to the Nature of the Wrath, but 
in that they live, they live to God. | 

49. Thus now the Beaſt of the Whore is in us outwardly, viz. in the mortal Man; and 
inwardly is Chriſt in the © immortal Man, who is paſſed through the Death of the Letters, and 
has turned the Death into Life. 

30. Now it behoves Man, and his main Happineſs depends upon it, that he alſo 
ſhould die to the Images of the Letters in him, and diſclaim or depart from all Reaſon's 
Scholarſhip, or Knowledge of Nature, and all Babylonical Maſter-builders, however they 
are called, and enter into the one only Life ZEHSUS; and not at all diſpute about the 
Way where it is, but only think that it is in him; that he muſt forſate all whatever he 
has, either Art, Wit, or Skill, Sc. and become one barely and nakedly in himſelf, bring 
himſelf into the ONE, viz. into God's Will, and be freely willing with whatever it will 
work or do with him: He muſt give up himſelf as being without Will, and leave himſelf 
wholly in God's Mercy, and bring all his Learning into this one only Thing ; that he in 
his Teachings and Learning will not do or ſpeak any thing but what God wills through 
him; and thus all Images, [Opinions and Conceits, ] die in him, and the Souls Life falls 
into the only living Word, which has manifeſted itſelf again in the Humanity. 

51. For this is the great Beaſt of the Babylonical Whore in us, that we bring ourſelves 
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into the Images and Forms of the Letters, and make Opinions to ourſelves : That Opi- 


nion is a Beaſt, 

52. Alſo we muſt not deſire to know and will, ourſelves, but die continually with our 
own Self-will, and in all Things give God the Honour, and give him again that which he 
gives us, VIZ. whatever Underſtanding, Wiſdom, and Skill we have; and acknowledge 
that it is not our own, but that the divine Sun ſhines out of and through us, and works 
in us as it pleaſes, | | ; 

53. Thus likewiſe we muſt diffuſe and give out again our Power and Virtue, which. 
the divine Sun works in us, univerſally to all, without any Gain, Advantage or Hire 
from any: Whoſoever ſhall help to maintain and nouriſh dur Life, to him we muſt be 
thankful, and not flatter any for his Authority's Sake, or receive his falſe Glance, Shew, 
or Luſtre, into this Sun - ligbt; but all muſt be in general or common, as the Sun-ſhine gives 
itſelf univerſally, and gives no ſtrong, great, or potent Thing, any more but its Purity 
and Brightneſs z it tinctures the Earth and its Children with one only Power and Virtue, 
and gives Life and Strength to all Things. 

54. Herein now we ſhall know whether one be 4 Teacher ſent of God, or whether he 
has his Riſe and Original only out of the Spirit of the Letter: If he be born univerſally 
out of the Love, then he has the Light of divine Knowledge, viz. the ſenſual divine Un- 
derſtanding, a Tongue tinctured from the divine Ens of the five Vowels, and ſpeaks from 
the Spirit of God, rebukes and teaches powerfully without re/peZ of any Man's Perſon, 
and has no Image [or mental Idol] in him; for he teaches from the Spirit of God, even 
what the ſame [Spirit] teaches in him. | 

55. But if he be a Mafter-builder of the Tower of Babel, born of the Spirit of the 
Letters, viz. of the Diſharmony, [or Diver/ities,] then he is a Hypocrite and Flatterer, 
a gloſſing Fawner, that will ſay any thing to pleaſe thoſe that are gainful and advantageous. 
to him; a Soother of thoſe that help to honour his Maozim, and adorn his Letter-God 
in the divided Tongues; a Scorner, evil Speaker, and bold Cenſurer of thoſe that do not 
honour him in his Form and Se of Religion; a Self-applauder, ambitious, proud, and, 
under a gliſtering Sbew of Religion and ſeeming Holineſs, a covetous, malicious, envious 
one; putting forth himſelf with Oftentation, that ſo he may be known and honoured : 
He will be applauded, and ſet by, of Man, attributes to himſelf Underſtanding and 
Wiſdom, and boaſts of Wiſdom, and a rectiſed Judgment and Underſtanding, and yet 
has none of them ; but he is only a Builder on the Tower of Babel, viz. of an external 
F * and Form, a painted Chriſtian; he will undertate to teach others, and yet he him- 
ſelt was never taught of God; he teaches only from the Form of the compacted Spirits 
of the Letter, which have compacted themſelves in Evil and Good; he takes theſe into 
his own Power and Ability, and compacts, and ſets the Words together into an Opinion. 

56. And that Opinion is the Tower of Babel; and they which run after him, and aſ- 
ſociate, 2 and bind themſelves with him in the Opinion, are the City Babel, viz. 
the Children of Nimrod, who will climb, and aſcend up to Heaven upon this Tower, and are 
continually climbing up their whole Life, yet come not to Heaven in the Opinion; but 
when the Time of the outward literal Conftellation is out, then this built Tower falls down, 
viz, the outward Man, together with his Opinion, and all ſhatters and breaks to Pieces, 
even to the only Soul, which then ſtands naked and bare before God. 8 

57. Here is now no Remedy, unleſs it has the one only Spirit of the ſounding Letter, 
viz, the informed Word of God in it, fo that it is able in its Deſire to attract and draw the 
ſame to itſelf, and clothe itſelf therewith, that the ſame does cleave and break in Pieces 
all the formed contrived compacted Tongues and Images of the Letters, and introduce 
them into one only Tongue and Will, A 


again into the ONE, viz. into the univerſal ; in the Multiplicity there is nothing but 


ich is Cod all in all: All Things muſt enter 
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Strife and Difquietade ; but in the Onenefs there is an eternal Ref, and no Enmi 
or contrary Will. ; | . 
58. Now when we truly conſider again what the Tower and City Babel is in its formed 
Image upon the Earth, and what and where it is, then we find it clearly pourtrayed be. 
fore our Eyes, that it is the great Houſes of the Churches, Cloiſters, Fortreſſes, and alſy 
the Rrong Walls and Towers of the Cities upon the Earth, wherein Men hide themſelves 
from Force and Power, and in the Opinions play the ypocrites before God in the Church. 


es, Cloiſters, and Strong Holds, and cry to him that he ſhould receive and accept of 
them in their contrived, formed, and received Opinion of the Tetrer. 


59. What is all this? An Taolatry and Fhpor'h 1 an Antichriff with Shew and gliſter. 
ing Glory. What do Men bring into this gloſſing hypocritical Babylon ? Nothing but 
Images, mental Idols, and ſelf-contrived Opinions, forged out of the Form of the Let- 
ter. What do Men carry home with them from this hypocritical ſpecions _ Only 
the Images of the Letters; into thefe Images and Conceits the # 5 captive does 
wrap itſelf, which notwithſtanding is full of Fear, DouYting, and Tremblmg, by Reaſon 
of the conceived and received Image or Opinion; and it is continually in Fear leſt ano- 
ther People might break in upon its received, formed Images, and deſtroy and over- 
throw theſe its received Images; and therefore Men have made Fortreſſes, Bukoarks, and 
Towers and ſtrong Walls about their Cities, and Churches, that fo they might defend them- 


ſelves, left the Tower upon which they would aſcend up into Heaven ſhould be de- 


& Now ſays Reaſon, Theſe are indeed Houſes of Meeting, where Men teach and in- 
frul the Simple and Ignorant, where Men fng and pray, &c. Lo! Externally, in and 
among the literal Men, they are only the Tower and City Babel; but internally, among 
the Children of God, in whom the Temple of God is, where the Images and mental Idoſs 
are deſtroyed, there ir Cbriſt; that is, in thoſe who have pulled down and broken all 
Images and Opinions in them, and are entered through the Converfion from Images and 
Conceits only into the mere naked Grace, Mercy, and free Compaſſion of God, and eſteem 
themſelves as wholly wrworthy empty Nothings, and become as it were dead in them- 
ſelves, willing, or defiring nothing elſe, but only the mere Purity of God in his Love- 
will, and account thefnſetyes too unworthy of attributing or taking any Thing to them- 
ſelves, and freely fall in deepeft Hamliuy into God's tender Mercy, as if they were mt, 
and wholly caft their Defires and Wills into God's Compaſſion, fo that what he wills and 
does in them, that they alſo will, nothing elſe; in tbeſe, I fay, it is a Houſe of Teaching, 
and an Houfe of Hearing, a Temple of God; where the Spirit of God teaches, hears, 
ſings and praiſes in tb? Soul; for they are dead to all Self-hood, and ſelfiſh Willing and 
Weening, and melodize with Unity and Oneneſs of Spirit in the Praiſe of God, in the 
Knowledge of the Holy Ghoſt : Theſe are the Church of Chriſt. | 
61. But the reſt have only the Tower at Babel in the Opinion, in their Concerts and 


Images; theſe Idols they carry with them into the Houſes of Stone, and glory in them, 


ewor/bip them, and carry them again home with them, and fight for them, as if they had 
the living God in them, and wage great Wars for theſe Images, laying Country and People 
waſte and defolate; and yet they are more fooliſh than the Birds in the Air, which all 
praiſe and honour God in ove Tongue and Underſtanding ; for they are all without am 
Images: Whatſoever the great God does with them, therewith they are content. 

62. The human Tree is only one Tree, if they continued in the one only God who 
hath created them, and did not make to themſelves Images, who would ſet them at Odds 


£42: xvii. 28. and Variance about God: They indeed exiſt and live in the one only God, and yet they 


contend and jangle about God. 
63. Why do they contend? For the Idols of their Heart, for the Stone Houſes of 
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the Churebes, and for the Pride of the Images, [and forged Opinians;] every one will 
honour his Image, and ſet it up aloft as an high Tower, that ſo he might have great Re- 
ſpe# in the City Babel: And therefore they build themſelves Strong Holds, and make 


great Bukwarks and Walls to defend and keep the Image, and flatter themſelves in Hy- - 


pocriſy, and underſtand and mean, by the contrived and painted Image, the God Maazins, 
viz, the fat-belly Gad, and Pleaſure of the Beaſt, via, of this Wbore's Image: They ſet 
the Image upon the Tower for the Shew of their Holineſs, and therewith they are very 
devout in gars Appearances before God, as with a peculiar ſelf- born God; but they 
immure the Beaſt within their Stone Houſes, that it may be ſecure, and there fat itſelf, 
64. What is now this Beaſt with the Whore ? It is Half-Devil, which has its Kingdom 
upon - —_ And it is this Half-Beaſt, this evil Beaſt has devoured Man, viz. the 
Image of Goa. | 
65. And for this Cauſe God became Man, that he might deſtroy, ſlay, and nullify She 
Vorts of the Devil; and we muſt put on this divine Humanity, and deſtroy the Devil's 
—_— in us, and mortify all Images, otherwiſe we cannot ſee God, the living Word 
muſt moreify the literal Image. | : 
66. The living Word is therefore become Man, that the literal Image might die, and 
the firſt Man, which was formed out of the living Word in God's Image, might be re- 
generated anew in Chriſt's Spirit, viz. in the living Word; and if now he is born, then 
all the Tmage-Teachers are more prejudicial, than beneficial to him; for they introduce 
their mages only into the Temple of Chriſt, and deſtroy the Image of God. #3, 
67. And let this here be declared conceraing the Children of Nimrod, and the Toter 
of Babel, as the Spirit has ſo given us to know; and we admoniſh the Reader in Love, 
to prove and examine himſelf ; be ſhall find where he is: This is not written to reproach 


any; but thus the Spirit ſpealcs with open Mouth, and ſhews, what all Things are, from 


whence they come, and into-what End they (hall go. | 

68. But the Reaſon why ſo much is written of the Beaſt and the Whore of Babel is, 
becauſe it is at its End, and hall h be broken in Pieces therefore it muſt be revealed, 
that Men may fee and know it: For Babel falls not, unleſs all whatſoever has made the 


Images likewiſe falls; all Images, | Opimons and Ses of Religion, ] together with the Beaſt 


and Whore, muſt fall; otherwiſe there is no Cure or Remedy. 
69. Men have for a long Time been petching and piceeing of it, and have verily 
thought to have made a Virgis of the I here; but her Whoredom has thereby been only 


adorned, trimmed up, and made the greater : 'If this Whore muſt fall, then all Se&s,. 


which are only the Images of the Whore, muſt fall down-and come-to nought, 


with the Beaf yo whom fhe rideth : Every Man muſt break down and deſtroy the 
Images and Idols # 


does it. | 

70. How very fancly does the I hore at preſent raiſe up its Head, and ſeeing it hears 
that the Spirit intimates [great and glorious Things] of Sion, wiz. of the adorned holy 
Bride of Chriſt, then it thinks that it is the fair Child. which God will bring into a 
golden Temple, wherein there ſhall be a brave golden Time, and mere Joy, Pleaſure, and 
Delight; and it looketh about, to ſee from whence this fair Temple of God ſhould come, 
into which it ſhould enter, and become a Virgin; it hearkens continually from whence 
theſe boly People ſhould come, who, as it ſuppoſes,” ſhould make a goiden World. 

71. But it thinks not to leave off from its covetous - voluptuous Whoredom, and be 
converted : No! it grows worſe and worſe, and more unchaſte and abominable, full of 
Blaſphemies ; ſo that there is ſcarce any Good at all in it; and it ſtands before God as an 
arraigned condemned W hore. | 2 5 alt 

72. Hearken, thou — and crowned Babylon, full of Evil and Wickedneſs in the

in himſelf, and where they will not do it, there be Zeal of the Lord 
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Sight of God and his Angels; we have heard a Watchman ſay, Away! The City together 
with the Tower of the Whore and the Beaſt is fallen, and judged of the moſt High : Thou 


See Verſes ſhalt not ſee the City of God for ever, unlels thy Children put off and caſt away the 
* defiled Garment full of Shame, and fall down wholly naked and bare, without any Image, 


at the Feet of the moſt High, and turn unto him: Such as theſe may indeed ſee it; but 
as for others, who hope for golden Mountains, and ſeek for temporal Honour, Money, 
and Pleaſure of the Fleſh, not any of them. AMEN. 

73. Reaſon will here, in the above-mentioned Text, where it is mentioned that a 
true Chriſtian muſt die to all Images, Opinions, and Self. Knowledge, and be wholly an- 
mbilated in himſelf, begin to ſpeculate, cavil, and ſay, that we forbid Man the natural 
Knowledge, and external rational Wiſdom, whereby Men govern the Life, and all Things 
of this World; and if this were ſo, all Underſtanding would be aboliſhed. 

74. To him we declare, that nothing is hereby taken away or aboliſbed in Man, 55 
ther Underſtanding, Skill, or Art, for all theſe riſe out of the divine Wiſdom z we do 
not #«llify the expreſſed Word of the formed Wiſdom, but only the Bea which will 
rule in divine Contemplation, viz. the Beaſt- like Will of Self, and ſelfiſh Ownhood and 
Propriety, which is departed from God, which honours itſelf as a falſe, ſelf-ful God, and 


2 The ii. 4. cannot believe or truſt in God. This is even the Antichriſt which has * ſet himſelf up in 


Gods Place: And we withal teach, that Man muſt «wholly die to the Antichriſtian Image, 
that he may be born again in Chriſt, with a new Life and Will ; which new Will 
Might and Ability, in the formed Word of Nature, to ſee and behold with divine Eyes 
all the Wonders of God both in Nature and Creature, in the formed Wiſdom. . 

- 75. For if the Antichriſt dies in the Soul, then Chrift riſes from Death ; for be reſts in 
the five Vowels in his Grave, viz. in the mental Tongue, which died in Adam, and lies 
captive in Antichriſt: When this riſes from Death in the mental Tongue, and is made 
alive, then he opens all the Treaſures of the beavenly Wiſdom in the ſenſual Tongue; fo 
that Man does far more clearly underſtand the Spirits of the Letters, viz. the formed 
| Word of Nature in all the three Principles, than he did before in the Antichriſtian 

Whore's Child. p | 

76. For the new Birth is indeed effected and brought to paſs in the mental Tongue, 
vix. in the diſappeared Image of the heavenly Humanity; but it tinges and caſts away 
the falſe antichriſtian Image of the natural Humanity, viz. of the Spirits of the dumb, 
ſenſeleſs Letters, and makes them all ſenſeleſs and dead in their Self- hood, and gives 
them their own Life, ſo that they behold themſelves in the new Humanity, and make all 
that they aſſume, and their Formations, in the new Humanity.  _ | 

77. Theſe new Formations are effected and wrought in the divine Will, in Reſignation, 
and they are the heavenly Images and Formations, which are formed and ſhaped in 
the Holy Ghoſt to the Honour of God. | 

78. For if the holy Name of God be not in its Power in the forming of the Words, 
' viz. in the Spirits of the Letters, which are the formed Word, and helps not to form the 
Word in the ſenſual Tongue, then the falſe Antichriſt ſpeaks only from what his own 
Self has aſſumed of the literal Form. 
79. For the Spirit of God forms and imprints into the Word of the Mouth (when the 
ſenſual Tongue takes it) Righicouſneſs, Truth, Faith, Love, and Patience; viz. divine 
Power and Virtue ; but the Antichriſtian Child forms together with it, in the Conception 
of the Word out of the Serpent's Ens, Lies, Falſhood,” Tales, Unfaithfulneſs, Pride, Co- 
wetouſneſs, bitter ſtinging Envy, Anger, Backbitings, Revilings, and all whatever is againſt 
God, and makes the formed Word of the Letter to a Beaſt, and wicked Baſtard, which 
is rejected from the Face of God, upon which the Judgment paſſes. 


80. The like is allo to be underſtood concerning the external Wiſdom and Art: — the 
ivine 
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divine Wiſdom works therein, then the Underſtanding and Art is very good, and prounded 
in the divine Wiſdom ; but if it be otherwiſe, it ſtands in mere antichriſtian fals Image 
[and Fancy, ] to the Judgment of God. 

81. Therefore let 4 Man prove and try himſelf, what falls in, and ſuggeſts itſelf, into 
the ſenſual Tongue in the Formation of his Words : If it be Truth, Righteouſneſs, Faich 
in Hope, Love in Patience, an earneſt full unfeigned Deſire to ſpeak and do the Truth, 
and that for God's Sake, in Hope of eternal Life, then it is well with him; let him con- 
tinue ſtedfaſt in ſuch Exerciſe, and work more and more effectually and powerfully there- 
in; and his * Pearl- Tree ſtands in its Growth and Increaſe. 

82, But if the contrary be found in him, that when he will ſpeak, then Lying, a proud 
Look, great Words for Pomp and Oſtentation, alſo envious Bitterneſs, falſe ſpeaking 
againſt his Neighbour, Falſhood, Anger, a W Deſire, falſe and evil Interpretings, 
and wrong harſh Cenſurings, fall in and imprint themſelves into the Formings and Fa 
of bis Words; then he may certainly and really know, that he has the antichriſtian Ba- 
bylonical ¶ bore together with the falſe wicked Dragon- Beaſt ſitting in his Heart, which 
introduces and inſinuates, andimprints ſuch Will and Deſire in his Words, for the form- 
ing and building up of the hell; Images; for theſe falſe Inſinuations and Suggeſtions 
are all brought to Subſtance in the Formation of the ſenſual Tongue. 's 

83. Therefore know, O Man! and prove thyſelf, that thou art the Image of God, ac- Nee. 
cording to the divine Word and Underſtanding : If thou ſprakeft, willeft, and dof 
righteouſly, then thou art that ſame Image of God, wherein God dwells, ſpeaks, wills, 
and works ; but if oberwi/e, and the contrary is found in thee, then thou art the apoſ- 
tate rebellious Lucifer in his Generation and Train, and doeſt, willeſt, and deſireſt even 
that which he wills and does. | 

$4. And though thou deſireſt nat Hell-fire, Lucifer alſo did not deſire it, but there is 
10 other Reward for the falſe Image; ſecing it forms itſelf out of the Abyſs, it muſt ve- 
rily enter into iti Father's Country. 1 | | 

85. For the S and Un ding of Man do not befall him from the Stars and 
Elements; for then other Creatures alſo ſpeak and underſtand : Man has tbe ſame, 
originally, from the incorporated formed Word of God; it is the Name of God, which 
be muſt not abuſe, upon Pain of eternal Puniſhment : This incorporated Word Man has our 
of all the three Principles in himſelf, and has a free own liar Will to form a Sub- 
ſtance, out of which Principle he will; and thereupon. alſo follows the Seperation, and 
reaping in of every thing into its Receptacle, [or appointed Place. ] |

S , Thus alfo the Line of Chriſt grew in the Stem of the promiſed Word 

in the Covenant, from Branch to Branch, even into the Height of 

| the Twigs, to its right Age; till the Power of the Tree, that is, 
Nu the Covenant, put forth itlelf —_ the glorious ſovereign fair Bloſſom, 
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2. Out of which Bloſſom the holy Image of God is again = in Fleſh and Blood 
viz. in a holy Body: We ſee its Boughs and Branches ſo fair and excellent, that the Soul 
does moſt exceedingly rejoice at this Contemplation, and truly deſires te bud and groy 
forth along with theſe Boughs and Branches, to the great Praife of God in our angelica] 
Tree of the Hierarchies of Chriſt, * in the holy Paradife. 

3: God made a Covenant with Adam after his Fall, when he died to the heavenly Ex 
in him, that he would quicken him again, and regenerate him anew; and this Covenant 
was the Root in the diſappeared Ens, which grew 1n this Line of Adam from Seth and his

10. For the Heathens avorfhipped the Stars and four Elements, ſeeing; they knew that 


4. For the undivided ſenſual Tongue, wherein the Spirits of the Letters ruled in on 
Harmony, continued till the Flood, fo that all Men ſpoke in one Tongue; in which Tongue 
the divine Spirit of the five Vowels, viz. the divine Underſtanding, moved. 

5. But ſeeing they had introduced the Image and Beaſt of Vanity into the ſenſual 
Tongue, and fell wantonly in Love with the Babylonical Whore of Self-hood, therefore 
God complained againſt them, that they would not ſuffer his Spirit any more to rule 
them, and ſaid, that it repented him that be had made Man. 46 

6. For as the Sorrow to Deſtruction manifeſted and opened itfelf, fo alſo the Sorrox 
of Repentance to the new Regeneration out of the Covenant: Thus the Sorrow of the 
formed Word in the only ſenſual Tongue deftroyed every Life and Being which lived in 
the Air, that is, in the manifeſted Spirit of God, viz. in the third Principle; and the 
Word of the ſenſual Tongue did, iſe the Flood, put itſelf forth in a CompatFion of the 
Spirits of the Letters. = | | 

7. For God ſaid to Noah, The Men are Fleſb, and moreover vain and wicked even from 
their Youth; thus the Holy Spirit would not any more manifeſt himſelf in the evil con- 
trived ſenſual Tongue, but left them to follow their own Fancy: Seeing they refuſed to 


follow him, he ſuffered the Power and Force of Nature to manifeſt its Wonders out of 


Evil and Good, viz. in Images of the dark and outward World, where their Images were 


trimmed up and ſet forth in the Glory and Light of the ourward Nature, wherein Evi 
and Good are mixed together, to the Contemplation of the Wonders of God, according 
to Love and Anger; from which Ground the Heathen's Underſtanding, with their Il, 
to Po on OY. , gs «Sos 32h ke» Meek | 

8. For the Underſtanding of the Spirits of the Letters brought itſelf into the Forms 


tions of many Speeches; and in thoſe Formings of Self the Images were brought forth 
in the Underſtanding, wherein the outward Nature beheld itſelf ; and alſo the Devil did 


from God's Wrath intfoduce his Imagination and Defire into Men, thereby to lead them 


from the true Underſtanding into Images; fo that they did not know the true God. 

9. For all the Oratles of the heathen Gods take their Original out of the outward 
and inward Nature of the dark World, as a Figure or, Underſtanding of the Soul of the 
outward and inward dark World; like a peculiar ſelf-ful God; underſtand, a Nature- 
God: For as the ſenſual Tongue was become ſuch a Nature-God, and Underſtanding, 
which played the Hypocrite with itſelf, and formed the Images in itſelf, fo God ſuffered

Soul the Meaning of the Sphere of Time is in the Underſtanding. 

11. Through which Underſtanding of the Soul of the outward World the prophetical 
Spirit has ſignified, from the Spirit of God, how the formed and expreſſed Word of Na- 
ture and Time ſhould afterwards bring itſelf into Forms, of pulling down and ſetting up, 
among the Nations, viz. into the building and rearing up of Kingdoms, and of their 
Deſtruction and Ruin; in which Soul of the outward World, all Things ſtand in Time, 
Limit, An and Weight, like to a Clock, or Horologium, of which the Scripture 

mu 

12, From this Soul, viz. from the Horologium of the Underſtanding of Nature, the 
Heathens were anſwered by their Images and Idols, viz. through the Senſe of the Aſtrum, 
which their Faith (that they powerfully brought thereinto) did move and ſtir up. 

19. And it was not wholly by the Devil, as the Calves-Eyes judge, who know nothing 
of the Myſtery, and ſay, only Devil, Devil, and know not what God, or Devil is: They 
aro themſelves Idols and Men-Devils, and ſerve their Image-God Maozim [and Mammon, ] 
in Self-hood, and are as much counterfeit Images and Idols as the Heathens were. 

14. And they have at preſent made the Turba in them a falſe God, which will even 
bring the Deluge of Fire upon their Necks; of which they have no Underſtanding or 
Faith, and fay continually there is no Danger, whereas they have brought the Horo- 
logium of Nature to its ſet Limit to Deſtruction: For the with-holden Spirit of the Won- 
ders is at the End and Limit of its Impriſonment, and manifeſts itſelf out of the great 
Herologium of the inward and outward Nature, with the mental Tongue, through the 
ſenſual compacted Tongue, and this is a Wonder which none can hinder. 

15. Now as we are to underſtand and conſider thus of the ſenſual compatted Tongue 
of the formed Underſtanding of the Gentiles, who were of Ham's and Faphet's Genera- 
tion, the like alſo we are to underſtand: of the mental (yet compacted) Tongue in the 
Covenant, which in the Manifeſtation of it from Sem's Children and Generation fell up- 
on Abrabam, where, after the Flood, the- firſt ſpiritual hoh Oracle opened itſelf out of 
the mental Tongue of the five Vowels, out of the holy Name of God, viz. out of the

17. For in Abraham, the Spirit of the fiery Tongue, viz." of the boly Underflanding d Sl. 
of the mental Tongue, opened itſelf out of the Covenant, and ſet forth alſo its Figure * Of, or pro- 
out of its compacted, formed, mental Tongue, viz. the Cireumcifion and the Offerings, — 1 
[or Sacrifices, ] which Figures did all point at Cbriſt, who ſhould open and unlooſe te 
Band of the mental Tongue to the divine Underſtanding, and again enkindle the Light 
of Grace in Love, even in the formed Word in the Letters of the ſenſual Tongue, and 
deſtroy the Beaſt of the formed Tongue; in which the Devil ſported, and fer himſelf 
therein as God. 6 | 

18. This Gueſt the holy flaming Tongue, viz. the Spirit of Cbriſt, drove forth, in the 
Opening and Manifeſtation of the Covenant, and took Poſſeſſion of the Throne of Prince 
Lucifer in the human Property in God's Children. 

19. Moſes ſets down ten Names from Noah to Abrabam in the Line of the Covenant, 
viz. Sem, Arphaxad, Salah, Eber, Peleg, Regu, Serug, Nahor, Terah, Abram : And he 
ſets down very wonderfully, that Terab t three Sons, viz. Nahor, Haran and Abram; 
this is even a Type of the three Principles, 38 how all three ſhould be opened in 
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this holy flaming Line of the Covenant, through the holy Fire, and. be ſevered from 
Vanity; and how the whole Man ſhould be born anew, and Fades to the Image of God, 
hank the holy Fire in the Covenant; as indeed the Names of the three Brothers repre- 
ſent and hold forth ſo much in the Tongue of Senſe : If a Man does but introduce the 
true mental Underſtanding thereinto, then he ſees it in the Form of the compoſed Spirits 
of the Letters; which although we could well © ve an Hint of, yet the unilluminated

21. Out of thele ten Properties of the Names in the Line of che Covenant the Oracle, 
vix. the divine Voice, was made manifeſt in Abrabam : And therefore the Spirit of the 
Lord commanded him to: go from his own Country, and from his Kindred; for the Voice 
of the divine Manifeſtation with the. Maſſab or Chriſt ſhould not come forth out of his 
Kindred, viz, out of his. on Blood, but out of Cad: But yet in him laid the Veſſel, viz, 
the Ens, in which the divine Voice would manifeſt itſelf ; and therefore, becauſe another 
* Jeb iii, Seed ſhould be introduced into his own Seed, viz..an heavenly Ens 4, he commanded him 
to go out from his Kindred and Fathers Houſe. 
_ 22, For the Poflibility, and Ability to the divine Manifeſtation did not ſtand in Mars 
Ens, but in God's; bar Man's Kut muſt come thertunto, that fo Adam's heavenly 
diſappeared Eus might be quickened in Chriſt's living Ent, and in Chriſt ariſe from 
Death; therefore God ſaid. ro Abrabam, Ges thee into a Land that I will ſhew iber. 
Here the Spirit ſignifies, that he ſhould: not ſee God in his Father's Country, that is, in 
the earthly Man, but in the Land which the Lord would ſhew him in his Seed, which 
was another Seed out of the divine Ens; in this ſtrange Seed he would bleſs his own 
Seed, that is, tincture it with the divine Tincture of the ninth a in the ſacred 
Ternary, even with the Tincture of the holy ſpiritual World. 
. 7 Gen. xii. 1, 23. For thus faid the Lord: to Abrabam, Cet thee out of thy Connery, and from thy Kin- 


2, 3. dred, and from thy Father's Houſe, into a Land that I will ſhew thee, and I will make of 


thee a great Nation, and I will bleſs thee, and make thy Name great : Thou ſhalt be 4 Bltſ- 

Jing. I will bleſs them that bleſs thee, and curſe them that = thee. The great Name 
which he would make him in his Seed was not to be underſtood only as to the Kingdom 
of this World, for Abraham. was only a Stranger upon the Earth, and muſt wander up and 
down from one Place to another, and poſſeſſed no Principality or Kingdom, as the great 
Names of the Gentiles out of the ſenſual compacted Tongues z for he was to be a Stran- 
ger and Pilgrim upon the Earth in the promiſe ed Seed and Bali ing, for Chriſt faid alſo, His 
Kingdom was not of this World. 

24. But the great Name which ſhould, be a Bleſſing, wherein God would bleſs all Na- 
tions, was the — of Chriſt, in the Covenant, which would open itſelf in Abraham's 
Seed: This was an eternal great Name of a rœyal Hierarchy of an emtbroned Prince in di- 
vine Power and Omnipotence, which ſhould — over the Curſe for God ſaid, be would 
curſe them that curſed him, viz, the apoſtate revolted Devils and all wicked Men, who 
would curſe this holy Seed and Bleſſing; upon their Head this Seed ſhould — 
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25. And here, under Abraham's great Name and Bleſſing, the Perſon of Chriſt is bu 
to be underſtood; for he ſaid, In thee all Nations ſpall be bleſſed, and thou ſhalt be a Bleſ- 
fing. Now all the Families of the Earth could not be bleſſed in the outward mortal Man 
of Abraham, for Abraham died, and his Children and Grandchildren were a long Time 
Strangers, Servants, and Bondmen in ſtrange Countries, as in Egypt, for three hundred 
Years and upwards, and had no Scepter till under Moſes ; who alſo was no King, but a 
Prince of God, [which princely Dominion] continued to King Saul, where they would 
indeed have a King againſt God's Command and Will, whom notwithſtanding God did 
afterward reject, and ſet up David to be King (out of the prophetical Spirit in the com- 
pacted mental Tongue) under Chriſt's Perſon, who ſhould Veing forth and manifeſt the 
great Name, and eternal Bleſſing. | 

26. But here now we are rightly to underſtand what the Perſon of Chriſt ſhould be 
under this Name and Bleſſing; not wholly a Stranger, [or another Perſon, ] Which 
ſhould not be out of Abraham's and Adam's Seed; as ſome err concerning it, and ſet · See Collec- 
Chriſt only in the promiſed Seed, viz. in Abrabam's promiſed Seed, wherewith the poor tion of Let- 
captive Soul would be little benefited ; hereby alſo the ReſurreFion of the Dead out *I

27. For if Chriſt was wholly another, then alſo another [or wholly a ſtrange Perſon] The Reſur- 
muſt be born in us out of Chriſt's Seed and Fleſh; which would not be me, or myſelf; * of our 
but wholly another Man; as ſome err, that we are ſo born of Chriſt as the Deto is out of cared — 
the Morning, which indeed is true, but my Ihoed [or Perſonality} which was created in 
Adam out of the divine Ens, viz. out of the good Part of the Ens of the Earth, which 
came forth alſo out of the heavenly World's Being, as to the good Eus, into a Coagulation, 
muſt alſo be there with joined; as the like is alſo to be underſtood in Abraham. | 

28. For God faid, In thee all Nations ſball be bleſſed : He ſaid not alone in me, but he 
ſaid, I will bleſs thee, and make of thee a Nation, and make iy Name great; and 
thou ſhalt be a Blefling, thou thyſelf ſhalt be it, that is, Chrif ſhould become Abrabam, 

29. For the Seed which diſappeared in Adam and died to the mental Life, into which 
God engrafted or incorporated the Limit or Aim of his Covenant with the quickening 
Word, the ſame is that into which God would introduce his Ble/ing, viz. the living, di- 
vine, heavenly Ens, and would bleſs Abrabam and Adam and their Children in this re- 
quickened Ent, or diſappeared Seed, and make them truly alive: The kving Ens of the 
Word in the Covenant, and the Adamical diſappeared Ens in Abraham, ſhould become 
one Perſon and Body; for the ſame are one Kind of Exs. 

30. But the poiſonful malignant ſenſual Deſire, which the Devil had made monſtrous, 
had ſhut up this holy Ext in Adam in Death, and covered it with the groſs, earthly Pro- 
perty, like to a fair Piece of Gold which was changed into Lead, fo that one would ſay 
-- Gold is dead and gone: And it would be truly fo indeed, if the Artiſ did not again 

eem it. ; 

31. Thus likewiſe the heavenly Artiſt would not reje# Adam's diſappeared Gold, and 
make quite another new Thing, but he took his own Tinure and of his own Gold, out 
of which he had made Adam's Gold, and tinctured Adam's Gold with his on Gold, even 
with his Tin&ure, that is, with the Ford (viz. with the Power) of God, and with the 
Eſſence of the Word, viz. with the heavenly Corporality: | 

32. So that Chrift became a God-Man, and Adam and Abraham in Chriſt a Man-God; 

God and Man one Perſon undivided, according to and out of all the three Principles of 
Eternity and Time, according to and out of Body and Soul; with every Property of Man, 
and every divine Property; except the Serpent's Property which Adam luſted after, took 
in and imprinted on himielf, the ſame he did not aſſume: But the Exs, underſtand the 
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human Ens, whereinto the Devil had ſown his Seed, that he muſt aſſume, and therein 
bruiſe the Head of the Devil, and of the inſown Serpent's Ens, and deſtroy the Yriſon of 
Death, which held the heavenly Ens (hut up, and * forth afreſh; as the dry Rod of 
Aaron, which budded and bore green Almonds, was a li — Repreſentation of this: And 
this is the true Underſtanding of the Seed of Abraham and bis Bleſing, as he meaneth. 
33. Abrabam in the Spirit of Chriſt ſhould be a Bleſſing ; for Abraham's Ens and 
Chriſt's Eus have bleſſed all Nations: Underſtand the Line of — Covenant, in which the 


promiſed Word ſtood in the Aim or Limit of the Covenant, viz. the Spirit of the five 


Vowels, the great Name FEOY A, which God, by the Motion of the Covenant in Abra- 
bam's Seed, made to [be] FEHOY A, or HO All. as an inſpired or inbreathed God,

Line of the Covenant ſhould bleſs the Line of Japhet and Ham; for Japbet ſhould dwell 
in Sem Tent, that is, in Chriſt, viz, Japbet ſhould be received into Sem's Line. 


35. But the groſs earthly Ham (underſtand the groſs Fleſh) is accurſed in Ham and Cain, 


bit and ſhall not inherit God's Kingdom: Not Ham in Soul and Body is curſed, but ** 


Serpent's. Man, whoſe: Figure, according to the outward, Cain and Ham muſt repreſent, 
ſo that all Properties might-be: manifeſt in an external Figure. 

36. Therefore we admoniſh the Jes, that they learn to know their Meſſiah, for the 
Time of their Viſitation is at Hand, whereia they ſhall be redeemed from the Captivity 
of their Miſery, and be made free again. 

37. Alſo we:admoniſh; thoſe that are ours, that they grant Mary to be the Daughter of 
Abraham, and Adam, and Chriſt's Mother as to the Soul, and Adam's created Image, and 


nut according to the Deity, or according to the Eus in the Word of Life whic — 


from Heaven; for that was not ber Propriety, indeed it ſtood in ber, but [it was] in the 
Word of the Promiſe in the Eye -· mark of the Covenant, which was accompliſhed or at 
the Limit [in ber.] 

38. But ſhe is not the Mother which has brought forth or borne God, as the Jews and 
Turks ſay that we teach; but God has brought forth and bleſſed the ſame in her Seed; ſhe 
in her Seed received the Power of the Holy Ghoſt in the Word, and brought forth the 
Creature, which was God and Man. 

39. And it is not the Pro perty of the Deity, which has neither Beginning nor End, 
alſo does not poſſeſs either Time or Place, but it is through all, and in all, from Eternity 
to Eternity; it has only manifeſted itſelf in the — as the Fire does thorough! 
heat an Iron, and changes it wholly into Fire; and yet the Iron remains Iron ſtill; 9 
alſo the Man, or the Humanity which Mary brought forth out of her Eſſence and out of 
God's Eſſence in one only Eſſence, is to be underſtood. 


ho. She brought forth the Humanity, and God the Father has from Eternity brought, 


forth the Word — did manifeſt itſelf in the Humanity, and filled the Humanity, as 
the Fire _ thoroughly heat an Iron, and the Sun illuſtrates or ſhines through the Wa- 
ter or Gla 

41. She indeed has brought forth the heavenly Body, but not from the Power of her 
Eng or Seed, but from the Power and Ability of that Ens, which did manifeſt itſelf in 
ber Seed; as the Eſſence or Being of Eternity manifeſted itſelf through Time, and yet 
the Time was not able or capable of receiving the Eſſence of Eternity into its own Might, 
but the Eſſence of Eternity aſſumed or took on it the Eſſence of Time: As the inward 
Heaven and World has brought forth and aſſumed the outward Heaven and World, ſo 
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likewiſe the Eternity aſſumed the Eſſence that it breatbed into Alam, which died or diſ- 
appeared in the Seed of Mary ; underſtand in her own human Seed. 

42. And this is the great Name of Abraham in Chriſt, and the Bleſſing of Abraham, 
wherewith God bleſſed Abrabam and his Children, and not a ſtrange Perſon, as ſome er- 
roneouſly conceive, who underſtand not the three Principles. | 

43. The Perſon was ſtrange, but it is become an Indweller in us; the Heaven took 
on it the World, and made the World in it to Heaven, and yet each remained dwelling 
in itſelf, viz. the formed Word of the Body, a Creature, in itſelf ; and the unformed 
Word in itſelf; God over all, and in all, and through all: Thus alſo we are to underſtand 
and conſider of the heavenly living Eſſence, which gave itſelf into Agam's and Abraham's 
Ens, as filling All in the Perſon formatively, and without che Perſon: at once through all; 
and with the Word of Power as an Habitation or Manſion of the Power alſo through all 
or every where, but not to be comprehended of any Thing ; as the Sun's Power and In- 
fluence, and the Air, penetrate through all Things, and give Life to every Being; the 
like is to be here underſtood, | | 

44. We muſt by no Means aboliſh the Creature in Chriſt's Perſon, for that which he 
aſſumed both from the Soul and Body of Man, the ſame is Creature; but that which he 
introduced out of the Deity into the Humanity, that is neither Nature nor Creature, yet 
in our Humanity formatively, but immenſe, uncircumſcribed, not particular ; like as 
the Air and Sun-ſhine is whole or entire, fo likewiſe it is here; and we are in like Man- 
ner to underſtand it, as if the Sun-ſhine did introduce itſelf in ſomething into a Form, 
and yet was wholly one Thing with the Shine or Light without the Form : Thus like- 
wiſe Cbriſt's heavenly divine Ens, which he introduced into our Humanity, is to be un- 

45. God did often appear to Abrabam, and ſpoke with him as one Man ſpeaks with ano- 
ther: Therefore Reaſon ſays, How was it done? Did God aſſume the Form of a Body? 
God appeared to Abrabam in the Ens and Eſſence, wherewith he would manifeſt himſelf 
in his Seed, viz. in Chriſt's Perſon, and ſpoke from the Word of the Covenant in the 
Limit, in Abraham's Seed, even to the mental Tongue of Abraham, which moved itſelf in 
the Covenant; and this the ſenſual: Spirit in Abrabam underſtood. ; 

46. For otherwiſe Abrabam was not able to ſee God; but in the formed Eui of the 
heavenly Eſſence Abraham was able to ſee in the Spirit of the Covenant, - viz. in the ſame 
Spirit which would manifeſt the repreſented Type and Eſſence in the human Eſſence. 

47. For it is written, that * God appeared to Abrabam in the Form of three Men, and Y Gen. xviiie 
told bim of a Son which ſhould proceed forth out of his Loins, whom Sarah ſhould bear to him, 
upon whom the Covenant paſſed : Now what did the Appearance of theſe ibree Men 
typify ? Nothing elſe but the Trinity of the Deity, and the Manifeſtation of the divine 
formed Word through the three Principles: Therefore the divine Image was repreſented 
in three Men; for it is a threefold Ens, but one only Eſſence, viz. three Worlds, and yet 
in one another as one, but differenced in three Principles, viz. with the dark wrathful 
CO and with the holy Light-and-Love-Fire World, and with the outward vile 

orld. , ] 

48. Out of thefe three Worlds Man was created; even into an Image of the divine- 
Manifeſtation : Therefore God ſhewed himſelf to Abraham in the ſame Ens and Eſſence, 
as in the Form of the angelical Meſſage, and yet ſpoke of himſelf. 

49. For the repreſented Ens, through which God ſpoke, was angelical and human; it 
would become human, for Chriſt as to the Perſon of the Creature ſhould be a Prince or 
an angelical Hierarchy ;, ſo likewiſe God appeared to. Abrabam in this Ens, Eſſence, and 
Property, with his own indwelling Voice. oy 

50. Very exceeding wonderful is the Hiſtory concerning Am; for the Kingdom 
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of Chriſt is therein wholly repreſented, and not only the Kingdom upon the Earth in 
the Time of the four Elements, which alſo is pourtrayed and ſet forth under it, but yet 


only as a Pilgrimage, which ſhould not be the right Kingdom; for Arabam mult conti.

nually wander up and down, and alſo his Poſterity, and yet God promiſed him the Coun- 
try wherein he was a Pilgrim for his Propriety, that he and his Children ſhould eternally 
poſſeſs the ſame. | 


2 Gen,xiii.14, 31. For ſo God ſaid to Abrabam, * * up thine Bes, and look from the Place where thoy 


art, Northward, Southward, Eaſtward and Weſtward ; far all the Land which thou ſeeſt, 


to thee will I give it, and to thy Seed for ever; But now they obtained Poſſeſſion of this

Land along Time after, and were firſt brought in by Jaſbua; and Abrabam and his Grand- 
children lived nat to obtain it, and they were very often driven out from thence ; and 
yet God ſaid he would give it Abrabam and his Children for an eternal Poſſeſſion, 

52. But we ſee at preſent that they have it not in Poſſeſſion ; for the Turks have now 
Poſſeſſion of it; and Abraham's Seed, viz. the Jews, have at preſent neither Land nor 
Principality, but are almoſt in all Places only as Captives : But now the Purpoſe of God 
muſt ſand, his Word muſt be true: Abrabam in his Seed ſhall e/ernally poſſeſs it, for 
eternal is not only temporal. | 

53. Therefore alſo God ſpoke of the Place, and ſhews the ſame to Abrabam, that he 
might ſee it with his Eyes: And eyen here hes the great Myſtery ; for Paradiſe was in 
the World, and Adam loſt Paradiſe ; but in Abrabam's Seed, wiz. in Chriſt, Paradiſe was 
again reſtored, not according to the mortal Man, but according to the heavenh, 

54. Now we ſee at preſent that Chriſtendom has not theſe Lands or Countries in Poſ- 
ſeſfion ; and ſo likewiſe the Jews have them not: And now ſecing that Abrabam ſhall 
eternally poſſeſs them in his Seed, viz. in the holy Seed, we are thereupon to conſider 


rightly of the Place of the holy Paradi/e, as the prophetical Spirit in Ezekiel, and Daniel, 


and in others of them, ſignifies and declares, bus eſpecially in St. Jahn in the Revelation, 
concerning the holy Jeruſalem which comes down from God out of Heaven, as a Bride pre- 
pared, and adorned for her Bridegroom; and in all thus much is ſignified, that Chriſt in 
Abraham's Seed ſhall take in his Kingdom. 

55. For with the Diſſolution of the four Elements, when the four Elements ſhall be 
in equal Weight [or brought into the true Temperature] and the Earib chryſtallized like 
a glaſſy Sea b, as may be ſeen in the Revelation, iben that which was promiſed to Araban 
concerning the eternal Poſſeſſion ſhall be performed: For Chriſt ſaid, My Kingdom is nc 
of this World : But now the Kingdom of this World was ſhewn and promiſed to Arabam; 
therefore we muſt thereby underſtand the heavenly Kingdom, and even that very Place, 
which was ſhewn to Abrabam, when Paradiſe ſhall be again made manifeſt, and Abrahan 
in Chriſt ſhall appear to the eternal Poſſeſſion. 

56. For although at preſent the Turk has it according to the four Elements in Poſſeſ- 
fion, yet Abraham in Chriſt has it with his Seed in Poſſeſſion according to Paradiſe, viz. 


in the Paradiſical World: Abraham is riſen in Chriſt, and poſſeſſes his promiſed Land in 


his Principle: He is in Paradiſe, and the Turt in the outward World. 
57. Paradiſe is in the World; yet not in the third Principle, but in the ſecond : The 


one does not confound the other: When Abrabam's Children in Chriſt part from the 


earthly Body, then they take Poſſefion of this promiſed Land according to the ſpiritual 
Man, and poſleſs the ſame eternally. 

58. And this is that which God ſo often ſaid to Abrabam, That be would give him tht 
Land for an eternal Poſſeſſion ;, for when he promiſed it him, then he commanded him to 
go away from that Place, to ſignify, that he did not mean the external Kingdom, but the 
eternal, and ſet him forth a Figure in the Stars of Heaven, ſaying, That even ſo his Seed 
ſhould be multiplied and increaſed; and as the Stars have a pure clear Body in _

pariſon of the earthly Bes, fo likewiſe the Seed of Abrabam ſhould be an heavenly 
eternal one. | 


59. But that Abraham's Children, viz. the Jews, are at preſent caſt out from thence, 
and diſperſed into the whole World, the Reaſon of it is their Blindneſs and Obſtinacy, till 
the Time of the Gentiles be accompliſhed : They have not known the Lord of Glory, but 
have rejeed him; but when they ſhall know themſelves, they ſhall be planted again into 
the Root. 7 

60. Not chat they are caſt out of the Root, but they muſt be ind, that their Light 
might ſhine to the Gentiles, till the Gentiles alſo become blind in this Light of Abrabam Nee. 
(as indeed they are at preſent really blind) and then the Light of Abraham ſhall again riſe 
out of its own Root and Stem, and ſhine to all Nations: 1 hen Japhet ſhall dwell in Sem's 


Tent, and {ſrael ſhall be brought together to the open Grace-Fountain of all Nations; 
concerning which all People are as yet blind. 


61. But the Time is near, and the Morning Star has appeared, if any are able to ſee: 
But the Babylonical ¶bore has blindfolded al; ſo that all Nations walk in the Night: 
Her abominable Whoredom is come before the moſt High, who will blot out her Shame, 


which has defiled the Heaven, This thou ſhalt ſoon find by Experience, in thy Drunken- 
neſs, ſays the Spirit of Wonders from its own Root.

The Thirty-eighth Chapter. 


A clear Manifeftation of the Beginning of the Heathen's War: 
How Abraham delivered Lot his Brother's Son : And of the 


Royal Prieſt Melchiſedech of Salem, to whom Abraham gave 
Tithes. | 


I, CH E R E we ſee very clearly what the Imaginations, Purpoſes, Intentions, Cen. xiv. 
. and Undertakings of Men have been, even from their Vouth upward; 
H 
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how they have brought themſelves out of the Image of God into half 
beſtial and half devi Properties, viz. into Pride, Covetouſneſs, and 
ſelf· ful Domination; in like Manner as the Devil deſired the fame, and 
therefore was caſt out from his Kingdom. 

2. For here the Gentiles, and the Children of Ham at Sodom and Gomorrah, and in the 
whole Region thereabouts, did now begin to exerciſe their domineering Power, among 
whom Abrabam was only a Stranger, and dwelt in the Plain of Mamre as in a Wilder- 
neſs, where he kept Cattle : But the Gentiles did tear and rend for the Kingdom of this 
World, and for the external Might and Power, ſtriving how one People might rule over 
another, whoſe Will and Dominion have continued even to this Day, and have received 
their Beginning from the Heathens, and the Children of Ham, viz. from Babel, from 
the divided Tongues. | | 

3. When the Powers of the formed Word, viz. the Properties of Nature, divided 
themſelves, and each introduced itſelf into a Selfiſhneſs, then Strife and Enmity aroſe 


among them, for the Center of the Nature of the dark World has obtained his Domi-

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nion in the fallen Property of Man: For Men were as dead to the Kingdom of God, viz. 
in the Love and Humility, and lived at preſent to the outward Stars and the four Elements, 
_ 4. Alſo the Devil had built his Strong Hold in the Serpent Ens in Man; therefore 
they ſought only after that which made them great and potent in the World : And yet we 
may ſee, how the Devil did only fool and ape them in the Wrath of God, fo that they 
eto one another, and efteemed temporal Pleaſure higher than their Life; which is the 
greateſt Folly under the Sun, that Man ſhould bring his Life into the Danger of Death; 
tor the Sake of poor filly Pride; whereas yet he knows not whether he ſhall hold and 
poſſeſs that, for which he murders, kills and flays. K | | 

- 5. And we ſee how ſoon the Devil in his Envy and Pride ruled in them; for though 
they had the whole Earth before them to poſſeſs, and many Countries and IMands were 
uninhabited, yet they undertake War, that fo they might but domineer over one ano- 
ther, and rob and plunder one another; thus the Devil, as Man's Enemy, brought them 
into his Pride, that they might ſerve him. LY | 

6. It is not in vain that Chriſt calls him a Prince of this World; he is a Prince accord. 
ing to the Property of the Wrath of the dark World; in and according to the ſame Pro- 
perty he rules Man in Body and Soul, in Will and Mind. 

7. For all Far and Contention ariſe out of the Nature and Property of the dark 
World, viz. from the four Elements of the Anger of God, which produce, in the Crea- 
ture Pride, Covetouſneſs, Envy, and Anger; zheſe are the four Elements of the dark 
o_ "wherein the Devils and all evil Creatures live; and from theſe four Elements 
ariſes War. 

8. For although God commanded the People of Jrael to drive out the Heathen, 
and wage War, yet the Command was wholly trom che angry zealous God, viz. from the 
Fire's Property ; for the Heathen had ſtirred up the Wrath and Indignation which would 
devour them: But God, ſo far as he is called God, deſires no War, yea he cannot deſire 
any Thing that is evil or deſtructive, for he is according to the ſecond Principle only 
zoed, and communicating, and gives himſelf to all Things. 

9. But according to the dark World's Nature he is an angry zealous God, and à con. 
ſuming Fire, if his Wrath be awakened ; according to this Property he deſires to con- 
ſume all that moves and enkindles itſelf therein: And from his Property, God com- 
manded Tjrael to fight, and ſmite the Heathen ; for his Anger was ſet on Fire in them, 
and they were as Wood caft into the Fire, which the Fire deſires to conſume. 

10. Therefore the Wrath of God commanded one Nation to ſlay another, that it might 
even out of his Wrath be taken away; otherwiſe the Fire of bis Anger would have en- 
kindled itſelf, as happened to the five Kingdoms of Sodom and Gomorrah : Thus the 
Wrath of God ſatiated itſelf in the Life of the Wicked, which it devoured into itſelf, 
in that they flew one another. | | 

11. As it yet now ſo comes to pals, that oftentimes Men cry to God to give them 
Succeſs and Victory againit their Enemies, that they might murder them; but God gives 
them not Victory therein, but the Sword of his Anger, which they awaken with their 


Prayer's fierce Deſires and Will: Were they true Men, and Children of God, they would 


ved no War, for the holy Spirit does not wage War, but he only loves and gives; but 
according to the Property of the Anger he conſumeth all Ungodlineſs and wicked Do- 
ings, and is thereby more blown and itirred up in Indignation. 110 

12. For the more a Man adds Wood to the Fire, and ſtirs it, the more it elevates and 


enflames itſelf till it devours whatſoever it can reach; the like allo is to be underſtood. 


concerning the Zeal of God: This enkindled Anger-Zeal of God was ſet on Fire in Aden, 


and it devoured his Image of the holy World, and'paffed f-om Ad m upon all Men, 


13. For they which were in the Line of the Covenant had the enkindied Zeal, according 
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to the firſt Principle, VIZ, according to the Soul and Body, alſo in them; the one not 
better than the other; the Serpent's Ens lay as well in Abraham, and his Children, ac- 
cording to the enkindled Soul, and according to the groſs beſtial Property of the Mortal, 
as in the Gentiles; except the Line of Chriſt in them, which was not the ſinful Man's 
Self-hood, but it ſtood in God's Power; as the Heaven ſtands in the World, and yet the 
one is not the other; and as the Heaven ſtands in Hell, and Hell in Heaven, and yet the 
one does neither confound or comprehend-the other ; or as the Night is in the Day, and 
the Day in the Night; or as the Light of Nature dwells and ſhines in the Darknels. 

14. Thus we are to underſtand, how the Children of the Saints have waged War 
againſt the Crew of wicked Men, and drove them out, viz. in the Anger's Property, 
which managed its Sword by them, to deſtroy the Heathen and the Generation of Ham; 
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| 
for © Abrabam went out with his whole Houſe and People, againſt the Heathen wwho had carried Gen. xiv. 14. | 
away Lat his Brother's Son captive, and he ſmote the Heathen, and delivered his Brother. 5, 16. | 
This was done in the Zeal of God, which thus delivered his Children through the Might 
of his Anger; for what conduces to the Wicked for Deftru#ion, the ſame conduces to 
the holy Men for Life and Deliverance, | 

15. But that thoſe who will be called Chriſtians (who ought in and with Chrift to be 
dead to the Anger and Wrath of Gad in Chriſt's Death) wage War, they do it not as 
Chriſtians,: but as Heathens : No Chriſtian wars; for if he be a Chriſtian, then he is dead 
in and with Chriſt's Death to the four Elements of God's Anger in Self, and born a new 
Man in Chriſt's Spirit of Love, who lives in Righteouſneſs, in Love, and Patience, and 
lives not to himſelf, but to God in Chriſt, 

16, For a true Chriſtian leads bis Converſation and Will in Heaven, in the Life and 
Spirit of Chriſt ; as St. Paul ſays, Our Converſation is in Heaven : But when the Chriſtians 
wage War, they do it from the heatbeniſþ Property, and not from Chriſt's Property; for 
a Chriſtian is not of this World; his Kingdom is in Heaven; and he is dead in Chriſt 
to the World, according to the new ſpiritual Man in him: The Heathen-Man, viz. the 
bal f- deviliſb Man (who has his Kingdom in this World, who never has Room enough 
upon the Earth, but lives in the four Elements of God's Anger, viz. in Pride, Cove- 
touſneſs, Envy, and Wrath) the ſame deſires in the Chriſtians to war, fight, and flay, 

17. Saint Paul ſays, © Give your Members to be Weapons of Righteouſneſs : For why do * Rom. vi. rz. 
Men fight ? For the Kingdom of this World: And yet as Chriſt ſaid, His Kingdom was Janes iv. 1. 
not of this World; fo alſo his Children's Kingdom in him is not of this World: Now then Jeb xvii. 
if we give up our Body and Soul for Weapons of God's Anger, and ſeek only thereby 30. 

Self (Intereſts, Liberties, and Privileges of Mammon, ] and ſlay one another for the King- 
dom of this World; I think we are herein Chriſtians indeed in the Mouth, but the Heart 
and Soul is an Heathen, and not born out of Chriſt's Spirit. 

18. When Abraham had ſmote the Heathen, he defired nothing of the Goods which be 
took, but reſtored to the King of Sodom what the Heathen had taken from bim, and was only 
zealous in'the Lord ; he did not fight for Country and Kingdom, but to deliver his Bro- 
ther Lot: This was a true Zeal, which the Lord drove in him; he did not ſtand up 
and fight for Country, or City, and though he obtained it, he deſired it not, but went 
again to his own Place. 

19. And here the Spirit in Moſes ſpeaks very wonderfully, and ſays, that when Abra- 
bam returned from the Slaughter, the King of Sodom met him; and Melchiſedech King of Sa- 
lem brought forth Bread and Wine, who was a Prieſt of the moſt High God, - Poſſeſſor of Hea- 
ven and Earth, and bleſſed Abraham, and Abraham gave bim Tithes : And though we find 
almoſt nothing elſewhere in the holy Scripture of this Prieſthood, yet the ſame was really 
in the Figure of Chriſt; for the Spirit ſays in another Place of Chriſt, that be was an 
Higb-Prieſt of the Order of Melchiſedech. Fs | | 
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20. Thus the Spirit of God does very ſecretly and myſtically 5 the Figure of 

Chriſt by Melch: zb, and calls him a King of Salem, and a Prieſt of the moſt High God, 
viz. a Prieſt of Salvation, and the boly Uniion, as it intimates in the ſenſual Tongue; 
that is, Chriſt has blefſed Abraham, and brought him forth Bread and Wine, viz. hi; 
Fleſb and Blood, and is the High-Prieſt before God, that makes Atonement for Abrahan 
and his Children, 

21. For Abraham had managed the Sword of God's Anger againſt the Heathen ; now 
came Melchiſedech, and bleſſed Abraham again, leſt the Sword of the Turba ſhould lay 
hold on him; and he gave him forth Bread and Wine, that is, the heavenly Eus, which 
he would introduce into Abraham's Seed, and change it into Fleſh and Blood; and here 
he appeaſed the Father's Anger in the Covenant, as in the Type. 

22. For this Prieſt with Abraham is really to be underſtood in a ſpiritual Manner; for 
though Abraham might have externally a Prieſt after the fame Manner with him, under 


the Figure of Chriſt, yet Moſes ſays, be was a Prieft of God; and ſaid to Abraham, Bl:ſ: 


art thou, Abraham, of the moſt High, who poſſeſſes Heaven and Earth, who has ſhut up 
thine Enemies into thy Hands: Here is none other to be underſtood but Cbriſt, who 
very often appeared to Abrabam in the Figure, and bleſſed him always; for the Spirit in 
Moſes calls him alſo a King of Salem, which is nothing elſe, but a King of Salvation. 
23. And Abraham gave him Tithes : Indeed he might have ſuch a prieſtly Order with 


him, to whom he gave Tithes : But this King and Prieſt was he of whom he preached, 


to whom Abraham gave Tithes, viz. the tenth Property of the human Properties of the 
fiery Tongue of the Soul; and the Prieſt gave his Bread and Wine, and his Bleſſing there- 
into; viz. the Love-Fire, the Tincture of the Light, together with the heavenly Sab. 


ftantiality, that ſo Abrabam might receive the Light's Tincture into the Soul's fiery Tinc- 


ture, and become again a compleat Image of God, which was ſeperated in Adam with the 


Woman: Therefore Chriſt, viz. the Yoman's Tincture, gave him again the Light's Ens, 


that ſo the Male and Female Property might become one Image or Perſon : This the Spi- 
rit does here ſignify in Moſes, under the Royal Prieſt of Salem. | 
24. For Eſdras, when he dictated the /oft Bible, in the Knowledge of the Spirit of 


E/dras die. God, to his Scribes, ſaw this very well; and therefore the Holy Spirit does fo ſet it 


rates the Bi- 
ble that was 
loft 


down: And we ſee very exactly, how Eſdras wrote the Hiſtories of Abrabam in the Vi- 


fion of the Spirit; for the whole Hiſtory of Abraham is delineated under Chrift's Perſon, 
2 E/aras xiy.and is an Image or Type of Chriſt. | 


25. Abraham ſaw in the Spirit this Prieſt of Salem; and when Abraham offered Sacrifice, 
then this Prieſt was in the Offering, and offered to God ; for he was to make Recon- 


ciliation for the World with an Offering; therefore he was a Prieſt of God. 


26. He brought Abraham's Will-Offering, viz. his Prayer and Deſire in Faith, into 
the holy Ens of God, and in the ſame Ens, viz. in the divine Effentiality, heavenly 
Bread and Wine was brought to Abrabam's Soul, that it might eat at God's Table, till 
this Prieſt became Abraham, that is, did manifeſt himſelf in 4braham with the heavenly 
Corporeity, viz. with the Soul's Food in the right Bread and Wine, 
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How God appeared to Abraham in a Viſion, and eſtabliſhed the Co- | 
venant with him in his Seed; and how Abraham's Faiib laid hold 
of the Covenant, which God accounted to him for Righteouſneſs; | 
and how God commanded him to offer Sacrifice, and what is there- 


by to be under ſtood. 
| A Lord came to Abrabam in a Vifion; and ſaid, Fear not Abram, I am thy 1—7. 
M Shield, and exceeding great Reward, but Abram ſaid; Lord God, what 


* N wilt thou give me, ſeeing I go childleſs; and the Steward of my Houſe is 
SO: 
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OSES ſays, * After theſe Things it came to paſs, that the Word of ibe c Gin. xv. 
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this Eliezer of Damaſcus. And Abrabam ſaid further, To me thou-haſt 
given no Seed ; and lo! this Son of my Servant will be mine Heir : And 
| | behold the Lord ſaid unto bim, He ſhall not be thine Heir; but be that 
Hall come forth out of thine own Bowels ſhall be thine Heir; and be commanded him to go 
forth, and ſaid, Look towards the Heaven, and number the Stars: Canſt thou number them ? 
And he ſaid to him, ſo ſhall thy Seed be. Abrabam believed God, and that was counted to bim 
for Righteouſneſs. 
2. * this Portion of Scripture lies the Root of the Chriſtian Faith; for God ſaid to 
Abrabam, that he was his Shield and Reward, that he would give him the Seed out of 
his Loins : God would be Abraham's Reward, and give him a Son of his own, whole 
Seed ſhould be as the Stars in Heaven, which are innumerable ; and his Steward's Son 
ſhould not be Heir, viz. the animal human Seed full of the Serpent Ent ſhall not in- 
herit, but God's Reward, God's Ens. He would give in his Reward into his Seed, viz. 
into the Power of his Loins, which ſhould be a Seed like to the Stars of Heaven; he 
looked upon the Seed in the Covenant, viz. upon the eternal Kingdom, which ſhould be 
as the Stars in Heaven, ſo pure, bright, clear, and innumerable: And this Abrabem 
believed, and it was accounted to him for Righteouſneſs. © | 
3. Believing here is this, viz. he received and laid hold of the Word; he took it into 
his Defire, viz. into the human Ens ; the Aim in the Covenant in the formed compounded 
Word, viz. in Abraham's Nature and Property, received the ſpeaking Word of God, viz. 
the Promiſe ; and both theſe were formed into one; and in this one Abrabam's Faith was 
rizht;, for God counted the Word, which Mrabam received into his - Faith's Deſire, to 
him for Righteouſneſs, for Propriety, and Fuftification. 4 | 
4. For this received Word which was thus taken in, juſtified the creaturely Word, 
diz. the expreſſed, created Word; underſtand that Word which had formed itſelf in the 
human Property, and brought itſelf into a Creature, and put itſelf forth out of the three 
Principles into an Image; in which Image the Self-will had, through Deſire and Luft, 
elevated itſelf with the dark World's Property, viz. in the Fire of God's Anger, and in- 
troduced itſelf into an earthly Groſſneſs ; into which grofs Image the Devil allo had intro- 
duced, by the Serpent, his Eus, Will, and Defire. | 
3. Now the living eternal-ſpeaking holy Word came forth, out of the Light's and di- 
vine Love's Property, to help this Ens, this compacted Word, and created Image, and 
became its Reward z this ſame Abraham's natural Word and Power received into itſelf 
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and this fame Word of God taken in, and fixed in the Deſire, juſtified Abraham's cor- 
rupted Word; it was his Righteouſug/s :, The ſame deſtroyed the Anger, and ruined the 
Devil's Deſire and Will; underſtand in Man's Ess, viz. in the formed Word this was 
effected. | 

6. For there is no Faith without God's Word and Power; therefore Abrabam did now 
take God's Power and Promiſe into his Ens in him, and formed or conceived the ſame 
into a Subſtante of his Spirit; this was the Faith of Juſtiſcalion, that God's Word, and 
the human Will and Deſire, came into one ſpiritual Subſtance ; Thus God accounted the re- 


| ceived or inſpoken apprehended Word to Abrabam for Righteouſneſs, viz. for Pro- 


priety : And this is the Ground and Root of Faith, that he took in or imprinted God's 


Promiſe into his Deſire, as his very own, and let not the ſame paſs from him in Doubt: 


As Jacoò did, who took the Word of Promiſe into him, and ſaid, 7 will not let thee gy 


| Hil-thou-doft bleſs me, and wreſtled the whote Night with the Werd of Power, till be c. 


tained Via; ſo that the promiſed Word gave ia itſelf to him, for Propriety, vl. to a

Bleſſmg, or a great Reward, as here in Abrabam. is han Hh 
7. Thus underſtand us very accurately: The incorporated Word of the Covenant in 
Paradiſe, which God promiſed to Adam concerning the Bruiſer of the Serpent's Head, 
did here at preſent wre/He through Jacob's formed Word of the human Property, with 
the new «promiſed Word, viz. with che living Word, which did at preſent move itſelf 
in him, and would that the corrupt. human Ens might be. bleſſed with God's Love, 
chat the Wound might be. healed; and it did long and pant after the fulfilling of the 
Covenant, that God would be pleaſed forthwith to introduce the holy Eus of his hea- 
venly Eſſentiality into Man's Eſſence, that Chriſt might be born out of God's and Man's 
Eſſence; Therefore let Chriſtendom know, that Faith is not only an Hiſtory or Know- 
edge, [but a real Subſtance] ] N 4 ak" 
8. Faith is nothing elſe but the uniting of one's Will to God, and the receiving of 
God's Word and Power into the Will, that ſo both theſe, viz. God's Will and Man's 
Will, become both one Subſtance and Eſſence; that the human Will be even God's 
Will ; and then Cbriſt in his Sufferings, Death, and Reſurrection, is accounted to his own 


1 Vix. Chriſt. Humanity for Righteouſneſs; ſo that Man becomes Cbriſtus, or the Anointed ; un- 


derſtand according to the fpiritua! Man: And thus we put on Chriſt in Arabam's Faith, 
and are Twigs, Shoots, and Branches in his Vine, aud the Temple of G:d: He that teaches 
and believes otherwiſe, is yet in the compacted, uncontrite, or uncloven Tongue of 
Unbehef, in the Whoredom of Bahn. | 

9. This is the true real Ground of our Chriſtian Faith, that as Abrabam put on Chriſt 
in the Faith, ſo we alſo at preſent receive, and in our heavenly-Part of the Humanity put 


on Chriſt in his Humanity, according to the heavenly World's Eſſence, in the ſame 


Fleſh and Blood which Melchiſedech. repreſented and brought to Abraham in the heavenly 
Bread and Wine, viz. in the Type thereof; yea wholly receive it into our Exs of the 
heavenly World's Eſſence, which died in Adam, and became alive therein, and ari/e from 
Death in Chriſt, and dwell very eſſentially with our ſpiricual Man in him: And #hen be 
is our 6wn Righteouſneſs, we in him, and he in us, only one Chriſt, one God, one Faith, one 
Tree in the Paradiſe of God, in the Stem, which is God, and in the Power and Virtue 
thereof which is Chriſt, and in the Branches of the Tree which are we Chriſtians, wholly 
one Tree, not two: We underſtand not herein the groſs beſtial Man full of the Serpent's 
Ens, * which ſhall not inherit the Kingdom of God, but the true Man, which God created 


10. Let Maſter Sophiſter or Wiſeling of Babel look us right in the Face, and fe what 
- Spirit's Child we are: We underſtand ot the Beaſt, but the Man Chriſt, which died in 
Adam, which was again regenerated out of Abraham's Seed, and deprived Death of its 
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Might, and deftoyed Hell in Man, and flew the Death in us, and raſe again from Danchs Eo 
and lives for ever: The ſame we mean by a right Chriſtian, and not Calves, and Oxen, | 
Dogs, Adders, Serpents, Toads, and 2 like, who would with their Beaſts of Vanity 
be outardiy adopted and regenerate Children of God; no ſuch Beaſt comes into Heaven, | 
only and none elle but a Chriſt, viz. a Child of Chriſt, which is born of Chriſt's Fleſh | 
and Blood: Without are Dogs. Rev. xxii. 2j. 

11. Therefore let it be told thee, O Babel, thou rideſt upon ;he Dragon of thy own con- 
trived, half deviliſh, and half beſtial Tongue in thy own Words and Will, on haſt not 
Abraban's Faith, viz. in the received and formed Word, hien became Man : But thow 
bowleſt with the Dogs, and yet wouldeſt with thy ſuarling, jeering, contentious Dogs- 

Will, in a ſtrange Child, be Abraham's Heir. 

12. But God dad to Abraham, Thy Servant: Child ſpall not be thy Heir, but he that is 
begotten out of thy Loins : He that is born of the Faith of Righteouſneſs, he ſhall be 
God's Heir, and not the Son of the Bond- woman, via. the ſtrange introduced grols beſ- 
tial Serpent's Ens. |

And when the Fools came down upow the 
Caries, Abrabam drove them away; and when the Sun was down, à deep Sleep fell upon 
Abraham, and lo! an Horror of great Darkneſs fell upon him : And be Tug to Abraham, 
Know this of a Certainly, that thy Seed ſhall be a Stranger in à Land that is not theirs ; and 
they ſhall be compelled to ſerve, and be affiified four bungred Years; but I will judge the Na- 
tion whom they muſt ſerve, and afterwards I will bring them out with great Subſtance ;. And 
thou ſhalt go to thy Fathers in Peace, and be buried in a good old Age; | but in the fourth Ge- 
neration they ſhall come hither again; for the Iniquity of the Amorites is not yet full. Now 
when the Sun was gone down, and it was dark, bebold a ſmoaking Furnace, and a Fire-flame 

paſſed between the Pieces, Here the right Figure of Chriſt's Offering for the Humanity 
is repreſented ; and alſo his Suffering and Death, his Perſecution; and alſo his Victory is 
delineated herein; and likewiſe the Man of Sin and Vanity, intimating how he mult fu 
up bis Meaſure ; and whereunto each is appointed. 

14. God gave Abrabam the Sign how it ſhould go with his Seed, in that Mrabam ſaid, 
Lord God ! whereby ſhall I know that T ſhall poſſeſs the ſame? Then God ſet the Figure of 
the Seed before him (for he had comprehended it in his Faith, which was made his 
Righteouſneſs) and ſhewed it him in a Figure, for the Offering ſignifies the Offering of

70 But that Abraham divided them, ſignifies that the Groſſneſs, which Alma Deſire 

introduced, muſt by Death be ſeverated from the Pureneſs of the Humanity, and one 
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muſt lie right oppo/ze to the other, and be divided from one another, each into its Pro- 
perty, as Light and Darkneſs are divided, and yet are near one another. 
18. The Turtle- Dove denotes the poor Soul captivated in this beſtial Property; and the 
young Pigeon ſignifies the inward diſappeared Humanity of the poor Soul, which ſhall be- 
come young again in the Offering, viz. a neu Biribz. g 1 4414 
10). But that the #wo Doves were not divided, but offered whole, ſignifies that nothing 
ſhall be taken from the Soul, and from the inward. Man of the heavenly Limus, they 
ſhall remain whole and entire in their Subſtance, and be offered whole to the angry Fire 
of God in Chriſt, and be brought quite through the Fire of Anger, through Death, viz,

20. When Abraham had ſet forth his Offering, he fell into a deep Sleep, and Horror 
and great Darkneſs did encompaſs him: The Sleep ſignifies the Death of Chriſt, and the 
Horror the Wrath of God, viz. the Abyſs of Hell, and the Darkneſs the dark World; 
into this the Word, which had given in itſelf into Abrabam's Faith, to be a Seed of the 
Children of God, ſhould enter with the Offering in the whole Humanity, both with Soul 
and Body, and reſign itſelf up wholly to the Anger of the Father to be devoured. 
21. And the exkindling of the Fire, which paſſed between the Pieces, was now the holy 
Fire of God, which came forth out of the holy Burning, viz. out of the Love-flaming 
Wh Word, which gave in itſelf to Abraham's Faith, in the Humanity of Chriſt in Soul and 
Body, when he ſtood in the Father's Anger, in the Death and Darkneſs in Hell, and 
caft the Humanity in Soul and Body to the Anger, and changed the Anger into Love- 
Fire; for the Hrath of the Father according to the eternal Nature of the dark World, 
which was enkindled in the Humanity, muſt in the Humanity receive ſuch an holy Ens, 
wherein the Anger might in its Fire be changed into a Light or Love-Fire.

ham's Faith drove away the Devourer from thence ; it ſhould not be devoured, but be 
offered, that ſo one Eſſence might enter into another, and overpower the other. 
24. The Offering of Chriſt (viz. the Humanity of Chriſt) did indeed give itſelf wholly 
as an Offering or Sacrifice into the Father's Anger, into his Fire's Efſence ; but the Love-

26, 
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26. The Figure of the Servitude in Egypt ſignifies, that Chriſt in his Members ſhould 
be only a Pilgrim and Stranger in this World, and that the outward Man, which is of 
this World's Eſſence, ſhould” be ſubje& to the Dominion and Power of this World's Eſ- 
ſagce, and be plagued, and always accounted only as a Carpenter's Axe, whereby Men 
build the Houſe. : | 4 
27. For a Chriſtian Man is even as God's Hatchet, where with God builds his Houſe 
for an Habitation, both as to the boly Children, and alſo as to the Wicked; they muſt 
both build; inwardly from God's Spirit they build God's Temple, and outwardly with 
their Hands they muſt be in Servitude; for the outward Kingdom wherein they dwell 
is not theirs, but the Heather's, which have their Heaven therein, and work therein in

28, And it was very fully and myſtically told to Abraham, that he ſhould be ſubject

Jacob; for at preſent two Lines went forth out of Abraham, viz. Zaphet's and Sem's: I. 
mae was the firſt, as Japbet among Noab's Children; and ſo likewiſe Cain among Adam's 
Children; theſe point at the Kingdom of Nature, which has its Original out of the Fa. 
ther's Property, and muſt always be the frf, if a Creature ſhall be brought forth, [or to 
the producing of a Creature. ] | : 
3. Afterwards comes the Kingdom of Grace, which takes in the Nature; as firſt 
there mult be a Fire, before there is a Light ; the Fire begets the Light; and the Light 
makes Be Fire manifeſt in itſelf ; it takes the Fire, viz. the Nature into itſelf, and dwells 
in the Fire. | 
4. The like alſo we are to underſtand e the two Properties of the Humanity, 
12. in the % Principles, according to Fire and Light, viz, according to the Father's 
and Son's Property, according to the Angers. and according to the Love, both which are 
in one Eſſence. | | 
5. But ſeeing Man's Will had ſubjected itſelf to the Kingdom of Nature, the King-

ſented, which was come 1 help the poor corrupt Adam, and to introduce his apoſtate 
Will into Death and. Mortification, and purify the ſame again in the Fire of God, and 
regenerate it anew in the Love-Fire, and in the firſt only eternal Will of God, where 
the Father and the Son are one only Will and Eſſence, in the wrathful Anger-Fire and 
in the Love-light Fire. | 
7. For with the Motion of the divine Property, when God moved the Nature, and 
created the Creatures, the two Properties, viz, of the Love and the Anger in Nature,

God's holy Word and Will, took to him, on his holy, heavenly 
Ens, Man's revolted Ens and Will, and brought the ſame in him into the AMortiſcation 
of Self-hood, even into the Root whence Man's revolted apoſtate Will did ariſe in the 
Beginning of his Creation, viz. into the Wrath of the eternal Nature, into the Father's 
Property as to that Nature, and regenerated the revolted human Will in the ſame Fire 
through the Love-Fire, and united or atened God's Love and Anger, viz. the divided 
Nature, in the human Will; which Nature, in the Creation of the World, had intro- 
duced-itſelf into a Contrary, to the Manifeſtation of the Honders. _ 

11. Now underſtand us here right, according to the very acute Depth: Chriſt muſt 


be the King and Hierarch, viz, the human Prince in the eternal Kingdom; and the King - 
dom was his own Peculiar ;- now his Sabjefs, viz. his Servants, muſt be other Perſons 


than he, all which muſt introduce their Will into him, as into one Stock : He muſt be 
the Tree, which ſhould give to his Branches, viz. to the reſt of Mankind, Sap, Power, 
and Will, that ſo they might bring him forth Fruit; but ſeeing the Branches on his 
Tree, which was himſelf, were become evil, he gave himſelf into their evil Effence, and 
put forth his Power and Virtue in them, that ſo they migbt become good again, and 
flouriſh in him. 
12. And that this might be effected, the Tree and the Branches of the Tree muſt be 


diſtinguiſhed or ſeverixed, that fo the Wonders of the formed Wiſdom of Nature in this 


Tree might wot ceaſe and come to nought; for which {Wonder's] Sake, God had moved 
himſelf to the Creation, and ſevered the Will of Nature, viz. his formed Word, into a 
Contrary. | 

13. Jaac was conceived in the Ens of Chriſt, via. in the apprehended or formed Word 
of Faith, of Abrabam s Ens in the Faith, and ſtood in the Figure of Chriſt ; he was not 
wholly and only out of the heavenly Eus, but out of both together ; out of Abraham's 
Adamical Ens, and out of the conceived or apprehended Word of Faith: And 1/mac! 
was out of Adam's Ens, of Abrabam's-own Nature, according to the corrupt Property; he 
was wholly out of the Eſſence of Arabam's Soul and Spirit, but not out of the appre- 
hended Word of Faith, which paſſed upon Jaac. | 
14. Now Jſmael was, as his Father Abraham was before the conceived Word of Faith, and 
ſhould alſo take or receive that ſame Word of Faith in the Deſire out of Jaac's heavenly 
divine innate or inbred Word, and bring it to a Subſtance of Faith in him; for God anointed 
the Humanity of Chriſt, and the Humanity of Chrift anointed his Boughs and Branches, 
vix. thoſe who alſo bring their Deſire into him; and ſo they alſo come even to the ſame 
Unttion, wherewith God anointed Abrabam's Seed in his Faith's Deſire. 

15. Thus the Figure of Chriſt was repreſented in Iſaac, and Adam's Figure in [/mae! ;

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Sram into his Covenant, Word, and Will; and out of this ſame Covenant, Word, and 
Will, which Abraham received of God, in which Abram was juſtified, Chriſt was born,

18, For the Devil had introduced his Will into the human Will inclined to Self-hood 
in the Serpent's Exs, which Will did only mock and ſcorn the new Birth; juſt as the 
Devil is only a Scorner and Contemner, when he is told, how that the Anger, viz. the 
Wrath of the eternal Nature, of which he is a Prince and Poſſeſſor, ſhall'be changed in

when I had almoſt accompliſhed the Work of Nature in the Will of Self. 
27. Hagar being thus — of God, when ſhe became diſobedient to her Miſtreſs, and 
ran away from her, and without doubt in an oppoſite Will againſt her Miſtreſs, the ſame 
did much trouble, move and affect the Woman: Thereby her Miſtreſs, - viz. Sarah, was 
alſo exercifed, ſo that ſhe was earneſtly moved in herſelf, and called, and prayed to God, 
that be would take away her Reproach, in that ſhe was barren, and bleſs her, and make 
her fruitful; ſo that ſhe alſo did purify the Houſe or Veſſel - wherein ſhe ſhould receive 
the holy Seed of Abraham in his bleſſed Seed, and not introduce any human Wantonneſs 
of Nature into Abraham's bleſſed Seed, but deſired ſhe might have a right divine Deſire in 
her, wherein ſhe might take the Seed of Abrabam. | 
28. And for that Purpoſe God made her barren, even to her old Age, Ig, the beſtial 
Luft ſhould be predominant in her, and mix itſelf in . Abraham's bleſſed Seed; for ſhe 
thould give all her human Power (viz. the Woman's Seed in the Covenant, which moved 
elf in her as to the Kingdom of Nature) into the Seed of Mrabam; not out of the 
Wantonneſs of beſtial Luft, but out of the Deſire of the Nature of the formed Word; 
and therefore the beſtial Luſt introduced by Adam (in which Luſt the Devil had made 
dis murdering Den) muſt be firſt, even as quite mortified in her, that ſo the inward: 
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Nature might. yet ſtand only in the Deſire, viz. the formed Word's Ens as to the 
Creature. | 
29. For the promiſed Word in the Covenant with Abraham ſhould give itfelf out of 
Adrabam's Seed into Sarah's Seed, viz. into the Woman's Matrix in the Tincture of Ve. 
nas, and take to it the Female Ens. out of the Love- Tincture, which had parted itſelf 
from Adam into a Woman ; indeed not according to the manifeſt Life of the holy heavenly 
Ens ſhut up in her, which diſappeared in Adam and Eve, which was t made mani. 
feſt in Chriſt; but according to the Kingdom of the formed Word of Nature, in which 
the heavenly Eus laid ſhut up, till the Motion of the Covenant in the Ens of Mary, where 
the Limit or Eye-mark ſtood at the End of the Covenant. | 
30. Thus Hagar and her Son Iſnael (who as to the Will of Self, viz. as to the Devil's 
introduced Deſire, and his outward Conſtellation, was a Mocker of his Brethren, and 
did exerciſe them) muſt be an Inſtrument of Nature, whereby God manifeſted his 
Wonders. | 
31. But God will not for ever caſt away the Nature from him, but thus uſes it in 
Time in a Contrariety, to the Opening of his Wonders of Wiſdom out of Love and An- 
ger, as a Generatrix of his Wonders {in Good and Evil.) The like alſo we are to un- 
derſtand concerning the evil innate Property in Man, which cannot judge the Soul. 
32. But the Free-will which it has, if it therewith continues in the Iniguicy in Self- 
hood, that condemns it; for it will not enter again into the one, viz. into the quiet Rel: 
Note. Its Condemnation is in itſelf, and not without it, it makes its Hell in itſelf; that is, it 
awakens, out of the Center of the eternal ſpiritual Nature, God's I rab in itſelf, viz. the 
Property of the dark Fire-World; in which it is nat the Child of God's Love, but of his 
Anger, of which Subſtance and Eſſence itſelf is. | | 
33. For if the Soul dies to Self-will, then it is dead to Hell, viz. to the Kingdom of 
No Self-A- the wrathful Nature: Now it cannot do this in its own Self-4bility *, unleſs God looks 
billty. upon it again, as here it happened to Hagar, when ſhe ſaid, Thou' God ſeeft me; and 
therefore ſhe called this Place or Fountain, The Fountain of the Living and Seeing: For 
the Fountain of Life did even there manifeſt itſelf in her, and brought her again to 
Converfion. i | 
Note. 34. For ſhe ſhould not be caſt out with her Son from the Purpoſe or Election of God: 
But God did only ſet forth the Figure of both Kingdoms in their Seed; viz. in Iſmael's 
7 Gen.xvii.20. and Tſaac's : For thus ſaid God afterwards to Abrabam, * And as for Iſmael I have beard 
thee : Behold, I have bleſſed him, and will make him fruitful, and multiply bim exceedingh : 
Twelve Princes ſhall be beget ; and I will make bim à great Nation. 
| 35. Now what God has bleſſed, that no Bifhop with his Reaſon ſhall. wnhallow, or 
God. make execrable : * He hath ſer * him up to be a Ruler in the Kingdom of Nature, that 
Iſmael. he might manifeſt the Wonders of Nature, and not predeftinated him to Condemnation, 1s 
Babel judges: In whoſe Hand a Shepherd's'Crook would be more becoming and fitting, 
than to expound the Myſteries of the Scripture with earthly Eyes, and make Concluſions 
therein; which indeed ſerve the Devil, and make Men lewd and prophane. 
36. For though Iſmael was afterward caſt out with his Mother Hagar, ſo that he at- 
tained not to the Inheritance of Abraham's Goods, the ſame has far another Figure than 
Reaſon ſees in it: God ſet 7/mael to be a Prince in the Kingdom of Nature, and Iſaac to 
be a Prince in the Kingdom of Grace; 1/mael-muſt poſſeſs ſtrange [or another Sort of 
Goods, becauſe he was not ſprung forth out af the Line of the Covenant; and Iſaac 
was of the Line of the Covenant; and therefore God gave Iſaac Abraham's Goods, viz. 
the bleſſed Inheritance, becauſe he was born of the Bleſſing, and out of him the Lord of 
the Goods ſhould come: Therefore he in the mean while ſhould be a Poſſeſſor of the 
' fame Dominion, till the Lord ſhould come; and Jnael muſt be a Servant and Miniſter 
of the ſame Lord who was to come after. 
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37. For the Children of Nature are Servants in the Kingdom of Grace, not Lords in Self- 
vill; they muſt not with the own Self · will enter upon the Inheritance of the Kingdom of 
Chriſt : For it lies not in any Man's own willing, weening, running, or going to will and * Rem. ix. 16, 
take the ſame in their own Self-will's Ability; but it lies in God's Mercy; it is a King- 
dom of Grace, not a Kingdom hereditary from one Generation of Men only; but God 
gave it of Grace to Abram in his Seed. | 
* 38. The Mocker Iſmael muſt be caſt from the bleſſed Inheritance, for he was not born 
of the Line of Inheritance, viz. out of God's ſpecial Gift, as Jaac was, who repreſented 
the Perſon of Chriſt , for Chriſt alone ſhould be the Heir of God's Bleſſing, who had 
the ſame out of the Right of Nature; a the reſt, one with another, muſt be as his So- 
journers ; for Japbet muſt dwell in Sem's Tent, not as a Lord and Maſter of the Tent, 
but as a Servant. | 

39. For the Perſon of Jaac alſo, according to his innate Adamical Nature, was no 
otherwiſe therein, than as a Servant; but that he was cboſen to be Heir, the ſame was 
from God, who beſtowed it on him as a Vicar or Deputy of his Lord, who ſhould ſpring 
forth out of him; whoſe Property, given of God, he did carry in himſelf as in the Place 
ot Man/ion of the Covenant; underſtand, he bore Chriſt in himſelf in the Covenant of 
God, and to him alone the Goods did belong out of the Right of Nature, for he was 
God's Child by divine Nature, and an Heir of all whatſoever God had created. | 

40. But to all others the heavenly Goods did not belong out of a natural Right, for 
they had {oft the Right of Nature in Adam, and attained thereto only by the Free- Gift 
and gracious Donation of the Giver, even by the Mercy of God; therefore Iſmael was 
caſt out from the Inheritance of Abraham's peculiar Goods; for the Figure of Chriſt's 
Kingdom to come was here repreſented. 

1. And we may yet ſee this clearly, ſufficiently, and fully ſet forth, in that Abrabam 
laid with an Egyptian ſtrange Maid, and begot a Son of her out of his Seed, viz. out of 
the Efſence of his Body and Soul, and yet afterwards rejected this Son from his Inhe- 
ntance ; ſo that we plainly ſee here the Figure of the right Children's Inheritance, that 
none can come to the Adoption [or true Childſhip of God, ] unleſs he be born out of 1. 
Covenant, out of Chriſt's Fleſh and Spirit. 

42. The old Adamical Man as to its own Self-will out of the Serpent Ens is wholly = wee, 
rejected, and caſt away; he is nothing profitable [or wholly unfit] for the Kingdom of Predeſtinate 
God; he is only an Inſtrument, 2 God proves and exerciſes his Children, as a Be- oe a oa 
ſom wherewith the Houſe is ſwept. | : 

43. The Soul muſt for/ake its own Will to all Eternity, and muſt have a new Body 
born or generated in it out of the heavenly Eus; which heavenly Eus diſappeared in 
Alam as to God, and was introduced again thereinto out of Chriſt's Spirit. | 

44. The groſs introduced beſtial Property, is alſo ” alike rejected from the Kingdom, Alike re- 
of God in all Men who are born of Adam's ſinful Seed, as well in Jaac and Abraham, as jected or re- 
in Jae}; but the Ex in the Covenant ſhall live for ever; and at the Laſt Day it ſhall Probated.

dies not at the Death of the outward Man, yea it is not uried; neither does it ariſe again; 

but it is dead and buried, and riſen again in Chriſt, for all, and in all, and lives eter- 

nally, for he is paſſed from Death to Life. 
46. And therefore Iſnael came not to the Inheritance of his Father's Goods, for he 

had not yet put on Chriſt in the Fleſh and Spirit; but Iſaac had put him on in the Co- 
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venant, vi. in the incorporated Word, and had Chriſt now in the Covenant from God't 
Gift, as a natura! Right in himſelf ; not from his own Power and Ability, but from the 


Power of the Civer, even from the Power of the Covenant. 


47. But now Jinael muſt put on the Covenant from Chriſt, and not from the inherited 


Adoption or Childſhip, as Chriſt who had it from God in a Childlike [or filial] Right: 


And now Iſnael muſt do this for the obtaining of it, viz. he muſt d himſelf in the 


Fountain of the Seeing and Living, as his Mother Hagar did, and return again with the loſt

. of the Phyſician, but the fick wounded poor Sinner. 


49. And we will not herein conclude fo blindly concerning Predeſtination, and Elec- 
tion of Grace, as Babel does, which teaches that God has ordained a certain Number and 
Company to Damnation, and the reſt to Salvation. | 

50. If this were fo, then Nature muſt needs be limited, confined and determined, when 
it ſhould beget and bring forth a Child of God, and nothing would be in the free Con- 
dition or Zzberty; yea God muſt then confine and ſhut up his unchangeable [one, infinite] 


Mill into a Beginning and Limit, and nothing at all could be free in the human Pro- 


perty ; but whatſoever any one did, that muſt unavoidabiy ſo come to paſs; let him rob, 


Neal, murder, or blaſpheme God, and live as he pleaſed, it muſt be ſo; if this were true, 
then the en Commandments, and all Doctrines, Teachings, and Laws, were to 10 Pur- 


pole, and none need repent, unleſs Gad compelled him to it. | 

51. I ſay, whoſoever teaches fo, he uſes and © takes the Name of God in vain, and hor- 
ribly prophanes the Name of God, which is free from Eternity, and offers itſelf to all 
poor Sinners, and * bids them all come unto him. 

52. The Covenant was indeed“ eſtabliſhed in aac, viz. the divine Might and Do- 
minion; but ĩt was given to no Man in the Line of the Covenant, but only to the Mar 
Chriſt, ſo that none came out of a peculiar Right to God, bur all in the Grace of the 
One: And God declared his Mercy and Compaſſion in Cbriſt to All, and without him 


there was no Door of Grace to the Jews, viz. Abraham's Seed, and alſo to the Gentiles ; 


all are only Children received out of Grace, and new-born in him ; and none, either of 
the Jews or Gentiles, without the Life of Chriſt [are received to Mercy ;] all Men who 
have preſſed [or earneſtly come] in to God, viz. to his Grace, all thoſe he has received in 
the Grace which he offers in Chriſt, | 4 

53. Therefore Chriſt alſo prayed for his Enemies, which knew him not, but crucified 
him, that God would forgive them in him, and receive them to Favour ; in which Accels 


all Nations who knew not Chriſt in the Fleſh have an open Gate, and are taken into 


God's Mercy. 

54. For, © beſides Chriſt no Man comes to the Childlike Inheritance; to him alone 
the Goods belong, viz. the Hierarchy of Men; as he himſelf alſo ſaid, f Father, the Men 
were thine, but thou haſt given them me, and I give to them the Life eternal; and therefore 
it belongs to him, becauſe he is God's Son, born of his Eſſence from Eternity. 

55. Adam was alſo God's natural Son, which he created out of his Eſſence; but he 
che Childſhip and the Inheritance, and was caſt out, and with him all his Children, 
as ſfwaet was caſt aut from the Childlike or filial Inheritance. p 5 

50. Fox 
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56. For in Abraham the Inheritance of the true Sonſhip was again manifeſted ; but 
Iſmael was not born of the Inheritance of the Sonſhip, but of the rejeFed Seed; but now 
God offered again, out of free Grace, his holy Inheritance in Abraham, that he would 


generate the rejected Seed in this new Mother, which gave in itſelf into Abraham's Seed 
again in himſelt to a childlike Seed. 


57. Not that the rebellious Adamical Will, which has run away in the Self hood in 
Iſmael, ſhould be received into this Mother; no, the ſame is wholly caft out with Iſmael 
in all reſpects from the filial Inheritance; he cannot be born anew, unleſs he die to his 
Self, and own Willing, and come in a converted Will to God in Chriſt as the loſt Son, 
who neither wills nor deſires any thing from a natural proper Right, but only that the 
Lord of the Goods would have Mercy on him, and receive him again to be a Day-La- 
bourer : This converted Will God does: take into his gracious freely-given Inheritance, , en- 
viz, into the Goods of Abraham in Chriſt, and makes it to be Heir in Jaac's Goods, 412. Braſt. 
in Iſaac's freely-given Inheritance in Chriſt. | | 
58. Iſmael was caſt out from Abraham's, viz. from God's Goods, that he might come 
to his Son, to whom he gave the whole Inberitance, and entreat him for the filial Inhe- 
ritance, for the natural Adamical Man had J it; and that which was loſt was again 
freely given to the Covenant of Abraham, viz. to the bleſſed Seed, that is, to the Man 
Chriſt; and he now does freely give it to them who come unto him. | 
59. All Men who come to God the Father, and pray to him for the eternal Adoption, Or Sonſhip. | 
to all them he gives the Adoption in his Son Chriſt, to whom he has freely granted | 
the whole Inheritance, viz. the Hierarchy of Mankind, the Poſſeſſion of the Throne of 
the angelical World, even in the Place of this World; and he has given to him all the | 
Power of _ and Dominion, as he ſaid All Power in Heaven and Earth is given to me | Matt. xxviii. 
of my Father. 18. 
2 For God the Father rules the Place of this World in his Son Chriſt; and all Men 
who _ come to God, they come to him in Chrift, who is the Lord, viz. the Mouth of 
his Father. 


61. Chriſt is the Staff wherewith he [guides and] feeds his Sheep: In Chriſt's Voice all 
poor Sinners who turn to God are born to a new Will and Life; and in the filial Birth in 
Chriſt's Voice they die wholly to the own Will of Self-hood in Chriſt's Death. 
62. For Chriſt is dead to the human Self-hood in the Father's Anger, and buried with 
the Will of Self in the eternal Death, and is riſen again in his Father's Will, and lives 
and rules to all Eternity in his Father's Will. 
63. God the Father introduced his Voice and Word, viz. his Manifeſtation into the 
Seed of Abrabam, viz. into Man's Will of Self; and he brought that Will of the human 
Self-hood with his own introduced Voice into the Death, and into Hell, which Death and 
Hell were manifeſt in the Self-hood of Man's own Will; and in the Power of his mani- 
felted Voice, he deſtroyed the Death and Hel! in the Voice and Word of Man's Self-hood ; 
ſo that Man ſhould not any more will to himſelf, but what he now wills, he muſt will it 
in the manifeſted Voice of God. | 
64. So long as [/mael * willed in the Voice of his ſcorning contemning Self, he could x Or would 
not be Heir of theſe introduced freely-given Goods: But when he has turned to God, take Inhe- 
and forſaken the Will of Self, then God alſo ſends the Angel to him, even while he is in vitance.

66. That is, like as the Sun ſhines all the Day long, and gives itſelf to every Eſſence 
which will but receive its Power, ſo likewiſe the Voice of God ſounds through a! Men, 
to recall [and reclaim] them, the whole Time of their Life: As ſoon as the Seed is ſown 
in the Yomb, the Voice of God is ſounding [or working] therein to a good Fruit; but on 
the contrary, alſo, the Voice of God's Anger ſounds in the Eſſence of Man's Selt-hood , 
there is a continual Combat betwixt them, as with Heat and Cold; that which gets Vic- 
tory, of that is the Fruit; this Strife continues as long as Man lives in this World, 

67. Therefore we declare with good Ground, that Men ought not to make Con- 


ſo out of his Purpoſe 
begotten one to Condemnation, and hardened him that he could not come to the Adoption, 


and choſen in himſelf another, that he could not be loſt; it is a mere groundleſs Ficlion: 


[There is no Ground or Foundation at all for it, either in the Book of Nature, or in the

68. By the ® Tribes of the Saints (in whom the divine Covenant has opened itſelf, viz. 
by the Patriarchs, as Adam, Noah, Abraham, Jaac, and Jacob) there art always two Fi- 
gures to be repreſented, viz. Chriſt and Adam, a good and an evil Man. 

69. Cain, Ham, Iſmael, and Eſau, were Types of the corrupt Man; and Abel, Sem, 
Jaac, and Jacob, were Types of Chriſt, who opened himſelf in this Line, and ſet him- 
ſelf before the corrupt Children of Adam as a Light, and Preacher ta convert them, 

70. For God has not ſent his Son to condemn the World, viz, the poor, corrupt Man, 
but he has ſent him into the World among the godleſs Crew of evil Men, 10 teach and 
call them ;, and thoſe who have a willing Defire to bear he will ſave, even thoſe that have 
but a Spark of the divine Ens, which. is capable of hearing in them: The quickening 
and renewing Voice of Chriſt does cry and call in hat litile Spark which is in all theſe, 
that is, it blows up that little Spark that it may become a divine Fire. 

1. And that we may open wide the Eyes of the blind /e/f-named Chriſtendom, and 

o of the Jeus in their Boaſting, that they may not ſo brag and rely upon their Know- 
ledge, as if they only were the Children of God, becauſe they know the Name of God, 
and flatter themſelves with the knowing it, and condemn-other People who are deprived 
of knowing as they know, and have introduced another Knowledge, as they, alas! do 
moſt blindly, inſomuch that one Nation or People does exerciſe [or evil intreat] another; 
know, that Cain, Ham, Iſmael, and Eſau, are the Types of the Turks and Heathen, whom 
God bleſſed in Iſmael; and gave them to poſſeſs the princely Dominions in his Kingdom 
of this World, and caſt them out in their own concrived Knowledge from the Knowledze 
of the » Adoption of Chriſt; as he caſt out mae; but he recalls them in the 1/omb, by 
the Angel of the great Counſel, to the Free, viz. to God's Goods, that they ſhould re- 
turn to him. 

72. For they lie ſhut up under the Veil of Chriſt, as Chriſt did under the Levitical 
Prieſthood under Meſes, and as the Children of Jrael under the Law were not juſtified 
through the Law, but through him who was hidden under the Law; and thus they are 
now hidden under the true Knowledge, and lie as it were ſhut up in the Mother's Womb. 

7 ;- But the Angel of the great Counſel calls them by their Mother Hagar, viz. by 
the Kingdom of Nature, that ſhe (the Mother and her Child) ſhould return home to Sa- 
rab, viz. to the Free; that is, to the one only God, who hath born his Son of the Free: 
Thus they come, as it were, under the Veil in the Mother's Womb to the Free, viz. to 
the only one God, who has born them of the free { Woman] the true Lord, to whoſe 
Goods they, being Strangers, are received in Grace as Sojourners. 


74. For as Iſmael did not go to Jaac for the Inheritance, which did of Right belong 
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to [aac (becauſe the Lord was in him, who freely beſtowed it upon him, and ſet him as 2 
Steward) but would have it of the Father; fo the Turks have turned themſelves from Taac, 
viz, from the Son to the Father, and will have the Inherirance of God from the Father. 
75. Now the Father is manifeſted to us in the Son; and when they now do call upon 
the Father, he hears them only in his Son, viz. in his Voice manifeſt in the human Pro- 
perty, and they yet ſerve the Son in the Father. | 
76. For we Men have no other God at all without Chriſt the Son; for the Father has 
manifeſted himſelf towards us with his Voice in the Son, and hears us only through his 
Voice manifeſted in the Son. 
77. Now when the Turks worſhip the Father, he hears them in the Son, and receives 
them to Adoption in the Son, in whom God has only manifeſted himſelf in the human 
Property, and in no other Property beſides. To 
78. Now ſays Reaſon, How can they attain to the Adoption of Chriſt, when they will 
not have the Son to be the Son of God, and ſay, that God has no Son? Hear, O Man! 
Chriſt faid, * Whoſoever ſpeaketh a Word againſt the Son of Man, to bim it ſhall be forgiven , » Mart. xii. 32. 
but be that blaſphemes the Holy Ghoſt, to him it ſhall never be forgiven : That is as much 
as if he ſhould ſay, 
79. Whoſoever reproaches the Humanity of Chriſt in norance, [conſidering it] as 
his own Fleſh, to him it may be forgiven ; for he knows not what the Humanity of Chriſt

81. But that God has wrought and done Wonders in Chriſt, that they confeſs, and «g,mindes 
blaſpheme not the Holy Spirit which has wrought in Chriſt, viz. in the Humanity: 
Blindneſs is happened to them, ſo that they walk under a Veil. 
82, Now ſays Reaſon, God has taken away the Candleftick from them, and rejected 
them: Hear, O Man! What was the Cauſe that God (as he threatened by St. Paul) did 
take away the Candleſtick from them, and ſhut them up under the Veil? Thinkeſt thou, 
Fr it _ done without his Foreknowledge, without his Will? No, it was done with 
s Will. 
83. He permitted the Kingdom of Nature to give them a Doctrine of Reaſon : See- 
ing Chriſtendom became blind in their Reaſon in reſpect of Chriſt's Perſon, and wrangled 
and jangled about Chriſt's Humanity, and put all Manner of Scorn, Reproach, and Dif- 
e upon his Perſon, as it fell out among the Arians when they denied his Deity, and 
e Biſhops in their Covetouſneſs applied his Merits in his Humanity for the Belly-ſake, 
to their Belly-Orders, and practiſed all Manner of Lewdneſs and Prophaneneſs, (even with 
Swearing, Curſing, Juggling and Sorcery) by his Suffering and holy Wounds, ſo that 
there the holy Name of God, which had manifeſted itſelf in the Humanity, was abuſed ; 
upon this God hid himſelf from them in their Underſtanding, ſo that firſt they became 
blind with the Arians, in reſpect of the Deity of Chrift, 
84. But afterwards, when they would be only blind Beaſts, he hid himſelf alſo from 
them in reſpect of the Humanity by the * Turkiſh Religion, ſo that they were wholly de- The Doe: 
prived of the Candleſtick of the World, and it went with them, as the Prophet ſaid to trine of Ma- 
Iſrael under their King, Ab! I muſt give thee Judges as in former Times. _— or the 
85, Thus the King of Light in the Humanity was withdrawn from them, and the Ju- 14. l. 26. 
dicature of Nature was given them again for a Guide and Governor; ſo that they returned 
again into the Mother's Womb, viz. into — Root; out of which Man was created, 
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that is, to the only God; ſo that the Name and Knowledge of the holy Humanity of 
Chriſt is yet put out with them. 

86. And that they might not uſe the ſame fo vainly, and ineffectually for wearing, 
and falſe Defence [or Covering, ] they muſt again enter into Hagar, as into the Mother's 
Womb, and have now verily been a long Time a People run away in their Mother Ha- 

gar from Abraham's Houſe, viz. ſrom the Humanity of Chriſt. 

87. But know, and declare this as a Word of the moſt High, known in the Sound of 
his Trumpet, which he has prepared to awaken all Nations, and to viſit the Face of the 
whole Earth, That the Ange! of the great Counſel, viz. the holy Voice of Chriſt, is not

88. For as the Angel came to Iſnae! (being yet in the Womb) when his Mother fled 
from Sarah, and enriched him with a Bleſſing and worldly Dominions, and bade the Mo- 
tber with the Child return to Sarah ; thus likewiſe when the Eaſtern Countries entered 
again into the Mother's Womb with their Knowledge of Religion, God gave to them, in 
the Kingdom of Nature, Power and Authority over the princely Dominions of the 
World, to poſſeſs and rule them under the Light of Nature, till its Time, and then they 
ſhall come in again with great Joy, and with great Humility to Abraham, vi. to Chriſt.

96. But the Sets of Chriſtendom do indeed cover themſelves with Chriſt's Mantle, 
but do attack him in his Humanity and Deity, and revile him in his whole Perſon, tear, 
and rend one another [with Words and Swords] about his Perſon ; the one will have it 
this Way, another that Way, every one will be Maſter over his Words and Spirit, and 
deride Chriſt in his Members, and are as much revolting, rebellious, and fugitive I- 
mazlites as the Turks, and live in their ſelfiſh Will, and ſerve the Kingdom of Nature 
in their Self-hood, and worldly Intereſts, and Pleaſures. 
97. A Chriſtian ſhould be dead with Chriſt to Self, and be riſen again in Chriſt, and 
be born anew of Chriſt, and put on Chriſt; that ſo he might be a Chriſtian in Chriſt, in 
the Spirit and heavenly Fleſh of Chriſt, according to the internal ſpiritual Man. 
98. But inſtead hereof Men have put on Babel and the Antichriſt, and boaſt them- 
ſelves of their Ordinances. And in the Stone Houſes of the Churches, Cathedrals, and 
Cloiſters of Chriſtendom, though indeed they counterfeit ſomewhat of Chriſt, ſeeing that 
they there read the Writings which the Apoſtles left behind them, yet afterward in their 
Preaching, for the moſt Part, they foiſt in the Kingdom and Government of Nature, 
with Brawling and Diſputing; and ſpend the Time with diſputing, confuting, and con- 
tending about Seis, and their different mental Idols and Opinions, inſomuch that one 
nw is brought wholly to condema another, and the Ears and Hearts of the Hearers 
are ſo infected with Gall and Bitterneſs, that one Se& wilfully oppoſes another, and cries 
it down for deviliſþ ; whence nothing but Wars and diſdainful Provocations ariſe, to the 
deſolating of Countries and Cities. 2 
l 99. Thus they are alike before God, and lie as it were ſhut up in Hagar, in the dead 
| Reaſon; except the true Children of God, which verily are here and there to be found 
among all Nations and Sects, but wholly ſimple and deſpiſed, alſo covered under Chriſt's 
Croſs to the Reaſon-wiſe World. 
100. For as the four Elements receive the powerful Influence of the Sun, and we ſee 
in the Subſtance the Body, but not the Sun, though it works therein; ſo Ikewiſe 
the Spirit of Chriſt is bid in the Children of God: But as an Herb ſpringing from the 


Earth does, by the Virtue of the Sun, put forth a fair Bloſſom and Fruit, fo allo do God's 
Children out of their diſregarded Form. |

1 HEN God had made a Covenant with Abram, and bleſſed him, and Cen. xvid. 

K. made him a Father of many Nations, which ſhould be bleſſed through 

7 w #8 Him, viz. by Abram's Bleſſing in the Covenant, then he gave him the 
—_ Seal of the Covenant, viz. the Sign and the Figure upon what Ens the 

uh M. uf Bleſſing paſſed, and ſhewed him in this Figure what in Man ſhould in-

| herit and poſſeſs the eternal Bleſſing ; that is to ſay, not the groſs earthly 
beſtial Man, which is conceived and born in the Luft of the Fleſb, out of the beſtial Luſt 
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of Man and Woman, which did involve or inſinuate itſelf into Adam, according to the 
brutiſh and beſtial Property of the divided Life's Eſſence; upon this the Covenant and 
Bleſſing do not pals, but upon the Ens of the Word formed out of the heavenly World's 


Property, out of the Linus of the Earth; not upon the introduced Serpent's Ens out of 
the dark World's Ens and Property, but upon the Soz/, and #s right Body, which was 


created to it in Adam. 


2. And we here ſee by the Circumcifion, the Type, that the Beſtial Copulation of Man 
and Woman is an Abomination before the Holineſs of God, which yet is borne withal, 
by divine Patience and Permiſſion, ſeeing now it cannot be otherwiſe with Man, he having 


loſt the magical Birth of Paradiſe; for here God ſet forth the Figure in the Circumciſion, 


Jobs i. 13. 


that every Male muſt be circumciſed on this Member of the Propagation of the maſculine 
Seed, in that Man ſows his own Will out of the Property of Nature in his Seed; there- 
fore God ſet forth the Figure with the Circumcifion, both of the earthly Seed, and alſo of 
the Member and Will; for the Spirit in the Covenant muſt cut off through Chriſt's 
Death this Figure in the inward ſpirttual Man, together with this beftial Will and Deſire. 

3. For the beſtial, groſs, earthly Seed of the Man or Woman ſhall not put on the Co- 
venant and Bleſſing, as Chriſt alſo faid, but he * who is not born of the Will of Man, nor 
of the Fleſh, but of God; the beſtial Birth with its Members muſt be cur off through the 
temporal Death, and die in the ſpiritual Birth through Chriſt's Death, and be buried in 
the eternal Death, viz. in the Nothing. | 

4. But ſeeing the Covenant of God had incorporated itſelf in Abrabam's Seed to x 
Propagation, God did here ſet before him, by the Circumciſfon, the Perſon of Chriſt, in 
whoſe Death this Beaſt and Monſter ſhould de, and out of his Death a new angelical 
Form ſhould come forth; for the Circumciſion was not the Atonement, but the appre- 
hended [or conceived] Ens of Faith was the Atonement ;z out of which Eu of Faith 
Chriſt ſhould be born; but the Circumciſion was the Sign, that the Ex of Faith in the 
Word of God ſhould cut off the earthly Seed. 

5. For the living Word of God looked into the Covenant; and in the Covenant the human 
Seed of the heavenly Part laid diſappeared; and in the diſappeared Ens ſtood the Aim or 
Limit of the new Regeneration in Chriſt's Motion, where the Word of the divine Tincture 
and Power would again move itſelf in the true Humanity created in Adam: And it did 
alſo move itſelf in the Spirit of the Children of Faith, fo that they were received and 
accepted of God in the Spirit (upon the Promiſe of the Motion or Manifeſtation of the 
ſhut-up Ens) as dear innate Children. 

6. Not that they had put on Chriſt in the Fleſh before his Manifeſtation, but indeed 


che ſame Ens in their Faith; and this ſame received Ens of Faith was the Circumciſion, 
which circumciſed the Heart and Mind, and rent in twain the ſinful Veil, and pointed 


at the cutting off of the earthly introduced Serpent's Ens in Adam, viz. of the earthly 


Seed, and the earthly Members to the beſtial Propagation ; it ſhewed, that Chriſt (when 


the incorporated Ens of Faith ſhould manifeſt itſelf in the Humanity) ſhould and would 
rut off this Beaſt, and deſtroy the Life of Death and Hell therein. 

7. We muſt not look upon the Circumciſion only and barely as a Sign or Figure, for 
it is the Seal of the Covenant, which ſtood as a Seal imprinted on the Ens of Faith, for 
the Spirit of the promiſed Word to the new Birth was in the Seal, as among Chriſtians it 
is in the Seal of Baptiſm. | 

8. And therefore God ſaid, That Soul that ſhall contemn this Covenant ſhall be rooted 
out from among his People; and he commanded the Natives and Strangers to' be cir- 
cumciſed, though they were not of the Seed of Abraham, to ſignify, that the Covenant 
paſſed upon all People, who would but receive the Eus of Faith ; even there the Circum- 
ciſion ſhould be done.

9. For that was not the right Circumciſion which was done outwardly on the Fleſh, 
but it was the Sign only of the Circumciſion; the true Circumciſion was effected in the 
Ens of Faith, in the Covenant, in the Power of the Word and Holy Spirit, where the 
Word, in the Spirit of Chriſt, cuts off the Serpent's Ens from the right human Exs of 
the heavenly Part; viz. it cuts off the Ens of the dark World, introduced and inſinuated 
through 's evil Deſire, and the Devil's poiſonful Deſire flying in. 

10. The Baptiſm of the Chriſtians and the Circumciſion of the Jews hold wholly one 
and the ſame Right; among the Jews the Circumciſion was effected or performed in the 
Word of Power, the Holy Spirit baptized them with the holy Fires Baptiſm; under- 
ſtand, it baptized their true Man corrupt [and withered] in Adam; the ſame was tinc- 
tured with this Bapriſm, viz. in the Ens of Faith; for the Eus of Faith was the Baptiſm 
of the Jews, where the Holy Spirit did inwardly baptize them to Chriſt's Humanity. 

11. But now ſeeing this ſame Word of Faith (viz. the Ens of Faith) has put on the 
Humanity, and = it in itſelf to Life, this ſame Spirit does now baptize with Wa. Note. 
ter, pointing at the Humanity of Chriſt; for the Water of eternal Life, viz, the hea- 
venly World's Subſtance, was diſappeared in Adam, and made alive again in Chriſt's hea- 

venly Ens (being alſo the Water of the heavenly Powers) introduced into our (in him af- 
ſumed) Humanity; therefore the Humanity of Chriſt was the Firft-born from the Dead. 

12. And with this ſame heavenly Water, which God's Word and Power introduced 
into the Humanity of Chriſt from Heaven, underſtand from the holy ſpiritual World, 
viz, from the ſecond Principle, the Holy Spirit of Chriſt does baptize the Chriſtians in 
their Baptiſm of Water; which externally is alſo but a Sign of the internal Seal, in which 
Kal the Holy Ghoſt baptizes. + 

13. And #herefore Chriſt has appointed the Seal of the Cireumciſion into a Baptiſm of 
Water, ſeeing the Fire-Baptiſm in the Covenant is become manifeſt in the Water of 
Life in the Humanity; ſo that this Fire-Baptiſm, viz. the flaming Love-word, is made 
Fleſh; therefore Chriſt ſaid, * Ve muſt now be born anew through the Water and Spirit, * John iũ. 
uberwiſe we ſhall not ſee God. 

14. For in the Water wherein the flaming Love-word in the Ens of the Covenant has 
manifeſted itſelf in our heavenly diſappeared Water, which is become incarnate, all the 
Children of Chriſt muſt be new-born, and take ibis Water in their Faith's Deſire, in which 
Water the eternal flaming Love-word of God has incorporated itſelf ; this ſame Water - 
baptizes the inward Man which diſappeared in Adam to the new Regeneration; and the 
earthly, beſtial, haWf-ſerpentine and deviliſh Man to Mortification and Death; it circum- Note, how - 
ciſes the poor captive Soul, and puts the Covenant and Humanity of Chriſt upon it in de are bap- 
the inward ſpiritual Man, now diſappeared or withered as to the Kingdom of Heaven. 2 

15. Underſtand it right, you Fews and Chriſtians; you have but one only Baptiſm; the 

Jew is baptized inwardly on the Soul in the Eus of the Covenant, and circumciſed on the 
diſappeared Ens of the right heavenly Humanity; viz. the Serpent's Ers is cut off from 
the heavenly Ens in the Power of the Word's Humanity, and the flaming Love-ſpirit in 
the Ens of the Word tinctures the true Humanity, and baptizes it with the conceived 
Ens of Faith which is taken in; the Faith in the Spirit of God baptizes it with its hea- 
very Water. : 
16, And the Chriſtian is baptized with the ſame very Word and Water in the Faith 
it is wholly one and the ſame; only this is the [external] Difference, that God has ap- 
pointed and eſtabliſhed the Covenant of Circumciſion in the Bapriſm of Water, ſeeing 
this Fire-Baptiſm has manifeſted itfelf in Chriſt's Humanity in the Vater of Life. 

17. And that you may yet fee that they are both one; Chriſt was circumciſed. as a 
Jew, and was baptized as a Chriſtian, thereby to declare, that he, in his Love revealed: 
in the Humanity, had manifeſted the Fire-baptiim in the Water, viz. in great Meekneſs: 
and Long-ſufferance, and changed them into one, 
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18. The Ens of Faith was not yet incarnate among the Jews, therefore God gave 
them the Sign of the inward Circumciſion by the cutting off the outward Fore-ſkin, that 
fo they might have a Sign, that the Holy Spirit in the Ens of Faith in the Cove- 
nant would cut off their fu Birth; whereby they were the Children of Grace in the 
Ens of Faith © „ | | 
19. But this ſame Ens of Faith was firſt made Fleſh among the Chriſtians in Chriſt's 
Humanity, and is alſo now incarnate in the Children of Faith in their true Man: The 
Chriſtians now, in their Faith's Deſire, put on Chriſt, (viz. this Ens of Faith, which 
the Jews did alſo put on in the Fleſh) in the heavenly Fleſh, viz. in the heavenly living 
Water in the divine Manifeſtation. | 
20. This Water is the Heaven, wherein the only holy Element is the Motion and EC.

39. Now Reaſon would object, and ſay, Why did not the Daughters of Lot marry with 
Abrabam's Generation? Why would they lye with their Father, contrary to the Right and 
Law of Nature, and all Nations? Anſwer :- This might not be, for the Seed of Chriſt 
was called in Abraham; but now there laid two other Lines in the Seed of Chriſt, as near 


Affinities, which ſhould be born of Abrabam's Faith, viz. of Chriſt : As Abrabam's Faith 


was born out of FEHOY 4, out of the Name Jeſus, ſo theſe two Lines of Affinity were 
in the Tree of Wonders, which ſhould ſpring forth from God's Truth and Righteouſneſs, 
and be brought into the Love of Feſus : This Manifeſtation the Angels brought to and 
into Lot, which Opening and Manifeſtation did ſpring forth in Lots Seed. 

40. But ſeeing his two Daughters did alſo ſtand in this Judgment, and were apprehended 
in the ſame Spirit which opened itſelf in Lot, and received alſo the ſame Properties as 


their Father, it muſt be ſo, and it was ſo permitted of God, that theſe two Sons, Ammon 


and Moab, muſt be born of two Sifters of one Seed; for they were to be to Nations, 
proceeding from t Lines of Nature, yet from one Root. Wi 

41. But in that the Spirit in Moſes does ſo cover it, and ſays, The two Daughters cauſed 
their Father to drink ſweet M ine, that be did not know_ what he did, and fo were gotten 
with Child of their Father in the Father's Drunkenneſs (which yet ſeems to be wonder- 
fully ſtrange witbout God's Work) the ſame is thus to be underſtood; act that it did not 
ſo come to paſs; it did ſo come to paſs, as the Text in Moſes declares ; but this was a 


Work of the Spirit of God, and hereby alſo he covers the external Shame. 


Nom. Xi. 32. 


42. For the outward Work is only a Shame in God's Sight, and alſo in the Sight of all 
People, but the inward Work in its Figure muſt be ſo; and it is the true Figure, that 


_ the Man Chriſt, viz. God's Son, ſhould be born through a Shame, which alſo was a Shame 


before God; but ſo he took our Shame and Reproach upon himſelf, and hung it as a 
Curſe upon the Tree of the Croſs, and offered it up to the Righteouſneſs of God; ſo 
likewiſe both theſe Lines muſt be covered with a Shame, that they both might be ſancti- 
fied only and alone under Chriſ*s.Shame on. the Croſs; and they ſhould not dare to lay, 
that they were pure before God and Nature; for the Scripture ſays, * He has ſbut them 
up all under Sin, that be might have Mercy upon all. | 
43. And that this was truly and certainly a Work of God, appears in this, that on 
the ſame Day the Mother was turned to a Pillar of Salt, and Sodom deſtroyed, doubtleſs 
with all their Houſhold Furniture and Goods, yet that ſame Night they ſet about this 
Work; whereas they continued all Night in a Cave of the Mountain by Zoar, [ſo that 
we may well think] uo natural fey Inſtigation did provoke them thereunto. ROE 
44. But it muſt be, that the Father ſhould be drunk, that the buman Underſtanding 
might not do it, but that it might be God's Work; alſo that the Soul of Lot might not 
enter into the Turba in the Tincture of the Seed with the Shame of the Daughters; it 
muſt be done therefore as it were in Man's Drunkenneſs, and Miſunderftanding, leſt 
the Nations ſhould make a Right or Cuſtom of it; for the Daughters of Lot were allo 
as it were drunk in the Spirit, ſo that the Spitit might do what he would, and they 
only were Inſtrumen iss.

45. And that they underſtood that the Father was ſandtiſed, and that they willingly

points even with the Finger at the Figure: For when God had de- 
| ſtroyed Sodom and Gomorrah, and that P Plain, over-againſt which Abra- 
bam dwelt, and brought forth Lot, then Abrabam journeyed from 
thence towards the-South; ſhewing, that when the Kingdom of Chriſt ſhould be * de- 
ſpoiled in any Place, that then Chriſt would depart thence. 
2.: And Hedined under the King Abimelech, and ſojourned as a Stranger at Gerar : In 
theſe two Names, viz. Abimelech and Gerar, the. Fi igure ſtands plain in the Generation 


dr Formation of the Word without any Interpretation or Explanation ; therefore the Spirit 


in Moſes wrote-down this Hiſtory, and from thence he looks as through an exact Per. 
Ipeflive: For ABIMELECH denotes the Man of ingenious and diſcreet Reaſon, viz. 
the true Man, but without Chriſt, only in the Creature, as he is created: GERAR 


denotes the ſtrong auſtere Life of — wherein the Underſtanding muſt dwell, which 


Nature is corrupted, and from that Corruption caſts or darts Temptations and Oppoſitions

3. When God had manifeſted himſelf to.Abrabom, and ſet forth the Figure of Chriſt 
upon the whole Earth, then God hid 
himſelf again from Abraham: And then Abraham went towards the South Country, that 
is, into his Reaſon, viz. into Man's own Underftanding, and dwelt at Gerar, that is, in 
the corrupt Nature; which manifeſts itſelf plainly in his Carriage towards Abimelech, where 
he in the Fear of Nature, in the Temptation, denied his Wife, and ſaid, that ſhe was 
not his Wife, that ſo he might but preſerve himſelf by the Subtlety of Reaſon,” And 
we ſee here alſo how that that very Thing, by which he thought in Reaſon to keep him- 
ſelf from Miſchief, muſt reprove and teach him; as we ſee how Abimelech reproved him, 
in that he had denied his Wife, with whom he had almoſt ſinned if the Lord had not 
warned him; and the Explanation is this: 

4. If we ſee a Man whom the Spirit of God drives, and by whom he oftentimes ſ peaks, 
we muſt not fo conclude and think, that he is ſomething more than other Men; as — 
bam was no more than others in his own Reaſon; the Self-Reaſon in them is as wavering, 
dubious, and imperfect, as in other Men, fo that what they know, and teach of God, 1s 


not their own Propriety; as ve ſee here in Abrabam, how he out of Fear did not ſpare his 


py

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Sarah (but denied her out of a timorous Conjecture; though Abimelech had taken her 
away from him to be his Cancubine) that ſo he might but live, and it might be well with 
him for her Sake, 5 | 5 

5. Thus God proves his Children, that they might ſee, that they in their own Ability 
are na more than all other ſinful Men; and that Men ſhould not fo ſet by them, and hold 
them for a God: Thus often God permits them to go aſtray and err, and yet then he 
rebukes them alſo by thoſe whom they ought to teach; as we ſee here in Abimelech, how 
he muſt reprove Abrabam and make him aſhamed, that he would not ſpare his Wife for 
a ſmall Fear's Sake, but would deny her. 

6. And though it does fall out, that ſometimes we ſee ſuch a Man whom God drives- 
to err, yet we ought not therefore preſently wholly to rgef him, and ſet him at nought, 
and think that he is wholly without God, as the World does; but we ſhould think, that 
God does thus ſet his Children under the Croſs, to prove them, that they ſhould learn to 
know themſelves; and then the Sun riſeth again upon them; as here it did upon Ara- 
ham, when God had ſuffered him to go unto Gerar, that is, into his natural, rational 
Life, wherein he committed a great Offence before Abimelech. A twofold Sun did after- 
wards ariſe and ſhine on him, viz. one was; that Abimelech did acknowledge him, and 
learned to fear the Lord, and gave the Land for a Poſſeſſion to Mrabam; he gave him 
alſo Gifts for Rebuke ; as the Reproof of the Saints is, that Men ſhould fear at God's 
Reproof: Thus the Sun of King Abimelech's Favour aroſe upon him. And then the other 
Sun which ſhined upon him was, that Sarab conceived, and a Branch ſprang forth to him 
out of the Line of the Covenant, from the divine Suns Power, and Jſaac was born to him. 
7. And that we may underſtand the very Truth, we ſee how always the. Croſs ſtands 
by the Children of Gol and Adam and Chriſt are continually ſet by each other; as here 
Abimete cb and Abraham; and Iſhmael and Iſaac ; and alſo the Man of right Reaſon, and 
the corrupt Nature againſt Reaſon, which inceſſantly ſifts and tries on; as we may 
lee it is here in Hagar and Sarab, which alſo were ſet one againſt another, that one did 
exerciſe the other; as Hagar in the Property of corrupt Nature, viz. in Adam's Life, and 
Sarab in Chriſt's Perſon; ſo that Hager did exerciſe and prove the natural Sarah, that ſhe 
preſſed forth out of the. Reaſon into God. 1 

8. And we here in Sarab and her Maid Hagar, with her Son [Þmael, and with Iſaac 
Sarab's Son, learn how Sarah caſt out the Bondwoman with ber Son, which ſeemed grievous 
to Abraham, and yet was right in the Sight of God; ſuch an excellent Mirror, as we find 
not the like again in the Bible; ſhewing how Chrift and the natural Man dwell by one 
another, and how the natural Man, with 1Þmae! and his Mother, muſt be wholly caſt 
7 —_ the Right of Inheritance, and Self-will ; that the natural own Will is zo Heir 

God. 

9. And when the reſigned Will has wholly caſt him out, then the poor Nature of i The felf-af- 
Man ſits in its rejeFed Will in Fear, and trembling, and utterly deſpairs of Life; as here fuming Will 
Hagar, with her Son Iſmael, when ſhe was caſt out from Abrabam, ſhe wandered in A 
Wilderneſs of Beer: ſbeba, that is, in the Brokenneſs of her Heart, and looked upon her- 1 be Mader 
ſelf as one wholly forſaken, and as one quite ſpent and faint, deſpaired of her own and in Man. 
her Son's Life; for ſhe had loſt the Inheritance, and the Favour of her Miſtreſs alſo, and 
all her Goods, and chere was neither Water nor Bread to preſerye Life, and they were 
as given up to Death; for ſhe went and ſat a Stone's Caſt from the Child, becauſe ſhe 
would not ſee him die; and when ſhe had even wholly given up herſelf to die, then the x 
Angel came again to her, and called her, and comforted ber, and ſhewed her allo a Foun- 


tain, and told her that ſhe ſhould not be ſo afraid of Death; her Sen muſt yet become a 
great Nation. |

12. And when the Nature ddes willingly give itſelf thereto, that it alſo will now die 
wholly to itſelf, and deſpairs wholly of itſelf, as a poor forſaken Woman that is deprived 
of all the worldly Glory, Riches, Beauty, and the Pleaſure of the outward Life allo, be- 
ing, whglly caſt out from its former Defire, and a quite fortorn, fo that the own 
Dee Begins to faint, and fink within irſelf; then comes the Angel of God to the Nature, 


© and comforts it, and bids it not to defpair, and gives it alſo Vater to drink; that is, 


ſome faichful upright Man, ſor forme inward'Ray and Beam of T.ight from the new Birth 


of Chriſt in the Heart,] which comforts it in its forſaken Condition, and helps to nouriſh 


and cheriſh it, and tells it, that it ſhall not die, but become à grear Nation, but not in 
its innate and inbred Heritage, viz. in the evit Self. Will, but in err. Seba, that is, in 
the true Contrition in the Wilderneſs, viz. in the Valley of Tears in the Deſertior ; that 
is, the poor.

derneſs,, in the Vanity of Death, encompaſſed with Sin; and now it muſt work and bring 
forth Fruit, and yet it looks upon itſelf as wholly impotent, and as one wholly caſt out 
from the inward ſpiritual Will of Chriſt ;, and in itſelf it ſeems as one fooliſh, and con- 


- femned of the World, and every Way beaten off from its own Will; and then it begins 
even to int and faint in itſelf, and to leave off from its own Will; and all Things are 


of ſmall Eſteem with it: That which before did. rejoice it, that now is againſt it; and 
it ſtands always as if it ſhould die; it hopes and doubts; that is, it hopes Amendment, 


that it, might yet once be delivered from the ſcornful Contempt, and be fer again into 


the Honour of its Self-hood; but it dries vp alfo its Well of Water; and God's Anger 
appears in its Sight; that is, all its Friends depart from it, with whom before, in its 
temporal Goods and; Proſperity, it had Pleaſure, Reſpect, and Honqur ; fo that it looks 
upen. itſelf as continually dying. 

. 14, And when this comes to paſs, then it is right in the Way to Brer-fbeba, and wan- 
ders in the Wilderneſs ;, for it knows not what it ſhall do; it is every one's Scorn ; 
whatſoever it looks upon, rebukes it for a Fool, in that its Power is taken from it, that 
it muſt now forego the Beauty, Riches, and Honour of the World, and all whatfoever 
might advance and prefer it in Temporals; and it would fain have them; but yet it is 
drawn from them by the inward Man in Chriſt's Spirit, and reproved in theſe Temporals 
for unrigbteous and abominable. 15. And 
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15. And then indeed it enters right into Beer. ſbeba, viz.- into the Contrition of the 
Heart, and ſets Reaſon by the empty Water-Pot of Hagar, and goes a Stone's Caſt from 
its Son Iſmael, viz. from the own Defire of Nature, and ſtands and compels alſo the 
Thoughts of Nature, and will not give any Thing any longer to its own Children, viz. 
to the Senſes and Cogitations of the Mind; but it caſts them away (as Children that now 
muſt die) a Stone's Caſt, that is, a while from itſelf, that it might not ſee the Death of its 
Children ;, ſo wholly does Hagar, viz. the Nature with its Son, give up itſelf to the Mind 
for the Mortification of the Self-hood of the own Will; it fits alſo and mourns in itſelf 
in Beer-ſheba, viz. in the broken and contrite Heart, and wholly deſpairs of its Reaſon; it 
would fain die, that it might be but freed from the miſerable forlorn Condition. 

16, And then when it is thus prepared, that it quite deſpairs of itſelf, and gives up 
itſelf wholly into the Death of Self- hood, then comes the Angel of God to Hagar, that 
is, to the poor forſaken and dying Nature, and ſays, hat aileth thee, Hagar? God bath 
heard the Voice of the Lad, where be lies; ariſe, take up the Lad, and bold him in thy Hand, 
for I will make him a great Nation: And then God the Eyes of Hagar, viz. of Nature; 
and ſbe ſees a Well of Water, and then fills ber Bottle with Water, and gives the Lad Drink, 
who grows in the Deſart, and is a good Archer, and dwells even in the Wilderneſs of 
Paran, and muſt take an Egyptian Wife. , 


The inward exceeding precious and worthy Figure of this ſtunds thus : 


17. When Man has put on Chriſt in Faith, and is entered into right true Repentance, 
and has in his Mind forſook the whole World, even all its Honour, Goods, and Things 
temporal, then the poor Nature of Man does thus ſtand in the Mortification of Self, as 
is above-mentioned concerning Hagur and her Son; for it deſires alſo to die, even to 
the Senſes and Copitations of the Mind; and to enter wholly into Refignation. | 
18, And when it ſtands thus in che Thoughts of Death, having given up its Will and 
Cogitations into Mortification, then the iner Voice of God's Word manifeſts itſelf in 
the Mind and * Senſes ; and even there the divine Word bears the Voice of the Child's « Thoughts, 
Crying, viz. the troubled diſconſolate Mind in its Thoughts; for it ſounds therein in the Meditations. 
divine Voice, and ſays in the divine Voice to Nature, viz. to Hagar, What aileth thee, 
thou troubled and perplexed Nature? Fear not, God has heard the Voice of the Lad; viz. 
of thy Thoughts, which thou haſt offered up in the Deſire to God: Ariſe, that is, lift up 
thyſelf to in this Reſignation, and ſtand up in the Voice which has graciouſly heard 
thee, and looked upon thee; and take thy Copitations, viz. thy Son, by the Hand of 
Faith, and guide and govern the Powers of the Mind; they ſhall not die, but live, and 
go; for I will make them a great Nation, that is, to a great divine Underſtanding and Ca- 
pacity in divine Myſteries ; and God opens to Nature the Fountain of living Water, fo 
that it receives, into the Botile of its Eſſence in itſelf, of God's Well-ſpring, and there- 
with it gives the Lad, viz. the Senſes [or Powers of the Mind] Drink. 
19. And then God is with this Lad of the Thoughts; and he grows great in the Wil- 
derneſs, that is, in the corrupt Nature; the right, diſcreet, and intellectual Child grows 
great in the Spirit of the Lord, and becomes an Archer, that is, an Archer of the Lord, 
and his Brethren, who ſhoots the Birds of Prev, and the wild Beafts ; underſtand, he 
ſhoots down, out of his Spirit, the evil Beaſts and Birds in his Brethren, with the holy | 
Spirit ; he teaches them, and reproves them with divine Arrows. | 
20, But he muſt dwell in the Wilderneſs of Paran; viz. in the corrupt Fleſb, and in | 
the Wilderneſs among ungodly People ; and there he muſt be an Archer of God; and | 
his Mother, viz. Nature, gives him an Egyptian Woman, that is, Nature lays a flethly 
ag - the noble Mind born in ä Spirit, with which the noble new-· born Mini 8 | 
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muſt fit in Wedloct, and be plagued with this idolatrous fleſhly Woman: Underſtand 
it thus: . 

21. This Egyptian Woman is his Fleſh and Blood with Reaſon, wherein the Idol Mao- 
zim, viz. the Babylonical Whore, fits, where the Devil has his Pulpit, which, to the pre- 
cious Mind, is the Croſs of Chriſt, where the Woman's Seed, viz. the Spirit of Chriſt, 
muſt inceſſantly bruiſe the Serpent's Head, viz. the Devil's introduced Deſire, in this 
Whore of Babylon. 

22. This Whore is now the Exerciſe and Probation of the ſpiritual Cogitations or Senſes 
in the Chriſtian Mind; but this Whore does not hurt the Children of Chriſt ; indeed it 
has a falſe Luſt, and is a very wedded Harlot, which ſhall not ſee the Kingdom of God; 
but it muſt yet ſerve for Good to the Children of God; for by it the Croſs of Chriſt is 
laid upon the precious Mind, ſo that the Mind muſt continue in Humility, and not ſay, 
I am righteous, I am holy: No! no! The Holineſs is bt this Child's own ; but it is 
God's Mercy, who has heard the Crying of the Lad, viz. of the poor forſaken Mind : 
Thus the noble holy Mind, iz. the new Man, born in Chriſt's Spirit, muſt be wedded

ther able to do, will, or think any Good, and mult bear with it the foul Shame and Re- 
proach ſo long, till the unclean, idolatrous Whore dies; and then this Lad is led of the 


Thought. Angel into Jaac's Tent, viz. into Chriſt's Fleſh and Blood. 
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23. And this is the very real Figure of the Spirit in Moſes, for which Reaſon he has ſo 
punctually and emphatically deciphered this Figure; for the Spirit in Moſes aims ſo di- 
rectly and fully at the mortifying of Man's Self-hood, and plainly declares, that the 
.Self-will muſt be caſt out from God; and where Chriſt is born, there the fame is brought 
to paſs; as here, when Jaac, the Type of Chriſt, was born of the free Woman, then 
the Son of the Bond- woman muſt be caſt out; for in Iſaac the Seed which ſhould inherit 
the Kingdom of God was to be called; it ſhould not proceed out of the ſelf-ful Nature of 
the Fleſh, and Will of Man; but out of God's Will, out of the mortiſied Will of our Na- 
ture, which dies to its Self-hood, and deſpairs of itſelf, a Chriſtian muſt be born; that 
is, 1mael, viz. the poor Sinner (when he becomes an Enemy to Sin, repents of it, and 
wills it no more) ſhall be born in God's Mercy: Indeed Nature muſt and ſhall be there, 
even with its evil earthly Fleſh, but Chrift is brought forth from thence, as a fair Bloſ- 
ſom out of the wild Earth, as a pleaſant Fruit out of the Kernel. 

24. A very excellent Figure the Spirit in Moſes does preſent to us in Abrabam and 
Sarah; when Sarah would caſt out the Son of the Bond-woman from the Inheritance, ſo 
that the Son of the Bond-woman ſhould not be Heir with the Free, the ſame ſeemed 
unjuſt to Abraham, ſeeing he was of his Seed, and his own Son: But God ſaid to 
him, Let it not be grievous in thy Sight, becauſe of the Lad, and becauſe of the Bond- 
woman; in all that Sarah bath ſaid unto thee, hearken to ber Voice; for in Jaac all ity 
Seed be called. 


The inward precious Figure of this is thus : 


25. When a Man is born again in Chriſt's Spirit, as it was here with Abraham, then 
he thinks ſometimes, that he is who:ly new, and knows not himſelf yet right, and that he 
has yet the whoriſh Egyptian Bond-woman with her ſcoffing Son of Vanity in his Arms, 
and now, when it happens that oftentimes the Mocker, viz. Jmael the Son of the Bond- 
woman, breaks forth out of him, yea, even wholly without his Will and Purpoſe, that 
Sarah, that is, honeſt Minds, to whom God makes it known, reprove him; nay, and he 
is oftentimes reproved of the Evil, fo that it is plainly declared to him, that this Mocker 
ſhould be caſt out: This Abraham, viz. the Man, will by no Means brook ; he will be 
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uncontrouled ; and yet he does not kndw, that he in his Time of his earthly Life ſtands 
in the Judgment of God, that his Words and Works muſt be daily proved, and judged ; 
he will often go in a Way of Juſtification, and maintain his own Cauſe, and will be praiſed, 
and in the mean Time forgets the Egyptian Bond- woman in his Arms, and her ſcoffing 
Son, who ſometimes peep torth in his Words with evil Interpretations, wrong Meanings, 
and evil Surmiſes, and cover themſelves finely under a gloſſing Mantle of gliſtering Hy- 
pocriſy ; this now the free Woman caſts out, that is, the Spirit of Chriſt caſts it out by 
other People's Mouths ; and yet this ſeems to be unrighteous to the Man, ſeeing the Word 
is born of his Body, and riſen out of his very Mind. 


26. But the Lord ſpeaks in the Spirit of the Humilicy of Chriſt; Let it not ſeem 


grievous in thy Sight, that People find Fault with thy Words, and reje& thy Labour : 
Hearken to Sarab, viz, to the divine Voice; and do thou thyſelf caſt out from thee what- 
ſoever thou haſt at any Time ſpoke or meant evilly, wrongfully, or partially; for in 


Jaac, that is, in thy deepeſt Humility, thy Seed ſhall be called, where, in thy Words 


and Works, the Spirit of God works in Love, and not in thy natural Self, and peculiar 
Ownbood of Reaſon, wherein the Son of the Bond-woman ſpeaks and works. 

27. And the Children of God ought well to conſider this Figure, and think, that 
whatſoever is ſpoken and done from Favour, Affection, and Partiality, be it either to- 
wards honeſt or diſhoneſt Men, the ſame proceeds from the Son of the Bond-woman, 
which muſt go into Fudement to be tried, and muſt be judged of Men, viz. of the Evil 
and Good; it muſt be caſt forth among a Company of evil and good Tongues, where 


every one paſſes his Sentence and Judgment thereupon : God judges upon the Earth. 


externally by Men, both by the Evil and Good. 


28. This now muſt ſeem ſo very grievous and heinous to Abrabam, viz. to Man, when 


his Words and Works are judged and proved, to think, that his divine Seed muſt be 
brought forth only in the Love and Humility, and that whatſoever he ſpeaks, judges, 
or does from Partiality or Favour, does belong again unto Judgment, where it muſt 
be proved and purged; as Hagar with her Son 1Þmael was; and then, when it is judged, 
that is, caſt out by the People, then comes the Angel of God, and ſpeaks to this natural 


Man, that he ſhould not deſpair in this Judgment, but take it in good Part, and be. 


content that his Words and Works are judged. 


29. Therefore we ſay, as the Lord has given us to know it, that whoſoever will read 
and underſtand right the Hiſtory of the Old Teſtament, he muſt ſet before him two 


Types, viz. externally Adam, viz. the earthly Man, and internally Chrift, and change Nee. 


both theſe into one; and ſo he may underſtand all whatſoever Moſes and the Prophets 
have ſpoke in the Spirit. 

30. He mult not be fo blind, as to look upon it as the Jes and Babel do, who make 
only of this Hiſtory Concluſions of Reaſon in Reſpect of the Election of God, as if God 
had thus only choſe to himſelf a ſeveral and peculiar Nation or Sort of People to be his 
Children: The Election of God paſſes upon the Figure only, ſhewing what People ſhould 
bear the Figure of the inward Kingdom of Chriſt in the outward, in which People God 
would ſet forth and manifeſt the Kingdom of Chriſt externally : The Jews have had only 
a Mirror and Type hereof externally, and ſo likewiſe the Chriſtians, who looked upon 
Chriſt in the Fleſh as a mere pure Man. 

31. Theſe Figures have remained very ſpeechleſs to the World, even to this laſt Time, 
and that from the Purpoſe of God; ſeeing Man is ſuch a Piece of mere Vanity and Flefs, 
and is ſo ſoon weary of the Pearls, and afterwards comes to trample them under Foot, 
therefore God has dealt with Man in Types and Parables; as Chriſt alſo did when he 


came upon the Earth : He ſpoke all theſe Myſteries in Parables, on Account of Man's 
Unworthineſs. 
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Note. 


Of the Birth of Iſaac, &c. Part II. 


32. But nom at preſent there is great Cauſe (as all the Prophets have propheſied there- 
of) that the ſame ſhould be made manifeſt ; and the Cauſe is this, that in this laft Trum- 
pet's Sound, the Myſtery of the Kingdom of God ſhall be finiſhed ; and the Bride of Chriſt, 
vix. the wiſe Virgins, ſhall be prepared, who ſhall meet the Lord in his Appearance; and 
it denotes the Day of Chriſt's Coming, when he will appear with the holy City of the New 
Feru/alem, and bring home his Bride: Therefore the Myſtery of the Kingdom of God 
muſt firſt be unfolded and explained out of its Types, and become wholly manifeſt. 

33. And this will be the Fall of the fleſhly fnfu! Man, in that the Man of Sin muſt 


» 273e/.ii, 3. be made manifeſt, as St. Paul plainly propheſieth thereof, that the Child of Perdition

ſhall be revealed to all Nations, Speeches, Tongues, and the Beaſt with the Whore ſhall 


go into the bottomleſs Pit; that is, when the Kingdom of Chriſt becomes wholly manifeſt, 
then the Beaſt, and the Whore of Fleſh, viz. the falſe Bond-woman, with her ſcoffing 
Son, ſtands in great Shame, and are judged of every one, as an Whore in the Cage, that 
every one ſcorns and ſcoffs at. 

34. As indeed hitherto Men have reviled Chriſt, in the outward Image of Sin- 


plicity, in his Children and Members, in which Reaſon has ſeen and known no more, 


than Hagar and [Þmael in their miſerable Baniſnment; under which, notwithſtanding, 
the Voice of the Angel has been, which they have ſcorned and mocked in the fooliſh, 
plain Simplicity under the Veil, and have ſet up the Moecker Ibmael in Chriſt's Stead, 
which has been only an Artichrift : Now this Mocker and Antichriſt ſball be revealed un- 
der this Trumper's Sound, and be caſt our of the Children of God into the Abyſs : This 
Babel ſhall ſee in a ſhort Time, declares the Spirit of the Wonders of God. 

35. We. ſee an excellent Figure of this in Abimelech, that when God will manifeſt him- 
felf to a People, how he zerrifies them in the Midſt of their Sins, and appears to them 
in Anger; as he did to Abimelcch in the Viſion, and to Moſes in the Buſh of Fire, and to 
Vrael upon the Mount Sinai alſo in the Fire; and alſo to Elias in the Fire and Wind; 
where always the Rebuke of God's Wrath is pre- ſignified, how God does bruiſe the 


Hearts of Men, that they may fear and tremble before him; as here Abimelech, when the 


Lord appeared to him by Night in a Viſion, and-threatened him by Reaſon of Sarab, 
was aſtoniſhed, and told the ſame in the Ears of his People; and the People were ſore 


afraid, and Abimelech called Abraham, and. made a Covenant with him. 


36. This is an excellent Figure, and fully intimates how God terrifies the Enemies, 
and comforts poor dejected Nature, when it faints for Fear, and turns its Fear into oy ; 
and how the miſerable and afflicted, if he be bonef, is at laſt drawn out of Miſery and 
Affliction; and how, at laſt, his Enemies, whom before he thought to be his Enemies, 
muſt ſerve him and advance him; ſo wonderfully does God lead his Children, if they do 
but endure Temptation, and continue under the Croſs of Chriſt in Humility, and not 
look upon Self-Revenge, but put on Patience in Hope, and perſevere ſtedfaft in the Faith; 
at laſt, all a Man's Adverſaries muſt fee and acknowledge that God is with the Man, and 
that the World has dealt wrongfully and unrighteouſly with him. 

37. Alſo this is an excellent emphatical Figure, how Abrabam (when God would puniſh 
Abimelech ) prayed to God for Abimelech, and made Reconciliation, that God bleſſed Abi- 
melech; and this whole Hiſtory ftands in the Figure of Chrift, and holds forth how Adam 
and Chriſt are together; how Chriſt is come into the ſeli-affumed kingly Ownhoad or 
Selfneſs of Man, and terrifies Sin and Death; and how the poor, corrupt Nature turns 
itſelf, in the Horror and Acknowledgment of Sin, to God; as here Abimelech turned to 
Abraham ; and how it then gives the Kingdom of Nature for a Poſſeſfon to Chriſt: And 
the inward Figure in the Spirit of Moſes (who was the Type and Figure of Chriſt, who 
yet points, out of the Father's Property, to the Son in the Fleſh, viz. in the Humanity) 
can be underſtood no otherwiſe than even thus ; It is the true Ground.

Of the Covenant of Abimelech and Abraham, ſpewing what the 
ſame is in the ſpiritual: Figure ; and what the Spirit in Moles, 
under his Veil, does here point at. | 


A very precious and excellent Gate to the Children of God in Beer-ſheba. 
I OURTEO Us and friendly Reader, know, that if a Man ſhould 
O09 N. write many hundred Books of the Hiſtory of Abraham, yet he could 
5 not ſufficiently expreſs the abundant Richneſs which lies hid under 
C © this Figure: But we will afford a little Service to the Children of 
God in their Weakneſs, and ſomewhat unveil this Figure; it is not 
* 82 to be underſtood by the natural Man : But the Lord doth thus lead us 
e in Grace [to the Underſtanding of it ;] #berefere I ſhall here give him 
the Hand thereto; obſerve it well. There is couched under it a peerleſs, matchleſs 
Pearl, which ſhall here ſtand open, and yet alſo continue hidden, which cannot be pur- 
chaſed with the Goods of the whole World; it is hidden to Reaſon. 
The outward Figure in the Text of Moſes ſtands thus: 

2. And it came to paſs at that Time, that Abimelech, and Pichol the chief Captain of bis Cen. xxi. 

Hoſt, ſpake unto Abraham, ſaying, God is zwith thee in all that thou doeft : Now therefore 22— 34. 
ſwear unto me here by God, that thou wilt not deal o unfaithfully with me, nor with my Chil- Unkindly. 
dren, nor Grandchildren ; but according to the Kindneſs which I have done unto thee, thou 
ſhalt alſo do unto me, and to the Land wherein thou art a Stranger. And Abrabam ſaid, I 
will ſwear. And Abraham repraved Abimelech, becauſe of a Well of Water which Abimelech's 
Servants bad violently taken away. And Abimelech anſwered, I know not who bath done 
this Thing ; neither didſi thou tell me; neither yet beard I of it but to-day. And Abrabam 
took Sheep ald Oxen, and gave them unto Abimelech ; and both of them made a Covenant. And 
Abraham ſet ſeven Ewe-Lambs of the Flack by themſelves. And Abimelech ſaid unto Abra- 
ham, What mean theſe ſeven Ewe-Lambs which thou haſt ſet by themſelves ? And be anfwered, 
Seven Lambs thou ſhalt take of my Hand, that they may be a Witneſs unto me that 1 have 
digged this Mell: Whereupon be called that Place Beer-ſheba, becauſe they there ſwore both of 
them , and thus they made a Covenant at Beer- ſbeba. Then Abimelech 'roſe up, and Pichal the 
chief Captain of his Hoſt , and they returned into the Land of the Philiftines. And Abrabam 
planted Trees in Beer Seba, and preached there of the Name of the Lord the eternal God; and 
be was for a long Time a Stranger in the Land of the Philiftines. This Figure ſeems out- 
wardly, as if Avimelech was afraid of Abraham ;; ſeeing God had given him to underſtand 
in a Viſion that Abraham was a Prince of God, thereupon he deſired a Covenant and Oath 
from Abrabam, leſt he ſhould root out him and his Poſterity. | 

3. But the Spirit of Chriſt under the Veil of Moſes has deciphered before him far another 
Figure, wherewith he alludes, and propheſies; for under all the Acts of Abrabam, Which 
the Spirit of Moſes has wrote, we are to underſtand a fuld Figure, viz. externally, an 
Hiſtory relating ſomething done; and under that ſame Hiſtory: the Spirit of Chriſt in 
the Covenant does ſo aptly and exactly fer its Figure, as if he played therewith, 
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4. For the Place here mentioned, is even the ſame whither Hagar fled with Iſbmael;

5. And the Covenant betwixt Abimelech and Abrabam is the Covenant of Chriſt with 

the Humanity, where Abrabam, that is, Chriſt, ſwore, that he would act deſtroy the Hu- 

17, manity ; as he alſo ſaid, when he came into the Fleſh, that * be was not come into this 
World to condemn the World, but to ſave the World; that is, to bleſs and keep Covenant, 


The inward holy Figure ſtands thus: 


6. Abimelech and Pichol, who ſpoke with Abraham concerning the Covenant, the Spirit 
does here repreſent in the Type of God the Father, and then alſo of Nature: King Abi- 
melech points at the Father in the SouPs Property, and Pichol, his Field-Captain, points 
at Nature, viz. God's Officer; both theſe approach to the Type of Chriſt, viz. to Abra- 
ham. For Mankind was given to this Chrift : He ſhould be a Prince of God in, and 
over the Humanity. | | 

7. Now Nature had brought itſelf out of the Father's Property into falſe Luft, under. 

ſtand in the human Nature, for it deſired to manifeſt Sarah, viz. the free Woman, un- 

derſtand the heavenly Virgin-like Matrix, in the earthly beſtial Property; which came 
to paſs in Adam, when he brought his female Property into a beſtial Luſt ; now the Spirit 
here in Moſes hints at this Figure, and repreſents, under King Abimelezþ, Adam in the Fa- 
ther's Property and Nature. | 

8. As Adam luſted to manifeſt himſelf with his female Property, viz. with the Mother 
of the holy Birth in the earthly beſtial Mother, or to prove, try and taſte in the Tincture 
of Venus the Root or the Ground of the third Principle; ſo here King Alimelech in the 
ſame Nature (underſtand the maſculine out of the Father's Property) did luſt after the Mo- 
ther of the Covenant which was now moved in Sarah, to know the ſame ; which the 
holy God would not have; and therefore he came to Abimelech, and terrified this Nature 
of Luft, and threatened Puniſhment and Deſtruction to it. 

9. Now underſtand in King Abimelech the Soul out of the Father's Property; and by 
Pichol underſtand the outward Nature, viz. the third Principle; which is the Field-Cap- 
tain or Servant of the King, viz. of the Soul; and by Abrabam underſtand Chriſt in the 
Humanity, or in the Ens of the Faith of the Covenant, as the Spirit ſignifies and ſets 
forth pregnantly. by Way of Alluſion in this Figure. | 

10. God the Father brings the poor Soul, viz. the King of the human Property, to 
Chriſt, after that it had given itſelf to Luſt with its Servant, viz. the Body of Nature; 
and now the Soul ſpeaks to Abraham in the Figure of Chrift, Why didſt thou not tell me 
that God was in Sarab, viz. in this Image? Why didſt thou not ſay to me, that ſhe was 
thy Wife? underſtand Cbriſt's Wife, which is called the Woman's Seed in this Mother ; 
for I had almoſt heinouſly offended towards her. 

11. Underſtand, the Soul of Adam knew not Chriſt in its heavenly Matrix in the Tinc- 
ture of Venus; it thought, that it was the fair, pleaſant Child; therefore it went with this 
holy Tincture into ſelf ful Luft; but now when God ſhewed the Soul this holy Tincture 
in the Covenant, then the Soul faid, I did not know it; viz. that this female Property, 
as it was in me, was God's Wife, who brings forth by it; and it ſpoke by the Field- 
Captain, viz. by the outward Nature, to Abraham in Chriſt, Take now thy Wife, viz. the 
beavenly Matrix in me; for, lo! God is with thee in all that thou doſt ; that is, I will 
reſtore again to thee whatſoever I have taken into my Self- Poſſeſſion, viz. the Matrix of 
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the divine World's Property, which is cloſed up in me, and now awakened in thee; take 
it, it is thy Wife. And when Arabam, underſtand Chriſt, took the ſame, Then all the * Gen. xx. 17. 
Women and Maids of ' Abimelech, and bis Servants, underſtand the Daughters of Eve, were 
healed in the heavenly Matrix through Chriſt's Wife, viz, through Sarab in the Cove- 
nant, that bey again might bring forth God's Children. e 
12. Now the Soul, in the Father's Property, ſpoke to Alrabam in Chriſt, ſeeing * all Matt. xxviii. 
Power over the Humanity was given unto him. Swear unto me by God, that thou. wilt not 8. 
fhew any * Unkindneſs to me, nor my Children, nor my Nephews; but according 10 the Kindneſs * Or Unfaith- 
that I have done unto thee, do thou alſo unto me, and ts the Land wherein thou art a Stranger : fulneſs. ; 
That is, as if God the Father in the Soul ſhould ſpeak with Chriſt his Son, to whom he 
had given the whole * Humanity for a peculiar Poſſeſſion, and fay thus, Seeing I have given That is, all 
thee the Power in the human Yroperty, which is mine, to be thy 0:2n, ſwear now unto Mankind. 
me by God, that is, deeply bind thyſelf therewith into an eſſential! Oath, or one eternal 
Covenant, that thou wilt not ſhew any Unkindneſs to my Nature in the human Property; 
nor to the Children, viz. to the Branches which ſpring forth anew out of their Property ; 
nor to their Nephews, or Grandchildren ; that is, to thoſe Children who ſpring out 
from the wild Property, where oftentimes a wicked Huſband or a wicked Wife are joined 
together, the one being ungodly, and the other honeſt ; but according to the Kindneſs 
which I have done unto thee, even unto thy Image; (in that I have reſtored unto thee 
again this heavenly Matrix, which in Adam was captivated in my Wrath, and diſappeared 
from thy Image, in my Anger;) thou ſhalt do likewiſe to me, and to the Land, that is, 
to the outward Man, wherein God's Children bear the heavenly Image; that is, to the 
Land wherein thou ſejourneſt. . 
13. For Chriſt is a S/rangey in our earthly Humanity; and our earthly Humanity does 
often make our Children or Grandchildren Strangers io God: There the Father of Na- 
ture in the Soul's Property ſaid to Chriſt, he was a Stranger in our Land; as Chriſt alſo 
laid, that his Kingdom was not of this World, that is, of the earthly. Man; but Chriſt 
ſhould ſhew Kindneſs in this ſtrange Land, underſtand the frange Humanity, and not 
reject the Children which ſhould be born therein; as the Father had done to his Image 
of the heavenly Humanity, which diſappeared in Adam : This Chriſt ſhould, ſwear to 
God, as he alſo ſwears in the Prophet Ezekiel, * As true as I live, I will not (or have no- Freb.xxxiii. 
Delight in) the Death of the Wicked or Sinner, but rather that he ſhould turn and live: For 11. 
Abrabam in Chriſt, viz. in the Figure, ſaid, I will ſwear, that is, I will do it. 
14. And Abraham reproved Abimelech becauſe of the Well of Water which the Servants of 
Abimelech bad taken away by Force; that is, Chriſt reproved the Soul, that the Soul's Ser- 
vants, viz, the Eſſence of Nature, had taken away the Well-ſpring of the Eſſence from 
the heavenly Corporality, viz. Chriſt's Body in Adam, whereupon the heavenly Image died 
or diſappeared ; for Chriſt's holy Fountain of Water ſprung up in the Soul's fiery Eſſence; 
but the Soul's Effence had taken this Fountain of divine Sweetneſs into its own ſelf. ful 
Power, and changed the ſame in itſelf to another Property. ., | 
15. And Abimelech anſwered, that is, the*Soul, I wot not who has done this; that is, 
I did not know that the Devil had deceived me, that the falſe Luſt was riſen in the very 
Eſſence of my Nature: And who has done this Hurt? Alſo thou didſt not tell it me, that 
is, thou didſt not declare to me, that thy Image was in me, that this holy divine Foun- 
tain was thine, which my Servants, viz. my Eſſences, have ? taken to Self-hood; more- ? Turned it to 
over, I heard not of it but to-day ; that is, thou haſt not revealed to me that this Foun- * Ä — 
tain is tby Seat, but to- day only, that is, to- day, where thou doſt again manifeſt thyſelf 28 
in me in Adam with a Covenant of Grace, where now I heard thy Voice in me. 
16. And Abraham took Sheep, and Oxen, and gave them to Abimelech;, and they both made 
a Covenant with each other; that is, then Chriſt took his Sheep,” that is, Children; and 
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ſelf.

17. And Abraham ſet ſeven Lambs apart by themſelves. Theſe feven Lambs are the ſeven 
Properties of the natural Humanity of Chriſt, which he did manifeſt in our Humanity; 


and in that the Spirit ſays, by thenſelves, ſignifies, that Chriſt in his Humanity of the 


ſeven Properties is a diſtin? Perſon; fo that we Men (viz. Jews and Gentiles, who come 
to his Grace) ought not to ſay, Mie are Chriſt; but we are his Houſe in which he dwells; 
the Power of the holy Fountain of Water is his; we are only Branches on his Tree: He 


- Or by him. is with the ſeven Lambs of the divine Property apart in us; they belong not to Man's 


Self. : 

18. Only in the right Ręfgnation Chriſt and Man is wholly one, when Man's Will wills 
nothing any more without Chriſt, but gives up itſelf wholly in Chriſt, then it is dead to 
Self, and Chriſt only lives in it; alſo it ſignifies that his creaturely Perſon with the ſeven 
3 2 of the Humanity ſhall dwell among us as a diftin?? Perſon, as eternal High 

rieft. | | | 

19. And Abimelech ſaid, What mean theſe ſeven Lambs which thou haſt ſet by themſelves ? 
That is, God the Father made an Alluſion, through the Eſſence of the Soul in this Fi- 
gure, with Chriſt's Figure in Abraham, and ſaid, What mean thy ſeven Properties of our 
divine Nature by themſelves ? Why, ſeeing thou ſhouldft regenerate Mankind and dwell 
in them, wilt thou alfo ſet forth thy ſeven Properties of our divine Nature in a diftin?, 
human Perſon? And Chriſt anſwered in the Figure of Abraham, Thou ſhalt take ſever 
Lambs from my Hand, that they may be an eternal Teftimony unto me, that I have digged this 
Well; that is to ſay, Chriſt ſpeaks to his Father in Man's Perſon, Thou ſhalt take the 
Figure, or the Triage of my ſeven Properties of the human Creature, for an everlaſting 
Teftimony, that I in my Sufferings and Death have again digged the Well-ſpring of eternal 


Life in the human Property, that Man's new-digged Fountain of Life is mine. 


20. And the Spirit in Moſes peaks wholly under a Veil; therefore, or from hence, 
the Place was called Beer-ſheba : This is the very precious Place, where God the Father 
and his Son in the Humanity ſwore both of them together; the Place was called Beer- 
ſheba ; viz. a Bruifing of Death by the Will of him that lives and ſees in the diſappeared 
Humanity, where, in Chriſt's Humanity (which he afſumed from us Men) Death was 
bruiſed, and broken in Pieces, and the Well-fpring of Love flowed forth again, out of 
the living God in our bruiſed Humanity of the heavenly Part, into the Soul's creaturely 
Fountain: Now the Spirit of Moſes ſpeaks here very pregnantly, that the Place was called 
Beer ſbeba, where the Teſtimony of this Oath (viz. a Fountain of Grace) was eſtabliſhed, 

21. And the Place of God at Peer-ſheba is ſhewn to us poor Men, where God the Fa- 
ther has made an everlaſting Covenant with us in Chriſt Jeſus, viz. in the penitent, con- 
trite Soul; when the poor Soul in this precious Covenant and Oath wholly gives up itſelf 
with a broken and contrite Heart to Repentance; then the Oath of God in the Covenant 
of Jeſus Chrift ſtands open to it in Beer-ſheba, viz. in the Soul's Contrition ; where God 
in Chriſt Jeſus has ſworn that he will at deſtroy the Soul, and its Children, and 
Grandchildren; nor do any Hurt to this Land of the Soul, viz. to the Body of the 
Humanity. 1 en 1930 | 

va, Thus now we'ought ſtedfaſtly to truſt our dear Immenue! Jeſus Chriſt, who has 
ſworn a precious Oath to his Father, in our SouPs Property, that he will not turn away 
his Mercy and Love from us; we ſhould but come to him in Beer-fpeba, and receive the 
Oath as our own, that is, with contrite, penitent Hearts. 

23. And Moſes ſays further; When this was done, then Abimelech aroſe, and _ Fy 

I ela- 
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Field-Captain, and they returned into the Land of the Philiſtines : That is to ſay, when God 
the Father had given over the Humanity to his Son Jeſus Chriſt, with this Covenant 
and Oath, then he went with his Regiment or Hoſt, viz. with Picbol, that is, with the 
outward Nature, again into the Land of the Philiftines, that is, into the Dominion or 
Regimen of the outward and inward Nature, which is of the Philiſtine Property, that is, 
inclined to Good and Evil : This denotes that the Soul, though it has taken on it 
the Covenant and Oath of God, and ſworn with Chriſt to God, yet it muſt in this Life- 
time dwell in the earthly Body, viz. under the heatheniſh Philiſtine Efſence of the Fleſh; 
which is a conſtant Adverſary to this King Abimelech, viz. to the poor Soul, and only for- 


ſakes the Covenant and Oath, and brings itſelf, in its Philiſtine, ſelfiſh, luſtful Concupi/- 
cence and Deſires, into Self-hood, as into its own Land. | 


24. And hereby it is ſignified to the poor Chriſtians, that they muſt lodge and lye 
with the New-Birth in this Philiſtine 1 Houſe of Fleſb, as mere Strangers, and can- 
not be wholly freed in the Time of this Life; for Pichl the Field- Captain of the Soul, 
viz. Nature, muſt have its Rule and Work in this Time, in Evil and Good, and be an 
hard Croſs, and continual Temptation to the precious Image of Chriſt, viz. to the Net- 
Birth ; by which Croſs the noble and dear Tree of Pearl is moved, ſtirred, and cauſed to 
ſpring and grow: As a Tree which comes out of the Earth muſt grow in Heat and Cold, 
in Wind, Rain, and Snow, fo alſo muſt the precious little Trce of Jeſus Chriſt, which is 
a Stranger with Abrabam in Beer-ſheba, viz. in the earthly Cottage. 

25. And the Spirit in Moſes ſpeaks further, ſaying, Abrabam planted Trees at Beer- 
ſbeba, and there preached the Name of the Lord, the ever-living God, and was a Stranger in 
the Land of the Philiftines a long Time: This is as much as if he had ſaid, The Spirit of 
Chriſt in Abraham, when the Soul has received the Covenant and Oath, that it is contrite 
in true Repentance, does plant Trees in Beer-ſbeba, that is, it brings forth heavenly Branches 
in this penitent Heart in the ſtrange Land, the eartby Man, and preaches from theſe 
new Branches, of the Name of the eternal God, and dwells a long Time, viz. the Time 
of the whole carthly Life, in this Philiſtine Cottage. 


26. And this is a real Figure of the poor penitent Sinner, who in Chriſt's Spirit be- 
comes a new Creature according to the inward Man; ſhewing how he muſt enter into 
Repentance, and plant out of Chriſt's Spirit the little Tree of Chriſt in his contrite and 
truly broken Mind, and dwell alſo with this little Pearl Tree of Chriſt among a Com- 
pany of wicked Men in a ſtrange Land, viz. in the evil corrupt Fleſh and Blood, and 
there teach of the Name of God, and inſtru&k the Heatheniſh, and Philiſtine Children, 


that they in his Preaching may come to him in Beer-ſbeba, that is, into true and unfeigned * 


Repentance, 


27. Thus very exactly does the Spirit in Moſes play here with the Type of Chriſt, 
under an external Hiſtory in a fimple child-like Form, and it ſhews us how we muſt 
continually ſtand in Temptation, Trials, Danger, and Oppoſition ; and how God does 


thus wonderfully deliver his Children, that even thoſe of whom they are afraid, who alſo - 


wiſh them no Good, muſt at laſt make a Covenant of Peace with them in their Con- 
ſcience ; and alſo how the poor Soul, by Reaſon of great Fears and Horror, has no Reft 
in itſelf, unleſs it comes through earneſt Repentance in Chriſt to God, and makes a Co- 
venant with Chriſt in God, ſo that the poor, dejeted Conſcience and Nature be com- 
forted : Without this there is mere Diſtreſs, Anguiſh, Horror, Unſettlement; as it hap- 
pened to Abimelech when he was enkindled in falſe Luſt towards Sarah; then God terri- 
fied his Conſcience, that he went to Abraham, and humbled himſelf before him, and with 
great Recompence and Gifts made a Covenant with him : Thus alſo it goes with the Chil- 

ren of Chriſt, when they endure Temptation, and continue ſtedfaſt in the Faith; then at 


laſt their Enemies muſt be aſhamed, and return back ; as it is to be ſeen here in this Figure. 
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The Forty-eighth Chapter. 


How God tried Abraham, and ſet the Figure of Chriſt's Offering in 
| his Suffering and Death. ' _ 


I FTE R the Spirit in Moſes had deciphered the Figure of the Cove- 
nant of God, eſtabliſhed in Chriſt Jeſus with his Children, ſhewing 
84 how we poor Children of Eve ſhould and muſt depart out of this 
| 8 earthly Will of Self, and be born in Chriſt with a new Will and Life, 
6 he here now ſets forth the Figure, how the ſame ſhould and muſt be 
brought to paſs ; how Chriſt muſt again offer up our Soul and Hu- 
manity to his Father, even as he alſo was to be caſt as an Offering into 
the Fire of God's Anger, and wholly die in the Wrath of God to the human Soul's 
Selfneſs and own Will, and yet ſpring forth powerfully with the divine only Will of God, 
through Death, and the Anger of God, and — in Pieces and make a Scorn of Death 
which held the Humanity captive, and ſo bring the human Soul again to God his Father 
into the only eternal divine Will, and * deliver up again the Kingdom to bim, which he had 
given him in the Humanity; ſo that afterwards, and to all Eternity God might be all in 
all, and the Creature might not live any more to its own Will, but ſound only as an In- 
ſtrument of a divine Tune in a divine Hatmony, and the whole human Tree might be 
only ane in all its Boughs and Branches. 
2. The Spirit in Moſes ſets forth this Figure very clearly, even to the End of all his 
Writings, and plays, under the outward Figure, with the inward, which ſhall remain for 
ever. I will therefore ſet down this Figure of Abrabam's Temptation, in reſpe& of his 
Son Jaac, alſo in the ſpiritual Figure, and ſhew what is thereby to be underſtood , for 
though the Learned have explained it, that God rempted Abraham, to ſee if he would 
continue fedfaft in the Faith upon him, yet it has far another Meaning and Interpreta- 
tion; for God knows well beforeband what Man will do; alſo Man cannot without his 
Grace ſtand in the Temptation, as may be ſeen here in Abrabam, when he denied his 
Wife before King Abimelech,. as he came into Gerar. 

3. Abraham is here repreſented in Adam's Stead, and his Son 1/aac is repreſented in 
Chriſt's Humanity, and the Voice which came to Abrabam is God the Father's ,, theſe three 
ſtand here in the Figure of the Proceſs of the Work of Man's Redemption, ſhewing how 
Abrabam, that is Adam, ſhould offer up his © Perſon in Jſaac, that is in Chriſt, to the 
_ of God in the Fire of God, that fo the Humanity might be provea in the Fire 
of God. 

4. Now the Voice of God ſpoke to Abraham, and ſaid, Abrabam! And be anſwered, 
Here I am : That is, God called to Adam in Abraham, viz. to all Men, and ſaid, Take thy 


own Son Iſaac whom thou loveſt, and go into the Land of Moriah, and offer bim there for a 


Burnt-Offering upon a Mountain which I wil! tell thee of. Here the Spirit looks with [/aac 
upon Chrift, for in Jaac laid the Covenant, and the Ens of Abraham's Faith, our of 
which Chriſt fould come. Now ſaid the Voice of God to Adam in Abraham, Take thy 
Son whom thou loveſt, and offer him for a Burnt-Offering upon the Mountain which I 
ſhall tell thee of; that is, the Jews, viz. Adam's Children, ſhould offer Chriſt for a Burnt- 
Offering; that is, the divine Ens ſhould give in itſelf into Adam's Ens, which the Chil- 
dren of Adam ſhould offer up one with another in the Fire of God. And it denotes, that 


every Man, when he has received the Eus of Faith, muſt offer up himſelf wholly zo God, 
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and die to his own Will in the Fire of God, and in the divine Ens of Faith be born anew 
through the Offering in the Fire of God. | | 
5. For ſaid the Spirit in Moſes, Thy Son whom thou loveſt, viz. thy own Will, which 
has brought itſelf into Self-love, this Self- will muſt be offered up to God, that it may 
leave the own ſelfiſh Will in the Fire of God, and wholly give over its own Propriety, 
and no more will and live to itſelf, but to God; and it rightly points out, how Chriſt in 
our human Will, which had broken off or turned itſelf in Adam from God, ſhould again 
wholly offer, and give up himſelf in Adaw's Perſon to God his Father; and how the 
Wrath of God ſhould devour the Will, viz. the Will wherein Adam had introduced him- 
ſelf into Self- hood. | 
6. In which Devoration of the Fire of Anger, the Love Ens, in the Word of Faith, 
of divine Power, viz. the true Man created in Adam, muſt be formed, and alſo preſerved 
in this devouring Fire, as Gold or Silver in the Crucible ; where the Copper, and all 
that is impure, 4 purges from it, and only the Gold or Silver ſ/ub/ides in the Fire; ſo «Evaporates, 
likewiſe the human aſſumed own Self-Propriety, together with the aſſumed En, of the 
Serpent and Beaſt, and all whatſoever ſu not in the divine Fire, muſt be conſumed in 
the Offering. And that we might have again, in Chriſt's Perſon, a wholly pure Entrance, 
and open Fountain of Grace, Chriſt mult offer up our human Will of Self to his Fa- 
ther, and reſign it up to him wholly, and that upon the Mount Moriah, that is, in his 
Death, where he, for all, and in all, ſhould die to the human Selt-hood ; even as : 2 Cor. v. 15. 
when the Stock of a Tree dies, then alſo all ics Branches in it die; and as the Tree re- — — 
news its youthful Growth, it alſo introduces its new Power and Strength into its Branches; _—_ 2 — 
which indeed is not ble to the outward Nature, but in God it is very poſſible; as to all Men. 
may be ſeen in the dry Rad of Aaron, which was dead to its Sap and Life, and yet in 
one Night ſprang forth afreſh, and bore fair Almonds. | 
7. Now lid God, Upon the Mountain which I hall fbew thee; that is, it muſt not be 
done according to Adam's Will; alſo it muſt not be done in us according to our Will, 
as if we ſhould preſcribe to ourſelves where and how we would offer up ourſelves in 
Chriſt ro the Father, as Babel does: No; but upon the Mountain ; that is, on the 
Place, in the Property, and in the Death, as the Lord appoints, orders, and ſends it 
to us: We muſt be only obedient with Abrabam, and give up ourſelves willingly there- 
unto when be will have us offer to himſelf ; not whip, beat, and plague ourſelves, but 
only ſink with our Will into him, and wait till the Lord ſhews us the Place where, and 
how he will have us offer to him: We muſt give up to him our whole Heart and Will, 
with Body and Soul, and commit it to him what he will further do with us; where he 
in the 8 Type of Jeſus Chriſt will offer us according to the Body: And when the Lord : Image, or 
calls us to the Offering with his Croſs, or will offer us up to the temporal Death, then Likeneſs. 
we ſhould ſay with Abraham, Lo! here am I, Lord! Do what thou pleaſeſt. 
8. And Abraham roſe up early in the Morning, and ſaddled his Aſs, and took with bim two Gen. xxii. 3. 
young Men, and Iſaac bis Son, and clove Wood for the Burnt-Offering, and roſe up, and went Text, girt. 
unto the Place of which God had told him. | 


This Figure ſtands thus: 


When the Voice of God calls us, then we ſhould with Abraham go preſently ; for 
early in tbe Morning ſignifies here, when the Voice breaks forth as the Dawning of the 
Day; when God in us calls us; when Man has a Thought come into him, ſaying, Thou 
ſnouldſt return, amend, and truly repent; ben it is Time: He muſt forthwith girt his 
Als, viz. the beſtial Man, with Power, although he cries, Stay yet a while, it is Time 


enough To-morrow ; yet it ſhould be 8 preſently in the firſt Looking of the Will to 
0 2 | 
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God for this is the Hind which is hunted early in the Morning, as the prophetical Spirit 
propheſies : For Chriſt muſt girt this Aſs early with the Voice of God, and go to the 
Offering. | | | 

9. And the two young Men which Abraham took along with him, denote the Soul 
from the irt Principle, and the Soul of this World, viz. the outward Spirit of the out- 
ward Life; theſe muſt go with Iſaac, that is, with Chriſt in the old Abrabam, that is, 


Adam, to the Offering of God; and Abraham, that is, the Man Adam, in his Children, 


Gen. xxii, 4. 


Gen. xxii. 5. 


muſt himſeifpcleave the Wood, upon which the Offering muſt be burnt ; that is, when 
he confeſſes Chriſt, then he cleaves the Hearts of the Wicked, who run with him to the 
Death, and the Offering of God: For Adam in his Humanity clove God's Love and 
Anger; and now alſo Abrabam muſt cleave the Wood for the Offering; for Chriſt ſhould 
alſo cleave Death and Life afunder, and offer up himſelf upon cloven Wood of 
Death and Life to God's Anger. R 

10. And on the third Day Abraham lifted up his Eyes, and ſaw the Place afar off. Here 
the Spirit points at the Sleep of Adam, wherein he ſlept to the angelical World; and on 
the third Day after his falling aſleep, when now the Woman was made out of him, and 
the Fall effected, he ſaw Chrift, viz. the Place of God, in the Covenant afer off ; alſo 
herein is included the Reſurrection of Chriſt on the third Day, where he ſaw his Place 
(where he would and ſhould offer and give up Man to God his Father) viz. the laft Fudge- 
ment, and the final Offering afar of; alſo it ſignifies that Abraham in the Spirit ſaw the 
Offering of Chriſt afar off, viz. above 2000 Years then to come: And that the Spirit 
lays, Abrabam Ss up his Eyes on the third Day, and ſaw the Place; it is nothing elſe, 
but that Chrift did again lift up on the third Day our human Eyes out of the Grave, 
from the Dead, to God ; and alſo that it was yet afar off in the Days of Abrabam : Thus 
the Spirit alludes with the outward Figure to that which was and is to come. 

11. And Abrabam ſaid unto the two young Men which be took with bim, Abide you her: 
with the Aſs, and I and the Lad will go yonder and worſhip, and come again to you. 


The Figure of it internally ſtands thus: 


The two young Men muſt tarry there with the Aſs, and not go, at this Time, to the 
Offering, only Abraham and Iſaac muſt perform that; that is, we poor Children of Eve 


muſt abide with the firſt and third Principle of our Life, this our Time with the Aſs, 


viz. with the outward Body here in this World; but Chriſt in Iſaac, and Abraham in 
Adam, muſt go forth to the Offering; that is, Chriſt ſtood in Abrabam's, viz. Adam's 
Perſon, and alſo in his heavenly Humanity, who ſhould only go, and offer up the Of- 


fering of his Body to the Anger-Fire of his Father, and worſhip for us God his Father; 


therefore he ſaid he would go yonder; that is, when he ſhould offer up his Life, he 
would go yonder, that is, to God, and worſbip God for us. 


12. This points at his Aſcenſion according to the Humanity; when he had finiſhed the 


i Yonder, or Sacrifice, he went zhither, and worſhipped in our aſſumed Humanity God his Father; 


to that Place. 


that is, our aſſumed Soul, in divine Power and Property, does pray and intercede for our 
Weakneſſes and Ignorances, to and before God. Therefore ſays Abraham, We will go 
vonder and worſhip ; that is, we, God and Man; and when we have 8 we 
will come again to you; that is, we poor Children of Eve muſt in the mean while farry 
with the Aſs, till the Time of its Offering and Prayer be out ; and then he comes again 
to us, when we have finiſhed the Courſe of the outward Aſinine Life. 

13. Alſo it intimates very pregnantly, that he (when the Time of the Offering in 
Prayer is out) will certainly come again to us, from the Place whither he is gone, and 


dwell vi/ibly with the creaturely Humanity among us; as the two Angels ſaid to the Men 


n 
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of Iſrael, Te ſpall ſee this Jeſus come again in like Manner as be is aſcended ; which Time * Note, That 
is now near; and his Voice to prepare the Bride has already ſounded : And therefore Jeſus 2 
hold not this for an uncertain Fiction; the Morning Star and Meſſenger of the An- W 
nunciation has appeared. 

14. And Abrabam took the Wood of the Burnt- Offering, and laid it upon Iſaac his Son, Gen. xxii. 6. 
and he took the Fire in bis Hand, and the Knife; and they went both of them together, 


The inward Figure ſtands thus : 


Adam had divided and rent aſunder God's Love and Anger in himſelf, and brought 
himſelf with the creaturely Life into the Anger, which had amaſſed the earthly Vanity 
to itſelf ; now the Spirit of Moſes does here point at this Figure, how Chriſt ſhould take 
our introduced Sin upon himſelf, and carry it to the Burnt-Offering. 

15. And Abraham took ihe Knife and Fire: Abrabam denotes Adam, who took the Fire 
of God's Anger into himſelf; and the Knife ſignifies. Death, that Chriſt ſhould be killed, 
and offered up in Mrabam s, that is, in Adam's, Anger-Fire to the Father; and it clearl 
denotes, that Abrabam, that is Adam, ſhould do it to Chriſt ; for Chriſt ſhould be of- 
fered up of Man : Seeing the Man Adam had taken on himſelf the Fuel (viz. the Sin) for 
the Offering, therefore alſo Man, viz. the Jews, muſt offer it up to the Anger of God, 
that ſo Man might be atoned by Man : Underſtand by the Humanity of Chriſt. 

16. And J/aac ſpoke unto Abraham bis Father, and ſaid, My Father ! and Abraham an- Gin. xxl. 7, f. 
ſwered, Here am I, my Son. And be ſaid, Lo! here is the Fire, and the Wood, but where 
is the Lamb for the Burnt-Offering ? And Abrabam ſaid, My Son, God will provide himſelf 
a Lamb for the Burni-Offering ; and ſo they went both of them together. 


The precious Figure is thus : 


The Spirit here plays in Chriſt's Perſon, who was come in great Humility into Adam's 
Humanity, and preſents himſelf to his Father in Adam's Eſſence, with his heavenly Hu- 
manity, and ſaid, Behold, my Father! here I have taken on me the Sin and Death in 
the Humanity ; here is now the Fire of thy Anger; wiz. the divided Life's Forms-of 
Man's Property, Self-hood, and own Will; in this now I have the Fuel, wherein thy 
Fire of * burns; here now I have the Wood, viz. the Sins of all Men, and alſo | 
thy Fire to the Offering; where is now the Lamb, viz. the patient Lamb, which ſhall" Sheep. 
be offered up in this Fire? And Abrabam anſwered from his ſtrong Faith's Ens, God 
will provide himſelf a Lamb for the Burnt-Offering ; and they went both of them to- 

ether, 
0 17. Here Chriſt does in Jaac's Figure prefent himſelf in our aſſumed Humanity to 
his Father, and iays, Where is now the Zamb for the true Peace-Offering ? But the Faith 
of Abrabam had apprehended the patient Lamb, which laid in Jſaac, viz. the heavenly 
Humanity, which God would open in the Ens of Faith in our diſappeared and alſo hea- 
venly Humanity, and faid, God would provide himſelf a Lamb for the right Burnt-Of- 
fering: And hereby he ſecretly points at the heavenly Humanity, which God would in- 
troduce into Chriſt's Humanity, viz. into our Humanity, which ſhould be the patient 
Lamb that God would provide for himſelf ; which Abraham had already apprehended in 
Faith, and hints at. | 

18. And that the Spirit of Moſes ſays, They went both of them together, underſtand, to- 
the Offering; it denotes our Adamical Humanity, and Chriſt's heavenly ſupernatural Hu- 
manity of divine Eſſentiality, that both theſe ſhould go together to the Offering of God; 
as Chriſt offered on the Croſs his heavenly Humanity in our Humanity to the Father,

and with the heavenly reconciled ours captivated in the Anger of God, and preſerved it 
in the Fire of God's Anger, as the Gold is preſerved of the Tincture in the Fire. 
Gen. xxii. 9, 19. And when they came to the Place of which God had told him, Abrabam built there an 
10. Altar, and laid the Wood in order upon it, and bound Iſaac bis Son, and laid bim on the l- 
tar upon the Wood. And Abraham firetched forth his Hand, and took the Knife to ſlay his 
Son. This is now the right Earneſtneß, viz. the Figure, how God would bind his Son 
by Adam's Children, viz. by Abraham's Children, the Jews; that is, he would bind otr 
Sin, and lay it upon the Wood, that is, hang it on the Croſs, viz. on the Figure of the 
WT Trinity, which was become in Man a wooden earthly Croſs ; whereas before the 
Life's Croſs, viz. the Figure of the Deity, was ſpiritual and holy in Adam; but in the 
earthly Luſt it had made itſelf earthly, and as it were wooden: Thus alſo the Death, viz, 
the Dying of the holy Croſs in Man, muſt be again offered up to God upon a wooden, 
earthly Croſs, and be again changed out of the earthly Death into the holy ſpiritual Figure. 
20. But Chriſt ſhould not be ſlain, but bung up on the Croſs, pierced through in his 
Hands and Feet, for the Anger of God was awakened in the Converſation and Works 
of our Hands and Feet; and therefore alſo Jſaac in the Figure of Chriſt mult not be 
ſlain, nor alſo burnt; for he was not the right one, but the Figure only in our Hu- 
1 manity, for he could not accompliſh this Offering in its Powers. And it denotes, that 
1 | we are indeed bound with Chrift, and laid upon the Wood, and alſo muſt die for Chriſt's 
bt; Sake, but with our Death we cannot attain this Offering, as Tſaac alſo could not effect 
1 that; but the Ens of Faith in Abraham and Iſaac, out of which Chriſt roſe, the ſame did 
nt effe it, and can yet now in theſe Days effect it in the Chriſtians, in Chriſt, in his Hu- 
/ _- - manity in as. - | | | 

21. And as Iſaac was repreſented in Chriſt's Figure, as if he was to be the Sacrifice, 
ſo every true Chriſtian muſt with [aac enter into Chriſt's Figure; he muſt willingly re- 
ſign himſelf into Chriſt's Death, and bind his Sin with the Will in the Spirit of Chriſt, 
and offer it upon the Altar of Chriſt, and with a full and free Will die wholly to Sin; 
then comes the Voice of God, as it came to Abrabam, and to Hagar in the Wilderneſs 
of Beer-ſheba, and ſays, Do not any Thing to Nature, viz. thy Son; now I know thou be- 
lieveſt God. 

22. But it muſt come ſo far with the penitent Sinner, as here it did with Abrabam and 
Jaac, where Iſaac was laid ready bound upon the Wood, and Abraham took the Knife to (lay 
him. There muſt be a very real ſincere Earneſtneſs in this Matter; the ſinful Man muſt 
bind the Sin with all his Thoughts and Mind, and give himſelf wholly into the Procels ; 
that he will now die to Sin, and offer it up in Faith and Confidence to God in Chriſt's 
Death ; he muſt take the Knife with Abraham into the Hand; that is, he muſt wholly 
take and faſten into his Mind to perform the Work of earneſt Repentance in dying to Sin: 
It muſt come to the real and effectual Practice, and not only come before the Altar, and 
ſay, I am a Sinner, God has offered Chriſt for me, and yet keep the ſinful Will; but he 
muſt bind Sin in Chriſt's Death, and lay himſelf «wholly with all Power and Strength on 
the Altar of Burnt-Offerings, upon the Wood. 

23. The evil eartbly Will muſt be bound, and reſigned up with Earneſtneſs, and caſt 
upon God's Altar in Chriſt's Death, and be alſo offered up in Chriſt's Dying; we muſt | 
not only comfort the finful Man, and flatter it with Chriſt's Death, ſaying, God zakes 
away Sin from us in Chriſt's Satisfaction and Merit; we need only comfort ourſelves 
therewith, and apply it from without to ourſelves : No, no; but we alſo ourſelves muſt 
die to Sin in Chriſt's Death, and put on Chriſt's Offering in his Death; and as an obe- 

- dient Iſaac we muſt caſt ourſelves on God's Mercy, in the Spirit and Will of Chriſt, and 
ariſe in Chriſt, in and with him, that God may juftify us from the Altar of Sin-Offering 
with Zaac, in Chriſt, which is the true Offering in the Figure of Jſaac. 
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24. It is not as Babel teaches: There muſt be an entire and ſincere Earneſtneſs, and 
not only a comforting, [and applying Promiſes of Conſolation, ] but we muſt with Abra- 
ham obey God, and then we put on Chriſt's Suffering and Death; and Chriſt's Death 
avails only in us. And here it is truly ſaid, Tou are ſaved by Grace in Chrift”s Merit : The 
Will of Self attains it not, but that which enters into Chriſt's Death and dies; it muſt 
come to the Death and Mortification of the own Self-Will : The Soul's Will muſt | 
be an utter e . to Sin in the Fleſh, viz, to the Luſt of the Fleſh; there Nr, To 


muſt be an oppoſite Enmity between them, elſe Chriſt's Death is not at all profitable — 1 
W profitable. 


25. And Moſes ſays, The Angel of the Lord called unto bim out of Heaven. and ſaid, Abra- Gen. xxii. 11. 
bam, Abrabam ! That is, when Man refigns up his Will wholly, and willingly deſires to 
obey the Voice of the Lord, having gen himſelf into Chriſt's Suffering, Death, and 
Reproach, that he now will in the Croſs and Suffering hold ſtill and ſtedfaſt to God un- 
der Chriſt's red Banner, then God calls Man with a double Voice, as here he did Abra- © Enfign. 
bam; where God ſaid to him, Abrabam, Abraham ! that is, he calls to him in his own * Twofold. 
Voice in bis Word, and alſo in the Voice of the human Eſſence ; that is, he opens to him 
the divine Hearing in himſelf, ſo that he hears God from without in his Word of his Ser- 
vants, and alſo from within in his own Life's Word, viz. in the ſenſual Voice, which was 
divided in Babel by the Children of Nimrod, and formed into the Spirits of Letters, 
where the mental Tongue was then compacted. Here it ariſes again in the uncompacted 
ſenſual Tongue, ſo that Man hears what the Lord ſpeaks in bim; of which Babel knows 
nothing, nor can know, nor will know, but climbs up continually in the compacted 
Tongue, on the Tower of Babel, into an Heaven of human Self-hood ; and it has pur 
Chriſt's Garment outwardly upon itſelf, but it has not the twofold Voice : Therefore alſo 
it does not hear when God calls Abrabam. 
26. And Abraham anſwered, Here I am. And be ſaid, Lay not thy Hand upon the Lad, Gen. xxii. 12. 
neither do thou any Thing unto him; for now I know that thou feareſt God, ſeeing thou baſt 
not ſpared thy only Son for my Sake. That is thus: When Man has wholly refigned up 
himſelf, viz. his own Will or Son, and put it wholly to the Mortification in Chriſt's 
Death, then the Nature of Man falls into Sadneſs ; for it has loſt its Right, [its own Law 
and Will;] then ſays the Spirit of God by the Soul, Do nothing to hy Nature, now I 
know that it is given up and reſigned to me; and the Soul has now ” an Aſſurance of ? Plerophory. 
Confidence in God, and is fully bold, even to leave the outward Life, for God's Sake, 
and give over its Will to God in Obedience; as here Mrabam had fully reſigned up his 
Will to God ; he would now do whatſoever God commanded him. 
27. And as Abrabam did not ſpare his Son, and would have given him up to Death, 
ſo alſo God did not ſpare his Son, and gave him to Death for us; and ſoſhould we alſo not 
ſpare even our own Will, but rather be willing to leave all whatſoever the own Will has- 
taken Poſſeſſion of, and delights in, and willingly die to all Temporals for God's Sake, 
let it be Principality, Dominion, or Kingdom, Temporal Honour, or Goods, or what- 
ſoever it may be that is our dearly beloved Son, all this a Chriſtian muſt give over, and 
reſign up in the Mind, and account and efteem himſelf only a Servant therein; yea, he 
mult eſteem his eut29ard Life not for bis own, but in his Mind depart from and forſake 
every Creature; and then he lies bound upon the Wood of the Altar of Burnt-Offerings, 
and waits for the Voice of God from Heaven, which calls to him, and becomes the Voice 
and Mouth of his Life; and this is truly, with Abraham, to believe God; where God be- 
lieves in Man: And then God ſays, Now I know that thou feareſt God, and putteſt thy 
Truſt in him alone, for the human Will finks into the moſt pure Being of God. 
28. And Abraham lifted up his Eyes, and looked, and Io! a Ram was bung in a Thicket by Gi, xi. , 30 
bis Horns: And he went, and took the Ram, and offered bim up for a Burnt-Offering in the 14. y

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know it; which will ſtick, with its pu 
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to this Day, Upon the Mount where the Lord ſeeih. This is the golden Figure, which ſhews, 
that the Killing, Death, and Dying, does not reach the true Man, but only the Ram 
with his Horns, which ſticks in the Fleſh and Blood in the Thorns of Sin: And it chiefly 


_ * Text, Soul's denotes that the true human Soul in Chriſt, and his Children, ſhall not die in this Burnt- 


Offering of God; but after it has reſigned up the Will of Self, then God opens its Eyes, 
that it ſees the Ram behind it, viz. it ſpies the Will of the wild evil Fleſh, and learns to 
| Ring Beaſt's Horns, in the thorny Thicket of the 
Devil, in Fleſh and Blood, viz. in the Deſire of the Vanity of the World in ſelf- ful Luſt: 
This the reſigned Soul ſees, and offers it up for a Burnt-Offering in the Sead of the 
true Nature; for the right Nature is delivered in this Burnt- Offering from the Ram of the 
Fleſh : The Horns are the Injections, Oppoſitions, and Aſſaults of the Devil; and the 
Thicker of Thorns is the Serpent's Eus, which the Luſt of Adam has introduced. 
29. Thus we muſt underſtand in this Figure, that the whole Man in Chriſt's Perſon 
ſhould not be given to the Anger of God, as if the Adamical Man ſhould be wholly con- 


5 ſumed and devoured by it; no, but the wild Ram only, the Eumity, the oppoſite Will, 


the Property of Apoſtacy and Rebellion; but the Life's Eſſence ſhould remain for ever: 
The ſame Adam, which God created to Paradiſe, the ſame ſhall remain eternally ; but 
the Diviſion, or diſſonant Diſunion of the Life's Forms, in that they are rent aſunder, 
and brought into the Property of Self-hood, whence Strife and Enmity are riſen in Man; 
I ſay, this evil Ram, viz. this introduced Infection, vain Deſire, and adverſe Will, muſt 
be offered up in Chriſt in the Fire of God's Anger : This was the Beaſt for the Burnt- 
Offering: The Lamb of God in Adam ſhall not be conſumed in the Fire, but it muſt 
only Sed its Blood; it muſt immerſe and ſink itſelf wholly with the human Nature into 
the One, viz. into the eternal Nothing, without all Nature; and then this Place is 


called Here the Lord ſeeth; that is, when the Ram is offered, then this Place is afterwards 


the Temple of God, where the Lord ſeeth. 

30. And the Spirit of Moſes ſpeaks e hereof, and ſays, Hence it is ſaid ſtill 
to this Day, Upon the Mount where the Lord ſeeth : The Mount is the Life's Nature, 
where the Lord has ſeen not only in Abrabam and Tſaac, but he ſees in Chriſt's Spirit, 
yet at this Day, upon this Mount, in the Children of God: When the Ram is offered 


- up, then the Spirit of God ſees through Nature, as the Sun ſhines through a Glaſs, or 


as a Fire thoroughly heats an Iron. | | 

31. Therefore a Man ought not to be fo fooliſh, as to torment his whole Life in his 
Repentance and Converſion, and to offer it up in the Fire of Death without God's Com- 
mand; but he muſt only ſacrifice the Sin, and Selt-Love of Vanity; he muſt offer up 
only the Ram, and not do any Violence or Miſchief to Nature; not ſtrike, whip, and 
beat it; or creep into a Corner, and ſuffer the Body to ſtarve for Hunger: No, he muſt 
not, out of his own *urpoſe, give the Image of God to Death; but the Ram he muſt ; 
he merits not any Thing by plaguing and torturing himſelf; for God has beſtowed his 
Heart to that End, to redeem us from Pain and Torment. 

32. When the Soul with the right Nature has tamed itſelf from the Ram of the Fleſh, 
then it muſt ſacrifice the Ram to the Death of Chriſt ; but it muſt remain ſtedfaſt in great 
Humility, in the Reſignation in God, and not any further afflict and rack itſelf, either with 
Doubts, or with any other external inflicted Tortures. It muſt alſo give Nature its 
neceſſary Nouriſhment, and not enfeeble and diſtemper itſelf; for it is the Temple and 
the Image of God: But it muſt daily and continually mortify the Ram in the Fleſh, viz. 
the ſelfiſh Laſt of the evil Fleſh, and the Will to the Self-hood of this World; and 
though the Fleſh be diſquieted, ſeeing it muſt forſake what it fain would have, yet the 


true Nature and the Soul muſt not give Heed to it. It muſt not allo tate Care for the 


Ls | ſake 
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Sake of the Fleſh, where that ſhould have its Maintenance, but commit it to God, and 
go on in his Calling as a Day - Labourer in the Service of his Lord and Maſter, and let 
God take Care for the Ram, and give it what he pleaſes. | 
33. And the Angel of the Lord called unto. Abraham out of Heaven the ſecond Time, and ſaid, Gen. xxii. 
By myſelf have 1 ſworn, ſaith the Lord, becauſe thou haſt done this Thing, and haſt not ſpared 15 = 19- 
thy only Son, that I will bleſs and multiply thy Seed as the Stars of the Heaven, and as the 
Sand that is upon the Sea. ſbore; and thy Seed ſhall poſſeſs the Gate of his Enemies; and through 
thy Seed ſhall all the Nations of the Earth be bleſſed; becauſe thou haſt obeyed my Voice. And 
ſo Abrabam returned to his young Men, and they roſe up and went together to Beer-ſhebag and 
dwelt there. This is now the Seal of Faith: When Man has wholly given himſelf up to 
God, then God ſwears to the Humanity by himſelf, that he will bleſs Man ; that his 
Life's Eſſence ſhall thenceforward ſpread forth itſelf in his Power, and grow to a great 
Tree of divine Eſſence in the Wiſdom, whoſe Fruit and Knowledge ſhall be infinite and 
innumerable ; as he ſwore to Abraham, that out of his Body, or Life's Eſſence, many Na- 
tions ſhould ariſe ; alſo how his Life's Eſſence ſhould poſſeſs the Gates of the Enemies, 
viz. of the Devil and Death'; as here he gives a full and pregnant Hint concerning Chriſt 
and his Chriſtendom, how they ſhould deſtroy the Devil's Kingdom, and break down is 
Gate in Man: This the Faith in God's Children is able to do. 
34. For as ſoon as the Judgment of the earthly Man has been held in the penitent 
Man, fo that the Soul rejects the Will of the evil Fleſh, viz. the Will of the animal Soul, 
and brings it into Judgment to the Condemnation of Death, and re/igns itſelf up wholly 
to God, then God ſwears in Chriſt Jeſus this Oath to the Soul, and ſets it to be a Prince 
over the Enemies, viz. over the proud and haughty Devils, even to judge them, and 
obtains full Power over them, . drives them out. | 
35. After theſe Things Moſes mentions how the Bleſſing of Abrabam ſpread forth it- 
ſelf, and he makes a Relation of his Brother Nabor, how Milcab bore to him eight Sons, 
from whom great Nations did ariſe, viz. the Ajyrians ; who indeed did not ſpring forth 
out of the Ens of Faith, viz. in the Line of Chriſt, as Abraham, but out of the natural 
Alam, upon whom alſo the Bleſſing of Alrabam did * light; for the Hiſtory is fo exactly Paſſed or 
deciphered, that a Man may ſee that God has not only choſen the natural Line of Chriſt, went. 
progeding from Abraham and Jaac, but alſo the Lines of Nature in the Adamical Tree, 
which he would alſo bring together, and manifeſt himſelf to them; and they who would 
believe in God ſhould be-engrafted into the Line of Chriſt ; that is, they who ſhould be 
_ of the divine Ens in the Voice of the Lord, whoſe Will ſhould direct itſelf to 
36. As we may fee again in this Figure, how God has not rejected the Kingdom of 
Nature in Man, but that he in Chriſt will deliver it out of the Anguiſh and Enmity ; 
and that a Man ſhovld and muſt continue in the Kingdom of Natures as Abrabem, when 
he had finiſhed his Offering, went with his Son and two young Men to Beer-ſbeba, and 
dwelt there; by which the Spirit in Meſes ſignifies, that when Abraham had performed 
this Calling in the Figure of Chriſt before the Lord, he returned again to his natural 
Affairs, viz. to the Doing of this World's Buſineſs ; he went to Beer-ſheba, that is, into 
the Toil and Labour, whereinto Adam has brought us, where a Child of God in the 
cloven and broken Nature, viz. in Beer-ſheba, muſt work in God, with teaching and 
Praying, and alſo in Nature, with the Labour of the Hand to maintain the outward Man, 
and follow the Wonders of the outward World in the formed Word, and help to form, 
manifeſt and bring them forth in Figure, to the Contemplation of the Wiſdom of God. 
37. Alſo hereby is hinted very clearly, that a Child of God, in this World's Exiſtence, 
does not ſtand daily and hourly in the Operation of the ſpiritual Figure, that his Spirir 


can ſee and know that [only] but alſo in the natural, where the Spirit of God goes alſo

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along working in the Work of Nature, and manifeſts itſelf in another Property in him; 
as it may be ſeen here in Abrabam, and in all the Saints; that God did ſometimes mani- 
feſt himſelf to them in the Figure of Chriſt, and ſometimes again in the _ and La- 
hour, in the Temptation and Contrariety of the Nature of the corrupt Adam; io that they 
have lived in Weakneſs and Infirmities, as all Adam's Children [have done and do.] 

38. And we ought to look upon and conſider this Figure concerning Abrabam, in all 
that the Spirit of Moſes and: E/dras has written down, as a Type of Chriſt and Adam; 
viz, of the Kingdom of Chriſt, and the Kingdom of Nature; that hereby God has re- 
preſented the Figure of Chriſt and his Chriſtendom, how he would again redeem and de- 
liver them from the great Toil and Labour. 

39. Wherewith allo the Kingdom of Darkneſs in the Pain and Torment is continually 
repreſented, and how the ſame does pant and reach after Man, and how Man ſtands here 
in this Life as in a Field, and grows; on whom ſometimes the Sun of divine Love does 
caſt a Glimpſe and ſhine, and ſometimes again God's Wrath and Anger; and how Man 
muſt be purged, tried, and purified: And the chiefeſt and moſt __— Point herein is 
this, that a Man muſt give up and refgn himſelf to God, in Faith and full Aſſurance, 
and hold till to him, and let him work in him as he pleaſes ; and how alſo he muſt learn 
to bend and bow his own Nature, and lead it towards God, that in all Things it may 


deſire to be God's Inſtrument and Servant, and defire and will to work nothing but what 


belongs to the divine Manifeſtation in the Wonders of Nature, for the Contemplation 
of God's Wiſdom ; and on the contrary, it muſt rzgje# the own Will of the Devil, and 


all Deſire to Self-hood. 


40. And we ſhould not look upon the written Hiſtory of Moſes concerning the Pa- 
triarchs ſo blindly, as the Jews and Babel do; as if they were only a mere Hiſtory : No; 
the ſame is not only full of the Types of Chriſt and Adam, viz. bf the old and new 
Man, but there are alſo ſecret and myſterious Intimations, and Prophecies concerning the 
hidden ſpiritual World, ſhewing what ſhall be after this Time. 

41. Reaſon muſt know, that the Spirit of God has not laboured in the Work only to 
ſet forth the Hiſtories of the Ancients, which for the moſt Part ſeem but ſimple and 
childlike : No; they are ſet forth for a Type and Information. 

42. The Spirit of God has repreſented the greateſt Wonders therein, which he would 

accompliſh in Man, and that in a plain, ſimple, and childlike Manner, that ſo the Pride 

2 — e. and the Subtlety or Wiſdom of Reaſon, might be confounded and made 
iſh thereby. 

43. For we muſt know, that the greateſt Power and Virtue, together with the Won- 
ders, lie in the Humility and Lowlineſs; and how God is ſo near to all Things, and yet 
nothing apprehends him, unleſs it ſtands ſtill unto him, and gives up the own Wil; 


and then he works through all; as the Sun does through the whole World. 
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The Forty-ninth Chapter. 


Of the Death of Sarah, and the hereditary Sepulchre of Abraham : 
What is under ſtood, and fignified thereby. 


HE Spirit in Moſes has ſet before him the whole Figure of Man by Cen. xxiii. 
Ate Abraham, ſhewing what his Condition ſhould be in bis World, and 
T what hereafter ſhould become of him; for after he had firſt ſpoke of 
the Beginning, viz. of the Stock of the human Tree, ſhewing whence 
it did ſpring, he afterwards declares its Boughs and Branches, toge- 
* ther with its Power and Virtue, and mentions how this Tree is cor- 
rupted in its Power and Eſſence; and that God has beſtowed the 
higheft Tin&ure upon it, to tincture it again, and renew it; and how the Poiſon in the 
Eifence of the Tree is to be reſiſted. 

2. Here he does now very wonderfully ſignify, how this Tree has ſtood in the corrupt 
Property in a ſtrange Field, and rooted itſelf with the Root into a ſtrange or alienate 
Ownhood, wherein the Root was not native; and how the Root of the human Tree muſt 
forſake the ſtrange Field, together with the ſtrange introduced Eſſence, and wholly give 
itſelf freely out of its Life's Will and Deſire. | 

3. Hereby alſo is ſignified, how the Place whence the human Root did ſpring is be- 
tween the holy ſpiritual World and this earthly corrupt World; and that Man's Propriety, 
from whence he is ſprung, ſtands in a double Cave, viz. in two Principles; and how he Our has 
muſt be buried in this twofold Pit, as a Kernel which is ſown into the Ground; and it, The Cave 
how alſo. [this Cave of Machpelab] this twofold Pit, is Man's Propriety, of which Eſſence Y 3 
or Subſtance he himſelf is eſſentially. bere in the 

4. The Figure of this we ſee here in Abrabam, that when he converſed in this out- German Ver- 
ward World, he poſſeſſed upon the Earth no Land of his own, but went from one Place „ oo” 
to another, and was every where a Stranger; but when his Sarab died, then he would bie Care. dr d 
have a Burying-place for a certain Poſſeſſion for his Wife, for himſelf alſo, and his Chil- twofold Pit. 
drenz and moreover he would not have it for nothing, but buy it: All which is a very 
wonderful Typification, and not only a bare Hiſtory, as the Jets have held it to be, be- 
fore whoſe Eyes the Veil of Moſes is hung, but we will here alſo ſet forth the inward Fi- 
gure with the outward, and ſee what the Spirit in Moſes does here ſignify. 

5. Moſes ſays, Sarah died at Hebron in the * Head-City in the Land of Canaan : This may Gen. xxiii. 2. 
very well thus be, but the Spirit has his Figure under it; for he looks upon the Center, Our Tex:, 
where the Death of the Saints is, and where the true Man muſt die; as namely in the £iriach-arte. 
Head-City Hebron; that is, in the formed Word, where he has introduced the Ownhood, 
and ſelfiſh Luſt, into the formed Word of his Life's Property, and ſer himſelf up into a 
ſelf· ful Dominion and Regimen, as into an Head-City, where the Self-will has framed, 
and contrived to itſelf a City, or Propriety, in the formed Word, and built it up for its own 
peculiar Land of Poſſeſſion ; where he indeed ſuppoſes he is a God, or ſomething of his 
own, that he may do with and how he pleaſes ; now this Self-will muſt die in the Head- 

City, viz. in the formed Ens of the Word in its Center, viz. in the City of its Self- boad. 

6. And this City Hebron lies over-againſt Mamre ; viz. between the eternal and tempo- 

ral Nature; where [the Cave of Machpelah] the twofold Pit is, viz. the Kingdom of 


God and of Nature; for in this twofold Pit Abraham would bury his Sarab, and have 
the Pit for his own, , 
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7. That is to ſay, when the Children of the Saints in H. bien, viz. in the City of by. 
man Self-Propriety, die to the ſelf-· ful outward natural Lite, or Seli-hood, then the true 


reſigned Life will no longer ſtand in a ſtrange Field, or ſtrange Eſſence, but in its own, 


from whence it is originally riſen : But ſeeing it has loſt this ſame Life's Field in Adam, 
and rooted itſelf into a ſtrange Field, viz. into the Serpent's Field of Falſbood, the Life 
cannot take to itſelf again, of due Right, the firſt true Field; but it muſt buy it : This 
is even the Figure; that Chriſt has bought it for his Blood of the heavenly Eſſentiality, 
for the holy Tin&ure ; underſtand [he has thus purchaſed it] of the eternal Nature, 
wherein God's Anger, viz. the Wrath of God in the Center of Nature, was manifeſt, 
and had devoured this Field in the human Property into itſelf as its own; for out of the 
Center of Nature the Word of the human Property was brought into a Formation; this 
the Children of Self had taken into Poſſeſſion; therefore ſays the Spirit, the Children of 


Heth had this Field for their own Poſſeſſion. | 


8. This ſignifies, that God's Children muſt wholly forſake the Nature-Right in this 


Field of the formed Life or Word; for they have loſt the natural Right in it; but in 


Chrift they muſt buy it again of the Father of Nature; they muſt take Chriſt for their 


. Ranſom, and give the Father four hundred Shekels of Silver for the ſame; and theſe are 


the four Centers in the ſpiritual Body's Property, which are born in the holy Tincture, 
072. in Chriſt's Property. 

9. The firſt Shekel is the true magical Fire ; the ſecond is the Light, or Love-Dejre, 
the third is the holy Sound of the mental Tongue; the fourth is the formed or concerved 
Ens out of the other Properties, where the holy Life is formed, and ſtands in an Eſſence: 
This is the pure Silver without any Spot or Foulneſs, under which the Spirit of Me/cs 


points out, that Abraham in Chriſt has given to the Children of Heth, viz. to Ephron ; 


underſtand to the Father, or the Father's Property, {for his Cave of Machpelah} for his

twofold Pit, viz. for the Center of the Father's Nature according to Eternity, and for 
the Center of the temporal Nature; in both which the divine ? Lubet has brought itſelf 
out of the Property of both Centers into an Eus, and into the Creature of the Hu- 
manity ; which human Creature has broken itſelf off from the univerſal Being, and put 
itſelf into a Selfiſhneſs ; therefore it muſt be again rooted into the univerſal ; for which 
End it muſt be tinctured with the moſt boly Eus, and engrafted ; which the Spirit does 
here compare to pure Silver, and fo fecretly intimates in the Figure. 

10. When Abraham converſed upon the Earth, he defired to buy no Field for his own 
Poſſeſſion; but now when he was to bury his Sarah, he would have the Sepulchre here- 
ditary, and peculiar ; and bowed himſelf before the Children of the Land, and entrezted 
them for it; whereas they would freely have given him the Field, and bowed themſclves 
before him alſo; but the Spirit in Moſes has its Figure here: For he has repreſented Mz 
to him in a very perfect Model; for which Cauſe alſo he plays in the Proceſs in the Fi- 
gure ; ſhewing that the Children which belong to Chriſt muſt bow themſelves before God 
the Father, from whom all Beings originally come; defiring that he would % to them

11. And that the Children of Heth and Ephron would freely give it to Abraham, and 


yet at laſt, upon the Deſire of Abraham, took Money for the ſame, it intimates to us, 
that God the Father has indeed freely given us the Kingdom of Grace; for he gave 
it freely to Chriſt his Son, in our Humanity; but Chriſt would have it for a natural due 
Right ; therefore he offers his Humility to his Father, that he would be pleaſed to rake 
his Payment for it, viz. his human Property, of him; as here Abraham did in Chriſt's 
Figure; although he could have taken the Field, yet he would not; for the Cave of 
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Machpelab ſhould not be taken, but dearly purchaſed with the moſt precious Subſtance ; 
God took the Earneſt or Ranſom of Chriſt, for his * Cave of Machpelab, for Payment; Twoſold - 
therefore Mrabam mult ſtand in Chriſt's Figure; for the Body muſt be buried in the Pit.

12. For Moſes ſays, Hebron is fituate in the Land of Canaan, which God promiſed to Gee. xxiii. 2.

City of God, which pa hereafter be manifeſt ; wherein Hebron lies, viz. the Head-City 
of the Land 3 whereby externally the outward World with its Figure is ſet forth, and 
internally the holy eternal Land of Cangen. . | 

13: And we ſce very clearly what the Spirit of Maſes means in its Figure; for firſt it 
repreſents by {/aac Chriſt's Figure with his Offering and Death; and preſently thereupon 
it ſets forth alſo Man's own Death, and where Man muſt die, namely, in his City Hebron, 
the City of human Self; and whereinto he muſt be buried and put, namely, into the 
twofold Pit; viz, into the Kingdom of God and this World; and it is therefore called a 
twofold Cave, becauſe there are two Manſions, viz. a twofold Life in two Principles, 
whence. Man did originally ariſe : But if he be buried in the Will of his Self-hood in the 
Serpent's Du ſire, then he does not reach this twofold Cave; and though he ſhould be 
therein, yet he lives only in the apoſtate Eſſence in. the Self-: hood of the Devil, viz. in 
the introduced Serpent's Exs in the dark World's Property, which is manifeſt and. pre: 
dominant in the Serpent's Ens. | 

14. The chiefeſt Part in this Figure is, that the Spirit of Moſes points at the twofold 
Life; how this World has a /wofold Life and Eſſence, which he intimates by the twofold 
Cave, wherein Abraham would have his Burying-Place, to ſignify that his twofold Huma- 
nity, viæ. one out of the divine Eus, out of the Eternity and beavenly ſpiritual Eſſentiality, 
and the other which is out of the Time, even out of this Horld's Eſſence and Subſtance, 
ſhould be buried and put into an eternal Sepulchre ; where the Subſtance of the twofold 
Body ſhall he in its original Mother, and leave the own Will in this eternal Grave in 
Death, that ſo the Spirit of God might alone live, rule, and will, in the Spirit of the 
Creature, viz. in the Soul, and the Life of Man might be only his Inſtrument, where- 
with he might work, and will, how and what he pleajes. 

15. For ſo it mult be, that the human Will might be brought again into the only Will 
of the Deity and Eternity ; for it was, in the Beginning, when God breathed the Soul 
into the Fleſh, in the eternal living Word, and God's Spirit formed jt into a Likeneſs e 5.2. i. 
of the Deity, viz. into a creeiurely Soul; which Soul had turned itſelf away from the 
only eternal Word of God into a Self-hood, that ſo it might be manifeſt in Evil and 
Good, and rule in the Diſſimilitude or Diſtemperature. | 

16. This Diſſimilitude or Diſtemperature ſhould be buried or put again into the Like- 
neſs or Temperature, viz. into the Eſſence out of which the Soul and Body did ariſe; 
that 1s, each Efſence's Property ſhould return again into its Mother ; and the Mother is. 
a twofold Cave, viz. the z#ward ſpiritual and divine Kingdom, and the outward viſible, 
ann Le Kingdom of the external World, wherein Abraham would have his Bu- 
rying- e. g f 

17. For the outward Kingdom remains for ever; for it is produced out of the eternal, 
as a Model, Repreſentation, or viſible Image of the intard ſpiritual Kingdom; but the 
Dominion in the Stars and four Elements do not remain for ever in ſuch Self-bood or Pro- 
| priety, but only one Element, wherein the four are underſtood, but in equal Accord and:

— 1 5 in Moſes, who has thus noted down this Figure, has his ſecret and myſterious Meanings 
1 1 f Genefs, couched herein, and plays with the whole written Hiſtory of the f firſt Book of Moſes, 
| | as with a moſt pleaſant Interlude, and points continually, by the outward Ad of the ex- 
Hh ternal Man, at the ſpiritual Figure of the ſpiritual eternal Man in the Kingdom of Chriſt, 
nn 2. The Servant muſt ſwear an Oath to Abrabam, that he would take a Wife to his Son 
out of his Family, Stock, and Kindred: Why did Abrabam lay an Oath upon him, 
whereas the Servant muſt obey his Maſter «without taking an Oath, and Jſaac would not 
have taken a Wife contrary to his Father's Mind and Will? The Spirit of Moſes looks 
here into the internal Figure. Iſaac ſtands here in the Figure of Chrift; and Abraham's 
Servant ſtands in the Figure of Nature; and the Canaanites ſtand in the Figure of the in- 
troduced Serpent's Ens, out of which the rebellious, ſelfiſh Will of Man's Self-hood is 
riſen, *viz. in the Figure of the beftial Man, which ſhall not inherit the Kingdom of God: 
Theſe three the Spirit of Moſes does ſet before him in the Type, and thereby points at 
the true Man which ſhall ſubſiſt eternally. | 


The inward Figure is thus : 


3. Abrabam requires his Servant, who was the chief in his whole Family. Abraham 
here denotes God the Father, and the Servant, by whom he governs, denotes Nature: 
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Nature muſt here in its Might and Strength /twear to God, that is, deeply engage and 
eſſentially bind itſelf, that it will not take to Jaac, that is, to the Chriſtians, viz. to 
God's Children, a Wife, that is, a Matrix of the Canaanites, viz. of the Serpent's Ens, 
or aſſociate with it to the Propagation of the Serpent's Ens; that it will not aſſume the 
Poiſon of the dark World's Property to it, viz. the Canaanitiſh Property, and introduce 
it into the Children of Chriſt for their Wife, viz. into the Tincture of Venus, which is 
the true female Matrix in Men and Women; but that it will join the true Adamical Man, 
which God had created in his Image (viz. the true human Effence proceeding from the 
firſt original Tree out of the firſt Root, viz. from Abraham's Stock, who denotes Adam) 
to the Ens of Chriſt, viz. to the true Jſaac in the Children of Chriſt. 

4. Underſtand thus: Adam has introduced into our Fleſh and Soul the Ens of the Ser- 

nt and the Devil, which Nature has taken into Soul and Body, and has begotten and 

rought forth therein a ſelfiſh rebellious Will, which is diſobedient to God. 

5. But now ſeeing that God had again introduced the holy Ens of his holy Word into 
Iſaac, which Abrabam apprehended in the Deſire of Faith, and repreſented the ſame here 
in 1/aac, with a new Twig ſpringing forth out of the corrupt Tree of the human Pro- 
perty, and born-out of Chriſt's 5 thereupon Nature, viz. God's Officer, muſt here 
deeply engage itſelf to God, and ſwear, that it will no more take the Serpent's Ens for a 
Wife, viz. for its beloved Companion and Yoke-fellow ; underſtand that it will not take 
its Conſort out of the poiſonful, ſerpentine Property of the introduced Iniquity of the 
adverſe oppoſite Will; but God's Officer, viz. Nature, muſt take Eſſence and Subſtance 
out of + ted true Climate, where Abraham's Home was, in Adam, viz. out of the 
right human Eſſence, and bring the ſame to Tſaac, viz. to Chriſt's Members in their 
heavenly ſpiritual holy Ens of Faith, as a ſpiritual Woman, with whom the true Man 
takes Delight in himſelf with the heavenly Matrix, in pure Deſire of Love, and loves 
his own Nature in God's Love, and not in the Canaauitiſb, ſelfiſh Serpent's Ens, in the 
apoſtate, rebellious, ungodly Will; that ſo the New-Birth might be holy in its Virginity, 
as to the inward Man, 

6. For Man in his Eſſence or Being ſtands in a twofold Eſſence, viz. in the natural, 
and ſupernatural; in the divine Ens of the formed Word, and in the natural Ens of the 
Center of Nature in the Fiat, viz. in the divine Deſire; in which Deſire Nature, and 
the bright-burning World, take their Original, which bright flaming Nature ſhould not 
any more take the falſe Luſt of the Bheſtial Serpent's Property into itſelf; of which the 
Spirit here does propheſy in the inward Figure. | 

7. And Abrabam's Servant ſaid, How, if the Woman will not follow me, ſpall I bring thy Gen. xxiv. 5. 
Son again unto the Land from whence thou cameſt ? The Meaning hereof in the inward Un- 
derſtanding is this: Nature ſpeaks to God, and ſays, How, if the right human Ens will 
not follow me, ſeeing it has a cleaving Affection to the Serpent's Poiſon, ſhall I then 
bring thy Son, viz. the holy heavenly Eus, again into the Land, viz. into the Place from 
whence 1t came, along with me ? That is, when God entruſts the Officer of Nature with 
his holy Eus, to bring the ſame into the human Property, and to take the human Ens 
for a Wife of the heavenly Man, then ſays Nature, viz. God's Officer, How then, if the 
Woman (underſtand the human Ens) will not follow me and come with this Jaac, that 
is, with the Eus of Chriſt, into the true human Land, viz, into the true Adamical Para- 
diſical Tree, ſhall I bring thy Son again, viz. thy holy Eus, into the Place of God? 

8. And Abraham ſaid, Beware thou, that thou doſt not bring my Son thither again: The Cen. xxiv. 
Lord God of Heaven which took me from my Father's Houſe, and from the Land of my Min- 6—9. 
dred; and that ſpoke unto me, and did fwear alſo unto me, ſaying, Unto thy Seed I will give 
this Land; be ſhall ſend bis Angel before thee, and thou ſhalt there take a Wife unto my Son. 


But if the Woman will not follow thee, then thou art clear from the Oath ; only bring not my- 
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Son thither again. And then the Servant put bis Hand under the" 7. bigh of Abraham Bis 


| Maſter, and ſwore unto bim concerning this Matter. | 


9. The inward Meaning is thus: God ſays to his Officer Nature, Take Care that 
thou doſt not go according to thy Reajon, and conceive another Will, and bring my hely 
us again thither from whence it is come, for it muſt dwell in Man. The God of Hea- 
ven, who has taken the human Ens from the eternal Word, from his eternal native Coun- 
try, which is the Hoſe of the eternal Father, who has promifed Man the Land of Canaan 
according to the Paradiſical Property, and moreover has ſwore to him he ſhall fend his 
Angel before thee, that fo thou mayeſt take a Wife unto my Son there, even where the 
Angel, viz. the divine Will, ſhall guide and direct thee; that is, when God will betroth 
and bind himſelf with his Word and Power in his Children, with an eternal Marriage, 
then he ſends his Angel before, viz. his Will, into the human Ens, that the ſame does 
convert and turn itſelf to God. | men 

10. The Nature of the Mind muſt not in its Will of Reaſon take upon it to be Lord 
and Maſter, and doubt at what God will do, when the Office or Charge of a Servant is 
laid upon it; it muſt not make itſelf its Looking-glaſs, and doubt, when it fees that the 

Soul hes captivated in the Ens of the Serpent; it muſt not think with itſelf, I ſhall not 
here arrive with a proſperous Succeſs with my divine Meſſage, but it muſt leave that to 
God, and diſcharge its Meffage according to God's Command, and commit it to God, 
how he will bring the Woman, ' viz. the human Spirit, and betroth and join it with the 
Son Jſaac, that is, with Chriſt in the divine Ens. 

11. But if the Woman will not follow thee, then thou art clear of the Oath ; that is, if 
the human Will, when I ſend my Will before thee in Man, will not follow thee, then the 
Meſſenger, viz. God's Officer, with the Heaven's Ens which is ſent, is clear; only bring 
not my Son thither again; that is, bring not the heavenly Ens again into that Eſſence 
out of which it is come, but fand ſtill therewith, and hear whereunto God ſhall direct 
and incline thee: For the Rain from Heaven ſhall not aſcend up again empty without 
Fruit, ſo likewiſe God's Word and Command ſhall not return Home empty, but work and 
bring forth Fruit in its formed Wiſdom. 

12. If one Man will not, then the ſame Word falls upon another which is capable of 
it: Therefore Nature, viz. the Meſſenger, Officer, Advocate, or Petitioner of the hea- 
venly Meffage, muſt not bring the Word with the divine hns back again into that Place, 
viz. into the inward divine Voice; for what God once ſpeaks forth by his Word in Power, 
that ſhall and muſt ſtand in a divine Form, to the divine Contemplation : Nature muſt 


go forward, as a Meſſenger muſt go on his Way, and declare that the Lord has given

Jaac all bis Goods; that is, he has given to Chriſt all his Goods, and defires now a 
Wife, viz. Man, who ſhould give himſelf in Marriage with T/aac in Chriſt. 

13. And the Servant laid his Hand under the Thigh of Abraham his Maſter, and fwore to 
him concerning this Matter: That is, when God put his holy Word wich the heavenly Ens 
or Effence, viz. with the formed Wiſdom, into the natural Ens of Mary, as into God's 
Servant, and God and Man became. one Perſon, then the human Nature ſwore under the 
Thigh of the Father's eternal Nature to God, that it would obey God, and henceforward 
go forth, and ſeek the human Wife, and marry it to the divine Ens: All which is to be 
underſtood in Chriſt's Perſon, who in his aſſumed Humanity, as Abraham's, or God his 
Father's Servant, in the natural Property, ſhould go forth with his Word, and ſeek this 
Woman, viz. his Brid and Spouſe, which the Angel of the Lord, viz, God's Will, 
ſhould bring to him. | | | 

14. And the Servant 100k ten Camels of the Camels of bis Maſter, and departed, and had 
with bim all Sorts of bis Maſter's Goods; and be aroſe and went to Meſopotamia, the City of 
Nabor. Here now the Spitit looks upon the Proceſs of God, and intimates how God 
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ſent his Angel, or Meſſenger Gabriel, with the Voice of Nature to the human Nature 
in Nabor, viz. to Adam's Nature in the Ens of Mary; in which Voice the living holy 
Word was hidden with the heavenly living Ens; and gave alſo the Father's Nature Ten 
Camels; that is, the? Ten Forms of the three Principles to the natural and fupernatural - Ten Forms. 
Fire-Life, viz. * Seven Forms of the Center of Nature, and Three Forms of the three Seven Forms. 
Diſtinctions of the Principles; all which are God's Camels, whereby he bears and carries Three Forms. 
all Things. 

15. And the Goods of the Lord are the formed Wiſdom of the great Wonders and 
Powers: All theſe God's Officer took along with him when he had the divine Word in 
himſelf, and introduced the ſame into the human natural Eus, even into the Eus of Mary, 
or awakened, opened, or manifeſted the ſame therein, according as. a Man might ex- 

reſs the great Deeds and Works of God; whereas indeed the outward, compacted, 

bound-up, ſenſual Tongue, cannot give Words ſufficient enough to the deep mental Un- 
derſtanding. | | 

16. F * the Spirit of Moſes takes the Angel's Meſſage along with Jaac's Figure, 
and plays externally in the Figure with 1/aac — Rebecca, as Chriſt's Figure; and in- 
wardly he plays with Mary, as Adam's Eſſence, and with Chriſt's, as the Virgin- like di- 
vine Ens. 

17. And the Spirit of Moſes ſays further, And the Servant made the Camels to kneel down Ges. xxiv. 11. 
without the City, by a Well of Water at Evening Time, even about the Time that Women uſe 
to go out to draw Water : This ſignifies and notes internally, how the Myſtery. of the 
Nature of the three Principles, being the Bearers or Carriers of the formed Wiſdom of 
God, has laid itſelf down by the divine Fountain without the City; the City denotes 
the hidden Myſteries of the divine holy Ens of the formed Wiſdom ; about which the 
Nature * of the three Principles has laid itſelf ; for Nature is external, and a Carrier of *Or the three 
the Myſteries of God: It lies by the Well-ſpring of God, viz. by the Birth of the holy Nane“ of 

rinity. 


The outward Figure is thus explained: 


18. At Evening, that is, in the laſt Days of the World, or towards the Evening Time 
in Man, when the eternal Night draws near, then God brings his Bearer, viz. the Will Or Carrier. 
of the Father's Nature, which lies down by the Fountain of the divine Property in Man, 
and will there give his Camels, viz. his Will, Drink; like as towards the Evening, that 
is, in the laſt Time, he laid his Will to the human Nature in the Ens of Mary, by the 
true Well-ſpring of the Covenant, and there gave the human Nature Drink. 

19. And as the Servant of Abraham, ſtanding by the Well of Water in Meſopotamia, 
did purpoſe and endeavour to fulfil his Maſter's Will, and yet did not look upon him- 
ſelf [and caſt about in his Reaſon] how it ſhould be, but commended his Cauſe to God, 
to do as he would pleaſe, and only fer a Lot before him, that he might fee what Way 1 
God would lead and direct him; even fo alſo does the Spirit of Meſes here play in the " 
Figure of Chriſt ; for Nature in the Ens or Seed of Mary was the Servant of God, which : 
pitched down before the Ent of the Covenant, as an Inſtrument of God, and gave God 
the Honour, and committed it to him, how he would bring it to the holy Virginity in 
the holy Eus of the Covenant in Mary; as here Abrabam's Servant commended it to 
God, when he came before the Fountain, how he would lead him, and whither, or what 
he ſhould do, that God might bring him to the true Virgin, whom God would give 
his Maſter's Son. 

20. So likewiſe it was not effeFed by and from the Purpoſe, Underſtanding, or Power 
of Nature, that Nature was brought to the holy Ens in the Covenant, and married the 
divine 1 in the Ens of the Word of God; Nature underſtood nothing of it, how it 
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ſhould be brought to paſs, or what it ſhould do to purchaſe or accompliſh the ſame ; it 
knew not the holy Virginity in the Covenant ; but when God's Command did found or 
ſpeak to it, by the Angel Gabriel, then it gave God the Honour, and committed to him 
what he would do and work through it, that God might eſpouſe it to the Virgin of Wiſ⸗ 
dom; as here Abraham's Servants prayed to God, that he would bring the right Virgin, 
which God had choſen for him, to the Fountain of Water. 

21. For, by the Well of God, Nature ſhall know what Kind of Virgin ſhall come and 
give the Camels, or the Bearer Nature, Drink; as Rebecca came forth by God's Inſti- 
gation, and gave the Camels of Abrabam's Servants Drink, fo likewiſe the divine Virginity, 
in the Eus of Mary, came and gave the Eſſence in the Seed of Mary, and took the hu- 
man Nature for a Spouſe and Conſort. | | 

22. And the human Nature in the Covenant, in the Seed of Abraham, in his Ens of 
Faith (when he apprehended the Word of Promiſe in the Faith, which was his Righteouſ- 
neſs) had the fair golden Forehead Jewel in itſelf, and the two Bracelets, which it hung 
on the Word of God, which moved itſelf in the Angel's Meſſage in Mary, where then 
the Ens of Faith was eſpouſed or married with the now-moving Voice ; which Motion 
beſet, and embraced Nature; as here Abraham's Servant, when he ſaw that God had 
brought to him the true Virgin, he drew forth the Free Gift of his Maſter Abraham, and 
hung it on the Virgin. 

23. Thus alſo Nature, in the Covenant, in the Seed of Mary, put the fair Jewel, which 


God promiſed Adam in Paradiſe, and opened in Abrabam, which Mrabam apprehended in 


the Spirit and Faith, «pon the Voice of God, viz. on the living, moving Word of God, 
which ſounded in the Angel's Meffage, in Abraham's Ens of Faith; and herewith alſo 


itſelf. 


24. For Abrabam had laid hold of the Word of the Covenant in Faith, ſo that it was 


formed into an Eus, but not wholly into the Humanity; and this Ens was the fair Jewel, 


which Nature bore as a hidden Treaſure in itſelf, till the Limit of the Covenant, even to- 
wards the Evening of the World, and then God's living Voice ſounded into Nature, in 
the Seed of the Woman ; and ſo Nature, viz. God's Servant, gave forth the hidden Pearl, 
and hung it on the Forehead of the Virgin-like Love of Jeſus, which was moved in the 
Angel's Meſſage, and came now to the Fountain to draw forth the ſbut-up Virginity in 


Man from the divine Exs; and there it obtained its Bridegroom, viz. the Soul of Man, 


Gen. xxiv. 14. 


with the Father's Jewels, and great Goods: With this, the Spirit of Moſes does here 
play, and hold forth a ſecret Intimation under the outward Act. 

25. Abraham's Servant made him a Lot, to know the Virgin by, which was this, She 
that ſhould come and give him, and all bis Servants and Camels, Drink, ſhe ſhould be the 
right one: Thus allo God has planted this Lot, and put it into the Nature of the Soul, 
and the right Humanity, that the Virgin, which ſhould refreſh the Soul with the true 
Humanity out of God's Love-Fountain, the ſame the Soul ſhould deſire for its eternal 
Spouſe. | 
peu As it came to paſs in Mary; when the Angel greeted her, he refreſhed the Soul, and 
alſo her Seed of the Soul's Nature proceeding from the Woman's Tincture, whereby this 
Soul's Eſſence brought its Deſire towards the ſweet Spring-water of the Fountain of Jeſus, 
and drank of this Water of the Love of Jeſus, whereby, and wherein, it was married to 
the ſweet Love of Jeſus, in JEHOVA ; fo that in this Seed of Mary, in the Limit of 
the Covenant, a manly Virgin of God was conceived, which is Chriſt Jefas in our Huma- 
nity z and in the divine Ens, in the Power of the Word of God, a formed God, accord- 
ing to the Creature; but according to the divine Voice, God all in all; underſtand a 
formed God, according to the human Property, viz. a viſible Image of the Deity, and 
therein the whole inviſible, immenſe God in Trinity in Eſſence, | 


Chap. 50. Of Abraham's providing a Wife for his Son Iſaac. 
27. This whole Figure ſtands in the Proceſs of the New-Birth, and ſhews how it 


ſhould come to paſs ; for Abrabam in his Faith ſtands in the Figure of Adam, viz, in God 


the Father's Figure, who created him in his very Image and Likeneſs; and Jſaac his Son 
ſtands in the Figure of the Humanity of Chriſt, viz. in the Son's Figure. 


28. God the Father has given all his Goods, underſtand; of the formed Word, vz. 


all created and procreated Beings, in the Place of this World, to his San, who manifeſted 


himſelf in the divine Image of the Humanity; even as Abrabam gave all bis Goods to 1jaac, 
who was the Type of Chriſt, 


29. And as Abrabam would take a Wife to his Son 1/aac of his Kindred, and ſent out 


his chief Officer to take a Wife to his Son, and yet did not before-hand name the ſame to 
him, and tell him who ſhe ſhould be, but bade him go only to his Father's Houſe, and to 
his Kindred, and ſee what Woman God would bring to him for his Son Jſaac to take; fo 
likewiſe God has ſent his Officer (who ruleth chief in his whole Houſe, that is Domi- 
nion, which is the Voice of his revealed Word) into the World, to the right Adamice! 
Man, and not to the Canaanitiſb Serpent's Ens; but to the diſappeared Virgin-like Image 
of God, and to the living Soul, which is of God the Father's Houſe, that 1s, his Pro- 
rty z and looks out for a Virgin, for a Wife to his Son Jeſus Chriſt, viz. he wooes 
for the heavenly Virginity in Man, which diſappeared in Adam; for this Virgin God's 
Officer of Nature does woo, by his Servants, whom he ſends forth, and bids them make 
Suit for this Virginity, for a Wife to his Son, and join it with him in iage. 
30. And as Abraham did not name before -hand the Virgin to his Officer, but com- 
manded him to go to his Father's Houſe, and there look up unto God, and ſee where 
he ſhould bid him make Suit, and take that Virgin which God ſhould chooſe, and bring 
to him; ſo likewiſe God has ſent his Officer, viz. his holy Word by his Servants, into the 
World to the true Man, not to the Serpent-Beaſts ; for theſe bear not God's Word, they 
have no' Hearing in them thereto; like as the Canaanites in the Serpent's Exs were even 
2275 ow and half dead as to the divine Hearing, by Reaſon of their Iniquity and 
Se * f . 

31. And he cauſes his Servants, viz. Officers, to it down by the Fountain of his holy 
Word, with Command, that they ſhould, in their Office and Charge committed to them, 
call upon God, and pray, and teach his Word, til God draws the Virgin's Heart, and 
__ her to the Fountain of his Word, to draw Water out of the Well-ſpring of God's 

ord. | 

32. And when this Virgin, underſtand the inward divine Image, which was obſcured 
in Adam, draws Water in the Fountain of the divine Word, then the Officer, 4braham's 
Servant, viz. the Father's Mill, ſpeaks in the Soul, ſaying, Give me to drink of thy ſweet 
Water of the eternal Virginity; and the precious Virgin ſays to the Will of God, Drink, my 
Lord: I will alſo draw {| Water] for thy Camels; underſtand by the Camels the Eſences of 
the human Nature proceeding from the Father's Property, and by the Virgin underſtand 
the Nature and Property of the Light in the Love; viz. the Eſſence of the divine Eus of 
the angelical World, which diſappeared in Adam, and now comes again to draw Water 
for its Bridegroom the Soul. 

33. And now, when the Officer (viz. God's Will) with his Camels, viz. the Eſſences 
of Nature, is refreſhed with Drink by the Virgin, then the Will ſent forth of the Father, 
in the Eſſence of Nature, gives Thanks to the true Deity, that God has brought this 
Virgin unto him, that he ſhould take this Virgin of the Love and Humanity of Jeſus 
Chriſt for a Wife. 

34. And immediately the Will of God the Father takes the precious Jewels (which 
God did incorporate into Adam's Soul, even into the Light of his Life, in Paradiſe, with 
the precious Name Jeſus; yea, which Jewels were incorporated in the Center of the 
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Eob. i. 4. Soul before the Foundation of the World was laid, which have been wholly hidden to the 
Note.

Half a She- 35. This golden Jewel [or Ear-ring] of ' balf a Shekel Weight is the new heavenly 
I. „ ini. Eſſentiality, which came down or proceeded from Heaven; as Chriſt ſaid, * That be was 
come from Heaven; there he means the Eu, proceeding or coming from thence, which 
was the half- holy Humanity, viz. the holy Ens in the Word, which did unite itſelf to 
the diſappeared heavenly Ens in the Humanity; ſo that this golden Jewel of half a Shekel 
Weight belongs to the divine Sound or Word, which comes into the Humanity, and is

36. And now when the Marriage is celebrated, and the Virgin-like Ens betrothed to 
3 this holy Ent, ſo that the Virginity receives this Jewel offered unto it, then it is a * evbo/e 
9 Shekel of Gold; half of the Deity, and half of the Humanity... 
37. And the two Bracelets, which Abrabam's Servants, viz. the Will of the Father in 
*TenShekels. the Soul's Nature, puts on the Virgin, which are of * Ten Shekels Weight of Gold, they 
are the ten Forms of the holy Fire, which are hung with the new-introduced Humanity 
of — Chriſt's divine Ens on the diſappeared Virginity ; whereby it again receives its 
true Life. | | 
38. And when this Virgin has thus received this Jewel and Bracelets, then it rejoices, 
and runs ts ber Brother Laban; viz. to the third Principle of the outward Humanity, 
roceeding from the Limus of the Earth, that is, to the outward Soul, and tells this to 
im; that is, when the Virgin's Image does receive the Exs of Chriſt, viz. this fair and 
precious Jewel of half a Shekel, together with the holy Fire of the Word, then it pe- 
netrates, with its Voice of the divine Eſſence, through the outward Man, via. its Brother, 
and declares the divine Power; whereby the outward Man, underſtand the third Princi- 
ple, is glad, and exceedingly rejoices with the Virgin of the inward Man, and runs alſo to 
the Fountain of the Word of God, and prays God, that he would be pleaſed to come in 
to him with his Word; as here Laban prayeth Abrabam's Servant to come in to bim; which 
Abrabam's Servant, viz. God's Will, does willingly, and turns to the outward Man, as 
Abraham's Servant did. | 

39. Thus does the human Nature likewiſe, when it hears the Voice of Chriſt ſounding 
in the inward Man, and ſees the Ornament, which the holy Spirit has put on the Virgin's 
Image, then Laban, viz. the Brother of the inward Image, does earneſtly intreat the 
Will of God to come in. 

40. And when the Will of God (here typified by Abrabam's Servant) is come into Be- 
thuel and Laban, viz. into the third Principle of the Humanity ; then the Officer of God, 
viz. the Word of God, which comes into Man, ſays, I will not eat of thy Food (underſtand 
of the outward Life's Eſſence) except I obtain my Errand, that thou giveſt my Maſter, 
viz. my Maſter's Son (chat is, the Humanity of Jeſus Chriſt) thy Siſter, viz. the heavenly 
Virginity, to Wife ; and he relates the Miſſion or Errand of God to the human Nature; 
that is, he opens to it the divine Underſtanding, ſo that even the natural Man learns to 
underſtand the Will of God, in which before it was blind. 

41. And then the poor Nature with the Soul gives up itſelf into God's Will; and then 
thus ſpeak Laban and Bethuel, This comes from the Lord, we ſhall not ſpeak any Thing againſt 
it ; behold here is thy Place, do with me and with my inward [Ground] as thou pleaſeſt : 
Here is Rebecca, viz, the formed Word of the heavenly Property, take it, and marry it to 
thy Maſter's Son, viz. to the Humanity of Jeſus Chriſt, according to thy good Liking, 
as the Lord has ſpoken. | 


42. We ſce here very exactly, how the Spirit of Moſes does ſpeak in the Figure; for

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he ſets Laban, viz. Bethue!'s Son, before the Father, . viz. the outward Soul before the in- 
ward Fire-Soul,: the Air-Soul before the right Fire-Soul; though they are not two, but 
one, yet they are underſtood in two Principles; for the Fire-Soul gives Anſwer through - 


the Air-Soul; the Fire-Soul uſes the uncumpacted Tongue; but the Air-Soul uſes the com- 
parted formed Language.

43. Therefore the Spirit of Moſes ſets Laban, Rebecca's Brother, firſt, as if the Buſineſs was

for the Ornament of the Banquet; and the Raiment is the new Humanity, wherewith ſhe 
comes before her Bridegroom ; and the Spices which were given to Laban and the Mo- 
ther, are the Power and /irtues of the holy Spirit, which, are freely given to the Fire- 
Soul and the Air-Soul,. by the Coming-in of the tender Humanity of Jeſus Chriſt.

1. E OSES ſays, Abrabam took 4 Wife, and ber Name was Neturab, and ſbe Gen. xxv. i, 2. 


M bore anto him Zimran, Jochſban, Medan, Midian, Ihback, Sbuab, from 
M whom ſprang forth ſix Generations: Of Sarah Abraham begat only one 

Son, at which the whole Hiſtory points; but of Neturab he begat 
* 1 Vir Sons, concerning whom no peculiar or eſpecial Thing is mentioned, 
; but only their Families or Generations. 


| This is thus to be underſtood in the inward Figure: 


Abraham and his Sarah muſt be firſt old, before he begat Tac, to ſignify, that Chriſt 
ſhould be manifeſted in the Fleſh in the Old Age of the World. | | 
2. Iſaac was begotten and conceived of Abraham's Nature, and of the Ens of Faith 

in an old and almoſt dead Matrix, as to the human Nature, that fo the divine Ens might 
have the Predominance; but when Sarah died, Abraham took unto him Keaturab, and 
ſoon begat of her fix Sons : Keturab does in its Name expreſs the Center of Nature; when 
we form the ſenſual] uncompacted Spirits of the Letters in this Word Keturab, then we 
underſtand, that KETURATHC is a formed Matrix of Nature; which ſigniſies to us, 
that Abraham, after he had begot the Type of Chriſt in the Ens of Faith, ſhould now 
beget his own Likeneſs as to Abraham's Nature out of the fix Properties of the natural 
Spirit's Life, and alſo ſet forth and repreſent his own natural Likeneſs > and. therefore be 
muſt alſo have ſuch 2 e „ 
3. Sarah muſt bring forth but one Son, to ſignify, that the Kingdom of Mankind is 
given but to one, and that they all belong to this one, ang ſhould in bim become the 
lame only one, as Branches on one Tree; which [One] ſhould be Chrift iv 14. 
4. But here Abrabam did now with Keturab beget Ir Som, according to the fir Pro- 
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gerties bf the formed Nature, of the Operation of the fix Days Works; and, 1/qac,. that 
8. Chriſt, is the ſeventh, viz. the Day of, Reſt, or Sabbath, wherein rhe fix Sons ſhould 
enter into Reſt; even as the fix Days of the Creation, underſtand the fix Properties of 
the Center of Nature (viz. the working Spirit-Life) do re in the ſeventh z thus the Spirit 

of God repreſents the Figure in Abraham. LIU! 
4s 5. And we have here a very excellent Figure againſt. the Reaſon-wiſe, who ſay, that 
':+- +1: - whoſoever is not. horn by Nature in the Eu of Faith (that is naturally as it were begotten 
of the Seed of the Woman which works only. by a particular Election of God as they feign) 
the fame. is hardened,” and cannot attain to the Adoption of God; he is 20 drawn by God, 
that he'ſhould come to the New-Birth: This Figure quite ſtrikes down their Fidlion, and 
ſhews the true Ground; and firſt, it ſets forth Jſaac, viz. Chriſt, and declares plainly 
that to bim alone the Kingdom of God is hereditary and peculiar, and that no Man can 


have it any more for or from the Right of Nature; and it ſhews how we are altogether

caſt out from thence with Adam, and have /oft the ſame; as the Children of Keturab were

_ tural Children, out of God the Father's and Chriſt's Goods; as Abrabam's Goods were

7. For Abrabam did not. caſt out his natural Children from him without Gifts ; fo like- 
© Note, where wiſe God did not caſt Adam out of Paradiſe without his e free Giftz he firſt gave him the 
n of the Serpent in the Word of the Covenant; and afterwards he caſt Adam from 
OG to the childlike Inheritance of the natural Right; and yet he received him again in the 
ankind. free Donation; as Abraham alſo did not here reject his Children, and caſt them out from 
the Childſhip, but from the natural Right of his Goods; yet they were dear unto him in 
the Childſhip; therefore he freely gave them Gifts of his Goods: And thereby he figni- 
fies to us, that the Kingdom of Heaven does indeed belong only to Chrif, viz. to the 
true Jaac: But as he freely of Grace gave the Covenant to Adam, and as Abrabam gavo 
Gifts out of Jaac's Right to the Sons of the Concubines, ſo God the Father does till, 
to this Day, give Adam s and Abraham's natural Children the Covenant and Heritage of 
_ Chriſt, as a free Gift of Grace. 105 WW. | 
8. And as Abrabam's natural Children were not diſinberited from the Covenant, but only 
from his Goods, ſo likewiſe zo Man is diſinherited from the Covenant of God eſtabliſhed 
in Adam and Abrabam; every Man receives the free given Covenant in the Womb, in which 
his free-given Covenant he has Power to turn in to Chriſt's Goods. 
9. But he has not the Goods in the Right. of Nature, to take the fame at or by his 
. own Will, but as a free Gift; he ſhall and muſt, reſign himſelf up to the Covenant as a 
Servant, wholly giving up his own natural Will in the Covenant, and forſate the Will to 
the Right of Nature, and become wholly the Covenant's own ; ſo that he does not any 
longer introduce his own natural Will into the Covenant and free Gift, but give up his 
Will to the Covenant.

- caft them by the Underſtanding out of the true Temple of Chriſt, viz. out of God's 
Free Gift, and crucify the old Adam; otherwiſe, if it be not thus effected, the old 


ſelf-willed Adam crucifies Chrift in him, and fo Chriſt indeed muſt hang on the Croſs, 


and be put to Death. 


a2. And this Figure alſo, concerning Abrabam's caſting out his natural Children,

25. But that the Jews, viz. Iſaac's and Abrabaw's Children, viz. the Children in

has this Meaning; God gave them tbe Law of Nature, where, in the Law, the Govern- 
ment of Nature was underſtood externally, and internally Chriſt, viz. the Covenant,

the Law, and is become the fulfilling in the Law, as the titular Cbriſtian boaſts ; but ic 
depends on God's Order, on the Mercy of God: Whoſoever has been a true Jew, and 
has put on Abraham's Faith in the Law, he has put on the Ens of Chriſt, which Abraham 
conceived or apprehended, which Eus of Faith the Humanity of Chriſt has fulfilled ; 
and it is hidden to him what it is, for he works in the Office of Nature in the Law of 
God, which Chriſt has taken into himſelf and fulfilled; fo that he ſerves God in the Of- 
fice of Nature, and the Office of Nature ſerves Chriſt, for it is become Chriſt's own Pro- 
riety. 
, _ For f to bim all Power is given both in Heaven and on Earth, under which Power * Mart. axvüi. 
the Office of Nature alſo is in the Law; for God, in the Spirit of Chriſt, is even the 
ſelf· ame who gave the Law and the Office of Nature to do Righteouſneſs, together with 
the Figure of the Kin of Chriſt, with the Eu of Faith, to Abraham and Moſes 
and be is alſo the very ſame who fulfilled the Faith and the Law. | 
30. Thus the Jew works in his Faith in Chriſt's Office, viz. in the Lam, . wherewith 
Chriſt governs in Nature, and has put on Chriſt in the Covenant, and in the Ens of 
Faith in Chriſt's Figure, which Chriſt has fulfilled. 7 
31. For the Chriſtian who confeſſes Chriſt in the Fleſh, works in his Faith in the Fleſh 
of Chriſt, and has the Law of Nature, viz. God's Officer, to do uprightly in his Faith; 
for Chriſt rules in the Law of God, which he has fulfilled, and made a Servant in his 
Children, and kills the Law of Sin through the fulfilling of his Love in his Bloed and 
Death, both in them who live in the Dominion of bis Law, and alſo in them who live in 
the Dominion of bis Conqueſt, as the Chriſtians do. | 
32. For the Faith which preſſes or comes in to God in the Law, in the Figure, in the 
Covenant, the ſame comes to God in the Exs of Abrabam's Faith, out of which Chriſt 
was born; and he that comes in to God in the falfilling of the ſame, comes or preſſes in 
to God in the Humanity of Chriſt, viz. in the whole Proceſs of his Suffering, Death, and

33. A Chriſtian is Chriſt in the inward Humanity, and a Jew is Chriſt in the Figure, 
and in the Office of his Law, viz. according to Nature; but now Adam in his Nature, 
and Chriſt in the divine Nature, are but one Perſon, one only Tree, Who now is bere i Rem.viii.34.

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| Þ Row. ii. 34. Saint Paul ſays, * Thrre is no reſpeRt of Perſons before Cod; for as many as have ſinned 
1115. without Law, Hall a periſ without Law, and they who have finned in the Law, ſhall be 
Judged by the Lato for net the Hearers of the Law are juſt before God, but the Doers of the 
Law ſpall be juſtified : For when the Gentiles which have not the Law, do by Nature the 
"Things contained in the Law, theſe having not the Law are @ Law to themſelves, which 
that the Work of the Law tis written in their Hearts, their Conſcience alſo bearing 
Witneſs to them, their Thoughts within themſelves either accuſing, or excuſing each other, 
That is, or fignifies, thus much : 

35. When the Gentiles apprehend Chriſt, then they apprehend the Law of Nature to 
do uprightly, for Chriſt is the Beginning and the Fulfilling of the Law: But the Jews 
have the Law; now whoſoever tranſgreſſes, and fins, either the Jew in the Law of 
Nature, or the Gentile who acknowledges Chriſt in the Law of the Fulfilling, each ſhall 
be puniſhed or judged in bis Law ; viz. the Jew in the Law of God the Father in 
Chriſt, and the Chriſtian in the Law of the Goſpel, viz. in the Law of the Accom- 

liſhment. 
E 36. For here is no reſpe& of Name, in that one ſays, I am a Jew, the other I am 
'a Chriſtian, the Name makes no Difference in the Adoption of God, but the Spirit in 
the Heart to do uprightly, to obey God; they all come in the Grace under the Obedi- 
ence of Chriſt to God, both the Jew and Chriſtian. 
37. For without Chriſt there is neither Law nor Goſpel, Chriſt is the Righteouſneſs 
which avails before God in the Law; ſo that Man without Chriſt has no God; now let 
him run either in the Law or Goſpel, if he runs in the Defire to obey God, then he runs 
in the Law of the Accompliſhment; for Chriſt is the only Obedience which avails be- 
fore God, both in the Law and Goſpel; all Men who give up themſelves in Obedience 
to God, they are received in Chriſt's Obedience, viz. in the fulfilling of the Obedience, 
3 and the Chriſtian, and ſo likewiſe the Heatben who has neither the Law nor 
Goſpel. WEE: 
| 38. For if the Gentile defires to obey the only God, and yet knows him not accord- 
ing to the Eſſence of his Manifeſtation, but preſſes in to the Obedience of God, then 
he is 4 Law to bimſelf, and declares indeed that God has written his Law in bim, which 
he has fulfilled in his Son, as Paul ſays; for he who knows the Law and the Goſpel 
knows the ſame only as a Gift of the Giver, who has given him the Knowledge; but he 
that does not know it, and yet defires the Power of the Law and Goſpel in him, God in 
Chriſt knows what he pleaſes. | 

39. For Grace does not only lie in knowltng, that one knows the Grace in Chriſt, but 
it lies in the preſſing into that Grace, and in the Mercy of God. One preſſes in to 
Mercy in the Law, the other in the Goſpel, and the tbird without the Law, and with- 
out the Knowledge of the Goſpel ; he that has neither, but hangs on the Grace of God, 
the fame is freely given without his Knowledge of it. } 

40. Even as the Branch on the Tree does not know whence the Stock introduces 

the Sap and Power into it, it only longs and gaſps after the Power and Virtue of the 
Root, and draws with its Deſire the Sap into itlelf ; ſo likewiſe many an ignorant Man 
longs after his eternal Mother, out of whom he is ariſen with Adam, and comes in his 
Ignorance again to the free Gift of Grace, which God freely beſtowed on Adam in his 
Fall; for the Covenant and Grace paſſed from Adam upon all originally, or by way of 

' Inberitance, even as Sin paſſed from one upon all: Whoſoever deſires the Grace of the 
only God, he obtains it in Chriſt, who is the Grace itſelf. | 

£1. The Jews will not believe the outward Humanity of Chriſt, and dem the ſame; 
but the Chriſtians believe it, and yet defile the ſame with ungodly Converſation ; and the 
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one is as the other before God, except the Children of Faith among the Jews and 5 
Chriſtians, whoſe defiled Garment is waſhed in the Blood of Chriſt. 
42. We do not hereby confirm, or ſpeak for the Unbelief of the Jews and Gentiles, 
that they ſhould or might remain in Blindneſs, for the Time of their Viſtation is at Hand, Text, born, 
that they ſhall ſee; but we hereby diſcloſe and lay open the wicked Antichriſt among the 
Jews and Chriſtians, in that every one boaſts of his Name, and condemns another; the 
Jew in the Law, and the Chriſtian in the Goſpel, and the Heathen in his Superſtition. 
43. Each of them will be God's Child in his Knowledge, and yet the Diſobedience 
and Unbelief are as great among one People as another; and they are in the Knowledge

44. The judging, cenſuring, and condemning others without God's Command, is 
only the Antichriſt among the Jews, and among the Chriſtians: Without God's Mercy, 
none comes to the Sonſhip ; we muſt all enter through the free Mercy of God; the Jew, 
and Chriſtian, the Knower, and he that knows not; our Knowledge muſt be filled and | 
abound with the Love of Chriſt effectually, ſo that we love one another, otherwiſe Know- ; 
ledge is not at all available: If I bring not my Knowledge with the Deſire into the Love 
of God, wherewith he has loved us in Chriſt, and love my Neighbour in the Love of God 
ia Chriſt, with that Love wherewith God generally loves us, and loved us when we were 
bis Enemies, then I have not as yet the Love of God dwelling in me. 
45. But bo will he love his Brother, who contemns him for the Sake of his Know- ; 
ledge? Did not God love us when we knew nothing of his Love? If a Man has not bis 
Love of God in him, wherewith God loved us when wwe knew him not, why does he boaſt 
then of God's Sonſhip? If he be the Child of God, then he bas the free Love of God, 
wherewith he loves al Things; if he has it not, he is not then as yet capable of the A- 
doption: Now then if any one contemns and condemns his Brother, Wo has not 43 
yet his Knowledge, how can he boaſt of the Love of God, wherewith Cod loved his Enemies 
in Chriſt, wherewith Chriſt prayed for bis Enemies? | f 
46. O thou falſe cold Love of the titular Chriſtendom, how does the eternal Truth 
ſtrike thee in the Face of thy Conſcience, in that thou only dependeſt on thy knowing, 
and contendeſt about the mere I and haſt t Love? Thou judgeſt thyſelf 
only in thy judging others : One Set and Company judges and condemns another, and 
before God they are no other than the natural Children of Abrabam born of Kethura, one 
laying the Blame upon another that the Father had caſt them out from the Inheritance, 
and yet they could not ſee what was the Fault, namely, that it was by reaſon of the evil 
corrupt Nature, which was not a true Heir. 
47. So likewiſe your judging and cenſuring others does not entitle you to the Goods 
of Chriſt : Nay, the ſame is wholly caſt out from the Inheritance, both of the Fews and 
Chriſtians, and alſo of the Turks; all your Contention is nothing elſe but the Mocker I- 
mael, who mocks Chriſt in his Members; you do all abuſe the Name of God with your 
judging, and condemn the manifold Gifts of the Spirit of God among you, and judge 
only in Self, and not according to the Love of Chriſt, | 
48. Your judging one another is only the Hurt and Maund of the World, wherewith 
you make the Ignorant to err, and bring them to 4/a/pheme; you teach them the Art of 
cenſuring and condemning, and you yourſelves have not the true Knowledge in the Spirit 
of God]; you do not teach yourſelves, and yet you will be teaching and judging others; 
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and in this Way and Courſe you are all, one with another, the diſinherited Children of 
Kethura; you contend, bite, and devour one another about Abraham's, viz. Chriſt's 
Goods, and yet you have them not; if you had them, then you would have the Love of 
Chriſt, which is the true Goods. 

49. No Knowledge without the Love of Chriſt is at all available to the Sonſhip, it is 
only Babel, and Fable, teaching, and yet an effecting and doing no/bing, but only ho- 
nouring the Idol Aaozim in itſelf: The Knowledge of the high Schools, and the Know- 
ledge of the Devil, without the Spirit of Chriſt in Love, do both of them bring only 


Contention and Deſolation. - | 
50. If the Devil had not known in Self, then had he been an Angel; and if Adam 
had not deſired the Self-knowledge without God's Love, he had continued in Paradiſe; 
if che high Schools did not know the ſharp acute Diſputing, they had continued in the 
Simplicity of Chriſt, and had not brought the whole World, with their Contentions and 
Diſputings into Opinions, and Judgings of one another, ſo that now there is nothing bur 
contemning and condemning in Chriſtendom, and all Love and Truth are extinct; and 
Men have ſet and put Salvation in Opinions, [in this or that Wax and Form, ] and bound 
the Maſter to the Servant, ſo that Antichriſt domineers over Chriſt, and yer pretends all 
for Chriſt; but indeed he thereby only honours and minds his Lucifer, and Belly-God 
Maozim, as it is plainly to be ſeen. Eo 1 12 
Ca. xxv. $51. Now after that Abrabam bad ſent away all the Children of the Concubines (ow Iſaac's 
6-9. Goods, with Gifts towards the Eaſt, as Moſes ſays, they came into the -Country ;

OSES ſays; After the Death of Abraham, God bleſſed his Son Iſaac, and Gen. xv. 11. 
MA be duuelt by the Well of the © Living and Seeing. Reaſon underſtands ' Laharot. 
| this externally of a Place where Iſaac dwelt; but the Spirit looks up- 
on the Figure of the Life's Form, ſhewing how the human Nature 
and Creature has dwelt by the Well-fpring of the divine Ent in the 
Covenant, which Abrabam laid hold of in Faith, viz. the Soul of 
Jaac dwelt by the Well-fpring of the holy Trinity, in which the Soul 
received its Light, and ſaw and knew the Will of God, out of which Well-ſpring the 
higheſt Love of the Deity manifeſted itſelf to the Soul; and out of which Fountain af- 
terwards, in the Fallneſs of Time, the — Name Jeſus out of Jebova manifeſted itſelf, 
and eſpouſed itſelf for a Bride to the Sou 
2. The Soul of [aac dwelt by this Fountain of the Living and Seeing, till the ſame 
Fountain afterwards poured forth, and opened itſelf in the Humanity of Chriſt in the 
Soul; and then afterwards the Soul dwelt in the Fountain, when it was exalted in Chriſt's 
Perſon to the right Hand of God; and then the Fountain of God ſprang forth through 
the Soul, where then it received the divine Might as a Prince of God, or as an Image or 
expreſs Likeneſs of God, or as a formed Word of the Voice of God, through which 
Voice God was made known and manifeſt. | 
3. So likewiſe our Soul when it forſakes the earthly Will of its aſſumed Self, and ap- 
rehends the Ens of Chriſt in the Covenant, and turns itſelf to God, then it dwells alſo 
y the Fountain of the Living and Seeing, that is, by God's Eye, which he has again 
with Chriſt manifeſted and opened in the Humanity: Indeed our Soul does zo in this 
Time of the earthly Cottage dwell in the Well-ſpring of God, as if it apprehended the 
Well-fpring in Self, but like as the Sun ſhines through the Glaſs, and yet the Glaſs is not 
turned to be Sun, but it dwells by the Luſtre and Virtue of the Sun, and ſuffers the Sun 
to work and thine through it, ſo is the Soul in this Time. 
4. And further yet, As the Sun gives its Tincture into the metalline Ens, and the me- 
talline Ent gives its Deſire into the Sun's Tincture, ſo that out of them both the fair and 
precious Gold is generated, fo likewiſe it is to be underſtood concerning the Soul and the 
Fountain of God; the Deity * inhabits the Soul, but the Soul comprehends not the ſame » Or dwelh 
as to its creaturely Power; but the Eye or Light of God, with the holy Love-Tincture through the 
from the Light's Luſtre, gives itſelf into the Deſire of the Soul. ; __ 
5. For the Deſire of the Soul is the Fiat *, which takes the Power of the holy Love- t we, what 
Tincture into itſelf, and makes it eſentia/, ſo that the divine Tincture proceeding the Fiat is 
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proceeding foto the Deſire of the true L- Spring, viz. fram the Fountain of the 


Living and Seeing, and the Soul's believing Delire, become one Effence. * 

6. Underſtand a ſpiritual Eſſence; and this ſame ſpiritual Eſſence is the inward new 
Man, viz. a new Houſe or Habitation of the Soul, in which it dwells according to the 
inward heavenly World: The Name of which Eſſence is Sophia, viz. the Bride of Chriſt, 
Chriſt's Humanity, in which the glorious Jacob's Star of the dear and precious Name 
Feſus is a ſhining Light, whereby the Soul ſees and knows God. 

7. The Soul is not changed into the Deity,” viz; into Labai- roi, the Fountain of the 
Living and Seeing, for it is the eternal and temporal Nature's; but the Deity is not Na- 
ture's, but the Will to Nature, and manifeſts itſelf bhrougb the Soul's Nature, as the Fire 


manifeſts itſelf through the Iron, where then the Iron ſeems as if it were mere Fire, and 


yet it keeps its own Nature, and the Fire alſo its own, and the one does only dwe!! in 


the other, and one is the Manifeſtation of the other. The Iron has no Power over the 
Fire, only the Fire gives itſelf to the Iron, and the Tron gives its Ens to the Fire, and 


ſo beth are changed into one, and yet remain two Eſſences; fo likewile it is to be under- 


ftood with the 'Soul and the Deity. | 
8. And as the fiery Property is different from the _ Iron, and has another Source, 
ſo likewiſe the new ſpiritual Humanity in the Ens of Chriſt in the divine Love-Fire is 


quite another Effence than the earibiy Body, though the Soul is underſtood in the Fire, 


and in the Light's Luſtre the Body of Sophia, for the Power or Virtue of the Light is

Child of Grace, and ſet in God's Temple; but it avails not: Shall the Devil fit at the

10. The Soul cannot ſee God but only in its new. born Image, only through and in 


Virgin Sophia in Facob's Star, viz. in the Name of Feſus it ſees in Jebova in the Well- 


ſpring of the Life of God; it is not itſelf this very Fountain, it gives only the Fire to 
the Manifeftation of this Fountain: But the Fountain is underſtood in the Light, viz. in 
the Meekneſs of the Light. | 

11. Now the Soul's magick Fire-ſource could not fo be enkindled that a ſhining Luſtre 
of a Light might ariſe in the Soul's Fire, if the divine Love-Deſire, viz. the Love-Ens, 


had not given itſelf into the Soul's Fire; the Ens of Chriſt, out of the divine Love, gives 


telf into the Soul's Fire-Source, which the SouPs Fire eats into its fiery Eſſence, and 
thereupon the Life of the Wrathfulneſs dies, and the fair precious Light is thence gene-

and two Manner of People ſhall be ſeparated from thy Buxwels ; and ene People ſhall be ſtronger 
than the otþer, and the greater ſhall ſerve the leſs. | : 


29. Theſe two Nations, which were conceived of one Seed in Rebecca, are on one Part 
the Man of the Adamical ſelſſbh Nature in Self, viz. the Original of Man, and on the other 
Part the new ſpiritual Man regenerated of the Kingdom of Grace in the Covenant, theſe 
came out of one Seed; one out of the Adamical Nature only, and he was the greater or 
elder, uiz. the firſt Man which God created in his Image, which became corrupt, and 
died as to God, the other came indeed out of the ſame Adamical Nature, but the King-+ 
dom of Grace in the Ens of Faith had given itſelf to it as a Conqueror, and this was as 
to the Adamical Nature the younger, but God was manifeſt in him; therefore the greater 
ſhould ſerve, and be ſubject to the 4%, who was the leaſt according to the human Pro- 
perty, but the greateſt in God. | 

30. And yet we do not fee that Eſau was ſubject to Jacob, but it is the ſpiritual Figure, 
ſhewing how the Kingdom of Nature in Man ſhould be &roten by the Children of God, 
and made ſubject to the Kingdom of Grace, viz. to the divine Humility, and wholly dive 
itſelf into the divine Humility, and be born anew of the Humility ; thus the Spirit of 
God ſhewed this by the Anſwer to Rebecca, ſaying, that it ſhould be a ſtriving or fighr- 
ing Kingdom, where indeed the firſt corrupt Man, being the greater or clder in Nature, 
ſhould ſtrive againſt the leſs, viz. the Spirit of Chriſt in his Lowlineſs and Humility, 
and perſecute him: But the Adamical Man muſt at laſt be obedient and ſubje& to the 
Humility of Chriſt, if he will be Abraham's Child and Heir; bur if not, then he muſt - 
be fo long caſt out from Abrabam's and Chriſt's Goods, till he humbles himfelf, © and 
freely yields under Chriſt's Humility, and forſakes the Self-hood of the greater and elder 
Self and Enmity aſſumed in Adam. 

31. By Rebecca's Trouble, Diſcontent, Impatience, and Regret, in that ſhe runneth to 
enquire of the Lord why the Strife was in her, that the Children did ſo ruggle together, 
is ſigniſied thus much to us; that when Chriſt manifeſts himſelf in the Adamical Nature, 
then begins and ariſes the Strife of both theſe Kingdoms, viz. the Devil's Kingdom in 
God's Anger in the Serpent's Ens, and _ — Kingdom: When Chriſt bruiſes the 
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Serpent's Head. then arifes great Diſquietneſs in the Mind; for the Serpent ſtings Chriſt, 
412, the New Birth on the Heel, and then ariſes this kicking and ſpurning, iz. a la- 
mentable and woeful Diftreſs : And then ſays Reaſon in the Mind with Rebecca, If it 


ſhould be thus with me, why am Ientered mrto the divine Impregnation, into Repentance? 
Am I not thereby come only into Diſquietneſs, and thereby become a Hool to the World, 


and to my Reaſon alſo? And then ariſes the Combat, and Satan's Bruiſing, in the Mind, 
with Anguiſh and Grief, and then the Mind knows not where to betake itſelf, but runs 


into Penitence, and aſks the Lord why it goes fo with it. 


32. And then the Lord ſhews him in his Language, that Chriſt now is in him in Hell, 
and aſſaults the Devil's ſtrong rampant Fort of Prey, whereupon there is ſuch Conteſt 
and Diſquietneſs in him, and ſhews him how his Reaſon, and the Adamicel Nature, viz. 


the greater Part of his Life, muſt be broken, and dive itſelf whelly into Reſignation,

33. And when this is done, then Eſau, viz. the Adamical Nature, is indeed born, 
and comes forth always firſt ; but Jacob, viz. the Spirit of Chriſt, comes ſoon after, 
and deprives Eſau of the Kingdom and Power, and makes Nature a Servant; and then 
Eſau, viz. Nature, muſt ſerve Jacob, viz. the Spirit of Chriſt: Then it is even here, as. 
the Son ſaid to the Father, © Father, the Men were thine, and thou haſt Sutn them. me, 


Jobs x. 28. and I give unto them eternal Life.

erſtand, Nature is the Father's Property, for it is the Strength and Might, 
viz. the Fire ſpirit : This Fire-ſpirit was given to the Light or Love. ſpirit in Chriſt, viz. 
to the holy Name Feſws, which introduced itſelf in Abrabam's believing Deſire into an 
Ezxs, out of which Chriſt, and then the new Man out of Chrift, is born, to whom the 
Kingdom of Nature in the Father's Fire-property was given ; and he wholly gave his 
Love-Ens for Food to the Father's Fire · ſource, viz. to the fiery Soul in the Father's Na- 
ture: And even there Chriſt with Love took Poſſeſſion of the Father's Fire-ſtreogth, 
and changed it into the Glory of the triumpbant Kingdom of Joy; and thus allo it is to 
be underſtood in the new Birth of Man. i 
35. And Moſes ſays further: And now when the Time came that Rebecca ſhould be delivered, 
behold there wwere Twins in her Womb; and the firſt which came out was red, and all over 
rough like an hairy Hide, and they called his Name Eſau; and preſently after came bis Bro- 
ther out, and his Hand took bold on Eſau's Heel, and they called bim Jacob. Here now 
ſtands the Figure ſo lively and ſo clearly ſet forth, that Reaſon may even ſee it: Thar 
which before was hinted at in the ſpiritual Figure, that ſtands here in a lively per/onal 
Figure; for Moſes ſays, Eſau came forth firſt, who was red, and had a rough Skin, 
36. Red betokens the Father's Nature in the Fire: Rough denotes the earthly Zeftial 
Nature, which Adam with his Luſt introduced into him from the Earthlineſs. His Name 
is called ESAU from the ſenſual Language, from the Property of che Formation of his 
Nature's Property; the ſame in its Formation in the Language of Nature ſtands thus: 
E is the original ex uno, viz. Ian dene] and is the true angelical Pr created in A. 
dam : (*SAU) is the formed Beaſt of Self- luſt, which has encloſed and ſhut up the E, 
and obſcured and flarn the ſame in itſelf; that is, when it was extinct in it as to the 
Light's Fire, yet the SAU, viz. the outward beſtial Man, who had changed the E, via. 
the [ifaw] Image into a Beaſt, did yet remain in its Form: Therefore the Spirit called 
his Name ES AU, viz. a formed or amaſſed Image of Luſt, turned from its fine Pure- 
neſs into Groſſneſs, wherein notwithſtanding the E dig ſtill remain, but wholly encom- 
paſſed and ſhut up with the SA U. EIS, 
37. After this Eſau comes Jacob, viz. the Type or Image of Chriſt conceived in the 
2 
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Ens of Faith, and holds Eſau by the Heel: This declares, that the Adamical Image 
which God created ſhalt and muſt be firſt born, for the fame is it which ſhall live for 
ever, but not in its rough Beaſt's Hide; for in that Jacob bolds Efau, viz. the firſt Man 
hy the Hel, it ſignifies, that the ſecond Adam, viz. Chriſt, is born after the firſt Adam, 
and takes hold of him behind, and brings him back again from the Courfe of his own 
Self-Will into the firſt Mother, from * Nature is riſen, viz. to another new Birth. 

38. But that Eſau goes forward with his Birth, and Jacob by holding him by the Heel 
cannot wit hbold him, denotes, that the earthly Man in his Se/fn:/s ſhould go forward, and 
not go wb in this Life · time back again into the Mother of the new Birth, but he 
would walk up and down with the beftia! Man through this Time; for the Beaſt ſhall not 
be new born, but the Image of God, which was loſt or periſhed in Adam. ; 

39. And it further denotes, how Chriſt ſhould take the true Adamical created Man — 
his Heel, that is, by the Mind of his Converſation, and put him back again into the fi 
Mother, whence he did ariſe, and how the Spirit of Chriſt ſhould follow after the earthly 
Man in this Lifetime; when the Devil ſhould be the earthly Man's chief Guide in the 
Anger of God, then Chrift ſhould come after him, and take the inward Property of the 
poor fallen and captivated Man, viz. the poor corrupt Mind of the Soul into his Arms, 
and draw it back again out of the Devil's Nets and Snares; as Chriſt ſaid, That be was 8 
Vine- dreſſer who gleaned : For in this Life-time the Adamical Nature's Image ſtands befo 
and the. Image of Chriſt behind; therefore the natural Man mit die, and Chrift m 
ariſe and put himſelf forth eminently in him. 1 

40. And it ſhews further, how the Spirit of Chriſt in Eſau's Line ſhould take Eſan 
in this Life-time by his Heel, and hold and rebuke him, and by his Children labour to 
Binder and ſuppreſs his evil v. and wicked Walking; but the Eſauitiſß Genera- 
tion would conremn, deſpiſe, and only trample it under foot, and lay about them as an 
evil, malicious, fiery Beaſt ; as it even ſo comes to paſs, when God ſends his Prophets, 
that they muſt reprove and rebuke Men, then they even /purn them away from them as 
Dogs, and will by no Means endure them; but Jacob, that is, the Spirit of God, holds 
them yet by the Heel, and makes them naked and bare ſo long, till Jacob's Footſtep or 
Impreſſion is known. * 

41. JACOB ſignifies, in the Formation of the Name in the high Tongue, a ſtrong 
Lubet or Deſire out of the mental Tongue, viz. out of the Name JEHOVA brought 
into a Compaction or Exs; where the I takes the A, and exalts itſelf in the A, and takes 
the ſenſual Tongue into the mental, viz. into the COB, ſo that the O is ſet for the Cen- 
ter of the Word; where then the profound Name of God is conceived or brought into 
the O, and therein it is rightly underſtood how the Father's Nature, viz. the Spirit of 
Senſe in A, C, and B, does form itſelf into the I and O; for I is the Center of the higheſt 
Love, and O is the Center of the perceptive Word in the Deity, which is. underſtood. 
{to be] without or beyond all Nature. 

42. This the Spirit has underſtood in Jaac; therefore they call him JACOB, ſo long 
till this Name was moved through the I in the Ens of Faith, fo that the 1 opened the 
C and B, and put forth the formed or conceived Eus in the O, ſeeing the I had formed 
itſelf with the O in Nature, through Nature, as an holy Bloſſom ; and then the Name 
was called ZESUS For the I brought itſelf again into the encloſed ſhut-up [g]! Pro-

wonderful God, how very ſimply and plainly are the greateſt Myſteries typified and de- 
ciphered ! Who can be pee underſtand, without thy Spirit, from whence it was, that 
the precious Man Jac, in the Type of Chriſt, loved the natural Man in Adam's corrupt 

Image, Eſau, more than Jacob in the Type of Chriſt in his Figure? If thou hadſt not 
in thy Knowledge vauchſafed me to underſtand the ſame, I muſt be here even ſtark blind: 
But it is by thy Counſel, O Lord, tha we know 7bee ; and thy Time is born, that thou

45. Moſes lays, that Eſau was an Hunter, and a Man of the Field, and the Father loved 

#0 eat of his Veniſen, and loved him above Jacob. Here ſtands an external Figure, as if 
Taac loved Eſau for his Activity, cunning Skill, or worldly Exerciſe, and loved him 
more than Jacob; ſo wholly has the Lord the Heart of the Wife and of his Children in 
his Hand, that his Children muſt uc in their Will do what they pleaſe, aud oftentimes 
well underſtand, but what God wills. 2 e 

46. Alſo we herein ſee how oftentimes God wilbdraus the Myſteries from the moſt 
holy, that they muſt be even Children in them; and though they bear the divine Play 
in their Hends, and it is their Work and F xerciſe, yet they muſt have a cb:/dlike Heart 
in the Underſtanding thereof, as it may be ſeen here in Jaac. 

47. He loved Eſau more than Jacob: Why ſo? The Ens of Criſt laid in him, which 
ruled him; for Chriſt ſhould love bis Enemies, viz. the corrupt Eſau, and his natural 
Children; him he loved more than his divine Nature; for he brought his divine Nature

to redeem Mankind, ſhould love the human Nature in its ſnut- up abandoned Condition; 
as in very Truth the true real Adamical Nature, ordained by God, was ſhut up in Eſas;

1. HE N Reaſon reads this Hiſtory of the twenty - ſeventh Chapter of Ge- Con. xxvii. 
nefis, it hath a twofold Conjecture about the fame; one is, as though 
Rebecca only loved Jacob more than Eſau, and therefore brought him by 
Craft to obtain the Bleſſing of his Father; and again it conceives, that 
indeed it was from the Appointment and Providence of God, becauſe 
Eſau was not worthy of the Bleſſing, and therefore it will take upon it 
wholly to condemn Eſau; whereupon alſo it has ſet the Predeftination ; and yet it under: 
ſtands nothing at all of this wonderful Figure. | _ 

2. Now if we would rightly und and interpret this Figure, then we muſt ſet 
here in the Figure the Patriarch Iſaac in God the Father's Stead, who alone can bleſs ; who 
ju ay aac in Abraham's Seed, that Iſaac ſhould again bleſs his Seed in the Cove- 
nant's Line. ; . | 

3. And Eſau was ſet in the Place of the depraved Nature, viz. in the Kingdom of 
the corrupt Nature, in Man's Property, apprehended in the Anger of God. _ 
| 4. And Jacab we ſet in the New-Birth, in the Humanity of Chriſt, which God th 
| Father bleſſed infead of the depraved Alam, when he brought forth a new Generation 
| out of our Humanity in this Line. | 
| 5. And we ſee here how Adam has fooled away, and loſt the Bleſſing and divine Un#ion ; 
and how he was rejected in the earthly Image from God; and how he has loſt his Right 
of the divine Unction, as here Eſa did the Primogeniture, and alſo the Bleſſing,

thy Neck; ſignifying, that now the depraved Nature in him was become a Servant of 


God's: Anger, and ſhould now bear and manage the Combat which 
the Life's Properties, and be a Servant of the ſame. ;

12. But that Jſaac did not underſtand this Thing, and would have bleſſed Eſau with 
the Bleſſing of the Covenant, and given him the Scepter in Zion, it ſhews us, that [acc 
and all the holy Children of God, :hough they be born again of the New-Birth in the Line 
of the Covenant, do nat apprehend and underſtand the internal Ground of their Eſſence, 
wherein the Kingdom of God works and is in Power, ſo as to be able to do any. Thing

16. As this diſappeared Light's Tincture was brought from Adam into the Woman, 
viz, into Eve (which, when it was in Adam, was his fair Paradiſical Roſe-garden of pecu- 
liar Love, wherein God was manifeſt) and ſeeing now the Figure of the New-Birth was 
repreſented in Iſaac's Bleſſing, therefore alſo his Wife, viz. the blefſed Rebecca, muſt 
come, as one who alſo ſtood in the Line of the Covenant, and ſet forth the right Figure 
of Chriſt, viz. Jacob in the Place of the Bleſſing ; to ſignify, that Chriſt ſhould be ma- 
nifeſted in this Covenant's Line in the Seed of the Woman, viz. in the Light's and Fire's 
Tincture, and aſſumes the Soul's Nature from the Power of the Light, that ſo he might 
rule over the fiery Nature of the Soul, and change the ſame into the Power of the Light. 

17. Now Rebecca, Iſaac's Wife, was here in this Place a Figure of the Virgin Mary, 
who brought forth Chriſt, viz. the Bleſſed of God, who ſhouſa bleſs Eſau, and all the 
Adamical Children; and it was ſo ordered by the Lord, that Rebecca ſhould fo carry it, 
for ſhe underſtood that the Bleſſing, viz. the Scepter of Iſrael, did reſt in Jacob. 

18. For ſeeing the Scepter of Zion laid in the Seed of the Woman, viz. in the Vir- 
ginity, the ſame Scepter was here alſo ſtirred in the Seed of the Woman; ſo that a Wo- 
man muſt bring forth the Covenant's Line to the Place of God, the Father's Bleſſing. 
which was in aac; and the Man's Will, viz. the Soul's natural Fire-Will, muſt come 
bebind, and be a Servant of God's Wonders, and ſee what God has done with him. 

19, But that it appears to be as a Deceit or cunning Subtlety, in that Rebecca did fo 
inſtru and put on Jacob to take away the Bleſſing from Eſau, as if ſhe loved Jacob far 
above Eſau, therein Reaſon has blind Eyes ; for through the Devil's Cunning the Curſe 
came into the World, and through the divine Cunning in the Love the Deſtruction of 
on and Hell came again into the Soul: The divine Cunning killed the Devil's

20, Underſtand it right; all Cunning ariſes from the Lubet or Deſire; the Devil's 
Cunning aroſe from the falſe Lubet or Luſt : So likewiſe God's Lubet came again into 
the Woman's Seed (into which heavenly Matrix the Devil had infinuated his Luſt) and 
deſtroyed the Devil's Luſt. 
21. It was of God that Jacob obtained the Bieſſing, wholly contrary to the Mind and 
Will of Reaſon ; for he ſtood in the Figure of Chriſt, and Eſau ſtood in the Figure of 
the depraved Adam. | | | 

22. Therefore Eſau was an bairy or rugged Man, ſignifying the monſtrous, beſtial 
Property, which had awaked in the Fall through Luſt. Now when Adam's Luſt had 
brought itſelf to Subſtance, then the Fleſh became groſs and beftial : Thus the beſ- 
tial Part ſwallowed up the heavenly in itſelf, and Death was manifeſted in the Fleſh ; and 
we ſee here in this Figure very clearly typified how it ſhould be. 

23. Jſaac would bleſs the beſtial Man in Eſau ; this God would not; the divine Bleſ- 
ſing * to Chriſt: But the depraved Adam could not be capable of receiving the 
Bleſſin God, unleſs Chriſt ſnould take this rugged beſtial Skin [or Form] which 
Adam had put on, as here Jacob could not be bleſſed, unleſs he had on him the hairy

bloody * 4 bloody Sweat, of which IJſaiab ſpeaks plainly, He took on bim our Grief. 


26. And as 1/aac found outwardly only Eſau's Skin on Jacob, and inwardly beard Jacob's 
Voice, and yet bleſſed him inſtead of Eſau, as if he was Eſau; fo likewiſe God the Fa- 
ther found our rugged human Property on Chriſt, and yet inwardly he heard that the 
Voice of God ſounded in him, that the divine heavenly Exs was within under his aſ- 
ſumed Humanity ; therefore alſo his Voice did in his Baptiſm in Jordan reſt upon him, 
when he bleſſed our Humanity, in that he ſaid, Thts is my beloved Son, bear ye bim. 

27. So likewiſe Iſaac heard indeed the Voice of — under the hairy Skin, and un- 
derſtood that it was not Eſau; but the Spirit in his Bleſſing did yet forcibly paſs upon 
him; for he proved in him the incorporated Ground of the Covenant, viz. the Line ot 
Gen. xxvii. the new Humanity; for he ſaid, The Voice is Jacobs Voice, but the Hands are the Hand, 
22. of Eſau, in which the Spirit intimates, that in Jacob, and all the Children of God ir

29. For as Jacob was ſmooth and pure under this Beaſt's Skin, 00 muſt we be ſmooth 
of theHeart pure, and hoh, in our inward Ground *, under this our Beaſt's Skin, if we will have th 
and Soul. Bleſſing of God to light and reſt upon us; for we ſee very well in this Figure, that th 

Bleſſing would not reſt upon Eſau, who had by Nature a rugg — hairy Beaſt's Skin i!

wholly at Cbriſt. 

31. For as Jacob took a ſtrange Form on him, and came in ftrange Attire before h 
Father, and delired the Bleſſing of him, and alſo obtained it, ſo Chrift, viz. the Etern: 
Word, took on him allo a range Form, viz. our Humanity, and brought the ſame be 


fore his Father to bleſs it. 
Gen, xxvii, 32. And as Iſaac bleſſed his Son Jacob with the Dew of Heaven, and the Fatneſs of t] 
28. Earth, with Corn and Wine, ſo God the Father bleſſed our Humanity in Chriſt; for or

brought up by the Dew of Heaven, even by Corn and Wine : This God bleſſed to th 
New-Birth and — of the Dead upon the Life to come. 
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33. And as Jſaac ſet Jacob to be Lord over his Brethren of the natural Property, ſo God Gen. xxvii. 

has ſet the New-Birth in the Bleſſing of Chriſt to be Lord over the Adamical Nature in 29- 
Fleſh and Blood ; fo that the new Man, born of God's Bleſſing, muſt rule over all the 
Members of his natural Body, and they muſt be ſubje& to the new Man. | 

34. And as Iſaac ſet the Curſe between them, That whoſoever ſhould curſe Facob ſhou'd Gen. xxvii. 
be accurſed, and whoſoever ſhould bleſs him ſhould alſo be bleſſed; ſo God has fer the Curſe 29. 
upon the corrupt Adamical Kingdom, that whoſoever ſhould not be found in the Bleſſing of 
Chriſt, muſt be eternally in the Curſe of God; but whoſoever ſhould bring his Mind and 
Will into this Jacobs, viz.

35. Further, We ſee in this Type how it goes with the Children of God; for when Gen. xxvii. 
Iſaac had bleſſed Jacob, then came Eſau with bis Veniſon, and his Father 1ſaac was aſtoniſhed, 3033. 
and ſaid, Why? who art thou ? And be was diſmayed at it, that he had unknowingly 
bleſſed Jacob: Which typifies how that the Adamical Man underſtands nothing at all of 
God's Ways; and how God does oftentimes wonderfully lead him according to the in- 
ward Ground, and that though he be carried on in the Way of God, yet he looks much 
at the outward Reaſon, and often fumbles at external rational Things, at temporal Or- 
ders and Goods, and ſuffers Fear to ſurprize him, and would fain have the Will of his 
Reaſon be done; as here [faar trembled exceedingly, when he ſaw that the Will of his 
Reaſon was broken: 

30. And herein we acknowledge the Miſery and Ignorance of the Children of God, in 
that Reaſon enters into his own Dominion, and will not wholly leave itſelf ro God, and 
is aſtoniſhed when it goes otherwiſe than it has imagined to itſelf, | 

37. And then we ſee how God at laſt breaks forth with his Light in the Underflanding, 
and ſhews Man his Way, that he is fatisfied, as he did here to Jaac, in that he ſaid, This Gen. xxvii. 
Jacob is bleſſed, and he ſhall alſo remain bleſſed ; for now he underſtood God's Will. 33- 

38. Further, We ſec in this Hiſtory Eſau weeps lamentably before his Father for Gen. xxvii. 
the Bleſſing, and ſays to his Father, Bleſs me alſo, my Father. Haſt thou but one Bleſſing ? 34 38. 


| Haſt thou not reſerved one Bleſſing for me? But bis Father ſaid, I have made bim thy Lord, 


and all bis Brethren I bave given to bim for Servants; with Corn and Wine I have enriched 
lim: What fhall I do now unto thee, my Son? This typifies the Kingdom of Chriſt, ſhewin 
how God has made it Lord over the Kingdom of Nature, as Chriſt ſaid, A Power both Matth.xxviii. - 
in Heaven and on Earth is given to me of my Father. Ld 18. 

39. Further, It denotes, that the corrupt Adamica Nature in Eſau, and all Men, can- 
wo receive the * unleſs they firſt die to their own Self-Right and Will; as Eſan 
could not be bleſſed of his Father with the holy Blefſing, for he was the Type of the 
corrupt Adam according to the Kingdom of Nature: So likewiſe the earthly Nature can- 
not be capable of the holy Spirit in its Eſſence; of which Chriſt faid, Fleſb and Blood Jobs xii. 24. 
Hall not inherit the Kingdom of God, unleſi it falls into the Earth, and enters again into its * Cer. xv. 
firſt Womb as Grain that is ſown, and refigns its Nature to the firſt Mother. 36, $0 

40. And then we ſee here how Iſaac gives his Son Eſau a temporal Bleſſing, and inti- 

mates to him, that the natural Man is led by the Spirit of this World: For to Jacob he 
ſaid, God give thee of the Dew of Heaven, and of the Fatneſs of the Earth, and of Corn and Gen. xxvii. 
Wine Abundance : But to Eſau he ſaid only, Bebold ! thou wilt have a fat Dwelling upon 28, 
the Earth, and of the Dew of Heaven from above; thou wilt tive by thy Sword, and ſerve 394%

41. And hereby he ſignifies, in what Dominion the outward natural Man is led, driven, 

and nouriſhed, and what his Defire and Endeavour ſhould be; namely, he would be in 
his Mind only a Robber, Murderer, and an evil malicious Beaſt, that ſhould deſire to 
bear down all under it with Power, Force, and Murder. * | 
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42. For IJſaac does not ſay, Live thou by thy Sword; but ben wilt do it, viz, God's 
Wrath in the Kingdom of the corrupt Nature with the Devil's Will will move thee there- 
unto, that thou wilt draw the Fatneſs of the Earth to thyſelf, and wilt be ruled and driven 
by the Stars above, and wilt in thy natural Power drive away from thee the Chil- 
dren of God, who rule in God's Power: That is, when the holy Spirit in God's 
Children reproves them by Reaſon of their Tyranny, they then kill and ſlay them, 
and tear the Sword of the Holy Ghoſt from off their Neck, as here 1/azc ſaid, Thou 
wilt do it. | | 
43. As indeed Eſau ſoon did, and would have killed Jacob, ſo that Jacob in God's 
Bleſſing was fain to fly from him; and here he pulled off the Yoke of the holy Spirit 
from his Neck : And this Prophecy of the Patriarch is a Figure, how thoſe of the Nature 
of Eſau and Tyrants, viz. the fleſhly Brethren. of the Chriſtians, would dwell among 
the Chriſtians, and be born as to their natural Brotherhood of the ſame Parents, as Eſau 
and Jacob; and yet they would perſecute them with Sword and Torments, and thrult 
them away, and yet ſtand themſelves as if they were the only true Chriſtians, and deſire 
the Bleſſing of God; as Eſau ſtood and wept bitterly for the Bleſſing; and he did not 
mind the Kingdom of God, but that he might be a Lord upon the Earth over his Bre- 
thren and other Men, and might have Riches, and Fulneſs of the Belly. 
44. This Eſau in his Bleſſing is a true Type of Antichriſt, who draws near to God with, 
the Lips, and gives himſelf to an external ſeeming Service and Worſhip of Chriſt, and 
ſets himſelf forth as if he did it ro God, and ſtands and makes mighty holy Shews in his 
Hypocriſy and gliſtering Verbalities, and ſets forth himſelf with Zeal and Devotion, that 
ſo he might be honoured of Man, and that his God Mammon ind Maozim may be fat; 
and does even mourn and lament for Malice, when Men will got do that for him which 
he will have, when he cannot get enough of the Belly - bleſſing, according to the Will of 
his God Maozim; and whoſoever does but reprove or touch him, and ſpeaks to him of 
15 Bleſſing of God, him he will lay, and cannot endure a true Servant of Chriſt under 
im. | | 
Nite. 45- Reaſon ſuppoſes, that ſeeing Iſaac ſaid to Eſax, Thou ſhalt live by thy Sword, that 
God hath commended him ſo to do, and here it props up [its murdering Malice, ] but it 
is far otberwiſe; God wills nat any War; but the of Nature in God's Anger 
wills it; and whoſoeyer is born only of the Kingdom of Nature, he lives alſo to the ſame. 
46. Therefore ſaid Iſaac, Thou wilt do it: As if he had ſaid, Thou through thy An- 
ger wilt ſerve the Anger of God, and wilt be a Lord in the Kingdom of Nature in this 
World; even as the rich and wealthy ones bring themſelves into Power and Authority, 
and do it through the Kingdom of Nature in the Wrath. | | 
Ger. xxvii 47. And we ſee further, how that Eſau did bear deadly Hate to bis Brother Jacob for the 
41. Sake of the Bleſſing, of which notwithſtanding he was not capable as to the Kingdom of 
Nature; to ſignify, that the true Children of Chriſt ſhould for the Sake of this Bleſſing

48. For the Children of Chriſt in the Time of this Life, as to the outward Man, live 
in the Kingdom of the depraved human Nature, viz. in the Kingdom of thoſe. of the 
Nature of Eſau, and are, as to the Spirit, only Strangers and Pilgrims therein; as Chriſt 
Jobaxviii. 36. ſaid, My Kingdom is not of this World: And therefore the Children of this World are 
| Enemies to them, and perſecute chem, as Eſau did his Brother Jacob. 


49. For where the Kingdom of Chriſt begins. to flouriſh, there preſently the Kingdom 
of the Devil begins to ſtorm and rage; and for this Reaſon, becauſe the Kingdom of 
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Chriſt ſhall and will take away and ruin his Might and princely Throne; hence is the 
Strife in this World between the Children of Jacob and Eſau. 


50. For as ſoon as Jacob had obtained the Blefling, E/au purpoſed in his Mind to kill Cen. xxvii. 
Jaccb, which is a Figure of Chriſt, ſhewing how God's Anger would kill bim, in 41. 
this Bleſſing in our aſſumed Humanity, as to the Kingdom of Nature, and that the Chil- 
dren of God alſo ſhould be killed in God's Anger as to the Kingdom of Nature, -and 


ſhed their Blood into this murdering Spirit, that thereby God's Anger might be blotted

The Fifty-ſixth Chapter. 


How Iſaac and Rebecca ſent away Jacob, on Account of Eſau, into 
another Country ; and how the Lord appeared to bim in a Viſion 
upon the Ladder, which reached even unto Heaven; and how 
Eſau carried himſelf afterwards towards his Parents. ds 


1. HEN Jacob had received the Bleſſing, then be muſt depart from bis native Ces. xxviii.. 
* Home, 8 Father and Mother, and 55 from the Wrath of Eſau: This is 


now a re of Chriſt, ſhewing how that he, after that he had aſſumed 
| Nr 1 and anointed our Humanity, ſhould flee with our Humanity out of its Fa- 
zung ther's Adamical Houſe again into the firſt Paradi/ica! Houſe. | 
2. And it further denotes, that the Children of Chriſt (after they have received the 
Units and Bleſſing, and the New-Birth begins to ſpring forth in them in the Bleſſing) 
ſhall and muſt immediately flee with their 7 bowghts and Mind from their Father Adam's 
Houſe of the depraved Nature; and it ſhews that the Devil and the World ſoon hate 
them, and they muſt immediately give themſelves to the Pilgrim's Path of Chriſt, and live 
under the World's ui] Yoke, in Miſery and Oppreſſion, in Disfavour and Diſreſpect; 
for God brings them forth with their Thoughts and Mind out of their Father's Houſe, 
viz. out of the Defire.in Fleſh, and Blood, fo that they nothing at all regard the Pleaſure 
of the World, and flee from it, as Jacob from his Father's Houſe... 
3. And then we ſee how wonderfully God guides his Children, and defends them from 
their Enemies ; that the Devil in God's Anger cannot kill them, unleſs it be God's Will; 
as he defended Jacob from the Fury of Eſau, and led him away from him: And we have 
here an excellent Example in Jacob, in that he forſook his native Home, alſo his Father 
and Mothet, for the Sake of this Bleſſing, and loved God more than all temporal Goods, 
and willingly left all to Eſau, that ſo he might but be the Bleſſed of Gd. tin 
4. And we ſee, that when he had left the Riches of the World in his Father's Houſe; 
the Lord appeared to him with the eternal Goods, and ſhewed him a Ladder, whereupon G xvii. 
he could aſcend into God's eternal Kingdom; which Ladder was no other than Chrif, 12. 
vhom he had pur on in'the Line of the Covenant; and here dow the Type was repre- 
ſented to him, 'ſhewing him what Perſon Chriſt ſhauld be. g _ 
5. For this Ladder (as to his A pprehenſion) was upon the Earth, and the Top of it Gen. vii. 
reached into Heaven; and thereon the Angels of God did aſcend and deſcend; which ſignifies, '**- | 
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that God's eternal Word with the Power of Heaven, uiz. with the angelical divine 
World's Eſence, ſhould deſcend or immerſe itſelf into out Eſſence, departed from God 
and blind as to God, and aſſume our Humanity, and ſo unite the Heaven with the 


World in Man, that the Humanity, through this Entrance of the Deity into the

God renews the promiſed Covenant of Abrabam concernin 
Gen. XXViil. 


Humanity, might have a Ladder unto Cd. 

6. And it ſhews that Mankind ſhould come, through Chrift's Humanity, into the 
Society of the Angels. And this is clearly ſignified here, in that the Angels of God 
aſcend and deſcend on this Ladder; alſo that the Heaven in Man ſhould be again 
opened through this Entrance-of the divine Efſence into the Humanity, and that the 
Children of God, ſhould have the Angels for Companions in this World ; which God 


ſhewed to Jacob, in that the Angels came up and down to him on this Ladder. 


7. Which ſhall be a very great Comfort to the Children of God, who turn themſelves 
from their Father's Houſe, viz. from this World's Vanity, to this Jacob's Ladder; for 
they ſhall certainly know, that God's Angels come to them upon this Ladder, to which 
they have turned themſelves, and are willingly about them to ſerve them. 

8. For this Ladder ſignifies properly the Pilgrim's Path of Chrift through this 
World into God's Kingdom, in that the Kingdom of the corrupt Adamical Nature does 
always yet cleave to the Children of God, and binders them in Fleſh and Blood in the 
Spiric of this World ; and therefore they muſt, according to the inward Man in Chriſt's 
Spirit, continually aſcend up in much Croſſes and Tribulation on this Ladder, and follow 
Chriſt under his Croſs and red Banner. \ TOM 4g O81 

9. On the contrary, the World lives in the Pleaſure of their Father Adam's Houſs, 
in Scorn, Jeering, and Mocking, in Envy, Spite, and Malice; whatſoever they can do 
to croſs and vex theſe Jacobs Children, that they rejoice and take Delight in, and 
laugh and fleer at them; as we have an Example of it in Eſau, how that he took, in 
Contempt, Diſdain, and Spite to his Father and Mother, Ibmaelitih Wives, who were of 
the Line of Mockery or Reviling, which were mere Bitterneſs of Spirit, and Grief of 
Heart both to Iſaac and Rebecca. 5 3 rok 

10. Where we clearly ſee, that the Devil has bis Power in the Kingdom of this 
World in the corrupt human Property, and does continually reſiſt God's Children, and 
vexes and plagues them, and fights with them for his Kingdom, which he has loft, and 
doth not willingly allow it them. | Fang et 
11. And we ſee very finely, how the Lord ſtands above upon this Ladder of the Pil- 
grimage of Chriſt, as with Jacob, and without cealing calls the Children of Chriſt, and 
comforteth them, that they ſhould chearfully aſcend upon it: He will not leave them, 


but come to them and bleſs them, fo that their Seed and Fruit all grow, increaſe, and 


be as the Duſt upon the Earth; that is, that they in their Toil, Labour, and Anxiety, 
ſhall ſpring up and flouriſh in the inward divine Kingdom. 
12. For ſo much as the Children of Chriſt go out from this World, and forſake it 
in their Mind, ſo much they ſpring up in the inward Kingdom of Chriſt, where then 
God ſtands above upon this Ladder, and continually. inſpires or inſpeaks his Bleſſi 
and Power into them, ſo that they grow as Branches upon bis Vine, ® which be hai 
Planted again in our Humanity, in this Jacob's Bleſſing in Chriſt, eee 7 ng 
13. And we hereby clearly ſee, that this bole Type, from Abraham to Jacob, 2 
tains mere Figures of the Kingdom and Perſon of Chriſt and 12 Children ; for here

come who ſhould Bleſs all Nations; for which reaſon alſo Jacob was led from bis Father's 
Houſe, God having ſet before him outwardly the Kingdom of Chrift in the F igure, for 
N | we a | a.

14. We have here alſo a firm Ground and Aſſurance,” that Chrift has truly taken 
upon him our Adamical Soul and Humanity in the Body of Mary, and has deſtroyed 
Death, Hell, and the Anger of God in our Humanity which he afſumed, and has ſer 
up this Ladder of Jacob; for God ſaid to Jacob, Through thee and thy Seed ſhall. all the Gen. xxviii. 
Generations of the Earth be bleſſed ; through thee Jacob, through thine own Sced, which + 
is God and Man, viz. the heavenly drvine Ens and Subſtance, and the human Eu 
and Subſtance, in the Power of the eternal Word. | 

15. In which Word the holy Name Jeſus, viz. the higheſt Love of the Deity, has 
unfolded and manifeſted itſelf in our Humanity which he has aſſumed; which ſole Love 
of God, in the Name Jeſus, has overcome the Wrath of the eternal Nature in our Souls 
from the Father's Property in the Anger, and has changed it into the Love of the 
divine Joy, and has broke the ſtill Death, which has ſevered us from the Life of God, 
and has manifeſted the Divine Life of the higheſt holy Tincture, in the eternal ſpeaking 
Word of the divine Power, in Death, and has made Death to be Life, and ſo our Soul; 


” — Power, is together penetrated and preſſed through Death and the Anger 

16. And it is nowiſe to be ſo taken, as ſome ſay, that the Subſtance wherein the 
Word is become Man proceeded not from Adam; but (as ſome erroneouſly ſay) the Vir- 
gin Mary proceeded not from Mankind, ſhe hath outwardly only taken upon her a 
human Body from Anna, and is not of the Seed of Foachim, but is an eternal Virgin 
choſen by God for this Purpoſe before the World was. | 

17. This Text teaches us otherwiſe, where God ſays, Through thee, and thy Seed, 
| not through; a ſtrange divine Seed only, but through thee and thy Seed, with the 
Entrance of the divine Subſtance, Chriſt ſhould break Death in Adam's Soul and Body, 
1 —_ defliroy Hell in Adam's Soul and Body, which was manifeſted or revealed in 
| Paradiſe. | | | 

18. For here laid our Sickneſs and Miſery, which Chrift took upon him as a Yoke: 
Chriſt ſacrificed his Father's Wrath which was kindled in our Humanity, and awakened 
his higheſt Love in our Humanity; and his holy Blood, his holy Tincture, entered 
into our human Death, and tinctured our heavenly Subſtantiality faded in Adam; which 
faded in Adam when he brought Earthlineſs and the falſe Will thereinto, and raiſed up 
our faded heavenly Subſtance with his heavenly living Subſtance, ſo that Life ſprung up 
through Death ; and this was ſignified by the dry Rod of Aaron. | 

19. Therefore that is not the true Meaning, as ſome ſay ; Chriſt has aſſumed a Soul 
from the Word in the eternal Virgin Mary, ſo that Chriſt, as one come from God, and 
his Soul in the Humanity of Chriſt, have one and the ſame Beginning. | 

20. They were indeed united in the Incarnation, or the becoming Man, ſo that they 
are inſeparable z but the true Ens of the Soul, which the Word aſſumed in the Name 
Jeſus, was of us Men from the Female Tincture, viz. from the true Adamical Soul, yet 
from the Property of the Light, which was ſevered from Adam, and put into the Woman, 
that this Property of the Light might tranſmute or change the fiery maſculine Property 
again into the Love and Divine Humility, and that the Maſculine and Feminine Pro- 
perty might be quite changed into one Image again, as Adam was before his Eve, 
when he was neither Man nor Woman, but a Maſculine Virgin. | 18 

21. Therefore Chriſt took his Soul frrm a Woman, viz. from a Virgin, and yet was a 


Man, fo that he rightly ſtood in the Adamical Image, and brought the averted ſevered 
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Properties of Life, in which our Will had broke itſelf off from God again into che 
Temperature and Union, viz. into that ONE. | 

22. For Adam turned his Will from the only Will of God, and Feſus Chrift took our 
Soul again into the only Will of God, and turned the Will of our Soul in ourHumanity, 
which he aſſumed, into the only Will of God again. 

23. But that the Reader may be thoroughly and fundamentally informed, what our 
Soul is, and what the Word that became Man is, comparing one with the other, it is 
thus ; aur Souls, before the Beginning of the human Soul's Creature, was an Ens of the 
Word of God, in the Wurd, and yet it was inſpired or inſpoken from the ſpeaking 
Word of God, into the human Image in a natural and creaturely Life, and formed in 
an Image of the eternal ſpeaking Word. This creaturely Life of the Soul turned itſelf 
in Adem away, from the divine Speaking, into an own Will and Speaking, and was in 
_—_ Reſpect -broken off from the moſt unfearchable Subſtance, and ted from 
24. Into this ſeparated Word, viz. into the Soul, the only eternal divine ſpeaking 
Word gave itſelf in again, and turned the Will of the Soul again into the eternal one, 
viz. into God's eternal ſpeaking: Therefore the Son is indeed from the eternal Word; 
but Cbriſ, ui. the higheſt Love of the Deity, did not take a new Soul out of the 
eternal Speaking, but our Soul, viz. the Word which was once ſpoken or formed 
in Adam, viz. our human Soul, into his Love-ſpeaking in the Grace and Union of the 


Gen, xxviii. 
14. 


Luke i. 42. 


25. God ſpoke again into our poor fallen Soul in Paradiſe, immediately after the 
Fall, the Covenant and Root of his higheft Love and Grace through the Word, as a 
Center of Grace to Conception, and to the New Regeneration. 

26. And in Abrabam he manifeſted the Covenant, which Abrabarm laid hold on with 
his Deſire, and received it after a ſpiritual Manner, as an Erxs to the Tree; but it laid 


without Subſtance in Man, only as a ſpiritual Form and Model, or Idea of the power- 


ful Word. | 

27. Which Word in its ſpiritual Figure in the Virgin Mary was at the Limit, viz. at 
the End of the ſpiritual Form, where the ſame ſpiritual Form of the Word of God was 
comprehended in a ſubſtantial Ens, and therewith alſo in like Manner our human Sub- 
ſtance, as to the Soul, was compriſed in the Image of the Word, and as to the the Sub- 
ſtance of the Body, in a human Form; and was a Self · ſubſiſting God- Man. 

28. This compriſed ſpiritual Image, which was the Seed of Faith which A&rabam laid 
hold on in the Faith, was inveſted on Jſaac, and from Tſaac on Jacob, and to Jacob God 
faid, Through thee and thy Seed ſhall all the People of the Earth be bleſſed, viz. through 
this Seed of Faith which Jacob had received from his Father Tjaac in this Line of the 
Covenant, which Line of Faith had incorporated itſelf in the human Property according 
to the inward Ground of the ſecond Principle, viz, in that Image of the heavenly 
World's Subſtance extinguiſhed in Adam. | 

29. In which incorporated Ground the Limit of God's Covenant remained in a ſpi- 
ritual Form till Mary, and was propagated from Man to Man as from Adam and Ever 
along to Mary; and there the Word of the divine Power was moved, and effenttally 
aſſumed our human Fleſh and Blood together with the Soul, and quickened the extin- 
guiſhed heavenly Ens in the Seed of Mary as to our Part, which Manifeſtation pene- 
trated and preſſed alſo into * „ heavenly Subſtantiality, ſo that ſhe became living as 
to that heavenly Virginity which diſappeared in Eve; and in this living Virginity, via. 
in Adam's heavenly Matrix, God became Man. 

30. And this is the Bleſſing of Mary above all other Women, that ſhe is the firſt from 
Adam in whom the heavenly Matrix became opened, in which the dry Red of Aaron 
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rightly dudded, viz. the Kingdom of God: She is the firſt in whom the hidden Virtue 
was manifeſted, for in her Limit of the Covenant in the ſpiritual Image or Type 
was at an End, and in her it was fulfilled * with our Humanity. Ip, or by. 

31. Nevertheleſs the is truly the Daughter of Adam, Abrabam, Iſaac, and Jacob, 
both as to the Humanity, and as to the Covenant of the ſpiritual Figure; and in her 
Conception, when the inward incorporated [mage or Type of the inſpired or inſpoken 
Covenant of Grace, which was laid hold on in the Faith, aſſumed our human Property, 
then was the Kingdom of Chriſt * manifeſted in the Fleſh. „1 Fm, ili. 

32. Wherein afterwards the Faithful put on Chriſt in the Fleſh, in their Faith, yet 16. 
only as to that heavenly Image extinguiſhed in Adam; as Mary [did,] where Chriſt 
embraces the poor Soul in his Arms, and encompaſſes them with the Power of God, 
and infuſes, and flows in with his Love into them, which Love preſerves and defends 
them from the Anger of God, from Sin, Death, the Devil, and Hell, 

33. This is a brief Summary of the true Ground, what the Spirit of God has pre- 
figured and typified by the Patriarchs, in that he has led them ſo wonderfully, and has 
thus alluded with the Figure of Chriſt, how it would come to paſs afterwards. 

34. For Jacob was now the Stock, out of which the great and wide Tree of ae! 
ſhould ſpread abroad in the dividing of its Branches as a Genealogy; therefore muſt he go 
away from his Father's Houſe, and take Wives of his Father's Genealogy, viz. of 
Abraham's Brother's Son, that the People 1/rael, viz. the Line of the Covenant, might 
come of one Stock. 

35. Now when Jacob awaked from the Dream of the divine Viſion, where the Lord Gen. xxviii. 

appeared to him and eſtabliſhed the Covenant, Heſaid, Surely the Lord is in this Place 16, 17. 
and I knew it not, and was afraid, and ſaid, How holy is this Place] Here is no other than 
the Houſe of God! Here is the Gate of Heaven, This is a Figure, ſhewing how it would 
go with God's Children, when God is manifeſt in them, that they continue to be in Fear 
and Trembling, and ſuppoſe God is afar off, and has forſaken them. 
36. For where God withdraws himſelf in Man, there will always Sin and the Anger 
of God be firſt manifeſted in that Man, ſo that he will acknowledge and tremble at his 
Sin, and enter into Repentance ; then appears to him God's friendly Countenance, and 
comforts him: For, if the Soul goes forth from Six, then God's Grace enters into it; 
and then it ſays, Surely the Lord was with me in my Anxiety, and I knew it not; now I 
ſee that the Lord is with the troubled Heart, which is troubled in a divine Zeal or Jea- 
louſy ; There is the Place of Cod, and the Gate of Heaven. . 

37. Further, It ſignifies, how the higheſt Love of God, in this Covenant in Chriſt, 
would be immerſed into our Humanity; and how the Humanity of Chriſt would be 
converſant in Trouble, in that he took upon him all our Trouble and Miſery, and how the 

Humanity of Chriſt would be aſtoniſhed before the Anger of God and Hell; as it was* Zuke xxii. 
in the Mount of Olives, where in bis Agony be ſweat a bloody Sweat; and Chriſt in his 39, 44 
Humanity faid ; * Father, if it be poſſible, let this Cup paſs from me; where inſtantly the. s. xxvi. 
Gates af God appeared and comforted the Humanity: As here to Jacob, when he 3g. 
muſt in Trouble depart from his Father's Houſe, in Fear and Trembling at his Brother 
Eſau, who laid in wait to murder him, all which is a Figure concerning Chriſt, when 
God's Anger in our Humanity did lie in wait to murder him, that he would be in an 
Agony, Heavineſs, and Diſtreſs, and how he would pray to his Father, and how his 
Father would comfort him ; all which was done before he was crucified, eſpecially. in 
the Mount of Olives, in which Place this Figure of Jacob was fulfilled. 

38. And as Jacob took the Stone, which be had laid under his Head, and ſet it up for @ Ges. xxviii. 
Remembrance, and poured Oil thereupon ; ſo has Chriſt ſet up his Anguiſh or Agony for 18. 

a Remembrance to us poor Men, and yo forth his Oil of Joy and Y:Zory upon it in 
XR 2 | 
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Agony, and our troubled terrified Hearts; and of that ſame * Stone has erected his Church for a 
a troubled continual Remembrance; of all which this Type of Jacob was a Pre-figuration.

COME 2. This is firſt a worldly Hiſtory and Example, under which the 
| ſpiritual Figure of the Kingdom of Chriſt is repreſented, for if the 
poor Sinner turns to God, then ke attains, frft of all, the Bleſſing, viz. the Baptiſm of 
Chriſt, whereby the Holy Spirit baptizes him in the inward Ground; and 7#ben it ſets 
him in the Proceſs of Chriſt under the Banner of his Croſs, and Bid: him go forth from 
his Father's Adamical Houſe of Sin, and make towards the Path of Chriſt's Pilgrimage. 
3. And there he muſt lay the hard Stone of Reaſon under his Head, and reſt and 
ſleep upon this Stone of Reaſon ; that is, Reaſon muſt ſtand fti/l, and the Mind muſt 
in itſelf turn into the Grace of God in the moſt inward Ground in deepeſt Humility, and 
moſt willingly enter upon the Pilgrimage of Chriſt, as Jacob here did; and then meets 
bim his moſt amiable Bride, and beautiful Rachel, viz. the noble Virgin Sophia of the 
5 divine Wedlock Enjoyment in the Love and Humanity of Chriſt. 
Hh YGen.xxix. 2. 4. Firſt he comes to the 7 Well, where the noble Sophia gives her Sheep drink, that 
* is, the Soul is led to Chriſt's Fountain, out of which the Water of eternal Life ſprings; 
there he firſt ſees and demands of the Shepherds, where the noble Sopbia feeds her Flock. 
The Shepherds ſignify the Children of Chriſt, viz. Teachers of the Word of Chriſt, in 
1 whom the Spirit of Chriſt is, who alſo feed his Sheep; there the penitent Man aſks 
8 Or Family. for his eternal Kindred and Friends, viz. for the paradiſical * Houſe, wherein his Grand- 
5. father Adam dwelt; then thoſe Shepherds ſhew him that Houſe, and alſo the beautiful 
Rachel which is born in this Houſe, viz. the noble Sophia. 
5. Who (when the poor Soul diſcovers theſe Things) looks amiably upon the Soul; 
whence the Soul is kindled in great Love, and rolleth away the great Stone from the 
” Gen. xxix.10. Well, and gives the Sheep of noble Sophia drink; that is, the Soul rolls away all its 
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earthly ' Lufts, which were a Cover upon the Well ſpring of eternal Life, and gives 


Drink and Food to the poor needy Sheep of Chriſt, the Sheep of this noble Sophia, and 


kiſſes the noble Sophia with its burning Deſire to the Love of Chriſt. 
6. And when the noble Virgin Sophia ſees this, and that the poor Soul diſcovers all 


its-Perils that it has undertaken for her, then ſhe runs to her Father, and tells him, 


that her beloved Suitor and Friend is abroad with the Sheep of Chriſt, and helps to give 
them Drink; that is, the Love of Chriſt preſſes with the poor Soul's Defire into God 
the Father, and ſays, This Soul is my Friend, my Bridegroom ; then God the Father 
commands that he be brought into his Houſe; as here Rachel did to Jacob, and told to Gee. xxix. 12. 
her Father who Jacob was, and what his Purpoſe was; and fo alſo Chriſt ſhews 
his Father what the poor troubled perplexed Soul's Purpoſe .is, when it comes 
to him, 

7. And as Jacob was promiſed this Rachel for a Spouſe, for which be conſented to keep Gen. xxix. 1g, 
the Sheep ſeven * Tears, and loved ber dearly, and yet afterwards at the Wedding the other 20. 
Sifter with ber tender Eyes was laid o by him, which he deſired not; ſoit goes alſo with Jen Hart 
Chriſt's Children, when they turn to God, and apply themſelves to be Shepherds of 


Chriſt's Sheep, to © take Care of them, then is the moſt amiable and beautiful Sophia © Or provide 
promiſed and preſented to them, on which they find Joy within them. for them. 


8. But when it comes to paſs, that the Soul thinks it will embrace this Bride in its 
Arms, and have perfe# Joy with her, then the other Siſter, viz. Leah, that is the Croſs 
of Chriſt, is laid by it, and the beautiful Sophia hides herſelf; and it muſt firſt rake the 
Croſs of Chriſt for a Spouſe, and keep the Sheep of Chriſt * ſeven Years more for Rachel, © Seven Years 
viz. for the noble Sephia, before he obtains her for his Spouſe. more. 

9. For the Humanity of Chriſt does not preſently give itſelf to the fiery Soul for its 
own, but ſtays indeed in the * betrothing in the inward Ground, in the Image of the © Or Promiſe 
heavenly World's Subſtance, which diſappeared in Adam: But God the Father gives of Marriage. 
the Soul inſtead thereof the other Sifter, viz. Tenderneſs of Heart, that the Soul in this 
Time may not ſport in the Garden of Roſes, but be in Trouble and Calamity, that 
it may be tried and humble, and always keep the Sheep of Chriſt, and not in this Mar- | 
riage ſolace themſelves in Pleaſures and Pride, as Lucifer did. 

10. And though it be ſo, that this noble Rachel or Sophia be given in Marriage to (Ger. xxix. 
the Soul, as is done to the flable Children of Chriſt, ſo that the Soul keeps this great 28, ;1. 
Wedding of Joy with this Bride, which they only underſtand who have been Gueſts at 
this Wedding, yet afterwards the noble Sophia is as it were barren, the wedding Joy

11. In the mean while * Leah under the Croſs of Chriſt breaks forth, and bears Fruit; , Ger. xxix.

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14. But this is done for this Reaſon, that the Soul may the more earneſtly apply itſelf 
to Prayer, and pray to God for the divine Working of the divine Fruit; as Faceb prayed 
Gen, xxx. to God, fo that Rachel was fruitful, and did bear to him Joſeph, the Prince of all the Land 
22-24 of Egypt, who preſerved, fed, and nouriſhed them in the Famine, 
15. So alſo when the noble Sophia ſeems barren to the Soul, as if it could not brin 
forth the Power of God in the Soul, the Soul mourns to God in Patience, [praying 
that he would work in it and bleſs it, whereupon the Soul often converts in very 
great Repentance, and caſts itſelf upon God's Mercy, till this noble Sophia becomes ſtit- 
ring, fruitful, and pregnant; and ſo it certainly generates the true Joſeph, viz. a lowly, 
humble, chaſte, temperate, and modeſt Soul, which afterwards becomes a Prince over the 
Egyptian Houſe of Fleſh and Blood, in which Houſe the heatheniſh Pharaoh dwells, viz. 
the beſtial Spirit; over that is this Joſeph ſet for a Ruler and Governor, and is a Ruler 
over Reaſon, and governs it with Joſeph's, viz. with God's Spirit. Ny 
16. This is thus, as to one Part, the ſpiritual Figure of Jacob, wherewith the Spirit al- 
ludes to the future Kingdom of Chriſt, where now at preſent in the Accompliſping it alludes 
thus alſo to the Children of Chriſt, and does yet fo always lead them. 
17. But we ſee eſpecially in this Figure the Way of God, how God's Mind is far 
different from Man's; what Man loves, in that God hides himſelf; for that pleaſes him 
well, which in the Eye of the World is fimple and deſpiſed, which only depends on him, 
and fears him. | | 
18. Jacob loved the beautiful Rachel, and deſired her; but the Line of the Covenant, 
in which Cbriſt ſhould be born, would not paſs through Rachel but Leab; alſo Rachel 
Principality. could not conceive, till Leah had brought forth the Root or Line of the kingly Prieſthood, 
viz. Levi and Juda. 
19. For the Prieſthood came from Levi, and out of Juda came the Scepter of the King- 
dom, and the Prince Chriſt according to the Humanity; to gnity, that Chriſt will be 
Note, born and manifeſted in theſe Men alone, and brings and works his * Priefthood of the Holy 
boden Spirit in them, who go forth from the Love of themſelves, and the Pleaſure of the Fleſh, 
Holy Spirit. and are in the Eye of the World tender, baſhful, ſimple, and deſpiſed, who eſteem 
themſelves unworthy of ſuch Honour, and do not account ſuch divine Working to be 
their own, nor pride themſelves therewith, as the proud Phariſees did, and ftil/ do. 
20. For this Leab only deſires to bear Children for Jacob, that ſhe might be acceptable 
* Or being to him, ſeeing otherwiſe, in reſpe& of her being blear-eyed, ſhe was dilregarded : Thus 
bender: eyed. alſo the true Children of God deſire only to walk in the divine Power with“ teaching, 
Tlaſtructing. and a imple Life in the Ways of God, that they may pleaſe God and ſerve him. 
Ef 21. And again, We ſee here by Jacobs Seed, that the Line of Chriſt would not ma- 
nifeſt itſelf in his fr# Seed with Leah, that Chriſt might not be manifeſted in human Plea- 
Gen. xxĩix. 32. ſure or Laſciviouſneſs of fleſhly Luſt, for Leab firſt bare Reuben, who defiled 112 Bed of 
* Marriage- his Father, to ſignify that this Root ſprung from human Luſt, 


— Gen. 232. But when Laab was diſcouraged, becauſe ſhe was deſpiſed, and would fain go out 
5 3 of that Contempt, then ſhe bore Simeon, who was of an ? acute Wit, of whom Jacch ſaid, 


ſharp pier- when he was to die, when he propheſied concerning all his Children from what Noot each 
cing Mind. of them was, The Brethren Simeon and Levi, their Swords are murdering Weapons, my Soul 
8 xlix. 5, came not into their Council, and let not my Honour be in their Churches or Aſſemblies ; to ſig- 
: nify, that he was ſprung from the Line of Zeal or Jealouſy, wherein Leab was jealous and 
Gen. xxix. 33. diſcontented that ſhe was thus diſeſteemed, as ſhe then ſaid, The Lord has beard that I was 
thus diſeſteemed, and has given me this [Son] alſo, a \xd 
23. But when ſhe cried to the Lord in her Zeal for Deliverance from her Diſeſteem, 
Can. xxix. 34. then foe was pregnant and bore Levi, viz. the Root of the Levitical Prieſthood, a Type of 
the Kingdom of Chriſt ; for ſhe cried to God, that her Huſband might be again joined to 
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her in Love, as ſhe ſpeaks after this Manner, Now will my Huſband be joined to me again; 
to ſignify, that God with the Levitical Prieſthood, in a Type, would be joined again to 
Man, and would in a Type of the Kinghom of Paradiſe dwell among them again, as was 
done in the Time of Moſes. | 
24. But the Spirit of God ſaid by Jacob, when he was about to die, Let not my Ho- 
nour come in their Churches or Aſſemblies ; that is, they are of murtberous Cainical Minds, 
and ſerve me only in a Figure, pointing at the future Kingdom of Chriſt ; But the Spirit 
of my Love and Grace is not with them in their Sacrifices and Worſhip of God; which 
2 Grace he calls his Honour, which he would manifeſt through the Line of Judab 
in Chriſt. | | 
25. Which Honour was, that he ſhould break Death in Pieces, and deſtroy Hell, and 
take away the Throne of the Devil in Man, this the Holy Spirit calls his Honour ; and 
that was not in the Levitical Prieſthood, nor among the titular Prieſts in their Churches. 
But when Leab gave up her Will wholly into the Will of God, and ſaid, Now will I give Cin. xxix. 35. 
Thanks unto the Lord, who has delivered me from the Diſgrace of the Devil, and of the 
World, then ſhe bore Judab, viz. the Line of Chriſt. 
26. So here now the Spirit ſays, very ſecretly and covertly under a Veil, And ſbe left 
off from Bearing; to ſignify, that Chriſt was the laſt, who was the End and Fulfilling of 
the Levitical Law; under which the Spirit fignifies, that Men would 2 find Chrift in 
the Prieſt's Churches, Laws and Ordinances of Preaching : He would not dwell in their 
Churches with his Honour of Victory, nor ſuffer himſelf and his Honour to be tied to 
the Houſes of Stone, where they exerciſe an hypocritical Shew, and have within them 
only murdering proud Hearts, and with the murdering Swords of Levi diſgrace and ſlay 
one another with Words. 
27. But in the Souls of Men, when they give Thanks and praiſe the Lord in great 
Humility, as Leah did when ſhe bore Judab, the Line of Chriſt, there will he dwell, 
and not be at all in the Council of thoſe Prieſts and Levites, the titular Prieſts, who 
contrive only ſpecious and gliſtering Ways for their Honour and Voluptuouſneſs, and 
forget the true Thankſgiving in Humility, and honour and love themſelves only, and fo 
give that Honour to their feigned or ſuppoſed Office, which belongs to God alone, and 
to the Love of our Neighbour in great tiumility, 
28. We ſee clearly by this Figure, that God will not manifeſt himſelf in the Feſbly 
Love of ourſelves; for Jacob loved Rachel more than Leab, and would have had Rachel Cen. xxix. 30. 
only in the Beginning; but his Seed muſt continue ſhut up with her, till Rachel bumbled 
herſelf before God, and that Facob prayed for her; to ſhew alſo, that God will nat work 
in the Love of ourſelves, in that we love and honour one another according to fleſoly 
Luſt, worldly Honour, and Riches, where Men flock together, affociate and love one 
another, according to their Greatneſs, State, Riches, Glory, Beauty, Bravery, and Plea- 
ture of this World. 
29. But the Spirit of God requires bumble, faithful, and ſincere Love, where the Soul Nee. 
is reſigned up into God, and ſeeks not its own Pleaſure, or Self- love, but looks upon the 
Way of God, and joins itſelf to the humble Children, who love God, and conſtantly 
give him Thanks; 4bere God manifeſts himſelf and works in them, that they bear Fruit 
to the Lord. | 
30. Jacab firſt ſerved ſeven Years for Rachel, which himſelf had choſen in his own ; 
Love; yet ſhe was not given to him for the firſt ſeven Years Service, but Leab was, un- [ 
known to him, laid 2 Jacob deſired Rachel as Wages for his Service: Yet ſeeing [ 
the Covenant of the Lord laid in the Line of Chriſt in him, therefore he firſt received the | 
ſpiritual Wages of the Grace of God. 
3t. For Chriſt is the Wages of God's Children; as they muſt ſerve their Lord for 
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worldly Wages, ſo God firſt pays them with his Covenant of Grace, and then afterwards 
they receive alſo temporal Wages; as Jacob muſt firſt receive the Gift of God, as God 
appoints it for him, though it went very ill, as to Reaſon ; afterwards, he alſo received 
the Wages according to his Will, for which he muſt ſerve yet ſeven Years more. 

32. Which ſeven Years, in the inward Ground in this Figure, * ſeven Pro- 
perties of the natural Life, which muſt be given up to the Service of „ Into which

33. He ſerved ſeven Years for Rachel; but ſeeing he feared God, the divine Wages, 
viz. the Line of Chriſt, was firſt given him; afterwards God bleſſed alſo the human Self- 
Love according to the Kingdom of Nature in him, ſo that of Rachel, whom he had 
taken in natural Self-Love, he begat a Prince and wiſe Man, even Foſeph, by whom the 
Spirit of God ruled, and made him a Lord and Governor. 

34. And this Figure preſents to us, that firſt Chriſt ſhould be born in us, and fo then 
Chriſt in us bears alſo the natural Man with Underſtanding and Viſdom, and appoints 
him to his Service in the Kingdom of Nature, and alſo in the Kingdom of Grace, as he 
did Joſeph, .

1. AE ſee in this Hiſtory eſpecially how it goes with the Children of God 
. in this World, how they muſt live in mere Croſſes and Adverſity, as 

x vv Jacob did with his Wives: For when * Rachel ſaw that ſhe was barren, 

| ſhe envied Leah her Siſter; to ſignify, that Man's own Love ſeeks not 
www the Honour of God, but itſelf, as now Rachel envied Leab, becauſe 

RX. Xo EX the had a Name that God had bleſſed her, and ſaid to Jacob, Give me 

. Children alſo; if not, I die. 

2. Where we fee how the Ways of God are quite hidden to Reaſon, though Reaſon 
ſtands in the Figure of the divine Wonders, as here Rachel; which here ſignifies the 
own Adamical Nature, which deſires of Jacob the Life's Power from the Bleſſing of God; 
and if it gets not the ſame, it muſt die; which indeed the Spirit of Zeal, in her Deſire, 
does very well ſignify according to her inward Ground in the Covenant of God: But 
her Reaſon underſtood it not, but only deſired Children, that ſhe might be delivered 
from Diſgrace ; but her inward Ground ſtood hidden, and panted through the human 


Nature to manifeſt itſelf in the human Eſſence: Therefore the inward Ground in the 


Covenant of Grace ſignifies, through its own Adamical Eſſence, that if the _—

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Ground ſhould not be manifeſted through the human Eſſence, it muſt then die eternally: 
Therefore ſays Reaſon, Give me Children, or elſe I die; which ſeems outwardly to be an 
Oppoſition and Diſcouragement :, But the Spirit of God has here its Figure, under which 
it has its Signification. 
3. And then we ſee in both theſe Siſters, who yet were Daughters of God's Covenant 
in the Promiſe, how the Poiſan of the Serpent in the Wrath of God in Fleſh and Blood 
ſo vehemently ſets againſt the Line of Chriſt in the Covenant, and always deſpiſes the 
ſame, and like a proud Lucifer elevates and puffs up the rational, human own Propriety 
of Self-will, and would have the Dominion. 
4. As here Rachel deſpiſes her Siſter, becauſe ſhe was outwardly fairer and more beau- 
tiful than Leab, in that Leab in the Sight of the World was ſimple and blear-eyed, and 
Rachel had the Spirit of the World in Reaſon elegantly as an Ornament, and fo the Ada- 
mical Nature in Rachel ruled over the manifeſted Bleffing of the Covenant in Leab; to ſig- 
nify, that the Line of Chriſt in this World would be manifeſted in a mean, ſimple, and 
deſpiſed Form in Men of ſuch- like Diſpoſitions, which Men would, by the Reaſon, Pomp. ; 
and Beauty of the World, be eſteemed Fools, and blear-eyed; who in ſuch Scorn and * Tal. exxri. 
Diſregard would go away and * ſow in Tears, but in their inward Ground in the L. ine of Nuke xvi. 
Chriſt would bear, and at the End reap in Foy : This Ggnifies, that Chriſt's Kingdom is 56. 
not of this World ; that in this World it muſt be thrown into God's Anger and Diſdain, 
and into Death, and by this throwing-in ſatiate the Anger of God with Love and Meek- 
neſs, and with Love ſpring forth through the Anger and Death, and bring the proud 
Lucifer in the human Selt-will and fleſhly Luſt to Scorn and to nought, as an unſtable 
Life, which Life cannot overpower the divine Humility. 3 
5. Which Humility ſprings under all Scorn, and alſo breaks through Death and the 
Anger of God, and makes Death to be Life, and takes from Hell the Victory, and 
changes the Sting of the falſe Serpent's Eſſence with ſweet Love; as we ſee here by Leab, 
who though ſhe was envied by her Siſter, as, by Reaſon, yet the Line of Chriſt in the 
Covenant ſprings forth in her under all Scorn, and makes her fruitful, and Rachel bar- 
ren till ſhe gave her Maid to her Huſband for a Wife; which ſignifies the Adamical, viz, 
the ſervile Line, which in the Kingdom of Chriſt attains the Marriage of the Line of 
Chriſt in the Manner of a Servant. | | | 
6. For Adam has negligently forfeited the Line; the Right of Nature in the King- 
dom of God was loſt in Adam, and attains in the Manner of a Servant to the Marriage;

42. Thus we ſee that Perdition comes from the Soul, and we ſee that God's holy Will 
cannot be manifeſt in falſe and wicked Working; ſo long as the SouPs Will works Evil, 
ſo long God's Speaking forms itſelf therein in Auger: But when it begins to ſtand ſtill 
from ſuch working, then is God's Power of Love manifeſt therein: For if it works no 
more, then works in it the Abyſs, viz. the ONE. | 

43. For God works from Eternity to Eternity, but no other than his Word, and that 
Mord is God, viz. a Manifeſtation of the Abyſs : Now if the Soul ſpeaks no more its 
own Will, then is the unſcarchable Will ſpeaking in it; where the Creature ftands fill, 
there God works. | . 

44. Now if the Creature will work with God, then muſt its Will enter into God, and 
then God works with and through the Creature, for the whole Creation, both heavenly, 
helliſh, and earthly, is no other than the working Word; the Word itſelf is all. 

45. The Creature is a compacted coagulated Vapour and Exbalation from the Word; 
and as the Word is exhaled out of the free Will, where the free Will brings itſelf out of 
the Abyſs into the Profundity, ſo alſo the free Will of the Angels and Souls brings the 
Word into a Profundity, and that Profundity is the Creature, viz. a Fire-ſource to its 
Reſpeaking ; and out of that Reſpeaking proceeds Evil and Good; and according to 
that reſpoken Subſtance agd Power the Soul has its Judgment and Sentence.

7. When Chriſtendom is born and manifeſted among a People, it begers in that Place, 
firſt the Twelve Patriarchs, viz. the Ground of the Apoſtolick Doctrine; but when ſhe 
mixes again with the heatheniſh wiſe Men, and with the Luſt of the Fleſh, then that 
Place begets a Dinab, viz. a Whoredom with Chriſt ; that is, a ſeeming Chriſtian, yer 
the Heart is but a Whore, and then this Whore goes abroad gadding to find the Habi. 
tations of that People. That is, | 

8. She ſeeks again the beatheniſh Ground, and mixes herſelf with the Heathens, 
and is with Child by the heatheniſh Philoſophy, and brings forth a Baſtard, half 


Chriſtian, half Heatheniſh, viz. a new Se& or Doctrine, which doth not fully agree in 


Form with the firſt Cuſtoms of that People, among whom it did ſpring forth; and yet 
in her Heart is #o whit better than they. - 

9. And then this People raiſe themſelves up againſt that ſtr Opinion, and cry out 
in Anger, Theſe have deflowered our Siſter Dinab, and have her a Whore, and are

10. We ſee here eminently the Type of contentious Chriſtendom ; how Chriſtendom 
would be bheadfirong and furious in Opinions, and that in great Blindneſs, and not know 
for what, and would not ſee themſelves, that they thus rage in their own Whoredom, 
and ſtrive not about the Power of true Chriſtianity, as about the true Chriſtian Life, but 
about their contrived Opinions, as about their Siſter Dinab, which goes abroad gadding 
from them, and ms upon the ſtrange Opinions, and cry out upon the Opinion for a 
Whore, and yet ſee not how they ſhould help their Siſter's Heart, wherein ſticks the 


Luſt of Whoredom. As Jacob's Sons did not fee how to-help the Evil, that their Siſter 


might ſave her Credit; and though Hamor and Sichem ſent to them to give ber a Dowry, / 
ud be would marry their Siſter, and love her, and be circumciſed, and become one People 
with them, and would perform all Love, Faithfulneſs and Friendſhip towards them, yet 
all this did not avai | | 
11. And h they told them, that if they would be circumciſed, and be one 
People with them, they would give them their Siſter, yet they were furious in killing 
and flaying, to ſignify, that this is a Figure of future Chriſtendom, which would ariſe out 
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of this Stock; as we ſee that it ſo comes to paſs before our Eyes, that Men ftrive 

about the gadding | ſeparated Opinions, and kill and murder one another for them, and 
et this is but for the Opinion Sake of falſe Whoredom, which the titular Chriſtendom 
as taken up, wherein they trim themſelves in Hypocriſy and Whoredom, and look not 

how their Siſter might be helped, who is gone aſtray in a ſtrange Opinion; but 4 

take their Swords, and would ſlay the new Opinion, and ſnatch their Siſter, who is with 

Child with another Opinion, forcibly again with her Baſtard out of Hamor's Houſe, and 

lay Hamor and Sichem, and all their Males.

13. Men of Self-love have introduced their Chriſtianity into a fleſhly Kingdom, and 
finely trimmed it with Laws, Ceremonies, and Opinions, and have covered it with Chriſt's 
purple Mantle, and yet live in mere ſpiritual Whoredom under it, with 1 
Sbety: But their Hearts conſtantly beget this luſtful Dinab, which runs abroad from the 
Simplicity and Humility of Chriſt, and plays the Whore with the Idols of fleſhly Luft, 
viz. with Pride and Covetouſneſs, merely with their own Honour and Reputation, and a 
voluptuous Life, quite contrary to the true Chriſtian Ground. 

14. But ſeeing the Spirit ef Chriſt dwells yet in his Cbriſtendom, lie often ftirs up — 
Men who do thus acknowledge and ſee the Sleep and Whoredom of the titular Chriſ- 
tendom in their ſodomitical Life, and turn away from them, and ſearch in the Scriptures, 
and allo in the Light of Nature, whether this their fleſhly Ground can ſubſiſt in the 
Preſence of God, and when they ſee that it is falſe, then they fall upon ſome other 
Ground, and reprove the Whoredom of the titular Chriftendom. 

15. And when the Hypocrites, in their voluptuous Glory, hear and ſee theſe Things, 
that thereby they are blemiſhed and defiled, and that their God Maozim is made mani- 
teſt, then they cry, O there's a Heretick, he deflowers our Siſter Dinah, viz. our Opr- 
nion, and makes the Church a Whore : And though ſome ſnhould offer to give 4 good 
Account of his Ground and Opinion, and reconcile and marry himſelf with the true Chriſ- 
tian Ground, and marry with their Siſter Dinab, viz. to eſpouſe the firft true Virgin 
Chriſtian Ground, and to be of one and the ſame Heart and Will witty them in the Chriſ- 
tian Ground, all this avails not, they ſnatch their Siſter,. viz. the Name of a Chriſtian, 
from them, and. rather keep the deflowered: Damſel with her Baſtard by them, whoſe 
Shame the Truth has diſcovered, than that they may ſee how to help their Sifter's 
Shame, that S may attain the Wedlock with Chrif. | 

16. They ſuppoſe they. can- with Power reſcue and keep their Opinions; and 
though indeed the Whoredom in their Opinion is laid naked, that is, weakened and 3c 
wiſhed, yet they will have their Dinah to be taken for a Virgin; and though her Shame 
of Whoredom be open to-the'Day-light; yet they will-defend the ſame with the Swordi 
and with Slaughter. As we ſee before our Eyes, and the preſent Strife intimates no 
leſs, that it is manifeſt that Dinah is become a Whore, viz. titular Chriſtendom, that 

lays the Whore in the Preſence of God, and has /oft her Virgin Chaſtity, and the 
urity of her Conſcience; and ſo at preſent the Brethren of this Dinab fight for her, and 
will preſerve her Honour and Reputation with the Sword and with killing, and wilt 
murder all thoſe who deflower and defame their Dinab: 
17. This Dinab is at preſent nothing elſe but the Stone Churches, and great Colleges xy. 
of their Miniſters, wherein Men uſe the Name of Chriſt, but ſeek thereby only their own 


Honour, Voluptuguſneſs, and good Days, how a Man may: be honoured in-the World. 1 Fat Days. 
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18, For the true Apoſtolick Temple is the Temple of Jeſus Chriſt, viz. the new Man, 


who lives in Righteouſneſs and Parity before God, who walks in Humility and in 


the Simplicity of Chriſt ; and his Miniſters are ſuch as do declare the Peace in the Love 
of Jeſus Chriſt, who labour that the deflowered Dinab might be married with Sichem, and 
that Hamor and Sichem with their Males might alſo become Chriſtians, who leave the 
Sword in its Sheath, and teach with the meek and gentle Spirit of Jeſus Chriſt; and 
ſhew, inſtead of the murdering Sword, the Spirit of cleaning, how this deflowered Dinab 


might get Chriſtian Honour again, and be married to her Bridegroom. 


19. Behold, -O Chrifendom, the Spirit has ſer this before thee in the Figure of the 
Twelve Patriarchs, and ſignifies that thou world do thus, not that thou fbouldſt do it: 


Though this Strife muſt come, that the true Children of Chriſt might be exerciſed and 
made manifeſt, otherwiſe if no Strife did ariſe among the Chriſtians, all wicked Men 


could appear as Chriſtians ; but the Strife makes it manifeſt that the falſe Ground of ver- 


bal Chriftians is brought to Light, and they are diſtinguiſhed from the true Children of 


Chriſt; which will be alſo a Witneſs againſt them at the Ia Day of Judgment. 
20. Man's true Chriſtianity ſtands in the inward Ground of the Soul in the Ground 
of Man, not in the Oſtentations and Faſbions of this World, but in the Power of Well- 


_ _ doing in the Spirit and Conſcience. | 


E xx. 


21. The Strife where with a true Chriſtian ſtrives, is only the Spirit of Righteouſneſs, 
which caſtes away from it the Falſhood and Wickedneſs in Fleſh and Blood, and ſuffers 
and endures all Things willingly for Chriſt's Sake whe dwells in it, that it may not 
live to itſelf, and pleaſe itſelf, and have Satisfaction in itſelf, and iriumph with the carthly 
Lucifer, but that he pleaſe God his Creator in Chriſt Jeſus. 

22, He has nothing in this World to ſtrive for, for nothing is his own ; for in Chriſt 


he is not of this World, but as the Scripture ſays, Our Converſation is in Heaven; all 
Things for which and wherewith he ſtrives, is about the voluptuous, earthly Lucifer, 


in the mortal Fleſh and Blood; for Chriſt ſays, His Kingdom is not of this World; ſo 
alſo a Chriſtian's Kingdom, ſo far as he is a Chriſtian, is not of this World, but in 
Chriſt in Gd. | 

23. Therefore now all the Strife of Chriſtians is only about their Dinah, viz. about 
their 50 Whoredom : A Chriſtian ought not to ſtrive otherwiſe than in Spirit and Power 
againſt the ate of Unrighteouſneſs and Falſhool. 

24. Outwerd War that Chriſtians make is heatheniſh, and is done for the beſtial 
mortal Man's Sake; for Immortality cannot be obtained or kept with \the Sword and 
Forces, but with Prayer and entering into the Fear of God: But the earthly Lucifer 
ſtrives about the Belly, and about worldly Honour and Pleaſure, wherein Chriſt is not: 


But it is the deflowered Dinah, where Men make Wars about the Houſes of Stone, and 


temporal Goods, and thereby declare that the ſpiritual Virginity in the Spirit of Chriſt is 
made a Whore, who plays the Harlot for the Kingdom of this World. 
25. Hearken all you who call yourſelves Apoſtles of Chriſt, Has Chriſt ſent you to 


Agbt, and to make War, that you ſhould ſtrive about temporary Goods and outward 


Power and Glory? Is that your Authority ? When he gave you the Sword of the Spirit, 
did he command you that? Has he not ſent you to make known the Peace, which he 
has brought us? What will he ſay to you, when he ſhall ſee that your apoſtolick Heart 
has put on Armour, and that you have inſtigated your worldly Kings and Princes to the 
Sword and Wars, and have allowed them that, as of Chriſtian — <a> ? Will he find you 
thus in bis Miniftry ? Do you do that as the Diſciples of Chriſt ? 

26. Are you not the Apoſtles of the Anger of God? Whither will you go with your 
Reproach ? Do you not ſee that as to Chriſt, who hath taught you Peace, you are be- 
come forfworn or perjured Harlots ? Where is your Chriſtian Virginity, have you not

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with Dinab ſquandered it away in worldly Pleaſure ? What will Chriſt ſay to you, when 
he ſhall come again, who on Earth had not whereon to lay his Head, when he al ſee your Marth. viii. 
Pomp, State, and Glory, in ſuch Palaces and Colli ges, which you have builr 1 in his Name, 20. 
for which upon Earth you have made Wars? Luke ix. 38. 
27. When have you ſtrove about the Temple of Jeſus Chriſt? Have you not always 
ſtrove about your Colleges or Palaces, and about your own Laws, wherein you have 
lived in Opinions, and diſputed about thoſe Opinions? What Need has Chriſt thereof? 
Chriſt beſtows himſelf upon his Children ſubſtantially, in a living Manner. to dwell in 
them, and will give them his Fleſh for Food, and his Blood for Drink: What needs he 
Opinions, that Men ſhould ſtrive about kim; who and what he is? 
28. When I conſider a true Chriſtian, then I underſtand that Chriſt is and dwells in 
him; what Means then your outward Worſhip of God? Wherefore do you not ſerve 
him in your Hearts and Conſciences? He is preſent within you, and not in the Solem- 
nity and Oftentation of outward Things: You have the Sword of the Holy Gbaſt b y Right, 
with that you ſhould ftrive : Uſe you. the Power: 4 the true apoſtolick — and 
not the Sword of Man's Hand. 
29. The Excommunication is your Sword, but yet it muſt be uſed in the Power of the 
Holy Ghoſt, in divine Zeal againſt the Wicked and Ungodly, and not for that Purpoſe, to 
maintain human Inventions and Fictions, that a Man muſt call your ſpiritual Whoredom 


in Opinions a chaſte Virgin, as for a ny Time the Babyloniſh Church has uſed. it to 
ſuch a Power. 


30. All outward Ceremonies without the inward Ground, that is, without Chriſt's 
Spirit and Co-operation, is Whoredom in the Sight of God, that a Man will approach to 
God without Chriſt the Mediator; for none can ſerve Chriſt but a Chriſtian, where the 
Spirit of Chriſt itſelf co. operates in the Service: But how will he ſerve Chriſt, that holds 
in one Hand the Cup of Chriſt, and in the other Hand the Swerd of-Self-Revenge ? 
Chriſt muſt, in a Chriſtian, overthrow Sin by his Spirit, and not the Father's fiery Sword 
in-the Law of ſevere Righteouſneſs. | 
31. O you Children of Simeon and Levi, the Spirit at Jacob's End has ſignified con- 
cerning you, that your Stoordi were murderous, that Chriſt is not in your ouncils, As 
Jacob ſays, My Soul, that is the Covenant and Grace of Chriſt, be thou not in their 
- Churches and Con tion, nor in their Council: Read the Forty-ninth of Genefis, where 
the Council of the Phariſces and Scribes, who inflitute themſelves Paſtors without the di- 
vine Calling, is dereby ſignified.

32. All pirirual Whoredom proceeds from hence, that Cbriſt's Miniſters poſſeſs, worldly 
Power and Authority, and ſo one plays the Hypocrite with another, the inferior, that is 
without Power and Authority, plays the Hypocrite with the potent, that he may ad- 
vance him alſo, and bring him to Honour and Plenty, to Deliciouſneſs and fat Days, 
whereby the Spirit of Zeal declines and falls to the Ground, and the Truth is . , 
into a Lye, and the Spirit of Zeal of the Mouth is ſtopped: with Power, and Man is ho- 
noured in God's Stead.

Selab for a Huſband to the new Eve; that is, I have not given the Word of the new 
Regeneration by and in the Law, therefore has Thamar, that is, the new Eve, under the 
Time of the Law, laid and copulated with Judab and his Children, relating to the 
ſouliſh or animal and human Nature, and left Selab, viz. the Law ſtanding in the F igure z 
and the Grace of the new Eve in the Covenant has always joined and mixed itſelf with

59. O thou wonderful great God, who art ſo high and deep! How fimply, and to 
the Capacity of a Child, doſt thou modelize thy Wiſdom to us? What is all Art and 


Wit of human Greatneſs before thee, who doſt ſo very much condeſcend, bow down, 


and bumble thyſelf, and preſenteſt thy higheſt Wiſdom and deepeſt Profundity in a childiſh 


Simplicity, which may juſtly fame all human State and Self- wit, when they ſee ſo great 
Myſteries of God ſtand in ſuch Childiſhneſs. 

560. O World, how fooliſh art thou? That thou elevateſt thyſelf in a blind Life, and ſtill 
cleaveſt to the Huſt, and ſeeſt not what thou art, and underſtandeſt not the divine Sim- 
plicity : And then how wilt thou apprehend the divine Depth? O leave off thy Wir, 
and cleave to Simplicity, that thou mayeſt yer obtain a Child's Underſtanding, and be 
not accounted in the Sight of God more unwiſe than the Beaſts which remain in their 
Cloathing and Condition, as God has created them. O thou World, why feepet thou 
in the Devil's Arms, who ſuckles and dandles thee in himſelf, and brings thee to his

61. This potent Figure in theſe Twins, one of which put forth the Hand, which the

Chriſtian has none of that in his Power. 
3. He indeed rules of Right over that which he hath- and poſſeſſes with Truth and

9. When a Man is thus a Chriſtian in ſuch a Proceſs and Way, then he has given up 
all whatſover he has of temporal Goods, or is able to do, as alſo his own-Will, to God, 
who brings him firſt into Chriſt's Image, and makes him conformable to Chriſt, and takes 
nothing away. from him of that which he had before of natural Right, viz. the Diſpoſal of 
temporary Goods, but he takes away the Authority and Power of his own Nature, viz. 
his evil Self-wilt, which Adam had brought away from God, and introduced into a crea- 
turely Selfiſhneſs of his own willing and working in earthly Things, whereby Adam

fill his own Body, and thereby be accounted great, and a Lord of his miſerable deſpiſed 
Fellow-branches, whom he wickedly bereaves of the Sap, wherewith they ſhould frengthen 


their Life, and brings it into a Propriety, calling it mine; this Authority God takes 


away from a Chriſtian, and makes him a Guardian and Nouriſher of his Brethren again, 
viz. a Steward of his Lord: He lets bim poſſeſs the temporary Goods which he had, ſo 
far as he poſſeſſed them in a natural Right with Righteouſneſs and Truth, and makes 
him a Joſeph therein. | 

10. This Joſeph now ſays not, This is mine, that Village, City, Country, Principality, 
Kingdom, Empire, alſo that Houſe, Land, Field, Money, thoſe Goods, thoſe Cattle, 
that Woman, = Child, is mine; but he ſays with his whole Heart and Conſcience, from 
a new good Chriſtian Will, it is a my God's and bis Children's; he has ſer me as a 
Ruler, Diſpoſer and Steward of it, that I ſhould manage it to that Purpoſe which he 
will have me; I ſhould ſuſtain myſelf, and his Children, the Needy with it, avd I ſhould 
be their Curator or Guardian, and give them alſo my Power, Virtue, and Underſtanding 
of the divine Gift, and inſtruct, tutor, or take Care of them for their Good; and-as 
God governs me with his Spirit, ſo alſo ſhould I that am Sis Officer in his World, with 
my Underſtanding and Office, govern my Fellow-members in fuch Power and Virtue, 
and take Care of them; for all that Lrule over is not mine, but God's and ibeirs, but 
I ſhall do to them as God does to me. 

11. To ſuch a one God gives Jeſephs Underſtanding and Wiſdom, and governs the 
Houſe of this World by him, be he in what State and Condition ſoever ; therein he ſits 
in the Office of God, he is only a Servant or Miniſter of the Office, and a Guardian 
over divine Creatures; for the right Chriſtian Government of his Will is in Heaven, his 
Converſation is alike in Heaven and on Earth, as the Scripture ſays, Our Converſation 
is in Heaven z for according to the inward Ground of his Soul and Spirit, he is in 
Chriſt in God, viz in the eternal Speaking Word, from which Adam's Will had turned 
itſelf away, and turned itſelf out into this World, which Will Chriſt has turned in again 
into the eternal Word, and ſo now he governs with that re-inturned Will through and 
in the outward Subſtance and Matters of this World, viz. in the formed outſpoken or 
expreſſed Word, as a Servant, Minifter, and Inſtrument of the eternal Speaking Word 


in its ſecret Myſtery of Wiſdom, viz. in the viſible creaturely Word. 


12. Therefore, to thee, O thou Governor in the Office of the Joſeph of this World, 
in every State, Condition, and Degree, this is told thee, and ſer before thy Eyes; 
that though thou calleſt thyſelf a Joſeph, thou doſt not yet govern as a Joſeph, that is, 
not as a Chriſtian, but as a Child of the Stars and Elements; thou governeſt no other- 


viſe than the Brethren of Joſeph, who will not that God ſhould chooſe Foſeph for a 


Governor, they will be Governors themſelves, and will rather kill Zoſeph, than wait to 
try what God would do with Joſeph's Dream or Viſion; they would not ſuffer that 
Foſeph ſhould tell their Injury to his Father, but they would do what they thought fit; 
for they ſaid among themſelves, We are the Ede, and ſhould govern : What will the 
leaſt and youngeſt perſuade us to? We poſſeſs the Governmeut in a juſt Way, by the 
Right of Nature; the Power and Authority is ours; we will diſpatch Foſeph out of the 
Way, and caſt him into the Pit, and then we ſhall do what we will. 

13. Thus doſt thou alſo; thou governeſt Chriſtendom in all States and Degrees ; 
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the Stars, and the evil averted Adam in his own Will, govern through thee in God's 
Office in the Kingdom of this World, thou haſt only caſt the Mantle of Chriſt over it, 
that Men ſhould net know thee, that thou art the evil Adam, and governeſt with the 
Starry-Wit and Ingenuity, and through the Subtilty and Policy of the Devil, in mere 
ſelf-willed Ways of thine own, to advance thy own Oſtentation, Pomp, Might, Autho- 
rity, and ſtately proud Glory. 

14. O hearken! Art thou a Chriſtian ? Then art thou dead with Chriſt to the wicked 
falſe Will of Adam, and of the Devil's Pride; but if thy Will and Life be heatbenifh, 
why doſt thou then boaſt thyſelf to be a Chriſtian? Why doſt thou make Wars for 
Lands, Countries, Cities and Villages, if thou be not with Jeſeph called and inſtituted 
of God to be a Governor? Why doſt thou in Chriſt's Kingdom enſlave the Country, if 
thou art a Prince and Miniſter in God's Office, and ſerveſt bim? 

15. Art thou thy own Lord upon Earth, and doſt what thy own Will ifeib ? Then 
thou doſt not what God wills; alſo thou governeſt not from Heaven, but from the 
World, and with the World's Might: But whence haſt thou that in Chrifs Kingdom, 
and from what Power and Authority, that thou in God's Office draweſt to thyſelf the 
Sweat of the Poor and Miſerable, and takeſt away his Strength and Virtue, and letteſt him 
ſtarve in Want? Alſo that thou ſqueezeſt or cruſheſt him down with thy Burthen, that 
thou mayeſt but poſſeſs much Riches, and heap up much for thyſelf, with which thou 
makeſt thyſelf potent, and lifteſt up thy Mind into Pride? Whence haſt thou that in 


Chriſt's Kingdom, that thou wilt be better than the Members of thy own Body? And 


whereas in Chriſt we are one, viz. one Tree with many Twigs and Branches, and 
Chriſt alone is our Sap and Virtue, and takes Care for us all in common, for the Officer 
as well as the Branch; like as the Twig upon which the Fruit grows. 

16. Thou Potentate in God's Office, doſt thou not know that in thy Office thou art 
a Branch in the Tree of Chriſt, and that Fruit ſhould grow upon thy Twigs ? Now 
if thou withdraweſt thy Sap from the Twigs, and with thy Rubbing breakeſt them off, 
what Fruit can they bear to thee? They muſt needs wither in thee, and bring forth no 
Fruit, of which thou art guilty, that the Branch, thou being in God's Office, ſtands 
without Fruit. What doſt thou profit thy Lord, who hath planted thee ? Shalt thou 


not be ben down, and caſt into the Fire of God's Anger, as a dry Piece of Wood? Are Mzz. iii. 10, 
2 not the great Tree in the Field of theWorld, r your Twigs without Fruit? Le iii. 9. 


hat Fruit do you bear? Nothing but Leaves, which fall off by the Wind, and rot, 
and go to the Earth again without Fruit: And now what Profit to Life is a Tree with- 
out Fruit? Of no other but for the Fire, or for the Building of an Habitation. 

17. Thus alſo thou art only in thy Office a Building and Habitation, wherein God's 


Children are to dwell ; but they grow not out of thy Stock, thou art only an Officer of 


or belonging unto a Conſtellation and Aferiſm, and ſerveſt the Kingdom of Separation 
in Evil and Good; as that pulls down and builds up, ſo doſt thou alſo z what one Officer 
builds up, another tears down to the Ground: But he that ſerves in Chriſt's Spirit in 
this Office, he works with Joſeph, the Bleſſing is every where in his Office, ſo that his 
Twigs bring forth much Fruit in Chriſt's Kingdom. 

18. Ye Nobles and Potentates under the Name of Chriſt, whence comes it to you in 


Chciſt's Kingdom, that ye are ſuch, under a Chriſtian Name ? Tour Office is God's, if 
you govern therein as a Joſeph, as a Miniſter of Chriſt, then it is right, and pleaſing to 


God : But whence comes ir in the Kingdom of Chriſt, that there is Nobility and 
Slavery? Is not that beatbeniſþ ? Wherein ſtands the Ground thereof? It proceeds from 
nothing elſe but from the Pride of the Devil and Self- Will. : 

19. Who planted you in the Beginning ? Your Princes and Kings whom you have 


ſerved, to what End are they? That Pride might be arrayed in fine Apparel, and 
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chat Men might yot ſay of the high Offices of God, They are clothed with common 


Apparel, but that they might be diſtinguiſhed from the Lowly and Simple ; and that was 
even Lucifer's Fall. | 


Mart. vii. 20. 20. But Chriſt on Earth had not whereon to lay his Head, neither Houſe, nor any 


Thing elſe ; ſo alſo a Chriſtian has nothing for his own, but what he has, he has it for 
his Office Sake, and ſerves his Lord therein; but he that ſerves otherwiſe, he ſerves the 
Adamical Self, and not Chriſt, and is no Chriſtian, but a mere titular Chriſtian ; but he 
is a Child of Nature, of the Kingdom of this World, in whoſe outward Ground Hell 
ſtands, and ſerves the Kingdom of Darkneſs ;,, outwardly he ſerves indeed the Type of 
God according to Love and Anger, where all Things together ſtand in Strife, till the 
Day of Separation, and the Reftoration of that which was before ſuch Doings. 

21. For in this World all goes on in free Will; that which has no Law, bas alſo no 
Judgment, but that which has a Law, that has its Judgment in itſelf; therefore ſeeing 
Man, eſpecially a Chriſtian, has a Law, viz. that he is no more his own, in that he is 
given up to another, viz. to Chriſt, and yet will not be ſubject to him, then is the 

udgment in the Law, and condemns the own Will and Self. 

'22. We do not diſallow of the Offices which are God's, as alſo the Officers are God's 
Servants, we diſtinguiſh only what a Miniſter of Chriſt is, and what a Miniſter of Nature 
in human Self hood is; if any one be in a noble Office in the Kingdom of Chriſt, then 
is his Office noble; but he is a Miniſter or Servant under this noble Office, and is - juſtly 
honoured in Reſpect of the Office; we detract not from his Honour, which his Office 
deſerves, but all Self hood in the Kingdom of Chriſt is the evil Adamical Nature, which 
is departed from God; for in Chriſt there is no Nobility, but we are all only Children 
and Miniſters or Servants. , h — 

23. Our Adamical Nobility is loſt in Adam; but whoever in this World, in the King- 
dom of Chriſt, is noble, he is noble in reſpe of his Office, as a King and Prince is 
noble in reſpect of his Office, in which he ſerves; but if he ſerves not Chriſt therein, 
but only the Nobility of his Office, and his Self hood, and ſays, The Power and the 
Kingdom 1s mine, he bereaves God of his Power, and makes it appropriated to himſelf, 

and becomes a Lucifer under the Office of God. 


24. Even as Lucifer, who alſo was a Prince of a Throne, and a King in God's Office, 


x Ja. xiv. 19. when he appropriated the Office to Self, then he * was chruſt out, and another got 
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the Office which he had in the Kingdom of God; but he remained indeed a Prince in his 
own Office, but not in God's Love, but in his Wrath, wherein he muſt now alſo ſerve 
him; as alſo it is to be underſtood concerning the Offices in tbis World. 

25. For a wicked Prince and Nobleman remains indeed in the Office, but he ſerves 
not God's Love, but his Anger, as is done at preſent, where the Princes ſerve the An- 
ger of God with murdering and waſting Countries and People, as in Vengeance, and in 
the Power of Self hood, wherein God's Anger alſo becomes creaturely ; but they do not 
that to Chriſt in Chriſt's Office, but to the Anger of God, who thereby puniſhes the falſe 
and wicked titular Chriſtendom with his Office of Anger. 

26. For in Chriſt's Office there is only Love and Righteouſneſs, as alſo Humility and 
Fear of God itſelf, but the Office has the Power to ſeparate the Evil from the Good as 
a Minifter of God, yet with Righteouſneſs, and not with Self-will : He who ſays, Thou 
Halt not kill, fays alſo to the Officer, that without the Authority of his Office he ſhould 
Kill none, neither ſhould he do Injury to any, though by Virtue of his Office. 

27. For the Office requires a juſt Judgment, and then the Office kills the Wickedneſs, 
and ſevers it from the Good, and the Officer is free from the Commandment of Death; 

roſe he has any evil Intent in his Will, there the Judgment paſſes upon the -Officer 
mei. PTY | | 5 ann 72 
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28. In Polipbar, Pharaoh's Officer, we have a powerful Figure, who ſet Jaſepb over 
his whole Houſe, and gave him full Power to rule in his Government ; ſhewing how 
God has ſet his Officers in his Houſe of this World, that they ſhould do and direct, 
Judge and manage Things in a creaturely Manner, as God does in them after a ſpirinual 

anner. 


29. For Potipbar took upon him no Diſpoſal of any Thing, but let Fo/eph manage 
the Government; thus alſo are all Officers inſtituted in the Kingdom of this World, 
that they ſhould outwardly manage God's Government, as Chriſt gives a Similitude or 
Parable of Stewards, whom a Lord appointed over all bis Goods, and went into à far Coun- Mat. xxv. 
try, and after a long Time returned again to require an Account f his Stewards, where be 14—3'- 
diſtributed to the Officers, and gave one of them five Talents, and the «ther four Talents, to L. — 
the third three Talents, to the fourth two, to the fifth one Talent, wherewith every one ſhould ** © 
trade and get Gain; and-then when he that had but one Talent had gained nothing, he com- 
manded him to be bound Hand and Foot, and to be caſt out into Darkneſs ; and commanded alſo 
to deſtroy thoſe Murder:rs, and to burn their Cities, who after their Lord was gone away, 
and bad committed bis Goods to them, they preſently in his Houſe began to fight, and beat 
their Fellow-ſervants, and to be drunken, and play, and kill bis Meſſengers which he ſent to 
them, All which are Similitudes and Parables concerning his Officers in the Houſe of 
this World, ſhewing how he will puniſh the evil Houſholders with Hell-fre, and burn 
their Cities, via. their Kingdoms, which they have built, in their own V6luptuouſneſs 
to their own Glory and Honour, and ſhut them out from his Face for ever: But the Lale xix. 17. 
other who were faitbful in his Miniſtry and Service, he gave full Power over his Houſe, and 
gave them aljo the Government and Talent of him that had buried it in the Earth, and would Lute xix. 24. 
not execute his Office that was appointed him. | | 
39. Thus all Potentates, and Magiſtrates in Offices, ought well to conſider this, that 
they ought to work in God's Office, and have à Care of his Houſe, and not think only 
to look after Nobility and high Eſtate, and think how to fill their Belly, and ſatisfy their 
Pleaſures with Gormandizing and Guzzling, Gluttony and Drunkenneſs, and to wreſt 
the Sweat of the Miſerable with Unrighteoulneſs, and lay it upon their Pride. and Bra- 
very, and conſtrain and preſs upon the Miſerable and Inferior with Power. All theſe, 
one with another, are the evil and wicked Officers and the Murderers, which the Lord 
commands to be deſtroyed, and their Cities to be , burned with the Fire of God's 
Anger. | | 
% But at preſent the World is full of ſuch Officers, to whom the Lord clearly for a 
long Time ſent many Meſſengers ; but they have vilified and contemned them; therefore 
now is the Time of the Lord's coming, for they have even now * Filled bis Son, viz. the * M. xxi. 39. 
Plain Truth of bis Word, and turned it into mere Self- luſt and Wantonneſs; therefore theſe Lute xvi. 2. 
Houſholders muſt give an Account of their Offices. | 
32. Moſes ſpeaks further concerning Jaſepb, and ſays, And it came to paſs after this Gen. xxxix. 
. was done, that his Maſter's Wife caſt ber Eyes upon Joſeph, and ſaid, Lye with me; but be 710. 
refuſed, and ſaid to ber, Bebold my Maſter taketh no Notice cubat is with me in the Houſe, 
and whatſoever be hath, be hath committed under my Hand and Charge; and there is nothing 
ſo great in the Houſe which he hath withbolden from me but thee, becauſe thou art his Wife : 
How ſhould I then da ſo great an Evil, and fin againſt Gad? And ſbe preſſed ſuch Words upan 
Joſeph daily, but he obeyed her not to lye with ber, or to be near about her. This is now 
the mighty Type, ſhewing how it goes with the Children of God, when they have! or Image. 
attained the divine Government in the new Regeneration, in that they muſt now con- 
verſe in this Houſe of Fleſh and Adamical Priſon, with their holy blefled Government; 
alſo how the Soul has taken in Marriage this unchaſte whoriſh Woman in the Spirit of 
this World in the beſtial Defre in Fleſh and Blood, which whoriſh Woman now ſets upon 
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the chaſte Joſeph, and continually would urge and draw him to her emorovs Luſt, that 
the new Virgin Child might lie with the beſtial Whore again ; as Adam did, from which 
luſtful Bed earthly Eve proceeded, with whom afterwards he copulated in his Luſt, 
as all Beaſts do. | 
33. This lecherous Eve ſticks yet to the Children of God in Fleſh and Blood, and it 
is the animal Soul, viz. the mortal Spirit, full of evil Luſt and Impurity, whereinto the 
Devil has yet ſtruck his Serpent's Sting, for which Cauſe the Body muſt die, and rot, 
or corrupt. allo this beffial Spirit muſt be ® deftroyed, and go quite into its Mother again, out of 
which it proceeded in the Beginning. 
34. In this Whore, the Devil affaults the noble Virgin Child daily, viz. the chaſte 
Jeſepb in Chrif*s Spirit, encompaſſed with heavenly ſpiritual Corporeity, viz. with 
Rev. xii. 1. Chriſt's Fleſh and Blood. This Virgin-child is the Woman in the Apocalypſe, that 
Randi upon the Moon, viz. upon this earthly Whore, and bath twelve Stars in the Crown 
Verſe 4. upon ber Head, which Woman the * Dragon in the earthly Whore would continually de- 
- vonr, when ſhe brings forth the holy Child, viz. the noble Joſeph, viz. the chaſte and 
divine Purity, which cauſes Woe to the Dragon in Fleſh and Blood, that it muſt reſign 
* Verſe 15. its Kingdom, and in that Reſpect * pours forth the great Deluge of Earthlineſs upon 


| * Flood or her, to flay the Child together with its Mother.

Varls 46, 35. But the Earth comes to belp this Woman, that is, the earthly Deſire in Fleſh and 


Blood opens its Throat wide and ſwallows this Dragon's Flood into itſelf, ſeeing it is 
its Like, that it may not hurt the Virgin Child, as Potipbar's Wife's unchaſte Dragon's 
whoriſſi Floods and Streams did ack birt Foſeph, in that he fled from her, and did not 
yield his Will to her. 

36. And this is firſt the moſt powerful Proba or Trial of the Children of God; that 
as ſoon as they attain the new Birth, then the Devil comes and ſtirs up the fleſhly 
Whore in Fleſh and Blood, and all falſe and wicked Defires and Imaginations, and then 
injects and frames in this Whore the Honour and Glory of the World; alſo Riches 
and the Pleaſure of this Life; alſo he models and repreſents the great Miſery and Deſo- 
lation, wherein the poor Soul, in this World, muſt ſtand in Shame and Scorn; alſo the 

great Unworthineſs of the Soul; alſo he repreſents Covetouſneſs, to think all temporal 
good Things and Neceſſaries will fail, and fo it ſhould-come into great Miſery. 

37. To . Potent and Rich the Devil models and repreſents, in this their fleſhly Ser- 
pentine Whore, their Nobility and Highneſs, their great Honour, Might, and Power; 

. alfo voluptuous Eating and Drinking of dainty Fare, and how they may acquire it with 
Power and ſubtle Policy; alſo he repreſents Unchaſtity and Wantonneſs, and to think, 
that if they ſhould walk in Humility and Lowlineſs, they ſhould ia the Reſpect and 
Reputation of the World; for who would fear and honour them, if they did not put 
themſelves forward with Oſtentation? | ; 

38. All theſe are the Words of Potiphar's Whore in Fleſh and Blood, which the 
Devil ſtirs vp in the Serpent's inſinuated Poiſon, with his Imagination, wherewith he 
plagues the poor impriſoned Soul in Fleſh and Blood, and provokes it to ſuch and the 
like Unchaſtity and Sins; and this Whore in the Fleſh ſays continually to the Soul, Lye 
with me, copulate with me, thou wilt be bleſſed, happy, and ſaved well enough, uſe 

thy Luft with me; and this ſhe does daily, that ſhe m1 bring Joſeph into Luſt, viz. 

the new Child; that the Soul might bite at that Bait, and defile the new Child, and its 
fair Crown. | 5 

39. For this Whore is aſhamed before this new Child, ſhe reſembles a diriy Swine 
compared with the Sun; when ſhe hears Mention made of the Wantonneſs of the 
World, ſhe rejoices at it, but when Men ſpeak of ſuch Chaſtity and Purity, ſhe is 
aſhamed of it, and then beſpatters or ſullies the Speech of the holy Child, — — 
| aboveſai 
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aboveſaid Abominations, and deſpiſes it; for ſhe knows that if Zoſeph holds the Go- 


vernment, ſhe muſt die. X 

40. But honeſt, virtuous and chaſte Joſeph, viz. the inward new Man, ſays to this 
Whore, Behold, my Lord and Maſter has truſted me with all his eternal Goods and the 
whole Kingdom of Chriſt, how ſhall I then do ſuch Evil before him? I will not lye with 


thee, thou art thy Lord's Wife, viz. the Wife of the Spirit of this World, I will not 
lye with thee, nor be near thee.

41. And Moſes ſays further, L came to paſs on a Day that Joſeph went into the Houſe Gen. xxxix. 
to do his Employment, and there were none of the People in the Houſe, and ſhe 5 bim by 11—15- 


bis Garment, and ſaid, Lye with ne; but be left the Garment in ber Hand, and fled, and 
ran forth out of the Houſe : But when ſhe perceived that he left bis Garment in her Hand, 
aud was fled forth, fbe cal ed the People of the Houſe and ſaid, Behold be hath brought in an 
Hebrew Man to us to defame us; be came in unto me, and would have lain with me, but I 
tried with a loud Voice; and when he heard that I cried out and called, be left his Garment 
with me, and fled and ran forth. This now is the Figure, ſhewing how the Devil 
through this whoriſh Woman ſtronzly ſets upon the Soul, eſpecially when the Devil 
obſerves that the Soul is alone, that the Spirit of God ſtirs not in it, then he falls a 
ſtorming of it, and lays hold of it in its Life's Eſſence, and will force it in ſuch Whore- 
dom, that the precious Virgin-child might be d:fled, and that ſhe might with the Ser- 
pent's Power copulate with the Soul. | 

42. This alſo is a powerful Figure of the whoriſh and unchaſte World, ſhewing how 
the fair Daughters of Eve, in the Inſtigation of the Devil, run after the tender Youths, 
and allure them with flattcring hypocritical Behaviour, with wicked burning Luſt, which 
trim and adorn themſelves, as if an Angel ſat under their Dreſs, and have drawn many 
an honeſt virtuous Child, that never deſired it, to themſelves, and bound them with the 
Devil's Chains, and have bereaved them of their Honour and Chaſtity. 

43. And if there was an honeſt and chaſte Joſeph, who would not go into theſe 
Hogſties and Jakes of the Devil, they cry out againſt ſuch a one, and accuſe him of Un- 
Chaſtity, as willing to betray him and rob him of his Honour, and yet are even the luſt- 
ful Panders, which ſtrow Sugar, and give Gall to eat, which ſtrange People ſtrow 
Sugar ſo long as he has Money in his Purſe, till they bereave him of his Livelibocd, 
Honour, and Goods, that he has no more to give them, and then they ſcorn him, and 
leave him without a Garment, as Potiphar's Wife did Jeſepb, as he was going out of 
the Houſe ; ſo the Devil has the Soul, and the Whore the Garment for a Pledge; in 
which Whore nothing elſe governs but the Serpent with its Brood of young ones, and 
he that joins himſelt to them, is poiſoned by the Serpent, for the Serpent ſheds its 
Spawn into Body and Soul, and poiſons him ſo exceedingly, that his Heart cleaves to 
the Whore, and runs after her, as if he was faſt tied to her. 

44. At preſent the World is full of theſe Vermin, among high and low; and there- 
fore alſo at preſent the Serpent itſelf is pregnant, and will ſhed forth its Spawn, which 
the Zeal of God will conſume ; for Joſeph with his governing Office lies as yet in Priſon, 
and Potiphar's Wife governs in her burning Luft which ſhe bore to Joſeph; but ſince ſhe 
could not betray Joſeph, ſhe ſet herſelf in Zoſeph's Government, and governs the Houſe 
of this World, and accordingly has generated many Baſtards, which now govern in her 
Stead; and therefore the Judgment comes, upon ber M boredom, and breaks her to Pieces, 
that Men will ſay, She is fallen, ſbe is fallen, Babel, the Mother of the great Whoredom, 
and is become a Habitation of all Devils and unclean; Spirits, ſhe is for ever ſealed up in the 
Abyls.; o | 

= On the contrary, we here ſee, in this Image and Type, alſo the great Chaſtity and 


Purity of Joſeph, who when he was drawn and held, with Power, yet fled from this

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Whore, and had rather leave his Garment and good Name at Stake, that he might but 
keep a good Conſcience. 


The Holy Figure ſtands thus: 


46. When this chaſte new Virgin - child in the Spirit of Chriſt ſees this Whore in Fleſh 
and Blood draw near it, that her Deſire lays hold on this Chaſtity, then it flies out of 
the Houſe ; that is, this Virgin-child bides itſelf in its own Principle, and may not 
come near the Soul, ſeeing the Soul is defiled by this Whore's Poiſon, fo that it is 


brought into Luſt; thus rongiy the divine Purity ſhields itſelf from the Devil's 
Vanity. 


47. For in this new Child there ſtands the fair Carbuncle-ſtone of the higheſt Love 
of God in the Name JESUS, which ſuffers itſelf to be ſullied no more, for it once 
paſſed through Death and Hell in Man, it will be pure and poſſeſs the Throne of God, 
whereupon the Scripture ſpeaks ſtrongly, that I boſocver bath once tafted the Sweetneſs 


. of the World to come, and departeth from it again, that this Soul bath no Forgiveneſs more 


for ever; that is no other, than where the noble Virgin-child is born a- new again out of 


the Soul in its Subſtance that faded in Adam, and the Soul departs quite from it again, 
and fevers itſelf from it with its Will, ſo that it fades again once more; there is no Remed 


. 
for it more eternally; for in the Birth of this Virgin- child, the Foretaſte of the eternal

48. Therefore this noble Virgin with her fair * Stone hides itſelf frequently from the 
Soul, but ſhe breaks not off from the Marriage, except the Soul breaks itſelf off from 
her; and there is great Weeping and Lamentation towards the Soul, if it defilzs itſelf 
again, as in the little Book of Repentance is ſet forth, and cannot eaſily befall Foſeph, 
for the Soul is hugged, embraced and keptin Chriſt's Arms, as it is written, My Sheep 
are in my Hand. F 

49. This we underſtand in this Figure, bow very chaſte, modeſt and pure Hearts are 
given to the Children of God in their inward Ground, and how they muſt be ſtrongly 
proved and tried, before the Government of divine Viſion will be given them, to be 
able to ſee the Myſterium Magnum, the Great Myſtery. 

50. And Moſes ſays further, And Potiphar's Wife laid up his Garment by her until his 
Maſter came home, and told bim thoſe very Words. We ſee in this Figure the perfidious trea- 
cherous Dealings of the World, how wickedly they recompenſe and reward their Chriſtian 
faithful Servants and Miniſters ; Joſeph carried himſelf faithfully in the Sight of their whole 
Houſe, and all ſucceeded happily that went through his Hand; but when he would not 
lye with this Whore, to pollute himſelf with her, then ſhe perſecutes him m his' Body 
and Life, and ftudies how to ſteal away his Honour from him by Falſhood and Wicked- 
neſs, when ſhe cannot take it away with Subtlety and deviliſh Plots, tr. 

5T. This now is a Figure, ſhewing how grievous Enemies a true Chriſtian has, and 
that he is every where encompaſſed with Enemies; and though perhaps he ſtands in 
temporal Felicity, and has the Favour and good Will of many Men, yet he ought net 
to be ſecure, for the Devil continually hunts after him to find how to make him fall; 
for, what the Devil cannot do by himſelf, to God's Children in Fleſh” and Blood, that 
he attempts by his Inſtruments, falſely to betray the Children of God, and that even for 
their Fear of God, their Honeſty and Virtue. © "it 2 ne 

52. For if the new heavenly Eve be born in God's Children, then the Devil in the 
earthly Eve will not endure it, for a Whore and a modeſt Virgin will very ill ſtand to- 
gether. | | &* | 


53. And thus the Children of God have 10 greater Danger, than when they are ex- 
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alted to worldly Honour, for the Devil is a Spirit of Pride, and ſets himſelf with his 

Luſt in worldly Highneſs and Magnificence, in“ Higb Offices; for he will always ftill , Or high 
be a Prince of this World, as Chriſt alſo calls him; and he is ſo indeed according to 2 8 
the Property of Vanity, Falſhood and Wickedneſs, and always ſet his Throne and Stool Jobe 3 — 
readily here, where great Offices and Honours are; where Might, Power, and Autho- 


rity is adminiſtred and put in Execution, there he * involves himſelf, ſo that he might be * Inſinuates 
ſure to ſit for one in the Government of the World. | or wraps up 


54+ Therefore he will not readily endure that a Joſeph ſhould fit near him, but thoſe — 
that are rich, noble, lofty, and ſtately, honouring themſelves, which hunt only after 
worldly Honour, Pleaſure, and Voluptuouſneſs, who fill their Bellies daily, and are 
bold, ſtout, furious, and full with Plenty, and hunt only after Subtlety and Policy, 
ſceking how they may wreſt from 'the Miſerable his Sweat, and convert it into 
Pride, who trim and ſet themſelves forward in every Place, taking Pleaſure in them- 

. ſelves in ſuch Dreſſes and Ornaments, giving one another great Compliments and 

Courtſhip, and aſcribe great Titles of Honour to them; where the Houſe is ſtuck 
full of ſuch trimed dreſſed Whores under a modeſt and chaſte Shew and Appearance, there 
is the Devil a frolick Gueſt, for it goes according to his » own Heart's Deſire and Will. » Property or 

55. But if God ſends a Joſeph thither, who would fain live and do according to the Condition. 
Will of God, then it happens to him as to Joſeph; and to Daniel, whom they wickedly 
and with Falſhood brought to the Lion's Den; and Jaſepb they brought into Priſon ; 
but in the End the Devil's Kingdom is put to Shame, as in Jaſepb and Daniel. 

56. Therefore if any will be a Jeſepb, and alſo ſet in worldly Offices and Honour, he 
muſt do it with great earneſt Sincerity and Humility of his Heart, and refit the Devil, 
that he may not be able with his Stool of Pride to dwell with him; if not, let him ſtay 
without it, or elſe he will fall to the Ground in ſuch Offices. If Foſeph be not armed 
with Chriſt, who has overcome the Devil, let him let the high Offices alone, for the 
Devil will not endure him in it, while he is againſt him; he muſt either be a right Foſeph 
and Daniel, or muſt have the Mind of the World, if he will govern the World. 

57. For this World has a twofold Office, viz. God's and Satan's Office, the one in 
God's Love, the other in God's Wrath, viz. according to the Property of Light, and 
of Darkneſs, which in the Nature of this World rule near and in one another, and are two 
Kingdoms, as the one is Chriſt's Kingdom, the other is Satan's. 

58. Therefore if thou art not armed and wholly reigned to God, that thou canſt, upon 
Occaſion, with Jeſepb leave thy Garment, alſo thy Honour and Welfare, for the Sake of | | 
God and for Righteouſneſs, and overcome the Devil with divine Power and Strength, 1 
if not, preſs into no Office except thou beeſt rightly, duly and orderly called thereunto, 
and then alſo thou ſtandeſt either in the Throne of Joſeph, or of the World. 

59. Thou muſt in an Office either ſerve God or the Devil, for thou canſt not ſerve 
two Maſters alike, for Self and Reſignation are two diftin# ; he that ſerves God is re- 
ſigned up into him, and in all Things has Reſpect to Truth and Righteouſneſs, and will 
promote that; but he that ſerves Self has Reſpe&t to Favsur, and the Highneſs and 
Magnificence of the World, that he may have it all at his diſpoſing ; this Officer is in the 
Miniſtry and Service of the evil Adam, in whom the Devil has his Throne, and helps 
him to pronounce the Sentence of Juſtice, 


60. O thou worldly Judge, rely not thou upon the Tower of Babel, upon worldly 
Determinations, Ordinances, and Concluſions, upon human Inſtitutions, Statutes, Laws 
and Decrees, the Top thereof reaches not into Heaven, that is only the Height of the 
Confuſion of Strife, and a Miſunderſtanding; God ſees thee in thy very Heart, he : Or Mittake.

| thing upon bim; for the Lord was with Joſeph, and what be did the Lord made it ſucceſsful. 
| In this Figure we ſee the final and /aft Proof and Trial of God's Children, how they 
mult leave their Honour and Welfare, and alſo put their Life in Hazard, and reſign 
| themſelves wholly to God, to do whatſoever he will with them, for they muſt forſake all 
| for God's Sake, and leave the Verld, and be as a Priſoner who expected Death, and 
| relies no more upon any Man, and knows not how to get any Comfort from any Crea- 
ture, but relies barely and merely upon God and his Grace, and then is a Man paſſed 
| through all Proofs and Trials, and now ſtands waiting the Commands of his Lord, what 
| he will have him to be. 
62. For he ſays very inwardly to God, Lord, wilt thou have me in Priſon and in Miſery, 
that I ſhall fit in Darkneſs, then I will willingly dwell there; if thou bringeſt me into 
Hell, 1 will go along, for thou art my Heaven; if I have but thee, I enquire not after 
a Or befa- Heaven and Earth, and if Body and Soul ſhould * fail, yet thou art my Comfort; let 
ppg me be where I will, yet I am in ibee, and thou in me; I have fully enough when I have 
thee, uſe me for what thou wilt. 

63. In this laſt Proof and Trial Man becomes the Image of God again, for all Things 
become one and the ſame, and are alike to him; he is all one with Proſperity and Ad- 
| verſity, with Poverty and Riches, with Joy and Sorrow, with Light and Darkneſs, with 
; Life and Death; he is as no!bing to himfelf, for in his Will he is dead to all Things, and 
he ſtands in a Figure, repreſenting how God is in and through all, and yet is as a No- 
thing to all Things, for they comprehend not him, and yet all is manifeſted by him; 
and he himſelf is all, and yet has Nothing, for any Thing is to him in the Apprehen-

68, Therefore it is Man's laſt Proof or Trial, when he ſtands ſtill to God in all — bruggs 
Things, then in him Light proceeds out of Darkneſs, Life out of Death, and Joy out | 
of Sorrow; for God is in and with bim in all Things, and bleſſes him, as was done to 
Zoſeph in the Priſon, his Priſon became Joy to him; for he became alſo a Governor 
over the Priſon in the Priſon ; he was as a Priſoner, and yet as a Maſter of the Priſoners, 
he governed the Priſon and the Priſoners, and was a Patron, Foſterer, and Guardian to 
the Diſtreſſed ; his Maſter took nothing upon him, and was well pleaſed with what 
Zoſeph did, for all was very pleaſing and right in his Sight.

69. Thus underſtand us here according to its precious Worth; when Man is intirely 
reſigned to God, then God is his Will, and God takes nothing upon him about what 
Man does; nothing is againſt him, for God's Will does it in himſelf, and all Sin ceaſes ;

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6. But where a true Viſion is ſeen in Man, that is done by the Soul's modellizing, 
when it 8 or models itſelf in the Figure through its Imagination, then the 
Image or Repreſentation ſtands in the right human Underſtanding, though indeed the 
Aſtral Spirit continually images or frames itſelf in earthly Forms, ſo that very ſeldom 
an entire perfect Viſion appears as the Work or Efe# in itſelf ſhall be; alſo Man's own 
Imagination itſelf does often alter it, what a Man thinks or imagines in the Day, viz.

9. The right prophetic Ground of the magical Seeing and Underſtanding is thus; 
every Prophet is a Limit wherein a Time is included, or an Age comprehended, and 
he is the Mouth of that Kingdom or Dominion; that is, when that Kingdom has awak- 
ened and generated the Turba in it, then is he the Mouth of the inward Ground, which 
declares and expreſſes the Vanity in the Turba, and alſo the Grace of God, which has 
taken Compaſſion on the human Miſery, and oppoſed the Wrath of the Turba, and re- 
proves that Kingdom for their Vanity and Idolatry, and comforts them with the intro- 
verted Grace again. EY 
10. For his Spirit ſtands in the Figure in the eternal ſpeaking Word of God, from 
which the Life was expreſſed or ſpoken forth, and became a Creature, introverted again 
as an Inſtrument of the Spirit of God, whereby the Spirit of God ſpeaks and intumates 
for the prophetic Spirit could not in its own Might and Power deelare future hidden 
1 hings, if the Spirit of God did not ſce through it, and that the Word of God did allo 
go together through his Word into the magic Figure which the Prophet ſees. | 
11. For the Prophet knows not any thing betorehand in his own Power and Autho- 
rity which he declares, but when the Word models itſelf together in the Figure, then 
the prophetic Spirit ſees through God's ſeeing, how the Word of God goes alſo together 
upon the Figure; and then the Word expreſſes, declares, and explains the Figure 
through the prophetic Spirit, as here was done by Jaſeph, when the King's Officers told 
their Dreams, then the Word ſet the Figure in Joſeph's Underſtanding how it ſhould 
come to paſs; ſo that Zo/eph knew what their Viſions meant, | | nh id 
12, But he knew it not beforehand ; but in the telling of the Dream the Nord of 
Underſtanding modelled itſelf in Joſeph's Underſtanding, that he knew it; for Jeſepb's 
Spirit flood in a magic Figure, introverted again into the Word, after the Manner as 
the new Birth in the Spirit of Chriſt ſtands introverted again; fo allo the other Prophets, 
through whoſe Mouth God's Word explained and expreſſed from the inward Ground, 


through their Mouth, the Wonders of God in Nature, viz. in the formed creaturely 
Word. 


13. By this Figure of Joſeph, in that he obtained divine Knowledge and Skill, and

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could explain hidden Things, we fee how the introverted Spirit of Man, reſigned up 


into God when he forſakes all that is his own, does attain the divine Eye to ſee and un-

derſtand, ſo that he gets much more again than he forſook, and that he is much richer 
than when he enjoyed his own; for in his own Will he had and poſſeſſed only a Particu- 
lar, but in the Reſignation he gets into the Total, viz. into the Univerſal, into All; for 
ALL is from the Word of God. 

14. Therefore if he comes into that, he comes into the Ground, wherein all lies in 
the Eternity, and from being poor becomes rich, as Foſeph's Figure declares, that a 
poor Priſoner became a Prince, and that only by the divine Word, that had manifeſted it- 
ſelf in him, when the Word, in his ſubmiſſive Dereliction forſaking all, expreſſed or 
ſpoke forth itſelf again, and ſo ſpoke or pronounced Jeſeph into a regal Government 
and Dominion, through whom the Word of God would rule in Egypt, and give the 
Underſtanding for ſuch a kingly Government. | 

15. We ſee further in this Figure of Fo/epb, * How at the Length all muſt ſerve for the 
beſt to God's Children, all the Wrong they muſt ſuffer will turn to mere Joy in the 
Event; for in Trouble and Afffiction they learn to know what they are, how very weak 
and miſerable they are in their ownſelves, and how near Death and Miſery attend them, 
and how all the Truſt, Confidence, and Expectation they have of Man, in that they will 
rely upon Man, and truſt to the Favour of Man, is a very fickle uncertain Thing; alſo 


how Man ſhould turn his Hope towards God, when he expects to be delivered out of 


Trouble by the Favour of Man, yet ſo at length the Favour and Counſel of Man mult 


ſtand in Stead. 

16. But if a Man will expect the Favour and Counſel of Man, he muſt ſet his Hope 
upon God, and look whether God will give him Comfort by human Means, and releaſe 
him from Miſery, and not ſet his Hope upon the Favour of Man, but look upon God, 
to ſee what he will work by Means; and though it ſeems as if God had forgotten, as here 
with Joſeph, who muſt remain two Years in Priſon, then he muſt conſider with himſelf 
that God will have him here ; but if he will through Means have him in another Place, 


then he will afford Means for it, and ſend it in due Time, as is to be ſeen here. 


17. The Miſhap of the King's Officers, in that they were put into Priſon to Jaſcpb, 
was a Means whereby God would bring Jeſepb before the King, but it was not done 
ſuddenly, becauſe Foſeph hoped the King's Butler would ſpeak a good Word for him to 
the King, and tell his Innocence; but the Butler forgot him, and left Joſeph lying in the 
Dungeon; that Jeſepb might wholly deſpair of human Means, and fly to God; and when 
he does that, and deſpairs of all buman Means, and barely relies on God, then muſt even 


that Means, in which Foſeph had hoped, and yet alſo had long deſpaired of any Help 


from it, break forth again, and ſtand him in Stead. 

18. By this a Child of God ſhould learn, that all which he prays to God for that it 
ſhould ſtand him in Stead by Man, that he ſhould not ſet his Hope upon Man, but up- 
on Cod; then at length every thing is done which he has prayed to God for, that ſhould 
ſtand him in Stead by human Means; when the Mind deſpairs of human Means, and 
dives down into God again, then God's Help breaks forth through human Means. 
Thus the Mind is inſtructed to learn to truſt in God.

devoured the ſeven fair fat Kine, then Pharaoh awaked. And be ſlept 


none again, and — once more, and ſaw ſeven Ears grow out of one Stalk, 


full and thick; but af, — be ſaw ſeven thin blaſted Ears ſpring up, and the ſeven thin 
and black Ears devoured the ſeven full and thick Ears; then Pharaoh awaked, and obſerved 
that it was a Dream : And when it was Morning, bis Spirit was troubled, and be ſent forth 


to call all the Magicians of Egypt, and all the wiſe Men, and related to them his Dreams, 
but there were none that could interpret them to Paraob. 


2. Theſe Dreams of Pharaoh were repreſented to him from God, therefore no Magus 
and Naturaliſt could interpret them; for the natural Magus has Power only in Nature, - Skilful in 
only in that which Nature frames in its working; he cannot apprehend that, nor adviſe Nature. 
in that, which the Word of God models and frames, but a Prophet has Power to inter- 
pret that, for he is a divine Magus, as here Joſeph. 
3. With the Egyptians the Magic Art and Skill was common, but when it was miſ⸗ 
»ſed to Witchc it was extirpated, although it remained among the Heathen till — 
Kingdom of Chriſt, till the divine Magia ſprung up; then the natural Magia was 
preſſed among the Chriſtians, which in the Beginning was well that it was ſupp reſſed, 5 
the heatheniſh * Faith was thereby allayed and quenched, and the magic — of *OrReligion. 
Nature, which they honoured for Gods, were rooted out of Men's Hearts. 
4. But when the Chriſtian Faith was common, then came oth:r Magi up, viz. the 
Sects in Chriſtendom, which they ſer up for Gods, inſtead of the Images of Heathen 
Idols, and drove on greater Deluſions, than the Heathen with their magic Idols. 
5. For the Heathen looked upon the Ground of the Poſſibility and Working of Na- 
ture, but theſe ſet themſelves above the Ground of Nature, merely in an hiſtorical Faith, 
and they ſay that Men ought to believe that which they contrive. 


6. As at this very Day titular Chriſtendom is full of ſuch Magi, as have no natural 
Underſtanding, either of God or of Nature, among them, but only an empty Bab- 


bling of a ſupernatural magic Ground, wherein they have ſet up themſelves for Idol- 
Gods, and underſtand neither the divine nor natural Mogia, ſo that the World is made 
ſtock- blind by them, whence the Contention and Strife in Faith and Religion are riſen, 
that Men tal much of Faith, one drawing this Way, another that Way, and make a 
Multitude of Opinions, which are altogether worſe than the heatheniſh Images, which 
indeed had their Ground and Foundation in Nature; but theſe Images have no Ground 


either in Nature, or in the ſupernatural divine Faith, but are dumb Idols, and their 
Miniſters are Baal's Miniſters. 


7. And as it was highly neceſſary and good, that the natural Magia was diſcontinued

OSES ſays, After two Years Pbaraob bad à Dream, that be flood by Gen. xli. 
the Water,and | ſaw ſeven fair fat Kine riſe out of the Water, and went to *—5-

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amongſt the Chriſtians, where the Faith of Chriſt was manifeſt, ſo now at preſent it is 
much more neceſſary that the natural Magia were again manifeſt, that indeed titular 

Chriſtendom's Idols, which it makes to itſelf, might through Nature be made manifeſt 
and known, that Man might know in Nature the outſpoken or expreſſed formed 
Word of God, as alſo the new Regeneration, and alſo the Fall and Perdition, that 
thereby the contrived ſupernatural Idols might be ſuppreſſed, that Men might at length 
in Nature learn to underſtand the Scriptures, ſeeing Men will not confide in the Spirit of 
God in the divine Magia of true Faith, but lay their Foundation upon the Tower of 
Babel, in the Contention and contrived idol Opinions, viz. in the Edits and Traditions 
of Men. | 

8. 1 do not ſay that Men ſhould ſeek and preach the heatheniſh Magia again, and 
take up Heathen 7Jols again, but that it is needful to learn to ſearch the Ground of Na- 
ture, viz. the formed Word of God in Love and Anger, with its Re-expreſſion, that 
Men might not be ſo blind concerning the Eſſence of all Eſſences. 

9. For the Fathers of the firſt Faith were not ſo blind concerning the Kingdom and 
Dominion of Nature, but did know in and by Nature, that there was a hidden , who 
had made himſelf viſible, by the Word of his Exhalation and Information of the created 
World, and have known God's Word by the Creation, which is now at preſent much 
the more ngceſſary, that the Opinion- Idols might come to Light and be known, that 
Man might at length ſee what Faith is; that ic is not an Opinion and Conceit, but a 
divine 7 Subſtance or Eſſence, which Subſtance or Eſſence, in the viſible Man, is hidden 
to outward Eyes, as the inviſible God is hidden in the viſible Subſtance of this World. 

10. But that the Magi Naturales, the natural Magicians, could not expound Pharaoh's 
Dreams, this was the Cauſe, Pharaob's Dreams ſprang from the Center of Nature, 
* Or Scheme. which, the heatheniſh Magicians underſtood not, for their magic Ground in their Un- 

derſtanding was only in the Working and Figure of the Conſtellation or Aſteriſm,

ing to the inward ſouliſh or animal Spirit, and according to the inward holy Subſtance 


» Condition, of the divine ſubſtantial Power, and ſtands in the Figure of a holy divine Man, who. 
—— or 1s fair and full of divine Power and Virtue, who walks and feeds in the true heavenly:

13. And it denotes, ſecondly, a wicked and ungodly Man, who is withered, meager, 
- lean, and ill-favoured as to that divine Subſtance, and yet is even the ſame Nature's Pro- 


perty as the divine is; but he is withered and corrupted as to its good Subſtance z, the 
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Wrath of the eternal Nature in the ſeven Properties has conſumed its Subſtance, ſo that 
it 1 now as a hungry Fire- ſpirit. 


| Thus the great God repreſents before Pharaoh what at this Time ſtood in the 
* of the Egyptians, for he would viſit them; firſt he ſhews them his great Grace, 
in giving them oſeph, a Prophet and wile Prince, to govern them; alſo he ſhews them, 
in this Viſion, that in his Grace, | in the Kingdom of the inward and outward Nature in 
the ſeven Properties, there is mere Bleſing and good Things, if they would walk therein, 
they would be as the ſeven fat Kine and Ears. 

15. But if not, then his Wrath would come upon them, and conſume their good 
Things in Body and Soul, and make them lean, dry, and withered, as was done to the 
— 4 — Angels they became Devils, then their good Things, viz. the ſub- 
ſtantial divine Wiſdom in —_ faded, and their ſeven Properties of the eternal Na- 
ture became ſo ill-favoured, lean and dry, as the ſeven withered Kine, and the ſeven 
blaſted Ears, wherein was no more Power and Virtue. | 

16. And as the ſeven withered Kine, and the ſeven dry Ears, deyoured the gaod fat 
"Kine and Ears, and were yet more lean and ill-fayoured than before, that a Man could 
not diſcern that they had devoured them: Thereby the great God alſo ſignifies, that 
the wicked Man, wich his ſeven Properties of Nature enkindled in the Anger of God, 
devours the good and fair Image of God in him, by introducing himſelf into Self- deſire, 
in which ſelf and wicked Deſire Nature becomes painful, and falls into Unquietneſs and 
Diſturbance of its Peace, and yet afterwards is ſtill ill-favoured, abominable, loathſome, 
and dry, as a covetous, -hurliſh, hungry Dog, though he devours much, his covetuous 
Nature in his Envy conſumes him, even his Fleſh, io that he has not that which he wil 
afford to other Dogs. 

17. Thus the great God repreſents by this, before the Egyptians, ſeven good fat — 
and ſeven dry, barren Ears whach — the other ſeven, ſo that a Man could not 


know the Good any more, under which yet very powerfol Things are prefigured, as 
ſhall be mentioned hereafter. n 


16. But that ;Pharach was troubled at this Viſion, and yet underſtood it not, — 
could his wiſe Men interpret it; this ſignifies, that Cod himſelf would interpret it by 
his Power and Virtue in Joſeph, and that the Time of this Viſitation, was at Hand, 
therefore was Pharaob fo — in himſelf, that he would willingly know it. 

19. But that the Wiſe Men in the Light of Nature could not interpret it, Ganikies, 

that the Yorks of God are hidden to the natural Man without Grace, and that he knows 
or underſtands nothing of the Ways of God, unleſs God reveals or manifeſts them there- 
by in and through him, for this was a Motion of the eternal Nature through the out- 
ward Nature, I the natural wiſe Men could not underſtand it. 
20. And when none could interpret it to the King, the King's Butler thought on 
Joh b, that he had interpreted his Dreams for him, and told it to Pharaob; and here 
in this Viſion of vhs fx God called Joſeph, and that which he had deſired two Years 
ago through Man's Help was fulfilled and granted unto him. 

21. Then Pharaoh ſent and commanded Joſeph to be called, and they brought him ſpeedily Gen. xli. 14 
out of the Dungeon, and be was ſhaved and put on other Garments, and came in to Pharaoh , 14. 
then ſaid Pharaoh to him, I have dreamed a Dream, and there is none that can interpret it; 

7 1 have beard of thee, that when thou heareſt a Dream, thou- canſt interpret it: And 
2275 anſwered Pharaoh and ſaid, That is not of me, yet God will prophey Good 1 Pha- In my Power. 
and Pharaob related his Dream to him. 

22. This Figure, that Jeſepb put on other Garments and was ſhaved, when. he was 
to enter in before Pharaob, ſigniſies this to us, that God at preſent had put off the Gar- 
ment of his Miſer), and bad now put on him the Garment of Wiſdom, and would have him 
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now in another Place than he was in before, and ſet him before Pharaoh with the Gar- 
ment of Wiſdom, and would give him for a Guardian to Pbaraob; for the Spirit of 
Moſes ſets down the Figure excellently, accurately, and properly, as if he had a great 
Deſire to play and delight himſelf therein. | 

23. And we ſee further, that Foſeph ſaid to the King, That it ſtood not in bis natural 
Power and Might to know ſuch hidden Things, but that God alone gave him to know 
it, ſo that he needed neither Art nor magic Images about it, but God would interpret 
Good to Pharaob through him. | 
24. Therefore ſhould a Magus give up his Will to God, and fix his magic Faith 
(wherewith he will ſearch the Figure of Nature in its Forms and“ Conditions) in God, 
that he may apprehend the Word of God, and introduce it into the Figure of Nature, 
and then he is a right true divine Magus, and may maſter the inward Ground with divine 


Type or Re · Power and Virtue, and bring Nature into a Figure; he that practiſes otherwiſe herein, 
preſentation. he is a falſe and wicked Magus, as the Devil and his Witches are. | 


25. And it is no way to be thought as if a Chriſtian ought not to dare to meddle with 
the Ground of Nature, but that he muſt be a C/od and dumb Image in the Knowledge 
and Skill of the ſecret Myſteries of Nature, as Babel ſays, Man ought not to dare to 
ſearch and know it, it were Sin, which all of them one and other underftand as much of 
the Ground of Sin as the Pot does of the Potter. 

26. When they ſhall tell bow Sin is Sin, and how Man does cauſe God to be angry 
and in Wrath, then they have no other Way to turn themſelves to evade it, but Images 
or Cexceits of Opinions, which ſhut up the Conſcience in ſuch Images and Conceits, 'fo 
that the.Conſcience is afraid of their Images, and the Ground of Sin, according to the 
ſeven Properties of Nature, (how their fat Kine are made lean and dry) they know 
27. Oye Makers of Images, how does the Anger of God in the inward Ground 
of your own Nature /breaten you with the ſeven barren Kine and Ears? Jeſepb js out 
of Priſon, and declares the Counſel of God to Pharaoh. ons 27 vn 

28. The Time is even at Hau wherein the Figure of Pharaoh ſhall be brought to 
Effect, your Images of falſe and wicked Magick ſhall be manifeſted to the whole World 
by Foſepb's Explanation of the Viſion : Break off from the Images, and pray to God that 
he would give you the Underſtanding of Pharaoh's Viſions, and then you may be Par- 


| takers of the ſeven good Kine and Ears within you. | 


29. If not, then muſt all your Images of falſe and wicked Magick be turned into 
ſuch barren Kine and Ears, as they are indeed for the moſt Part already in the inward 
Ground, and outwardly, at preſent, are devouring, and always devour the Times 
and Years, for they have almoſt quite devoured and ſwallowed up into the Abyſs all 
Love, Faith, Truth, Righteouſneſs, Humility, and Fear of God, and at preſent alſo 
they devour all outward Food and Suſtenance ; they have devoured the Silver, and there 
is nothing left but meager and baſe Copper, and yet they are ſo hungry and greedy, that 
they lie gnawing at the Copper, as a Dog at a hard Bone, and would fain have more to 
devour, and yet there is no more for them. ee 

30. Therefore they are fo hungry, that they themſelves worry and devour one another 
for Hunger, and bring their Land and Country into Dearth and Famine; but hereby 
they are made Bond-flaves to the Anger of God in the ſeven Properties of Nature, as 
the whole Land of Egypt was made King Pbaraob's own in the dear Time of Joſeph. 

31. This Anger of God will hereafter give you Seed, that you muſt ſow Images and 

Is, and devour them again yourſelves, as you have clearly done for a long Time, and 


muſt be its Bond-ſlave Servants, as Egypt was to Pharaoh. 


32, Let this be told thee, O Egypt of Chriſtendom, by Foſeph's Interpretation in the 
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Spirit of Wonder of the fxth Number of the Seals; it concerns thee, awake, and behold 
the great Famine of Body and Soul is at Hand, or elſe thou muſt be famiſbed, 

33. Thou ſtandeſt at preſent in no other ® Figure in the Sight of God but that of = Or Reſem- 
the ſeven ill-favoured, hungry, withered, lean Kine and Ears; the Bleſſing of God in blance. 
Body and Soul is departed from thee, that now thou hunteſt after good Things and tem- 
poral Suſtenance, and yet art thou not ſatisfied with it; and the more that thou doſt hun- 
ger and ſuck upon Bones, thou wilt be {till the more hungry, till thou haſt devoured all 
thy good Kine in Conſcience, both in Body and Soul, as alſo Land and People; and thy 
Form and Feature is ſo ill-favoured, that the Princes of the inward and the outward 
Heaven cannot endure to behold thee, but help to judge thee to the Damnation of 
Death, ſays the Spirit of Wonders in Joſeph's Interpretation. 

34. Behold thyſelf now aright ; art thou not thus ill- favoured and hungry? Conſider all 
thy * Faculties; thou art raving blind with great Hunger, for thou haſt ſwallowed that * Powers, 
up into the Abyſs, which ſhould bleſs thee and make thee happy, and ſet up the Hypo- br. and 
criſy of thy Idol Miniſters inſtead thereof; Righteouſneſs, Truth, Love, Faith, Hu- 
milicy, Chaſtity, and the Fear of God, were thy Bleſſing, by which thou wouldeſt be- 
come fat again; but thou haſt ſwallowed up all theſe Properties, and fer thine Idols in 
their Stead, and covered them with Chriſt's purple Mantle, and now the evil hungry 
Form, Feature, and Properties of a Deyourer are awakened in thee. 

35. The firſt devouring Property covered with Chrift's Mantle is Pride, viz. a Deſire 
of Self-Might, under the lowly humble Mantle of Chriſt, reſolving to be potent and 
ſplendid as Lucifer under his black Hood, who yet always ſuppoſes he is the moſt po- 
tent, when yet, in the Preſence of God, he is but a Lord in Fancy. 

36. The ſecond Property of thy Hunger covered with Chriſt's Mantle is Covetouſneſs, 
viz. the Devourer, who devours himſelf, and gets from others their Sweat and Fleſh 
from their Bones, and devours it, and yet has nothing, but always lies like Poiſon furk- 
ing out itſelf; this has devoured all Truth, Righteouſneſs, Patience, Love, Hope, Faith, 
and the Fear of God, and yet is but a mere Hunger; at preſent it hath eaten all Silver from 
the Copper, and yet looks as if it had devoured nothing, for nothing is to be ſeen in it, 
but that it is more hungry 'than before ; it has devoured all Times into itſelf, and 
ſtill always devours all Proviſions, which God of his Grace beſtows, and yet is every Day 
more hungry with devouring; and though he could devour Heaven, he would devour 
Hell alſo, and yet remains a mere Hunger ſtill. | 

37. The third Property of this Hunger covered -with Chriſt's Mantle is Exvy, viz. 
the Son of Covetouſneſs, and Pride is his Grandfather; this ſtings and pricks and 
rages in the Hunger, as Poiſon in the Fleſh, it ſtings in Words and Works, and 
poiſons all; it lies and cheats, and is never quiet : The more greedy Covetouſneſs is to 
devour, the greater is this its Son, Exvy; it will poſſeſs all alone to itſelf, and yet hath 
no Place of Reſt, either in Heaven, this World, or Hell: It can remain neither in Hea- 
2 Ja in Hell, it ſtands only in the Hunger of Covetouſneſs, and is the Life of Covet- 
ouſneſs. | | 

38. The fourth Property of Hunger covered under Chriſt's Mantle is er, which is 
the Son of Envy, and Covetouſneſs is its Grandfather ; what Envy cannot fing to Death, 
that will Anger ſtrike and fell to Death: It is fo evil and wicked, that it breaks and 
ſnatters the Bones to Pieces; it always thirfts after Murder, only that irs Father and 
Grandfather, viz. Covetouſneſs, Envy and Pride, may have Room enough; it deſtroys 
Body and Soul in their Kind of Fatneſs, and waſtes Country and City, and is further ſo 
wicked, that it would deſtroy Heaven and Hell, and yet hath no where any Reſt. 

39. Theſe are the four Elements of Hunger, which devour and ſwallow up the ſeven 


fat Kine and Ears of Pbaraob, and yet are as they were before; and at preſent, Jo/eph bas 
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ſeen and manifeſted them in Pbaraob's Dream, ſo that they are become manifeſt in the 

World, and are ſet before the Eyes of the Watchmen, who ſit in Council for Judgment,

How this Famine went through all Lands, and how Jacob ſent 
his Sons into the Land of Egypt for Corn; and how they came 


before Joſeph, and how be ſbewed himſelf to them. What is 
thereby to be underſtood. 79 85 


HIS Chapter, concerning Joſeph and his Brethren, is a Figure, ſhew- 
ing how ſuch a converted Chriſtian, which has already entered with 
Chriſt into his Proceſs, and has now overcome, in the End alſo for- 
gives and rewards his Enemies with Bounty, who have brought him 
into Chriſt's Proceſs with their Perſecution and wicked Devices and 

LN Counſel; and how alſo their Sins are ſet before them, and how they 

are brought into Anxiety and Neceſſity, and how in the End, of mere 

Grace, they are releaſed from Pain and Puniſhment, and how od is ſo gracious to them 
upon their Converſion, that he not only releaſes the Puniſhment, but bleſſes them with 
his Gifts and Benefits, as here Jaſepb did to his Brethren. 

2. But then next is alſo repreſented, in this Figure, how earneſtly and ſeverely God 
ſhews himſelf againſt Sin, as here Joſeph againſt his Brethren, and yet God is not earneſt 
to puniſh the repenting Sinner according to the ſharpeſt Severity, but he ſets himſelf 
ſtrictly againſt Soul in its Conſcience, that Sin may awake and be acknowled

Sin, and quite depart from Sin, and be angry with it, and utterly hate it, when he 
knows that Sin has fo terrible a Judgment in it.

4. Now this is a Figure, firſt ſhewing, that when Man finds himſelf in the divine 
Anger in this Famine, that as to Righteouſneſs he is in Want, as Jacob and his Children 
in the Famine; then the Father ſays in the Conſcience: to the Soul, Why lingereſt thou 
ſo long looking about thee ? Go down into Repentance, where there is Plenty of Righ- 
teouſneſs in the Death of Chriſt, where Chriſt gives Righteouſneſs for, and inſtead of 
thy Sins, if thou heartily turneſt to him: And thus the Father beſtows his Will, and 
introduces it into the Sinner's Repentance and Converſation. 

5. But Benjamin, Joſeph's Brother, that is, the Humanity of Chriſt, he gives not to

edneſs, but takes Delight therein, and rejoices at it, fo long as it carries the Body about 
it; and then it is quite loſt ; but where there is yet a litile Spark of divine Deſire left, 
there is Remedy. 

36. And Moſes ſays further, And Joſeph commanded to fill their Sacks with Corn, and to Gen. xlii. 
put every one's Money into their Sack again, alſo Proviſion for their Journey, and they did ſo 528. 
to them; and they laded their Burthens upon their Aſſes, and went their Way ; but when one

37. This now is the moſt lovely rich Figure, ſhewing how God takes notbing away 
from the repenting Sinner, when he in his Will gives up all, and reſolves to cleave ſted- 
faſtly to God; he takes no Reward or Bounty from him, or any Thing elſe; neither does 
he take away his temporal good Things, when he does yield up all to God, and forſakes 
Selfiſhneſs; and then God fills his Sack, and reſtores him all that Money which he gives 
to the Poor and Miterable, in his Bleſſing again, and Jays it aloft in his Proviſion, that 
the Man ſees, that God has afforded it to him again in his wonderful Bleſſing. 

38. At which a Man often wonders how it comes to paſs, that temporal Maintenance 
befalls him in ſuch a wonderful Manner, when he has not fought it, or knows any thing 
of it; and it is likely ſtands amazed at it, queſtioning whether he ſhould receive it or no, 
and thinks verily, it is done for a Temptation to him, as here Joſeph's Brethren thought 
that Joſeph tempted them thus, that he might have an Occaſion againſt them. 

39. And this ſignifies the inward Bounty of Chriſt, that when the poor Sinner pours

44. Which is even done, if Nature be bereaved of its Forms and Condition, then muſt

Figure of Regneration, which Explanation will ſeem ſtrange to Reaſon, but we know 
what we write here, which is underſtood by thoſe of our Society. 

45. And — ſaid, My Sen Benjamin ſball not go down with you, for bis Brother is dead, 
and be is left alone, if any Miſhap befalls bim in the Way that you travel, ye will bring my 


grey ey Hairs with $row of Heart into the Grave; that is, Nature is faint, when it muſt enter 
into the Death of Chriſt, and is afraid of dying, and will by no Means come to it; it ex- 


cuſes itſelf concerning its heavenly Jeſepb which it had, viz. the heavenly Image, which 


while it cannot comprehend it, it ſays, it is dead; now when theſe my Forms and Qualities 


-of Life in this way ſhall get Miſhap again, then muſt 1 periſh with Sorrow of Heart, and 
my Life has an End.

How Jacob's Sons went into Egypt again, becauſe of the Famine, to 
Joleph 10 buy Corn, and took Benjamin with them; how Joleph 
cauſed them to be brought into his H, fuſe, and to eat at his Table; 
what is thereby to be under ſtood. e 


repreſenting, how firſt the outward Nature, in this Proceſs, when it 
* ſhall give up its Will thereinto, that its Life's Eſſences ſhall go into 
"Egypt, that is, into the Death of Chriſt, is very fearful, timorous, 
abaſhed and daunted, and yet in the End is willing and ready, that 
all its Forms and Conditions of Life might enter into the dying of 
Self, viz. into the true Egypt, upon divine Confidence, that it brings 
the Will of God with it thereinto. | 
2. And then, ſecondly, how the Forms and Conditions of Life are afraid before! Powers or 
Joſeph, that is, before the Face of God, ſeeing they fee! in them an evil Conſcience, as Faculties. 
Jacob's Sons were afraid before Joſeph, for they thought continually God would puniſb 
them for Joſeph's Sake, at which they trembled. | 
3. And thirdly, how God, with the Forms of the ſouliſh Nature, carries himſelf firſt 
ſo friendly, and firſt gives them heavenly Bread of bis own Subſtance, and yet but in a 
ſtrange Form; as Jaſepb invited his Brethren for Gueſts and fed them at his Table, that 
they eat and drank plentifully, and were merry, and afterwards let them go in Peace, 
but preſently after came with a terrible Trial, in that he cauſed his Cup to be laid into 
| Benjamin's Sack, and purſued after them, and fetched them back again, all which ſtands 
powerfully in the Figure of a repenting Sinner, ſhewing how it goes with him, till God 
in his Love gives him to know him. 
4. Meſes's Words follow thus; This Famine was ſere in the Land, and when the Corn ons Gen. xliii, - 
ſpent which they bad * out of Egypt, their Father ſaid to them, Go again and buy us'"—5- 
a little Food : Then Judab anſwered and ſaid, The Man obliged and charged us ſtriftly, and 
' ſaid, Ye ſhall not ſee my Face, rigs x your Brother be with you; now if thou wilt ſend our 
Brother with us, then we will go down and buy for thee to eat; but if thou ſendeſt bim not, 
we cuill not go down, for the Man kath ſaid to us, Ye Hall not ſee my Face, unleſs your Bro- | 
ther be with you. | | 


This Figure ſtands thus: | 


5. The Soul of Man ſtands in three Principles, viz. in the eternal Fire's Nature, and 
in the eternal Light's Nature, viz, in the Love-fire, which extinguiſhed in Adam, for 
which Cauſe at preſent the Strife is; and thirdly it ſtands in Spiritu Mundi, in the Spirit 
of the World, in the Kingdom of this World, viz. in Mortality and Reſtoration. 

6. Therefore now underſtand us right; thus when the inward ſouliſh Ground, viz. the 
eternal Soul from the Father's Property of the Word of God, turns back again, and 
looks about after its little Pearl, viz. after the ſecond Principle of the angelical World's 

Property, then it will perceive that it was loſt in Adam; from-whence ariſes its Miſery 


og ; O W this whole Chapter prefigures to us the moſt excellent Image, Ger. ali. 
#D 
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and Return again, and as ſoon as it returns again, God gives his Grace into it again, 
but unknown and not underſtood by it, and © he deſires that the inward Fire- ſoul, viz, 
the Center of the eternal Nature, ſhould, with the Voice of Grace inſpoken or inſpired 
in Paradiſe which was wholly incorporated, turn to God again. 

7. In which divine Defire this great Unquietneſs ariſes in the Soul, that it thus goes 
inte Repentance, when it ſees that it has loſt its Ability; neither may, nor ſhall, nor can 
it, in any other way, again attain its firſt Pearl which it had, and come to divine Salva- 
tion, unleſs it turns with its Fire's Might wholly again into the Ground of the incorporated 
Grace, and gives itſelf up thereto. * 

8. And now when the outward mortal Soul, viz, the Nature of the third Principle 
of the Kingdom of this World, ſees this, then it is afraid, as Facob was of his 
Children, and always thinks they will loſe Body and Life, Goods and Honour, and 
their Forms or Faculties of Life will be bereaved of their out ward Might and Authority 
which they have in this World. | 

9. And then alfo the inward fiery Soul cannot ſtir up its inward Ground, viz. the true 
Benjamin, and bring it along with it into Egypt, into the Preſence of Foſeph, into earneſt 
Repentance, into & Preſence of Jeſus, unleſs the outward Soul from the Spirit of the 
World be brought down, and quite tamed and overwhelmed, that it alſo may in the End 
willingly fubmir to it, that the fiery imward peat Soul might thus move itſelf in all the 
three Principles, and ſtir up the moſt inward Ground, viz. Joſepb's Brother, viz. the in- 
corporated Gate of Grace, together with all outward Eſſences or Faculties of the outward 
Soul, and bring them along into the work of Repentance, into the Preſence of the right 
Foſeph or Jeſus.” 

10. For the fiery Soul is threatned by Foſeph, that is, by Jeſus, that if in its drawing 
near, it brings not along with it the moſt inward Ground, viz. the Brother of Joſeph or 
Chrift, which in its Manifeſtation becomes the Temple of Chriſt, then ſhall its Band of 
God's Anger not be looſed ; its Brother Simeon ſhall remain in Priſon, till it alſo ſtirs up 
and brings with it Fo/eph's Brother, viz. the moſt inward Ground. 

11. Neither ſhall its Sack be filled with &cavenly Manna for its Food, that is, its Faith's 
Deſire ſhall remain hungry and empty, and not be filled with divine Power and Virtue, 
unleſs it brings the Temple of Chriſt, viz. the right Sack with it, whereinto the heavenly 
Joſepb fills his Food. 

12. This now in the Text ſtands in a Figure, ſhewing how the old Adamical Man, viz. 
the old Jacob, thinks it to be very hard that he ſhould let the Powers of his Life be 
carried along into Egypt, that is, into Repentance, into the Preſence of Foſeph or Jeſus; 
eſpecially when he fees that he muſt break his Will, and part with all temporal Things 
for it, as old Jacob muſt part with all his Children for this Food. | 

13. It went hard with him, and yet the Famine and Hunger did ſo preſs upon him, 
that in the End he muſt yield, and be willing that all his Sons ſhould go into Egypt; and 
his youngeſt Son went along, and he was alone as one who had no Children; io wholly 
muſt the outward Nature leave whatever it has or is in itſelf, as having no more Power 
and Ability as to earthly Things, and give up the Selfhood of its inward Soul, which 
ſtands in the drawing of God, that the inward Soul may take the outward Soul's Will 
along with it into Converſion, and then the old Jacob, that is, the old carthly Adamical 
Body, remains alone in-its Houſe of Sorrow, and knows not now what will become of it, 
when its Spirit muſt go along into Converſion ; then thinks the earthly Lucifer in it, viz. 
the fleſhly Deſire, hereby thou wilt loſe temporal Honour and good Things, and be the 
Fool of the World; this will not ſerve thy Turn and Luft. 8 | 

14. But the great Famine, viz. Sin, preſſes the poor Life in all the three Principles, 
that it muſt make ready and go into Egypt, that is, into Repentance, and ſeek ; ry 
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Food, and pray for it and deſre it, from the true Houſholder Foſeph or JESUS, and in 
ſuch Prayer and Deſire fall on his Face of great Humility before Joſeph or Jeſus, and 
deſire Food of him. | 
15. But that Jacob's Sons muſt go twice into Egypt for Corn, and at the firſt Time 
receive Corn enough, and yet they came into Danger thereby, and were kept as a were kept 
Pledge, has inwardly this Figure; wnen Man at irt turns into Repentance, then firſt in Cuiody. 
the terrible Figure or Aſpect of his Sins ſtands before him, for they rouſe him up, and 
the Conſcience ſtands in the Anger of God. 


16. As the Brethren of Foſeph ſtood the firſt Time before Joſeph, when he held them 
for Spies, ſo alſo Man ſtands before God as a Spy of divine Grace; for he thinks he will 


this once enter into Repentance, that his old Sins may be forgiven him, but he has not 
yet ſo ſtrongly tamed his Will, that the Will ſhould think a/7 Days of its Life, while 
the Body laſts, to remain in ſuch begun Repentance, but it thinks only for once thus 
to deſtroy Sin in the Conſcience, and to drown the old Sins in Repentance and Sor- 
row. | 

17. And it comes alſo to that Paſs, that his Conſcience, though perhaps at firſt ir be 
terrified, is in the End appeaſed, and divine Food is given to him from the heavenly 
Foſeph, into the Sack of his Deſire, ſo that the Anger of God lets him go; but the 
_— of God in his Righteouſneſs takes a Pledge trom the Conſcience, and keeps it 
to ſee whether Man would continue to reſt ſatisfied with this Burthen of Food; if not, 
then the Ars, ca of God has its int Right in Soul and Body. 


18, As it _ to us poor Men, that we very lightly and laviſhly ſpend the firf 
Food which the heavenly Joſeph gives us in Repentance, and come again with great 
Hunger, Want, and Miſery of Conſcience, and muſt come to be poor again; and for 


this Reaſon, becauſe we did not the firſt Time bring along with us our Benjamin, viz. the 
moſt inward Ground, in that our Will was not quite broken, and that we ſuppoſe we 
ſhall continue till our End in Repentance and divine Reſignation; but if it was done 
in the firſt Repentance, then could not God's Righteouſneſs in the Anger take any Pledge, 
but muſt leave us quite free. 
19. This Figure now, that Jacch's Children muſt go down into Egypt for Food twice, 

and at the ſecond Time Joſeph was firſt manifeſted unto them, and the third Time they 
took along with them their Wives and Children, and all that they had, together with 
their Father, prefigures, that when Man through Sin has ſpent and conſum:d the firſt di- 
vine Food, that he muſt hunger again, and be in Want in his Conſcience, fo that his 
Conſcience preſſes him and complains, as a hungry Belly complains for Food, then he 
thinks on the firſt Repentance again, how Grace happened to him before. | 

20. But his moſt inward Ground, viz. the Band of God's Anger, complains againſt 
him-and condemns him, that he did not preſerve Grace; it blames him for an unfaithful 
perjured Man, who has taſted God's Grace, and how it was beſtowed on him of mere 
Mercy, and that he has for the Luſt's Sake of the Fleſh ſpoiled and loſt all again, and 
then he ſtands as one that is not worthy of any thing, ſo much as to look up to Hea- 
ven, or that the Earth ſhould bear him, that he has for ſuch baſe Luſt's Sake of the-Fleſh 
ſquandred ſo precious a Thing again, and thinks yet with the poor Publican and Sinner, 
and with the loſt Son the Keeper of Swine, he will turn again, and come to the Salvation 
of God; and then firſt it is in right true Earneſt, and then go Jacob's Sons, all one 
and other, the ſecond Time into Egypt, into Repentance, to buy heavenly Corn, and 
then muſt the old Adamical Jacob, viz. the Body, ſtay at Home in Calamity, 

21. In this Earneſtneſs it is, that Benjamin, viz. the inward Ground, is frft taken along, 
and now the firſt Will is broken, and goes no more in and with ſuch a Purpoſe, as at 


the firſt Time, and they come now no more as Spies before Joſeph, but as earneſt hun- 
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gry Men, viz. with an earneſt hungry Life, which, from all its Powers and Virtues, 
hungers after God's Mercy, after the ” Food of Jeſus Chriſt. | 

22. Here now begins the Earneſtneſs in Fear and Trembling, and this is the true going 
forth after heavenly Food, wherein the Conſcience ſtands in Anxiety, and Reaſon de- 
ſpairs of its own Ability, and thinks, alas! God is angry with me; where ſhall I ſeek fon 
Grace? I am not worthy of it; I have trampled it under Foot, I muſt ftand aſhamed be- 
fore God: Into what Deep ſhall I go, where I may dare to lift up my Face to God, and 
bewail my Wants to him ? 

23. Then comes the poor Conſcience, in Need and with Trembling, before God, and 
has not many Confeſſions or Words, for it accounts itſelf too wa. to ſpeak one 
Word before God, but ſets itſelf before his Face, and bows down to = Ground, and 
thus in itſelf demerſes itſelf into the moſt entire and deepeſt Mercy of God, into Chriſt's 
Wounds, Suffering, and Death, and begins, for its — inward d Ground, to /g and to 


fly into Grace, and wholly give up itſelf thereto, as Jo/epb's Brethren came thus the 
ſecond Time before Joſeph, and fell 2 before him. 


24. And when Jeſepb ſaw them thus, that they were all there and ſtood fo humbly 
before him, he had ſo great Compaſſion upon them, that be could not ſpeak 4 Word 
neither, but turned him and wept: And this is the State and Condition wherein the 
in ward Ground of the heavenly World's Subſtance which faded in Adam, into which God 
again inſpoke or inſpired his Word of Grace in Paradiſe, for an Enſign, Banner, Mark, 
* Limit, became living again in this — wherein Chriſt is aſſuredly born in 
Man in this Ground, and now inſtantly ariſes through his Sufferings, from Death in 
Man, and there fitteth at the Right-Hand of bis Father; which Right-Hand is the fiery 
Soul from the Father's Property in the Mord of the — Nature, and preſents the 
Soul in this Ground before the Anger of God, and fatisfies and fills it with — 
25. And here a Chriſtian begins to be a Chriſtian, for he is one in Chriſt, and is no 
more a Spy, and verbal or Mouth - Chriſtian, but is in the moſt inward Ground; 
Rem. viii. 1. and here Simeon is loſed, and there is no more Condemnation to thoſe that are thus in Chriſt 
Zeſus ; although perhaps the outward Body is in this World and ſubje#ed to Vanity, yet 
it hurts it now no more, but every Failing which it now commits: in the Fleſh, muſt 
turn to ſerve for the beſt to it; for now it begins to &i// the Works and Contrivance of 
the Fleſh, and continually to crucify the old Adam, for its whole Life is now a mere Re- 
ntance, and Chriſt in it does Help” it to work Repentantance, and brings it now to 
bis glorious. Feaſt or Banquet, as 7o/eph did his Brethren when they came again to him, 
when he commanded to make ready and give them of his Table. 
26. Thus now Chriſt feeds the Os Soul, with his Fleſh and Blood, and in this 
Rev. xix. Feaſt or Banquet is the Wedding of the Lamb; whoſoever has been a Gueſt here, he un- 
7—9. derſtands our Senſe and Mind, and no other does, they are all of them but Spies, though 
perhaps they ſuppoſe they underſtand' it, yet there is no right Underſtanding of this 
Feaſt or Banquet in any Man, unleſs he — been at it and taſted of it himſelf, for it is 
a very impoſſible Thing for Reaſon to apprehend it without Chriſt's Spirit i in himſelf, who 
is bie, the Food at this Feaſt or Banquet of Joſepb. 
27. And it is told thee, Babel, in thy Spying, by Jeſepb's Feaſt or Banquet, that thou 
deludeſt Chriſtendom, in that by this Feaft thou pointeſt them to the Reſurtection of the 
Jobs vi. 53. Dead, thou erreſt; a Chriſtian muſt eat tbe Fleſh of the Son of Mun here, or he hath 
> 1Cor.xv.28. 10 Life in him: In the Reſurrection God will be all in all. Chrift fitteth: at the Right- 


Col. iii. 1. Hand of God in Man here, and preſents him with his Body and with his-innocent'Blood 


that was ſhed, and that he covers his Soul withal, and flows into it with the ſame, when 
God's Anger will ſtir, being — — by the Defire of the Fleſh.

Thou ſuppoſeſt, that if this Ground ſhould 
come to Light in the World, thou ſhouldſt loſe thy Sons whom thou loveſt : But who 
are thy Sons? There is thy own Honour, in that thou thinkeſt to ſit in the Stead of 
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Chriſt upon Earth; alſo, there is thy Lucifer of feſbly Honour, which thou takeſt Care 


for, and thy Countenance is dejected about it, if a Man ſhould require an apoſtolic Life 
from thee, and ſeek thee in the Proceſs and Imitation of Chriſt; it pleaſes thee better, 
that thou liveſt in Honour and Voluptuouſneſs of Fleſh, in Spying, and honourelt thy 
Belly, and fo bringeſt thy poor Chriſtianity under a Vail. 

29. O thou poor old Jacob, trouble not thyſelf ſo about temporal momentary Things; 
ſee how it went with old Jacob, when he let all his Sons go from him to 7e. pb, how 
Foſeph cauſed him to be fetched to him, and did ſo much Good to him and his Children, 
and nouriſhed them in the Famine, and placed them in a better Land ; and fo it will go 
alſo with thee, if thou wilt let thy Sons go to Joſepb; but if thou wilt henceforth keep 
them back longer, then thou muſt ffarve, thou and thy Children, and be famiſhed in 
Miſery, fays the Spirit of Wonders by Jeſepb's Feaſt or Banquet. | 

30. O [ſrael, mark this Text very well, it concerns thee, and has clearly concerned 
thee ; but that thou art yet blind in thy hungry Miſery, and waiteſt for the Sword of the 
Turba, that ſhall awaken thee, ſince thou wilt needs have it. 

31. Every one thinks, if three Parts of Men were deſtroyed, then I ſhould have good 
Days with thoſe that remain, and then we would be honeſt and virtuous, and lead an up- 
right honeſt Life: Alſo Men gaze about to ſee whence that Salvation will come, which 
is ſo much written of, and ſay and think Salvation will enter into the Luſt of the Fleſh 
from without. Men always gape for an earthly Kingdom of Chriſt, 

32. O Iſrael, if thou kneweſt theſe preſent Times wherein thou liveſt in Blindneſs, thou 
wouldſt repent in Sackcloth and Aſhes; thou lookeſt for the Signal Star, and it has 
appeared; it ſhines; whoſoever hath Eyes may fee it; it is indeed as big as the World is, 
and yet Men will be blind. Enough to thoſe that are ours. 

33. And as Jacob's Children ſpoke much with their Father concerning Benjamin, and 
promiſed to bring him again, he ſaid at laſt, * F it muſt be ſo, let it be ſo; and take 
of the beſi Fruit of the Country in your Sacks, and carry dom a Preſent to the Man, a little 
Baiſam and Honey, and Spices and Mirrh, Dates and Almonds ; take alſo other Money with 
you, and the Money that was put above in your Sacks again, carry with you; it may be it was 
done by Miſtake ;- moreover, take your Brother, ariſe, go again to the Man, and the Almighty 
God give you Mercy before the Man, that be may let your other Brother and Benjamin go; 
but 1 muſt be as one quite bereft of his Children. | 

34. This now is the Figure that is above explained, and we ſee a very excellent clear Type 
and Image therein, ſhewing, that Jacob commanded his Sons to take with them of the 
moſt precious rich and coſtly Fruit of the Land, and carry it with them to Feſeph, in 
which the Spirit portrays in the Figure how the Chriſtian Charch, when it ſees itſelf 
in ſuch Trouble and ſpiritual Famine, Hunger and Want, and now is on the Way of 
Repentance, ſhould carry theſe Fruits with it before God, viz. Hope, Faith, and 
divine Afiance, and not wild Fruit, as Covetonſneſs, Self-willed Luſt, and Hypocriſy, 
but a Purpoſe and Reſolution towards Truth, Righteouſneſs, Chaſtity, Love, and 
Meekneſs. * © | 

35. Thus muſt the old Man take a Reſolution to go in ſuch a Purpoſe toF-ſeph, that is, to 
Chriſt, and then he yields up all his Sons for the Journey of this Pilgrimage, and ſays, 
Now I am bereaved of all my Sons, I have nothing more in the Defire of fleſhly Volup- 
tuouſneſs, I have yielded them all together into the Will of God.

40. A Chriſtian is a new Creature in the Ground of his Heart, his Mind is bent only 
on well doing, not to ſteal, elſe were Chriſt [by Conſequence accounted] a Thief in Man.

42. Chriſt had his purple Mantle on him, when he was in his Suffering, but when he 
hung on the Croſs, he had it no more, much leſs in his ReſurreQtion ; ſo alſo ſhould a 
Man take his Mantle about him, only when he goes into Chriſt's Suffering and Death in 
Repentance , in Repentance it is only available, and no way elſe, that a Soul ſhould wrap 
itſelf up in it, when it is aſhamed in its Sins, before the Face of God. | 
43. All that is taught and believed otherwiſe, is Deceit, a Fable, and Babel. All 
Teachers that teach otherwiſe, are but Servants and Slaves of the Belly, and the Fiſher- 
men, and a Deceit of the World ; of theſe let Men beware ; for he that will be a Teacher, 
muſt alſo be a true Chriſtian, that ſo he may alſo thus live in Chriſt, elſe be is @ Thief 
end a Murderer, that climbs up ſome other Way into the Sheepfold, of whom Chriſt ſpeaks. 
44. And Moſes ſays further, Then they took their Preſent and the double Money with 
them, and Benjamin, and aroſe and went into Egypt, and preſented themſelves before Joſeph ; 
and when Foſeph ſaw them with Benjamin, he ſaid to his Steward, Bring theſe Men to my 
Houſe, and flay and make ready, for they ſpall eat with me at Noon; and the Man did as 


Jeſepb ſaid unto bim, and brought the Men into Joſeph's Houſe. 
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45. This now ſignifies thus, that he that hides himſelf under the Mantle, muſt come forth, 
and bring his unrigbteous wrong goiten Goods again, and come before the Face of the 
heavenly Jeſepb, and come naked and empty of bis Self hood or on Ability, and bring 
the right Benjamin that is in bim along with him; then Joſeph draws near him, and ſees 
him, and commands his Steward, viz. the Spirit of Power, to bring theſe Men into his 
Houſe, viz. into his Humanity, and then the Lamb of God ſhall be made ready, and 
theſe Men, or the Life's Eſences of the right Soul, ſhall cat at Foſeph's Table with him 
at Noon, (then it is Noon when the high Light of Grace ſhines at Noon or Mid- day 
in the Soul) and here Jeſepb's Brethren are reconciled, when they eat with Joſeph, that 
is, with Chriſt, of his Food, 

46. This now is the Supper.“ Here a Man caſts away the Mantle, and be- « Rev. xix. g. 
comes a Brother of Foſeph, and needs no more Flattery or Comforting of himſelf, but be- 
comes a Chriſtian in Chriſt, who is dead with Chriſt to his Sins, and is become hving in 
him, and is ri/en again in him, and lives with him, cats with him at his Table, and is 
no more a Servant of Sin who muſt fear again, but who is @ Som in the Houſe to whom Gal. iv. 7. 
the Inheritance belongs, according to the Scriptures, 

47. Aud when Joſeph's Steward had brought them into Joſeph's Houſe, they were ſtill Cen. ali. 
afraid, and ſpake to bim before the Door concerning the Money which they bad found in ibeir 2s 
Sacks ;, but be cemforted them, and ſaid, I found your Money and have had it; your God bath 
beftewed Treaſure in your Sacks; and be brought Simeon out to them, and brought them into 
Toſeph's Houſe, and gave them Water to'waſh their Feet, and gave their Aſſes Provender, but 
they prepared their Preſent againſt Joſeph ſhould come at Noon; for they had heard that they 

ould eat Bread there. | 

48. This now is the Figure and Repreſentation of a troubled Man, who now enters 
into Joſeph's Houſe, and gives again the unrighteous Thing; for he had done much 
Unrighteouſneſs and Wrong, . becauſe he had notbing to give; he gives it again with his 
Heart before the Houſe of Joſeph in true Confeſſion and Acknowledgement, and would 
fain give it back again with his Hand, if he were but able to do it: To ſuch a one, ſays 
Joſeph's Steward, Fear no more, I have clearly received it in your Repentance, Chriſt 

as paid and reſtored it for you in his Blood, ſo that all is done away, and nothing re- 
maining, and you are in Poverty and Miſery , therefore keep that little which you have 
to cheriſh your Life, though indeed you have it of wrong, and ſhould have nothing in 
this World for your own, yet God has given you Treaſure; take Water, and waſh your 
Feet; that is, cleanſe the Converſation of your Hands and Feet, and do Evil no more; 
keep not that which is unrighteous, but only that liitle, which you have of Right, 
wherewith you cannot repay the Wrong. 

49. Not ſo to underſtand it, that he ſhould not reſtore again that which is of Wrong, 
of his own which he has rightly gotten be/ides Extortion, if he be able; we ſpeak of the 
Poor, which has nothing but a Piece of Bread left to ſuſtain Life; no Excuſe avails be- 
fore God, the Conſcience muſt become pure, or elſe thou art a Thief; for the Figure 
here adds, that the Steward gave their Aſſes Provender, which ſignifies the earthly Body, 
that Chriſt will by his Steward cauſe Provender and Food to be given to it. | 
50. Theſe Stewards here are honeſt and virtuous People in the World, which ſhalk 
help to take Care of it, that it may live, even though he was formerly a wicked Man, 
if he is now honeſt from his Hears. | bo 

51. Not as the falſe wicked World judges, who know a Fault in a converted Man, 
which he has had, and till always upbraid him and condemn him for an unrighteous 
Man, which Deviliſbneſs the World is full of, that if they fee a Man who is converted, 
they caſt all Failings and Infirmities which every one has in Fleſh and Blood upon him, 

Far Fi, fs him for it, and look upon what he has been, and not upon what be now is. 
Here ſays Chriſt, Judge not, and then you ſhall not be judged. © | Mat. vii. 1 
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How Jacob's Sons went into Egypt again. Part III. 
2. Now when Foſeph entered into the Houſe, they brought bim the Preſent in their Hands, 


and fell down before bim to the Earth , but be ſaluted them friendly, and ſaid, Is it well with 


your Father, the old Man whom ye told me of, doth be yet live? And they anſwered, It is 
well with thy Servant our Father, and he yet lives; and ſo they bowed and fell down before 
bim. 

53. This now is the State and Condition of the Soul when it comes plainly before the 
Eyes of God, and has wrapt its Preſent up in the Sufferings and Death of Chriſt, and 
bears it in its Hands with the Figure of the oo coma of Chriſt, in the Preſence of 
God; that is to ſay, the Vill to Righteouſneſs, Truth, Chaſtity, Love, Patience, 


Hope, Faith, Meekneſs ; theſe are now in the Will of the Soul, and theſe the Soul 


gives to the heavenly Joſeph, and falls down before him in Humility. 

54. But this Jeſepb ſalutes the Soul, that is, he ſpeaks or inſpires his Word of Grace 
into it, and parlies friendly in the Conſcience with it, concerning the old Adamical Jacob 
of its Life, and ſays, Does he yet live? That is, if he be fill living and not quite dead, 
there ſhall well be a Remedy for him; at which the Soul rejoices and ſays, It is well with 
thy Servant my Father, and he yet lives. 

55. And Joſeph lift up bis Eyes and ſaw his Brother Benjamin, bis Mother's Son, and 
ſaid, Is that your youngeſt Brother, that you told me of * And ſaid further, God be gracious 
to thee my Son; and Foſeph made Haſte away, for bis Heart burnt within bim towards his 


." Brother, and ſought where to weep, ſo be went into bis Chamber and wept there; and when 


be bad waſhed bis Face, be went forth, and refrained himſelf, and ſaid, Set Bread on the 
Table. | | | 

56. This now is that excellent Type or Image, as is above mentioned; when Ben- 
jamin, that is the moſt inward Ground, wherein he the Grace-Gates of Paradiſe, is mani- 
feſted before the Eyes of Chriſt, in whom the great Compaſſion kindles itſelf, then God 
in Chriſt ſpeaks in, or inſpires the living Compaſſion, as here Foſeph into Benjamin, when 
he faid, God be gracious to thee my Son. This Weeping of the heavenly Foſeph kindles 
this faded paradiſical Image again with this weeping Humility of Chriſt, ſo that from 
Chriſt's Weeping into this Image, the eternal Joy riſes up, and then Chriſt ſets Bread 
upon the Table, that this Image may eat with him. 


Gen. xliii. 32. $57. And Moſes ſays further, And they ſerved Jeſeph apart, and them apart; and the 


Egyptians that did eat with him, apart alſo; for the Egyptians dare not eat Bread with the 
Hebrews, for it is an Abomination to them, and they placed them before him, the firſt according 
zo bis Priority of Birth, and the youngeſt according to bis Youth, and they marvelled among [t 


Or Meſſes. themſelves, and they carried them © Food from bis Table; but Benjamin's was five Times as

much as the other : And they drank and were merry in drinking plentifully with bim. 

58. This Figure is now the ſecreteſt Ground and higheſt Myſtery of all between God 
and Man, although it appears outwardly as if Joſeph would thus hide himſelf before his 
Brethren, as if he was not an Hebrew of their Progeny; yet the Spirit has here ſer 
down ſo deep a Myſtery, that no Reaſon can diſcern it. HER 

59. For Joſeph in this Place ſtands in the Figure of Chriſt, who has Food apart, 
swhereof they know nothing, as it is to be ſeen at Jacob's Well, when bis Diſciples called him 
to eat; then ſaid he, I have Food which you know notking of, which is to do tbe Will of bim 
that ſent me; for the Heathen Woman's Faith was his Food. a 

60. Chriſt according to the eternal Word of the Deity eats not of the Subſtance of 
Heaven, as a Creature, but of the human Faith and earneſt Prayer, and the Souls of 
Men praifing God are his Food, which the eternal Word that became Man eats, as 
apart, which appertains to no Man or any other Creature, neither can they eat it; and 
when he eats the Faith and Prayer, together with the Praiſe of God from our Souls, then 


the human Faith, together with the Prayer and praiſing God, becomes ſubſtantial in the 
I ; 
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Word of Power, and is of one and the ſame Subſtance with the Subſtance of the hea- 
venly Corporiety of Chriſt, all alike to the only Body of Chriſt, God and Subſtance, viz. 
God Man, and Subſtance, all auc. 

61. This Subſtance (which is one and the fame Subſtance with the aſſumed Humanity 
from us, wherein he has ſhed his Blood, which is alike of a divine and buman Subſtan- 
tiality, viz. Supernatural Fleſh and Blood, and then alſo of the human Creatures Fleſh 
and Blood except the Earthlineſs of our Humanity) he gives this now to the human 
Faith again to be eaten and drunk. 

62. For Faith, in the Defire of its Hunger, is the Mouth, which ſucks and receives 
it in, in which Impreſſion, catching and receiving, Faith cats and drinks Chriſt's Fleſh 
and Blood, which — and Drinking is apprehended and kept in the inward paradiſical 
Image, which faded in Adam, and became living again in Chriſt, wherein the human 
paradiſical Subſtance and Chriſt Fleſh and Blood are entirely one Subſtance, and con- 
tinue ſo eternally; which inward Man is now no more called Adam, but Chrift, viz. 
being a Member of the Body and Subſtance of Chriſt, wherein is the Temple of the 
Holy Ghoſt, and God's holy Word is therein ſubſtantially; and it is a Form or Reſemblance

64. But in us Men, fo far as Man in his Participation hath any thing of God and 
Chriſt in his own Subſtance, the Word is formed and ſubſtantial, and this formed ſub- 
ſtantial Word eats again of the formed Word of God, viz. of Chriſt's Fleſh and Blood, 
wherein yet alſo the unformed Word together 01h the wwhole Fulneſs of the Deity dwells. Col. ii. g. 

65. But the human Creature has it not in his own Participation or Poſſeſſion of Self, as 
it is in Chriſt Jeſus, but as a Veſſel and Habitation of God, after that Manner by way 
of Similitude, as Fire poſſeſſes Iron and illuſtrates it, that it comes to be all of a Fire, Makes it all 
and yet it has not the Fire in its own Power or Authority; for if the Fire goes out, the of a light 
Iron then remains to be dark Iron, or as the Sun preſſes and penetrates through an Herb, Fire. 
and puts forth itſelf together in the Herb and becomes ſubſtantial, and yer the Sun's 
Spirit remains to be only a Power and Virtue in the Herb, and the Corpus or Body of 
the Herb does not come to the Sun; thus allo it is to be w:derfiood between God and 
Man. | 

66. But that Moſes ſays, And they ſerved the Egyptians alſo apart, for the Egyptians 
dare not eat Bread with the Hebrews, has alſo its Figure ; though it might well be fo 
outwardly in itſelf, that they have nat dared to eat with them, which we leave ungueſtion- 
ably in its own Worth, as alſo all other Things, we leave it ſtanding in a Hiſtory; but 
we would only clear and explain the Meaning and Underſtanding why the Spirit of 
God has cauſed it to be delineated fo curiouſly, exactly, and punctually. 

67. Now when we will ſearch out this, we muſt take into Conſideration a natural 
Adamical Man, of what Kind, Progeny, or Name ſoever he is, whether Heathen, Turk, 
verbal or titular Chriſtian or Jew; here they are all alike, and no otherwiſe; all theſe „Or rominat. 
dare not eat with a right true Chriſtian, viz, with Joſeph's Brethren: But Why? Be- Chriſtian. 
cauſe they bave not a Mouth to eat ſuch Food withall; their Mouth is yet ſhut up to them, 
and they cannot eat the Food of Chriſt's Body; they are an Abomination to it, and . 
have a Loathing againſt it; as we ſee that it is an Abomination to the Jews, Turks, and 
Heathens, that a Chriſtian ſays, He eats Cbriſt's Fleſb and drinks his Blood. Jobr vi. 53 
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68. So alſo it is an Abomination to the titular Chriſtendom, one Part of which be- 
lieves not the ſubſtantial Participation and Feeding upon the Body of Chriſt, but will 
' have it merely ſpiritual ;z the other Part will have the Mouth of the Adamical mortal Man 
full of it, and therewith comprehend and receive it; and ſo there is no right Knowledge or 
Underſtanding in either Part: And they fit at Table, but without knowing any thing, 
as the Brethren of Joſeph did, who knew not Joſeph, where, indeed, their Faith feeds, 

* Or Meſs of but their Underſtanding knows not Foſeph in his * Feaſt or Banquet. 
Food. 69. Now then, ſays Reaſon, ſeeing the Jews, Turks, and ignorant unknowing Hea- 
Jeb vi. 53. then, have no Mouth to eat ſuch Food with, and that Chriſt ſays, M boſocver eats not 
ße Fleſh of the Son of Man, he has no Life in him, therefore they muſt all of them be 
damned. O Ifrael, how blind art thou here, and knoweſt as little as they, or as Joſepb's 

Brethren knew of Foſeph. 

70. The Turks, Jews, and ſtrange Nations, whoſe Defire and Prayer go to the only 
God, have indeed a Mouth, but not /o as a Chriſtian has; for as the Defire, viz. the Mouth 
is, ſuch is alſo the Food in the Mouth. They defire the Spirit of God, and ſuch is allo 


their Eating, in that Manner as before Chriſt's Humanity, in the Father and the Son, 
vix. in the Word.

37. manifeſted the Grace in Chriſt, and invites them all in Chriſt, and that there is no Sal- 
bd Or out of vation d without Chriſt; therefore he gives to them alſo the earneſt crying Prayer, which 
him. Chriſt receives from his Father, and apprehends it in himſelf, and eats it, and fills them 
with his Humanity, Suffering, Death, and Shedding of his Blood, and ſo they are with 

their Spirit in Chriſt ſubſtantially, but in themſelves as hidden to them. | 
73. For they deſire not any way the Fleſh of the Son of Man, and therefore they have 
not in their Seſſbood any Mouth for Chriſt's Fleſh and Blood, for they have no Deſire to 
it, but wich their Spirit they are ſubſt antially in Chriſt ; but their inward, in Adam faded, 
paradilical Humanity, wherein the incorporated Grace in Paradiſe lies, remains hidden 
in them, and without a ſtirring Life. | | 
74- For Chriſt dwells not ſubſtantially therein. as in a true Chriſtian ; but their Faith's 
Subſtance is hidden in Chriſt, to the Day of the Reſtoration of that which is loſt in Adam, 
when their paradiſical Image, which is not manifeſted in this Time, will put on their 
Faith's Subſtance, in God's beftowed Grace, which proceeds from one upon all, out of 


Chriſt's Spirit ; for that incorporated Grace, viz. the inſpoken or inſpired Word, ſtands 
alſo in them, and pants after Chriſt's Subſtantiality. . 


75. But ſceing their Subſtantiality is in the Word, without this Place, State and Con- 
dition, in Chriſt, where Chriſt in himſelf fulfills their Faith ro God, therefore alſo will 
their ſubſtantial Faith in God put on that incorporated Word in the paradiſical Image, 


together with the ſame at the Revelation or Manifeſtation of Jeſus Chriſt, and herein alſo 
the whole Man. |

all with him into that Ignorance, but Grace came again from that only God, and offered 


itſelf to all ignorant unknowing Perſons, Heathens as well as Jews. 

78. Among the Jews ſtood the Image or Type of Grace in the Figure, ſignifying 
how Grace would receive Man again. But now the Fathers of the Figure, viz. the Jews, 
had no more Part in the Grace, viz. thoſe among whom the Image or Type had not mani- 
feſied itſelf; for the Prefiguration and Type pointed at Chrift : The Jews preſſed with 
their Faith and Prayer, through the Prefiguration, into the only Grace, which was in God, 
which God beſtowed upon Adam and his Children; but the Heathen, which had not the 
Law, and yet believed, without Circumciſion, in the only promiſed Grace of God, they 
preſſed without the Type or Prefiguration into the Grace. | 
79. For the Ability was given to the one People as well as to the other, no People had 
Power of themſebues, but the Grace took the Will for the Ability, and gave them Ability 
and Power alike, the Jews, and the faithful Heathens : But Infidelity and not Willing was, 
both wich the Jews and Heathen, their Damnation, in that they withheld their Wills in 
Self, and in Hardening, and went a Whoring after other Gods: Thus the Circumci- 
fion and Sacrifices were not the Jews Salvation, but Grace, which the 1 in 
ſuch Figures pointing at the Humanity of Chriſt, when the Grace would fulfill what was 
to come; the future Fulfilling was their Salvation. 

80. Thus allo at preſent the Chriſtians have the Figure of Grace under the Goſpel in 
the Fulfilling ; not that they can receive the Fulfilling in Self. power and Ability, but 
the fulfilling of the Grace teuders it to them, if they will give up themſelves thereinto, and 
the Mouth is given to them in the Grace. 

81. But the other bend their Wills towards the Grace of God, which is even the /ame 
Grace with the Chriſtian's, and no more; but the ſubſtantial Grace in the Image of the 
Fulfilling be know not; but the Grace takes their Willing with the Deſire into it, and 
gives the Deſire in the Grace a Mouth, which is hidden to the Creature, till the Day of 
the Revelation of FESUS CHRIST. | 

82. Therefore there is no other Difference between them, but the ſubſtantial Stirring 
in the paradiſical Image, the paradiſical Image not having yet put on Chriſt in Subſtance, 
as it is with the true Chriſtians, and yet their Faith in the Grace of God in Chriſt is 
ſubſtantial ; yet not in the human own Poſſeſſion of Self, but in God who fulfills all 
Tings, and is. and dwells through all Things: Thus the ſubſtantial Grace is near the 
* 11 or believing Jews and Turks, and in them, but as to the Creature not appre- 

ended. | 

83. They have Chriſt in them, but they apprehend him not, unleſs their Will enters 
into the ſubſtantial Grace of Chriſt, and then Chriſt manifeſts himſelf in their Creature, 
as well as in Chriſtians; but the Grace in Chriſt is laid by the faithful believing Jews, 
2 other People, for it moves through them, and their Will to God is in it, and walks 
therein. | | 

84. A titular Chriſtian, without the Divine Will, is further from it than a believing 
Jew, Turk, and Heathen, or whoever he be that puts his Truſt in God, and gives up 
his Will to God; ſuch a one is nearer, and wil! condemn the titular Chriſtian, in that 
he boaſts of knowing, and comforts himſelf with the Grace, but continues in his evil 
Will and Defire without Grace, and will ſet the wicked Man up in the Grace of God. 

85. Thou ſayeſt thus: The ſtrange Nations are not baptized into Chriſt, therefore they 
are not Children to the Grace of the Covenant neither, Anſwer; If Circumciſion were alone 
Salvation, then were Bapti/m ſo alſo; for the one is as the other: But God requires that 
a Jew ſhould be circumciſed inwardly in Heart. Circumciſion was but the Type or

87. A wicked Prieſt has not Power and Authority to baptize with the Holy Ghoſt, be 
has only the Water, and is himſelf incapable of the Office; but the Ens of the Child, and 
the believing Parents, and thoſe who require and promote the Work, their Earneſtnefs 
and Prayer reach forth the Covenant with their Faith's Defire to the bap'ized Infant. 

88. But the wicked Prieſt is no more profitable in it, than the Foniſtone that holds the 
Water,; thus he brings only the Water and the Ceremonies, which a Turk can do, with- 
out Faith or Believing. | 2 

89. But a Stranger that has not the Baptiſm, and knows nothing thereof, becomes 
in his Faith circumciſed in Heart, and the Holy Ghoſt immerſes into his Faith's Deſire, 
and baptizes him into the Revelation of JESUS CHRIST, when his Faith ſhall allo put 
on the ſubſtantial Covenant in the Grace, * | 

go. O Babel, how blind art thou! How have thy Clergy, or Men ordained and in 
Orders, ſet themſelves in Chriſt's Stead ? But they all ſerve not Chriſt, but themſelves 
to their fleſhly Honour. O Babel, convert; the Door is open, elle thou wilt be ſpewed 

out; the Time is born, elſe thou wilt be ſet before the Light and proved, and then thou 
wilt ſtand in Shame before all People. 

91. Further, the Spirit of God has yet a powerful Figure in this Text, in that Joſeph 

- cauſed his Brethren to be ſet before him according to the Order of their Birth, and 
cauſed his Brother Benjamin to be ſerved with five Times more than the other. This

Learned, but he that has had the greateſt Power and Virtus in him, who ſhall have 
attained Grace in the Name of Jeſus the moſt clearly in his Wreſtling of Repentance, he 
will be greateſt there; for theſe Orders and Degrees ſignify to us, that they will 
be wnlike in the divine Exaltation, viz. in the Power and Virtue, as the Angels excel 
one another in Power, Virtue, Beauty, and Brightneſs. | 

93. Fut that Benjamin had five Times more Food ſerved to him, points in the Figure 
at the inward Man, for Benjamin ſtands in the Figure thereof, ſeeing he is Jaſepb's Bro- 
ther; and Foſeph here ſtands in the Figure of Chriſt ;- therefore it belongs to the inward 
Man to eat of his Brother Chriſt's Food from his five Wounds : This is that which this 
precious Figure ſignifies here, as may be ſeen. | 

94. But that the Spirit ſays, They drank and were all filled with drinking, ſignifies, 
that in the Kingdom of Chriſt there is an univerſal common Participation and Joy, 

and in 7hat there is no Difference, becauſe in ſuch Difference they ' ſhall all rejoice 

in ane God; for their drinking fully fignifies here the eternal Foy, where, in this Joy, 

we ſhall be as it were drunk, and then will the inward Man drink and eat of the ſweer 

« Sophia tte Grace which is manifeſted in Chriſt's ve Wounds, and hereby give it into the fiery 

divine wif. Soul, which in its fiery Effence will, in this Sweetneſs, awaken the Triumph of divine 
dom. Joyfulneſs, and herein will the noble Bride refreſh its Bridegroom, viz. the Soul.

2. Now a Chriſtian ſtands in this Figure, ſignifying, that when he is come to this in 
| . — Earneſtneſs, into the Image in the Trial on the Path of Chriſt's Pilgrimage in #bis 
orld, how God exerciſes and purges him; for this is the Way and Proceſs on the Path 
of Chriſt's Pilgri „and how God carries himſelf, and the World alſo, towards the 
creaturely Reaſon of Man; for we ſee in this Image, how God, when the repentant 
Man is in the true Farneſtneſs, fills his Sack, viz. the Mind and Conſcience. in the 
Life's Properties with his Grace, and lays the Cup of Salvation, viz. the true and right P/al.cxvi.1z 
Silver Cup, viz. the Cup of Chriſt, out of which he drank in his Suffering, u ſt Jobaxviii. 11. 
in the Sack of the filled Grace, out of which a Chriſtian muſt drink alſo, — follow 
Chriſt in his Contempt. 
3. For Joſeph's Cup, out of which he drank, with which he propheſies or divines, is 
in this Figure no other but the Cup of the Teſtament of Chriſt before his Suffering, of 
which he drank with his Diſciples, and whereby he divined or propheſied concerning 
his eternal Kingdom, and that whoſoever would drink of this Cup, ſhould, with bim, 
divine and propheſy * to the eternal Life. | Or concern - 
4. But this Figure ſhews the great Earneſtneſs, ſignifying how this Cup ſhould be be; ing. 
ſtowed upon God's Children, and what that Wine is, which they muſt drink of out of it; 
for firſt Joſeph ſends his Steward after them, and bids him tell them, they had Holen his 
Cup, and was churliſh towards them, when as yet they were not guilty ſo alſo when 
a Chriſtian has his Sack filled with this Food, then will Chriſt's Cup be laid in for him: 
Theſe now the Wrath of God ſifts in the human Nature, as to their Souls, and as to the 
mortal Body, and ſays to the Conicience, Thou haſt not rightly gotten this Cup, by the 
Right of Nature; thou haſt ſtolen it out of God's Houle from his Grace and Power: 
The Kingdom of Heaven ſuffers Violence herein, and thou haſt done Violence and gotten Marr. xi. 12.

5. But no, it will not avail thee; if thou wilt take Chriſt's Grace in thee along, then 
thou mult take on thee al/o his Suffering, Dying, Scorn, Perſecution, and Miſery, and 
ſuffer thyſelf to be continually reproached in the World for a falſe wicked Man, and

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ſuffer thyſelf to be accounted a wicked Perſon by the Phariſaical Hypocriſy, as one that 
has ſtolen their Cup and taken it away by Violence, in that he will no more kneel down

10. As an earthly Tree muſt ſtand in Heat, Cold and Wind, and have great Strokes 
and Oppoſition, whereby the Sap is drawn out of the Earth into the Tree, ſo that it 
bloſſoms and bears Fruit; thus alſo the poor Soul, ir fuch Smitings and Oppoſition, in 
Scorn and Miſery muſt draw Power and Virtue into itſelf out of the beſtowed and en- 
truſted Grace, viz. out of the Soil and Field of the Word of God, with earneſt Prayer 
and Working, and thereby bear the Fruit of Faith, viz. good Doctrine, Inſtruction, and 
Converſation. 

11. For thereby the Soul feeds the Spirit of Chriſt, and Chriſt feeds the Soul again 
out of the Sack of the ſubſtantial Grace, viz. with his Fleſh of the ſubſtantial Wiſdom 
of God; and thus they give themſelves one to another, to a p:rpetual Working. 

12. And we ſee hereby, how even the Wicked muſt ſerve God in the Working of his 
Grace, for he is its ſtormy Wind; and his Curfing and Blaſphemy againſt God's 
Children is the Heat and Cold wherewith God ſtirs his little Plant of Pearl in his 
Children, fo that it hungers after heavenly Sap, and draws it into itſelf and grows: 

And this is that which Chriſt ſaid, He came io ſet up Strife on the Earth; for Chriſt's 
Kingdom is a Strife againſt Hell and the Devil, Chriſt ſtrives without ceaſing in his 
Children and Members, with Satan, about the Kingdom. | 
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- 13. For in the earthly Man lies yet the Ground of the Serpent, viz. a Habitation 
of Satan, wherein Satan withſtands the Kingdom of Chrift ; fo alſo, on the contrary, the 
Kingdom of Chriſt in Grace withſtands the Kingdom of Satan, with the Cup of Chriſt, 
and this Strife continues always while the earthly Body continues. 
14. For thus God's Anger works in the Love, that the Love, viz. the eternal One, 
and eternal Good, might be diſtinguiſhable, perceptible, and diſcernable ; for in Strife 
and oppoſite Will the Profundity or Abyſs, viz. the eternal One, which is without 
Nature and Creature, is manifeſt. ' 88 25 
15. And therefore God has introduced himſelf with his holy Word of Powers into 
Nature and Creature, as alſo into Pain and Torment, into Light and Darkneſs, that the 
eternal Power of his Word in the iſdom, together with the expreſſed Word, might 
be diſtinguiſhable and perceptible, that Knowledge might be. 
16. For without this, the Knowledge of the eternal One would not be manifeſt, nei- 
ther would there be any Joy ; and though it were in Being, yet it would not be manifeſt 
to _ z thus 88 4 2 nk the Introduction into Nature, __ the 
Separability or Diſtinction of the Speaking z whereby the Speaking brings itſelf into 
Properties, and the Properties into Oppaſition of Contrariety of Will ; and fo th 
the Oppoſition the eternal Good, which brings itſelf along in the Word of the - 
ing, into DiſtinQion, becomes diſtinguiſhable, creaturely, and ® conceivable. . ® Compre. 
17. Elſe if the Evil in the contrary Will were not profitable, God, viz. the eternal benlibie. 
only Good, would not endure it, but annihilate it; but thus it ſerves to the Manifeſta- 
tion of the Glory of God, and the Kingdom of Rejoicing ; and it is an /»ſirument 'of 
God, whereby he makes his Good * conceivable, that the Good may be known; for if ? Repreſent- 
there was no Evil, then the Good would not be known. — 
18. If there was no Anger-Fire, there could be alſo no Light-Fire, and the eternal 
Love would be hidden, for there would be nothing that could be loved; thus the Love 
of God has an Occaſion of Love, for it loves the Dereliction of that which is forſaken, | 
viz. the Weakneſs, that * it alſo might be great. | - 4 The Love 
19. For God's Love comes only to help the Weak, Lowly, Humble, Deſtitute, For- itſelf. 
lorn, and Forſaken, and not thoſe that go on in the Might and Strength of the Fire, 
not the Might of Self, but the Impotency, and that which is forſaken ; whatſoever is 
lowly, diſregarded, humble, and deſtitute, in that Love works dwells therein. 
20. For Love in its own Property is nothing elſe but the divine Humility, out of the 
Profundity or Ground of the eternal one; Love ſeeks nor defires any thing but the 
One, for itſelf is the One, viz. the eternal Nothing, and yet is through All, and in All, 
but the Appropriation of Self-will is a Nothing to it. | 
21. Therefore all is fooliſh, and eſteemed evil and baſe in the Sight of God's Love; 
whatſoever wills in its own Self- ability, though it may well be profitable, as whereby 
the willing of Nothing manifeſts itſelf, yet it is in the Sight of the willing of Nothing, 
only a Phantaſy, viz. a Sport of its own driving on, tormenting itſelf. 
22. For that which wills nothing, but only that out of which it is proceeded, that 
has no Torment in itſelf; for that, to itſelf, is Nothing, but is only to that out of which 
it is proceeded, it ſtands ſubmiſſive to its Maker that made it; he may cauſe it to be 
Something, or Nothing: And thus it is one and the ſame Thing with the eternal One; 
for it torments not itſelf, it loves not itſelf, it feels not itſelf in its own Will, for it has 
no Will of its own, but is given up to the Total or Univer/al. 
23. As we ſee that the op Elements ſtand in ſuch a Will, they are four, and yet 
but one, for the four ſtand in one Ground, and the Ground is neither hot nor cold, 
neither moiſt nor dry; it is that One Element, am unperceptible Life: But thus it 


would not be manifeſted to itſelf ; th2refore God has ſtirred it up, and exhaled and un- 
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folded it out of himſelf, that there might be Oppoſition to itſelf, and might perpetually

24. But herein neither of them deſtroys the other that it ſhould ceaſe to be, and be 
nothing, but that which is overpowered ſtands fi// to that which has overpowered it, 
the Heat to the Cold, or the Cold to the Heat, and there is no Self- poſſeſſion or Will- 
ing, but one Element wills the other, that the other may be manifeſt ; and when it is

25. Therefore Man, in —— of his own Willing, is an Enemy to himſelf; if he did 
give his Will to God, and did yield to him, then God would will through him, and 
with him, and his Willing were God's Willing ; but ſeeing he loves his own Willing, 
and not that which has given him the Willing, it is a twofold Injury. | 
26. One in reſpect of the own Willing, that he will not hold ſtill to the Original 
and Ground of his Willing, and be one and the ſame Thing with it, as the four Ele- 
ments do all give up their Willing into the Ground out of which they proceed, and 
move and will according to the ſame. | | 
27. A ſecond is, that he breaks off his Love from the Love of the Abyſs, and loves

33- And therefore muſt the divine Will in Man be now born again in ſuch Auguiſb 
in the oppoſite Will, and the right divine Will of the New Birth muſt ſuffer itſelf to 
have the Enmity of all Creatures ; and therefore, becauſe Man bears in his Body a 
beſtial Will, wherein the beſtial oppolite Will, together with the Curſe, is manifeſted ; 
and fo now the Life in the Curſe is at Enmity with the Life in the Peace, and will not 
ſuffer it in itſelf. 

34 But if the beſtial Will in the Fleſh could be wholly broken and Filled, then the 
Curie would ceaſe, and ſo no Creature could be at Enmity more, 

35. But ſeeing this cannot be, therefore muſt Man ſtand in Strife, and endure much 
Evil to will in him from without, and to will much Evil out from himſelf, in and to- 
wards that which is without him, and ſo ſtands in Strife between Evil and Good, and 
in Evil and Good, and lives in the Strife of the Elements, and alſo in the Strife of his 
own Willing that God gave him. | 

36. For he complains always, that Wrong is done him, and yet himſelf is a wrong 
Will, and the right Will which he obtains in the Regeneration is act his own natural 
Willing, but it is the Willing of the Grace of God, which is manifzfted in his Willing, 
which Willing daily kills his natural Willing, and. blames Man by God's Inftrument 
with the Children of the Anger openly.

He with whom it 
is found among us, thy Servants, let bim be put to Death; and moreover, we will be the Ser- 
wants of my Lord. He ſaid, Let it be as ye have ſpoken; be with whom it is found ſhall be . 
my Servant, but ye ſhall be blameleſs. | 

38. This Figure. now ſhews, how the Conſcience deſires to juſtiſy itſelf,” when it is 
apprehended by the Wrath of God's Anger, that either, when God with his Plagues in 
Nature, allo many Times in the hiding of his Graces, or through the evil World, 
blames it, and repreſents it anrighteous, then it will always juſtify itſelf, that Wrong is 
done it. 

39. For if it has once turned towards Grace, and broken itfelf off from angodly - 
Courſes, then it thinks no Evil at all ſhall happen, God is bound to protect it, and the 
World does it Wrong, when it reproaches it as wicked ; it ought no more to be ſubject 
to Plagues and Puniſhments, and it accounts that Honeſty and Righteouſneſs whereby 
it ſteals Grace from God, and reckons it for its own, as if it was 0 more guilty of 
Sins. 

480. Alſo it excuſes itſelf towards the World, when the World will impute Sins and 
Blaſphemies to it, as if it were guilty; then it will needs die, or be put to Death, or 
the bike, as Joſeph's Brethren did, who knew nothing of the Theft, and did not uner- 
ſtand neither that all their Unrighteouſneſs, and their ſtealing of Zoſeph, when they fole - 
him from their Father and ſold him, ſtood in the Sacks of Jeſepb's Gifts, viz. were 
manifeſt before the Eyes of Joſeph, ſo that Foſeph knew and underſtood their Theft, 
and therefore cauſed them to be held for Thieves, and cauſed them to be purſued as. - 
Thieves, and fetched them back again, and ſet them before the Judgment. 
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41. But inſtead of the Thievery of their committed Sins, whereby they had forfeited 
their Lives, Joſeph cauſed his Silver Cup to be laid to the Gift in their Sack, and cauſed 
them to be blamed for the Cup, which they would not confeſs. \.

42. When a Man, as is above mentioned, becomes a true Cbriſtian, ſo that God 
ves him his Grace, then he lays his Grace hiddenly in the Sack of his Body in the E,

in Conſcience in reſpect of its manifold committed Sins, for he has utterly deſtroyed

* Mortal, or 43. For when God by his Grace forgives him the * Sins unto Death, then he cauſes 
deadly-Sins. this Cup of Chriſt to be laid aloft in the Sack ; ſeeing Chriſt himſelf has the Guilt of 
theſe Sins laid upon him, and has taken them upon bim, therefore now this Man is guilty 
of the Cup of Chriſt's Croſs (in which Chriſt muſt rafte and drink out the Anger of 
God in Man) and God's Righteouſneſs requires of him to enter into the Suffering, 
Scorn, and Death of Chriſt, that he ſhould die with Chrift, and give himſelf up to his 
Scorn, and ſuffer with Chriſt. | 
44. Bur ſeeing he cannot do that, and is too weak to enter into ſuch Sufferings in the 
Anger of God, therefore has Grace put this Cup alſo into him, that he might drink of 
Chriſt's Yi#ory, and propheſy or divine of Chriſt's Suffering and Death, and make them

456. But God's Righteouſneſs, which now requires Man to be in the Proceſs of Chriſt, 
viz. in Chriſt's Sufferings and Death, and yet finds him not akoays, in his Converſation 
and Vill, therein, accuſes him for a Thief who carries the Cup of Chriſt's Croſs but as 
a Thief in the Sack of his Life's Eſſenees, and charges him of Theft, if he walks other- 
wiſe than in the Proceſs and Imitation of Chriſt. | 
+46. For Chriſt has received Man into his Sufferings and Death, and turned away the 
Righteouſneſs of God's Anger, and introduced him with his Guilt of eternal Death into 
his innocent Death, and is dead from the Sins and Wickedneſs in himſelf ; and in this 
dying of Chriſt, God's Righteouſneſs, in the Anger, requires a Chriſtian Man to be. 

47. But if he walks out of this Path, and not in it, then ſays Righteouſneſs, Thou art 
a Thief, and haſt wrongfully got this Cup of Chrift in thy Sack; I will ſet thee before 
my Judgment and Sentence, as Joſeph did to his Brethren, when he cauſed them to be 
fetched back to the Sentence of his Judgment.

61. When God blamed and charged Man with Guilt by reaſon of Sin, and preſented 
this to him in his Anger by the Deluge or Flood, alſo by Sodem and Gommorrah, before 
their Eyes, that they had robbed in the Houſe of Joſeph, that is, in the Covenant of 
Grace, and tranſgreſſed the Covenant; then went Judah with his Brethren, that is Moſes; 
with the Children of Judab and Hrael, in the Manifeſtation of the Law, when their Sins

24. And Joſeph ſaid to bis Brethren, and bis Father's Houſe, I will go up and tell Pha- 
raab, My Brethren and my Father's Houſe are come to me out of the Land of Canaan, and 
are Herdſmen, for they are People that are converſant about Cattle, and have brought with 
them their. ſmall and great Cattle, and all that they bave: And now when Pharaoh ſhall call 
you to bim, and ſay, What is your Employment and Buſineſs ? Then ſhall ye ſay, Thy Servants 
are People that are converſant about Cattle, from our Youth up unto this Time, both we and 
our Father, that you may-dwell in the Land of Gaſben, for thoſe which are Herdſmen and 
Keepers of Cattle are an Abomination to the Egyptians.

-- 25. When the heavenly Foſeph, Chriſt, has manifeſted himſelf to the Soul and Adami- 
cal Man, ſo that they are come together, and that they have received and embraced one 
another, then that ſame powerful Word in the Spirit of Chriſt, which has manifeſted it- 
ſelf in Man, preſſes and penetrates again into the eternal Father's Property, viz. into 
the eternal Speaking of the Father; which here is as much as to ſay, I will tell Pharaoh,

26. For Pharaoh ſtands here in the Figure of God the Father, who is the eternal King, 
to whom ſays Chriſt, viz. the Word of e and Grace, That his Brethren, viz. the 
Properties of the human Life, from and with all its Powers and Virtues, are come to 
him; that is, the Word Chrift, which is come from the Father into our Humanity 
through his Power and Virtue, ſpeaks the Word of the natural human Life into the 
eternal Word of the Father; which is here called, telling the King. 

27. For Chriſt is even the Father's Steward over Man, as Joſeph was Pbaraob's: For 
Man is then manifeſted again in God, when Chriſt ſpeaks, tells, and inſpires him, into 
the Word of the Father, elſe Man could not attain God; for the human Life is alſo pro- 
ceeded from God the Father's Word; for the Spirit of God ſpoke and inſpired itſelf - 
from and by the Word of the Father into Man. 

28. But after it came into a Creature, and became natural, it turned itſelf away from 
God's Love-ſpeaking, or Inſpiration of Love, and manifeſted itſelf in the Speaking of 
Anger; the Power of Love-ſpeaking was extinguiſhed in it, viz. the ſecond Principle, 
the holy generating or working of the divine Power, and was not able in its own Power 
and Strength to enter again into the Love-ſpeaking, that it might be able to ſpeak 
or generate the divine Love-power it had rent itſelf off from God's Love, and brought 
itſelf into a natural ſpeaking of Self and Vanity. 

29. And this moved God's Pity and Compaſſion, and introduced his Love-ſpeak- 
ing Word again into the creaturely formed Word of the Soul and Humanity, and that 
now is this Joſeph, whom God has ſent before, that he ſhould inſpeak or introduce the 
human Life again into the eternal ſpeaking Word, and make it manifeſt therein before

32. For the animal Soul in Spiritu Mundi, in the Spirit of the World in Man, has i 
many hundred Beaſts, which it has awakened and manifeſted in itſelf, with the falſe and J 
wicked Luſt; theſe Beaſts now muſt the Word of the human Life keep always, from i 
Adam to this Time, and muſt be converſant with ſuch Cattle, and manage theſe Beaſts, þ 
and take Care of them; therefore now ſaid Joſeph, that they might dwell with their 4 
Cattle in the Land of Goſhen; that is, in a peculiar Place by itſelf, and not with Pharaoh; b 
for Herdimen, ſays the Spirit, were an Abomination to the Egyptians ; that is, the | 
beſtial Property in Man is an Abomination to God, therefore Chriſt brings only the in- | 
ward paradiſical Ground (this Time of the Beaſt) before the Face of God; but he brings 
the Beaſt into Goſhen, that is, into the outſpoken or expreſſed Subſtance of this World into 1 
a Place bleſſed of God. . 

33. The beſtial Man cannot dwell with Pharaoh; that is, in God's Majeſty, and holy 1 
Power and Virtue : Joſeph, or JESUS, leaves him in the outward Nature, in the King- i 
dom of this World, and ſets him in a Bieſing, that he ſhould dwell near God, but a 4 
Principle is the Diſtinction, as between Time and Eternity. fl 

34. And Joſeph ſaid circumſpectly, he would ſay, They had brought along with them 
their ſmall and great Cattle, to ſignify, that the whole Man, with all his Works, were 
brought into the Grace, and fat bleſſed Habitation before God, that Chriſt's Children, 
with all their earthly Works, were placed in Goſben, viz. in a State and Condition of 
Grace. 

35. And he ſaid to his Brethren, When Pharaoh ſhall aſk, What is your Trade and 
Employment ? Then ſhall ye ſay, Thy Servants have been Herdſmen from our Youth 
up; that is thus much, when God's Spirit ſhall ſearch and try what you are in Mind and 4 
Thought, whether you be Angels and Miniſters of God, then humble yourſelves before 1 
God, and ſay not concerning yourſelves before the Face of God, We fit in thy Office, and x 
are Lords, or Potentates, and Rulers of the World, or rich, noble, excellent, learned, 4 
underſtanding Perſons, or ſuch like ; do not eſteem yourſelves good in the Sight of God: A 
Say not, We are thy dear Miniſters and Servants in thy Power; but ſay, We, thy Ser- | 
vants, are Herd/men, from Adam to this Time; we keep and manage our beſtial Pro- | 1 
perty, viz. the Works of thy Wonders which thou has made; we cannot ſubſiſt before 4 
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thee, O holy God, for we are unſit, «worthy, and ignorant Herdſmen of thy Wonders, 
let us hut find Grace in thy Sight, that we may dwell before thee in this Geſben. O 
Lord | we know not what we ſhall do before thee ; do thou direct and teach us how we 
ſhall manage theſe thy Herds, for we are thy Servants, and will ſerve before thee as thy 
Herdſmen. 2 ; 

36. In this Glaſs behold thyſelf, thou fair World, what thou art in thy high State, 
Places, and Offices; even all of you, from the Emperor to the Beggar, and he that 
is leaſt and loweſt of all, are but Herdſinen; every one is. but a Herdſman, for their 
Authority is but an Office of the beftial Man, and has under his Command and Manage- 
ment but to rule over Beaſts and no more, for zo worldly Office can rule over the in- 
ward divine Man: He muſt in his Office manage only a Herd of Beaſts or Cattle, and 
govern, take care, and tutor them, and they tutor him again. 

37. With theſe Offices of Herdſmen, now the earthly Lucifer prides and boaſts himſelf, 
as if he had an angelical Government, and yet, in the Preſence of God, is but a Herdſman 
or Keeper of Beaſts, and no more. | 

38. And therefore has God typified and prefigured his Myſteries by fuch imple Herdſ- 
men, that Man ſhould ſee what he is in his Office, State, and Condition; alſo that his 
Wrath may not lift up itſelf and deſtroy theſe Shepherds and Herdſmen ; and fo he has 
always in his Prefiguration premodelled them only as Herdſmen, that he might pour out 
his Grace upon Man's Ignorance and want of Underſtanding. 

39. Herein behold yourſelves, ye potent, noble, rich, learned People, all of you, 
one and other, how the Spirit of God repreſents you by the dear Patriarchs, in the 
Manner of the Herdſman's Office, in the Revelation of his Myſteries ; you are all one 
and other before him no other than his Herdſmen, the Emperors, as well as his Miniſters 
and Servants, the Noble as well as his Inferior, one as well as another, one in this beſtial 
Office, orders and manages another in another beſtial Office. 

40. But the Phariſee will ſay, I keep the Sheep of Chriſt: Woe be to him that com- 
mits his Sheep to a Wolf : If he teaches that which is good from the Spirit of Chriſt, 
then it is not from his own Authority and Power, but the Arch-ſhepherd does it through 
him; but he manages Beaſts only, and himſelf takes one Beaſt of the Herd to himſelf, 
which muſt alſo be kept and cared for, or elie the Wolf will devour it. 

41. Thus has God placed all Offices in the Office of a Shepherd, ſo that one ſhould 
manage and take Care of another; and yet they are all but Shepherds before him, which 
keep Beaſts and Cattle : Chriſt only is the Shepherd of Soxls, and no other. 

42. None ſhould truſt the Sheep of Chriſt, which he has in bim, to any earthly Shep- 
herd, but only to the Shepherd Chriſt, for there are Wolves in all the outward Offices of 
Shepherds, which take and devour the Sheep of Chriſt ; he may paſs well for one, in the 
— of a Shepherd, but let him have a Care of the Shepherd's Dogs, that they do not 

ite him. | 

43. O World, in thy high State and Condition! O that thou didſt but conſider what 
thou art in thy State and Condition in the Sight of Heaven, and didſt not ſet thy State 


and Condition fo /ofty in God's Love, for it ſtands only in his Deeds of Wonder in Evil 
and Good 


44. When God would have a worldly State and Condition prefigured in his Love, 
then he ſets Shepherds in it, or elſe mean, poor, deſpiſed, and diſeſteemed People: See Abel, 
Seth, Enoch, Noah, Abraham, Iſaac, Jacob, Foſeph, Moſes, David; alſo the Prophets 
and Apoitles, and all Holy Men or Saints, through whom God once manifeſted himſelf; 
and then thou wilt fee, that no Highneſs avails any thing before him, that is but aGlaſs 
of Wonders in Evil and-Good alſo a Sport of God's Love and Anger, a premodelling 
or Repreſentation of the angelical Dominions in Light and Darkneſs, in Heaven and Hell. 
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The Seventy-fourth Chapter. 


How Jacob was ſet before Pharaoh, with the five youngeſt Brothers 
of Joſeph, and Jacob bleſſed Pharaoh; alſo how Joſeph bought 
all the Land of Egypt for Pharaoh's own : What is hereby to 
be under ſtood.

When Chriſt manifeſts his Brethren, and the old Father Adam, in the Power and 
Virtue of God, that they are with all their Subſtance come to him, and have wholly 
given up themſelves to him, then he takes five of the youngeſt Brethren in the Properties 
of Life, and ſets them before God; that is, he takes the „ve, Senſes of Man, which 
always are and continue to be the youngeſt in the Life's Property, for they are con- 
tinually generated anew, and ſets theſe, with the Power and Virtue of their Life, be- 
fore God. ; 

3. For theſe are they that ſpall be God's Minifters and Servants in the Love; to theſe 
Chriſt gives in his Counſel, and fays, When you come before the Face' of God, fo that 
the Spirit of God in you proceeds upon you, and proves and fis what your Office and 
Work are in the Preſence of God, then humble yourſelves, and ſay in the Preſence of 
God, Thy Servants are but Herdſmen, and are come to thee in the Famine of Miſery in 
our great Hunger, to dwell near thee in the Land of God, for in our own Powers and 
Virtues, in the Adamical Kingdom of Nature, we have not Paſture and Food for the 
poor miſerable Life; therefore now, O Lord, ſuffer thy Servants to dwell in the Land 
of Goſhen, viz. in thy Courts, that we may eat of the Dew of. Heaven, and live to thee, 
and ſerve thee in our Office. 

4. Then ſays the eternal Father to Chriſt, viz. to his Steward, Behold, is that thy 
Father Adam, and are theſe thy Brethren, according to the Humanity, which are come 
to thee? The Land of Egypt ſtands open for thee; that is, the Kingdom of Heaven, 
together with the Kingdom of Nature, ſtands open to thee; thou art my Steward in the 
Kingdom of Grace, and alſo in the Kingdom of the Nature of the human Property, let

_ r 6. But whoſoever are inſtituted in an Office without the chief Shepherd Chriſt, they 
wer e all of them are but in the Land of Canaan in the Famine of God's Anger, and are but 
dvouring Wolves, both one and other, be they ſpiritual or worldly Officers, be they noble 
or ignoble, Prince, or Protector, or Guardian, Prieſt or Sexton, one as well as another: 
All that rules in an Office without God's Spirit, that rules of Self, and to the Judgment 
of God; he that thinks not in his Office to ſerve God, and to manage his Office as a 
Shepherd of God, he is a Miniſter and Servant of Lucifer, and ſerves him. 
Gen. xlvii. 7. 7. Moſes ſays further, Alſo Foſeph brought bis Father Jacob, and preſented bim before 
Pbaraab; — Jacob bleſſed Pharaoh ; that is, Chriſt ſet alſo the Adamical Image before 
God, not only the five Senſes, but the whole Man, and he bleſſed God; that is, he 
thanks God, and brings him Fruit to the Praiſe of God as a Bleſſing : Then ſays God in 
Verſe 8—10. his acting and working, How old art thou? And he anſwers, One bundred and thirty Years 
is the Time of my Pilgrimage; few and evil are my Days in the Time 7 my Life, and they 
reach not to the Time of my Fathers ia their Pilgrimage: So Jacob bleſſed Pharaob, and 
tent forth from bim. . 
8. Thus the Adamica! Man acknowledges and confeſſes before God his evil Time, in 
the earthly Deſire, and iays, It is but a Pilgrimage, . viz. a continual Wandering and 
33 in continual Cares and Diſquietude, whereby Man works and effe7s God's 
onders. | 
| Gen. xlvii, . 9. And Maſes ſays further, There was no Bread in all the Land, for the Famine was 
13—17- ver) ſore and hard, ſo that ibe Land of Egypt and Canaan were famiſhed by reaſon of the 
Famine ; and Joſeph gatbered all the Money that was found in Egypt and Canaan for the 
Corn that they bought, and he put all the Money in the Houſe of Pharaoh. Now when the 
Money in Egypt and Canaan was brought, all Egypt came to Joſeph, and ſaid, Give us Bread; 
why muſt we die in thy Preſence, being without Money? And Joſeph ſaid, Fetch me your 
Beaſts and Cattle, and I will give you for them, ſeeing you are without Money : Then they 
brought their Cattle to Foſeph, and he gave them Bread for their Horſes and Sheep, for their 
55 Ce and Aſſes ; and ſo be nouriſhed them with Bread this Year for all their Beaſts and 
He. 
10. This EF is * werful, and contains great and deep Underſtanding, al- 
though the beſtial Man, full of Covetouſneſs and Extortion, imagines to himſelf, as if 
this was made for him, yet the true Figure is quite againſt bim, as alſo is the Parable or 
Luke xvi. 8. Similitude in the Goſpel of the unjuſt Steward, which ſays, tbe Lord commended him that 
be had done ſo prudently. | 
11, This Famine in Egypt and Canaan, when all the Land was famiſhed, prefigures 
the poor fallen Man in Body and Soul, which the Anger of God has dried up and 
cauſed to wither, ſo that it is famiſhed. For Egypt — the Soul's Nature, and 
Canaan the Body's Nature. The great Proviſion of Corn which Joſeph gathered together, 
and fold in the Famine, ſignifies the divine Word of Grace. The Money of the Egyp- 


tians and Canaanites, for which they bought Corn of Foſeph, ſignifies God's creaturely Word 
of 
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of the human Life. The Beaſts, which they there gave alſo for Bread when'there was 
no more Money, ſignify the Image-like Property in the Life of Man. ' Imaged or

12. When Man in Soul and Body in this Famine, and in this ſtarving Hunger, comes 
into God's Anger, withering in it, then he has no Refreſhment nor Comfort, for his 
Conſcience withers ſo wholly in God's Anger, that he muſt go to the heavenly Jaſepb, 
and buy this Food of Grace. 
13. Firſt, while the Soul together with the Body finds yet a little Power and Com- 
fort in them, though indeed the Conſcience gnaws, this Steward gives Jeſus Chriſt good 
Words, and prays to him, and, for the creaturely * framed or conceived Word, buys x Image- like, 
Food of Jeſepb; and this now is that which is ſignified by the Money, while theſe Words imaginary, 
will, in the Imagination, give the Conſcience a little Virtue and Comfort, the Nature of fictitious.

14. But when the Anguiſh of the Conſcience dries up this Hope, and that ſuch 
cold Prayer and hiſtorical Faith will no more avail, fo that the Conſcience cries out, That 
thou muſt be famiſhed in the Anger of God, no Prayer more will avail before God; 
then comes the poor Soul to this Foſeph, and ſays, Why wilt thou ſuffer me to periſh, 
becauſe I cannot bring my Prayer and Faith before thee, by which I might attain Food | 
for my Life? Behold, my Power is gone. I am able to do nothing. I have no more = Note, how 
Words wherewith to attain thy Grace.

15. Then ſays the heavenly Joſeph to the Soul, Bring thy Beaſts, viz. Horſes, Oxen, —— .

17. When Man ſtands thus in the Famine-of Conſcience, ſo that not only the Words 
which he ſpeaks in the Preſence of God will no more avail, that he might receive Com- 
fort, but that in the End thoſe alſo fail, when he has beat down all * f2itions Deſires, ® Imaged, 
and forſaken this World in the Deſire ; then ſays the poor Soul to the heavenly Jeſepb, feigned, or 
Alas! my Lord, what ſhall I bring before thee, that I may attain thy Grace? Behold, 4g inafN. 
my Prayer finds no Power and Virtue ; and though I have forſaken the World, and | 
have given up my beſtia! Will, yet I ſtand till in great Hunger before thee z I have no 
more left but only my Body and Soul: My Lord, take even this of me, I give myſelf 
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wholly to be thy own: Give me thy Grace, that I may live in thee, I will give myſelf 
wholly up to thee with Body and Life, and will be thy obedient Servant. Give thou 
me but Seed only, that is, give thou me but a Will, Thought, Mind, and Deſire, and 
ſow the Land of my Nature, and let my Life be thy Servant, that I may be no more 

without thy Vill, but that I may be thy Servant and thy Bond-Slave. 
18. Thus then it is enough, when he has given u wp and Soul, Will and 
Thoughts, and all that he has and is, wholly to this Jeſepb, that he is as it were a 
Bond-Slave Servant to God, who hopes and expects only what his Lord will give him, 
when all Truſt and Confidence in his own ſelf is quite yielded up, then is Reaſon rightly 
killed, and the Devil has loſt his Stool and Throne in Man: For in Reſignation he has 
nothing for his own, and the Devil can no other way come at Man, but in the Defre 

of Self bood, in appropriating any thing for his own ſelf. 
Gen. xvii, . 19- And Moſes ſays further, Thus Joſeph bought the whole Land of Egypt for Pharaoh, 
20—z2. for the Egyptians ſold every one their Ground; for the Famine was ſo ſore, ſharp, and ſtrong 
| upon them; and ſo the Land became Pharaoh's own, and be diſtributed the People into the 
Cities from one Place of Egypt to the other, except the Land of the Priefts, which be bought 
not, for it was appointed for the Prieſts by Pharaoh, that they ſhould provide for themſelves 
out of that Portion which be bad given them; therefore they dared not 10 ſell their Lands.

3 20. In ſuch Manner Chriſt, when Man in this pinching Hunger draws near to him, 
? AﬀeRQions, buys for his Grace his whole Nature, with all the Forms, Conditions, and Qualities 
Properties, or thereof, and brings all whatſoever is in Man again into the Houſe of the great Pharaoh, 
* "63 that is, of God, and makes it a Subject to God his Father again. 
21. For in Adam all Men are become untruſiy and perfidious, and are entered into the 
Selſiſhneſs of the Will; but Chriſt has bought this human own ſelf to be his own again, 
and gives this up again to God his Father; and it points directly at Chriftendom, which 
Theil has bought with his Grace by the Treaſure of his precious Blood, and made it his 
own, and has now diſtributed his Offices, wherein the Chriſtians ſerve him, and are 
his own. | 
22. But that the Prieſts Fields were not ſold, and that Pharach would not buy them, 
but leave them for their own, points at the inward Man, who is the prieſtly Temple of 
Chriſt; this God buys not back again, he wills that Man ſhould have it for his own, he 
deſires only to have the Kingdom of Nature for his own Servant; but the incorporated. 
Ground of Grace, viz. the Temple of Chriſt, he leaves to the Soul for a Dowry, for 
it is the Place and City of God, wherein God dwells in Man: No Man can ſell it again, 
pledge it, or engage it by Oaths, for it belongs to the eternal One, and not to the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Creature ; but it is a beſtowed Ground of Grace, wherein Chriſt manages 
| his Office, it is his Habitation and Dwelling-Houſe. 
Gen.xIvii. 23. Then ſaid Joſeph unto the People, Behold, I have this Day bought you and your 
23—26. Fields for Pbaraob; behold, there you have Seed, ſow your Fields, and of your Corn you 
Hall give the fifth to Pharaoh , four Parts ſhall be yours, to ſow your Field for your Food 
for your Houſe and Children. And they ſaid, Now let us live and find Grace before thee, toe 
Gall willingly be Pharast's Bond- Slaves. Thus Joſeph made them a Law unto this Day con- 
cerning the Fields, to give the fifth to Pharaoh, except the Prieſts Fields, which were not 
Pharaoh's own. 
24. This Figure is a true Type and Image of Chriſtendom, which Chriſt has bought 
with his Love in his Blood, having proffered to give Chriſtendom his Grace and Righte- 
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ouſneſs for their earthly * Imaginations, that it ſhould give them only up to him; and « Images, 


when that is done, then ſays Chriſt, Behold, I have t | 
to Eternity, bought all your earthly Images, as alſo Body and Soul; I have bought 
you for my eternal Bond-Slave Servants and Miniſters, with my Grace, from the Hunger 
of God's Anger: Behold, there you have Seed, that is, there you have my Word, where- 
with you may ſow the Ground of your Conſcience in Body and Soul, that this Seed may 
bring forth Fruit, and of this Fruit you ſhall return the ib to Pharaoh, that is, to God: 
For tour Parts ſhall be your Food ; that is, this Seed ſhall quicken and cheriſh the four 
Elements of the Body, as alſo the four Properties of the Soul's Fire-Life, and you ſhall 
keep this Seed of the divine Word fourfold for the cheriſhing of your Life, but the fifth 
you ſhall give to God. 

25. The fifth ſignifies here, very ſecretly and myſtically, the b Form of the 
natural Life, viz. the Love-Fire in the Light, which 1s born out of the four Properties, 
and manifeſts wherein the uncreaturely and ſupernatural God is manifefted : This Form 
generates now the divine Joy, and the Praiſe of God, wherein the Soul is an Angel, 
and thanks and praiſes God, becauſe he has delivered it out of the Fire-ſource of Tor- 
ment, and has given himſelf with this Love and Grace into its Fire-ſource, and changed 
it into a Love-fire and divine Light. 

26. This Source of Love, viz. the fifth Property of Life, wherein the Soul is an 
Angel, it gives now to God again with great Praiſe and Thankſgiving, for it gives this 
fifth Form to Chriſt again for a Habitation; for this is the Habitation of his Word, 


wherein is the Kingdom of God in us, and wherein we are the Temples of the Holy Or conſifts. 
Ghoſt, who dwells in us; and this fifth Form in the Praiſe of God, Chriſt requires again Lale xvii. 21. 


from his Chriſtendom, that it ſhould give this to him, that he may gather in the Praiſe 
of God, that is, the Fruit of Love for his Father, into the Houſe of the divine Power. 

27. But the Prieſts Fields, that is, the inward Ground of the heavenly World's Sub- 
ſtance, he buys not with his Blood, for that never received the Turba of Deſtruction, 
but in the Fall of Adam it went out and faded, and went into the Abyſs; ſo that the 
Soul had it no more in its own Poſſeſſion, for it was in the Soul as it were dead, though 
in God nothing dies; but the Soul was blind concerning it, in that manner as God, viz, 
the eternal One, is in and through all Things, and yet nothing apprebends it, but that 
which introduces itſelf into its Subſtance, wherein he will manifeſt himſelf. 

28. This faded Image or Subſtance is the prieſtly Ground, whereinto God again in- 
ſpoke or ſowed his Word and Seed again in Paradiſe, that is, not bought with Chriſt's 
Blood, as the averted Soul is, but it is filed with the heavenly Ens, with Chriſt's Fleſh 
and Blood, ſo that it is, or becomes Chriſt's Fleſh and Blood, wherein the High-Prieft 
Chriſt dwells; it is his eternal Seat and Poſſeſſion, wherein God is manifeſted in Man, 
for it is the Branch on Chriſt's Vine, which is God's proper own, and not Man's. 

29. It is indeed in Man, but not in the Poſſeſſion of the fiery Soul's Eſſence; it has 
another Principle than the Soul, and yet is in the Soul, and /brough the Soul, and from 
the Soul, after the Manner as the Light is from the Fire, which is through the Fire, 
and in the Fire, and has its Manifeſtation from the Fire, out of which Fire and Light 
Air proceeds, and out of which Air dewy Water proceeds; and that ſame dewy Water 
denotes the Subſtance of this inward Ground, which gives to the Fire again Nouriſhment, 
Food, Luſtre, and Life. 

30. So allo it is to be conſidered and underſtood concerning the Soul; when it extin- 
guiſbed as to the divine Light, then this Subſtance was generated no more from it, nor 
in it, but remained faded, extinguiſhed, or quenched; and then the Soul had no divine 
Food more for its Source of Fire, for it had turned its Deſire forth into the third Prin- 
ciple, and was overcome by the earthly Lucifer, and by Satan, viz. by the Property of 
the Wrath of the dark World's Property in the Place of this World, 
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31. This Grace came to help this averted Soul, which was bought through Chriſt's 
Blood ; for the Buyer entered with his Money of Grace into this faded Image, and took 
it to himſelf, and fer the Soul therein for a High-Prieſt and Teacher. 

32. And this Image now was the Prieſt's Fields, which he bought not, for it was 

God's before; God only ſet his High-Prieſt Chriſt therein, that he ſhould therein feed 
and teach the poor Soul, that it ſhould not eat of the Vanity, and fully, darken, and 
bring to nothing this Image again. 
33. And this is alſo the ſame in the Figure of Joſeph, in that he bought not the Prieſt's 
Fields; and ſo is the Figure concerning Moſes and the Levites, that he kept their Fields 
and Ground, and yet poſſeſſed them as Tenants; all which denotes the inward Man of 
the heavenly World's Subſtance, which is God's Ground, wherein God ſows his Word 
of Grace, viz. Chriſt's Spirit; which Ground or Subſtance belongs only to the High- 
Prieſt, Chriſt, for a Poſſeſſion, and not to the creaturely Life, but the creaturely Life 
receives Power and Virtue from it; it bas it indeed in itſelf, but it is not one and the 
fame Thing with Nature, as the Light and the painful Source of the Fire are not one 
and the fame Thing. 

34. This Figure of Joſeph, in that he bought the Egyptians to be Pharaoh's proper 
own, and made them his own Servants, ſignifies nothing elſe, but that Chriſt ſhould 
buy us from the Anger of God in the Famine of our Deſtruction, through his Grace, 
to be his obliged Servants, through his Blood and Death, and would give us his Word for 
Seed, that we might ſow his purchaſed * Goods, viz. our natural Life, therewith. 

35. And for this Cauſe now ſhould we give him again the fifth Part of this Fruit, viz. 


the Birth of Love, the fifth Property of Life; for in the fifth Property ſtands Faith, 


and that his Children ſhould give to him again; and this he gathers into his Father's 


| Barns, for an eternal Praiſe, and to the divine Manifeftation of his Wonders. 


36. But that earthly Men have made ſuch Bondage, and keep one another for Bond- 
Slaves, and vex, torment, and miſuſe one another therein, and ſqueeze out their Sweat

according to the heavenly Figure. 

37. For ever Thing muſt faſhion itſelf, according to the Ordinance-or Appointment of 
the Word of God, whether a Thing faſhions itſelf in Evil, viz. in God's Anger, accord- 
ing to the Property of Hell, or in Good, in Heaven in the Kingdom of Chriſt ; for with 
the Holy the Word is holy, and with the Perverſe and Froward it is manifeſt in God's 
Wrath; as the People is, ſuch is their God alſo, ſays the Scripture. 

38. Earibiy Men repreſent the Image in the Anger of God, in that they vex, tor- 
ment, ſqueeze and plague them with Bondage, and hold it for juſt and right; and it is 
right in the Frath of Nature in God's Anger, and it is a Figure of Hell; and it is alſo 
a Figure of the Kingdom of Chriſt in the heavenly Bondage ; for all whatſoever the 
earthly Man does with Pain and Torment, that does Chriſt in his Kingdom with his 
Children, in Foy, Love, Humility, and Power. 

39. The earthly Man takes away his Brother's Labour, alſo his Will and Defres, his 
Sweat and Trade, Profeſſion, and Suftenance : Chriſt alſo takes away his Children's evil 
Will and Defres, alſo their Labour, Working in God, when with great Pain and Anguiſh - 
they preſs thereinto; theſe Labours Chriſt takes all from them, and gathers them into 
his Cheſts of Treaſure, and ſearches through and through his Children's Body and Soul, 
to ſee whether there be yet a little Sparkle that can and will adminiſter to him, and 
work for him; that he drives of Neceſſity, and forces into the divine Miniſtration of God's 
Court, viz. into the Vineyard of Chriſt. 

40. He often alſo withdraws the Food of Grace, and lets them afterwards hunger, 
and lament for it; and lets them fit in Miſery, and afflicts them, ſo that they muſt work 
5 ' 
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in great Anguiſh, in Lamentation, Fear, and Trembling, before him in divine Labour; 
for the old Adam's Aſs is untoward and unwilling to labour in that which is divine. 
41. And therefore it is often compelled, ſo that the Puniſhment and Threatning are 
always behind it, where Chriſt's Spirit in the Conſcience threatens it with Hell and the 
Anger of God; as alſo the earthly Lords upon Earth do with their Subjefs, which 
ſtand indeed in the Figure of Chriſt, but the Office is altogether unlike. | 
42. Chriſt gathers in for his Father, by the Works of his Children, much heavenly 
Fruit, which Man will obtain again, and enjoy the ſame for ever; but a worldly Lord 
gathers in, by the Labour and Sweat of the Poor, only Money and Goods into his Cheſts, 
to his own Honour, which Labour the poor Man can #o more enjoy in this World, but 
Chriſt is his Wages, in that he muſt ſerve the Figure of God's Anger here in Miſery. 
43- But in the End, when the earthly Offices ſhall be alſo gathered into their Barns, 
into the Treaſure-Cheſts of their Hearts, for whom they have ſerved and miniſtred, then 
there will be unlike and different Reſervotories; many will have very much gathered into 
the Kingdom of God's Anger, and from that will their Food be given to them again 
in Eternity, viz. the Curſe of the Oppreſſed ; alſo the Atfliction, Fear, Pain, and Mo- 
leſtation of the Poor, which they have here with their Agitation wrought, by the In- 
feriors, that will be given them for Food alſo after this Time to Eternity: For wha! Gal. vi. 7. 
any ſows bere, that they will find in Barns in the eternal Life. | | 
44. All Offices of this World are God's, and all Officers, from the Emperor to the 
leaſt and meaneſt, are God's Officers; but they ſerve him much unlike and differently; | 
one ſerves him in Love as a Miniſter of Chriſt, and the other ſerves him in his Anger as 
a Miniſter of Hell, | | 4-0 
45. All that ſeek their own in theſe Offices, and regard not God and his Ordinance, ' 
and fo ſerve Man therein, they ſerve the Anger of God, and gather up into Hell. | 
46. For all the Treaſure of Princes and Potentates ſhould be gathered in for the 
common Profit of Brethren, and for the ſupporting of good Orders and Offices, alſo of the 
Miſerable and Impotert ; even as a Houſholder labours and works with thoſe that are 
under him, and draws the Profit to himſelf, and yet therewith he provides for, feeds and 
nouriſhes all his Servants, Miniſters, and Aſſiſtants; and the Overplus he uſes for com- 
mon Neceſſaries of himſelf, his Wife and Children, and what he might ele ſtand in 
need of, or lays it by for poor People; ſuch is the Officer's gathering together: It ſhould 
all be gathered together for common Benefit, elſe it is a Treaſure of the Anger of God, 
and mult expe God's Judgment. 
47. But that the preſent Potentates do. thus gather together for their own Honour, for 
Voluptuouſneſs and Pride, and in that Regard do the more hardly oppreſs and ſqueeze, 
that they may only therewith exerciſe their Pride, and keep under the Poor as Dogs, 
and ſay in their Hearts, they are bound to do ſo for me, I have bought or inherited it as 
a Privilege, I have it of Right; all this, the one and the other, is done in the Anger 
of God, they all now in this Property ſerve only Satan, viz. in the Figure of God's 
Anger, and no better. | | 
48. All Self-owning belongs to Hell, make what thou wilt of it; no ſeeming Rbeta- 
rick will avail before God; thou gathereſt together into Hell: God requires the Ground 
of the Heart, and will have truſty Officers. 
49. But the Miſerable is to know, that in ſuch Reftraint and Service, if he endures | 
it without Murmuring and Grudging in Faithfulneſs, he ſerves even his Lord Chriſt; for | q 
God thereby draws him away from this World, ſo that he ſets his Zope upon that which 
is to come, and in this Servility of his Hands he gathers to him with his Prayer, into | 
this Houſe of Lamentation, his heavenly Treaſure ; whereas, if he for this Time of his i 
Reſtraint ſtood in the Voluptuouſneſs of the Fleſh, he would gather 20 good Thing; | | 
therefore all Things muſt ſerve to the beſt of them that love God. Rur viii. 28, 
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Fo. Thus a Man ought to underſtand the Figure under the Hiſtory and Acts of Joſephs 
for indeed the Hiſtory is deſcribed with great Diligence according to the inward Figure,

a 57. For the Acts of the Bible are not ſet down on this Account, that Men ſhould ſee 
the Life and Deeds of the old holy Men or Saints, as Babel ſuppoſes ; no, the Kingdom 
of Chrift, above all, is thereby deſcribed, as alſo the Kingdom of Hell; the viſible 
— * continually points at the inviſible, which ſhall be manifeſted in the ſpiritual

Gen. xlvii. © 52. Moſes here finiſhes the Figure of the new Regeneration, under the Hiſtory of 

27, 28. Joſepb; and ſays further, Thus Ifrael dwelt in Egypt in the Land of Goſhen, and poſſeſſed 
27, and grew and multiplied very much; and Jacob lived ſeventeen Years in Egypt, ſo that 
Sis wbole Age was one hundred, forty and ſeven Years. 

Ver.29—31. 53. And when the Time was come that Iſrael was to die, be called bis Son Joſeph, and 
ſaid to him, If I bave found Grace before thee, then lay thy Hand under my Thigh, that hou 
wilt be loving and faithful to me, and not bury me in Egypt, but I will lie with my Fathers, 
and thou ſhalt carry me out of the Land of Egypt, and bury me in their Burying-place : He 
faid, I will do as thou haſt ſaid , but he anſwered and ſaid, Swear to me, and be ſwore to 
bim; then Iſrael bowed bimſelf, fitting up at the Head of the Bed. 

54. This now is a very myſtical Figure, and points at the Reſurrection of the Dead, 
when the Soul ſhall come to the Body again, and the Body will be pure and holy: For 
the Land of Canaan, which was alſo full of the Abominations of the Heathen, Ggnifies 
the earthly Body; and Egypt, where Pbaraob dwelt, and Joſeph was Steward, ſignifies 
the Soul, which dwells in God's Word, viz. by or near the eternal King. 

55. And we ſee it very finely portrayed in this Figure, how Adam's Soul turned itſelf 

with Luft into the earthly Canaan of the earthly Body, and turned away from God; 
therefore now the Soul muſt go again into Egypt, into Repentance to Joſeph, viz. to 
Chriſt, and to King Pharaoh, viz. to God; and there it will be received as a Child of 
Grace, to be a Bond- Servant, ſo that it wil be obedient to God, and be his Servant and 
Miniſter ; and it muſt forſake the earthly Canaan, viz. the evil Bedy, with its Will and 
Contrivances, as rac! muſt leave and forſake Canaan. - 

56. But after he ſhould be dead, he would then have his Body into the Land of 
Canaan, that it ſhould be buried there; which ſignifies that the earthly Body muſt be 
buried in its Mother the Earth, and come into its firſt Mather again ; and it ſignifies 
that the Soul ſhall come again out of Egypt, viz. out of the Bondage of the Afffiction 
of Repentance, 10 the Body into Reft : For the Heathen muſt be driven out of Canaan, 

t Or Quality. when 7frael enters thereinto ; ſo alſo muſt the Abominations in the * — and Con- 
dition of the Body be conſumed, and all falſe and wicked Deſires be killed, before the 
Soul comes to the Body again, and dwells therein. N 

57. And it is powerfully repreſented, how the Will of the Soul ſhall and muſt in 
this Life-time break off from the earthly Canaan, viz. from the Luſts of the Body, and 
preſs into God again by earneſt Repentance, where then the Soul muſt rightly be in 
EYpt, viz. a poor Bond-Servant, in much Anxiety and Affliction; but in the End, 
when the Body ſhall die, then it alſo deſires to go along out of the Houſe of Bondage, 
vix. out of the Torment of Repentance, and will go again into the firſt Adamical pure 
Image which God created, as Jacob would lie by his Fathers, when he might have 
lain as well in Egypt: But the Spirit ſtood in the Figure of the Reſurrection, ſhewing, 
how the whole Man ſhould go again into the firſt Image created by God. 

58, But that Jacob required an Oath from Foſeph, that he would bury him in Canaan 
with his Fathers, it denotes the Oath which God in Chriſt made with Man, that God 
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has with his Word of Love incorporated himſelf with Man, and engaged, as by an eter- 
nal Oath to him, Jacob requires this Oath from Joſeph, as from the Figure of Chriſt, 
and deſires he ſhould lay his Hand under his Thigh and ſwear. 

59. This is a Figure, ſignifying how Chriſt ſhould lay his Hand, that is, his Power 
and Might, viz. the eternal Word, which is the Hand that has made all Things, into 
the human Eſſence in Body and Soul, and not only into that, but under the Thigh, as 
under the human Power, and to give himſelf to Man for his own, and ſwear therein; 
that is, bind himſelf to it, that he wilt bring the whole Man, when he is here dead in the 
temporal Death, again into the firf Land of Inheritance, wherein Adam in Innocence 
dwelt, viz. into Paradiſe, and bury the Body and Soul, with his Oath, in God, as in 
the divine Reſt. | | 448 

60. This is ſignified by the Figure of Jacob, where the Text ſays, Jrael dwelt a long 
Time in Egypt, and multiplied there, And when Jacob was to die, he had a Defire to be 
carried after his Death again into the Land of Canaan to his Fathers; this, 1 ſay, ſig- 
nifies that a Chriſtian or Child of God muſt go into this Cpt, viz. into Repentance, 
and into the Exit from the earthly Will, and continue therein the whole Time of his 
temporal Life, and bring forth much good Fruit in that Land, and then Chriſt, viz, 
the heavenly Jeſepb, ſhall bring him into the right Country of his Father to Ræſ again, 


viz. into the right promiled Land, wherein the Milk and Honey of divine Power flow. Exod. iii. 8. 
61. And the whole Hiſtory of all the“ five Books of Meſes is even this in the Figure: 7 Five Books

3. And Jacob ſaid to Foſeph, The Almighty God appeared to me at Lux, in the Land 
of Canaan, and bleſſed me, and ſaid to me, Behold, I will cauſe thee to increaſe and 
multiply, and will make thee a great People, and will give this Land for a Poſſeſſion to 
thy Seed for ever: In this Figure the Spirit ſpeaks not only of the Inheritance of the 
outward Land of Canaan, but alſo of the Inheritance of the Kingdom of Chriſt, under- 
ſtood and ſignified under this Canaan; for he ſays, God has given him and his Children

Virtue and Power of Man ſquandred away God's Prieſthood and — viz. the 
Kingdom of Heaven, and defiled God's Marriage-Bed, and made a of Whoredom 
thereof : But now in this Figure, the Spirit of God repreſents a powerful Figure, 4ig- 
nifying how the firſt Power of Man would nevertheleſs dire to keep its Prieſthood and 
Dominion, and what kind of Prieſts and Rulers would be in this World, in the King- 
dom of Self-Nature. 

22, For out of the Stock of Levi came the Prieſthood under the Law, and of this the 
Spirit here ſpeaks, and joins Simeon to him, viz. the worldly Dominion, and ſays of them 
both as of one, Your Swords are murdering Weapons ; my Soul come thou not into their 
Council, and my Honour be not thou in their Churches; that is, God's living Word, which 
he calls his Soul, ſhall not be in the Dominion of this earthly World, viz. in Man's firſt 
natural Self power; his boly Word ſhall not be in their Councils and Determimations, 
wherein they ſeek only temporal Voluptuouſneſs and Riches ; neither ſhall it be in their 
Churches and Prieſthood, becauſe they do but flatter with the Mouth; for he ſays, My: 
Honour, be not thou in their Churches. 

23. But his Church is the true Image of God from the heavenly World's Subſtance, 
which in their Murder, by the introduced Poiſon of the Serpent, faded in Adam, and is 
born again in Chriſt; but ſeeing they would only play the Hypocrite before God in the 
Monſter of the Serpent, and had ot the Church of God in them; therefore ſays the 
Spirit, My Honour, be not thou therein. 

24. For God's Honour together with Chriſt Jeſus ſhall not come from the natural 
Adam, but from God and his holy Word; theſe ſhould be the Holy Church of God in 
Man, viz. the Image of the heavenly World's Subſtance, which died in Adam, and 
budded forth again in Chriſt, in this ſhould God's Honour appear; as when Life buds 
forth through Death, this was God's Honour : But the ſelf-Adamical Will, which was 
a Murderer, and murdered the heavenly Image in him, ſhall not have this Honour; bis 
Honour ſhall not appear in his murderous Will. 
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25. In this Image the Figure ſtands clearly, which is portrayed in the Apocalypſe, of Rev. xvii, 


the great ſeven-headed Dragon, upon which the Babyloniſþ Whore rides, where the Dra- 


gon and Whore are prefigured as one Image, and it is even the ſame with this of Simeon 


and Levi; and it ſignifies, in the Adamical corrupt Power in the monſtrous Image, the 
Governm:nt.of Nature in Self-Will, together with the ſectarian hypocritical Prieſthood. 


26. The ſeven Heads of the Beaſt are the ſeven Properties of Nature, which are de- Seven Pro- 


parted from the Temperature, and have attained * ſeven Heads, viz. a ſevenfold Will, pert 


whence the Life is come to be in Strife, Miſery, Sickneſs, and Corruption; and the 
Whore upon this Beaſt is the Soul, which is defiled as a Whore, and enters before God 
with this Whore's I „and plays the Hypocrite in his Preſence. 

27. But the Will of the ſeven-headed Beaſt gives its Power and Strength to the 
Whore, viz. to the Soul, ſo that the Soul flicks full of Murder, Pride, whoriſh Luſt, 

and Self-honour; and in this Church and Den of Murder God's Honour will not be. 
28. This Figure and magic Explanation, concerning Simeon and Lew, prefigures to 
us the ſpiritual and worldly Dominion; firſt in every Man, whereby he governs himſelf 
both in ſpiritual and natural Things; and ſecondly, the Management and Authority of 
ſpiritual and worldly Offices, both in the Church and worldly Matters ; whatever rules 
therein in ſelf-Adamical Power, without the new Regeneration, that bears this Image in 
it, wz, the murdering Sword, where Men condemn and ſlay one another with 
Words. | 

29. All ſcurrilous, ſlanderous, /ibellous Books, wherein Men reproach and kill one 
another with Words, for the Sake of the divine Gift and Knowledge, are the murder- 
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ous Swords of Simeon and Levi; alſo all unrigbtecus Sentences of world 


ly Judgment 
are the ſame, and God's Honour and Will are not therein. r 


Bev. xix. 20. 


30. The Spirit takes them both together in ene Figure, becauſe both theſe Offices 
govern« the Adamical Nature: They govern the World, viz. the formed outſpoken 
Word of God; to them is given the Power and Authority of the Kingdom of Nature, 
but they ſhall give an Account of this Government: For the Judgment of God is ſet in 
this Figure, and the Apocalypſe cafts the Falſehood and Wickedneſs of this Image down 
into the fiery Lake that burns with Brimſtone, and ſeals up the Beaſt and the Whore in 
Eternity, and gives the Kingdom, the Power, and Autbority, together with the Prieſt- 
hood, to Chriſt and his Children born of him. 

31. The Spirit of Moſes ſays, In their Anger they bave ſlain a Man, and in their Self- 
Vill they have defiroyed Oxen. The Man ſignifies the inward ſpititual Man, viz. the true 
Image'of God, which Adam murdered in all his Children, through his Anger, viz. through 


the firſt Principle, the Kingdom of God's Auger; which Adam awakened with his Deſire 


and Luſt; and it ſignifies further, Chriſt that ſhould come, whom the Levites with the 
Simeonites, viz. worldly Dominion, viz. the Phariſees and heatheniſh Government, 
would kill : For Jacob ſaid, He would make known to them what would befall them in 


the future Times. 


32. Therefore this Figure looks at the future Man Chriſt, whom the Levites would 
flay in their Envy and Anger, as is alſo come to paſs; and for that Cauſe ſhall his Ho- 
nour be no more in their Churches; for after ſuch ſlaying of Chriſt, their Church was 
taken from ibem, and the Temple deſtroyed, and their Sacrifices ceaſed, in which for- 
merly the Figure of Chriſt, viz. God's Honour, ſtood. 

33. But the Oxen which they have cauſed to periſh, in their Self-Will, ſignifies the 
outward Man from the Limus of the Earth, which they have cauſed to periſh with the 
Defire of Vanity, ſo that it is become ſo groſsly beſtial and miſerable, that it is turned 
from a heavenly paradiſical Image into a corruptible one, which is done out of Self- 
Will. | 

34. Further, it points at the future Self-Will of the Levites, with their worldly Do- 
minion, ſignifying how they would flay and kill with their murdering Swords, whereas 
they can deſtroy no more of God's Children, but the Oxen, viz. the beſtial Man; which 
murdering Swords have ever been among this Generation, both with the Jews and 
Chriſtians, which the Children of God ought well to obſerve, that the Spirit of God in 
the Covenant ſays, His Soul ſball not be in their murderous Council, nor bis Honour in their 
Churches, for the Sake of which they murder and deſtroy many that will not believe 
their Ss, and ſelf-willed Conciufons and Determinations. 

25. Eſpecially at this | Avg Time, when Men ſtrive only about the Churches and 
Church-matters, and murder one another for ſuch things, and deſtroy Land and People 
in their Self-Will: Men living only in Self-Will, who do nat intend and ſeek God's Ho- 
nour thereby, but only their own Honour, Might, Authority, and Power, and thereby 
fatten the Ox, viz. the Belly God, the Honour of God and his Word is not among all 
theſe; but as Jacob ſays, Curſed be their Anger, for it is vebement and fierce, and their 
Wrath, for it is raging ; for they do all out of -Self-Will and Anger, and therein the 
Anger of God drives them on ; and therefore they run on into the Curſe in the mur- 
derous Swords. | 

36. And it ſays further, I will divide them in Jacob, and ſcatter them in Iſrael ; which 
is indeed befallen them, ſo that they are divided and ſcattered among all People, and 
have now no City, Country, or Principality more; alſo the Spirit intimates the dividing of 
the earthly Life, wherein this Anger and Self- Will muſt be quite divided from it, and 


the Body be ſcattered like Abbes: For the Curſe breaks in Pieces and ſcatters both its 
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Dominion and Prieſthood, together-with its Body and outward Senſes and Life ; for it 
is all in the Preſence of God but a Curſe and Vanity. 

37. For the Spirit of Jacob ſays, I will divide them in Jacob, that is, through the 
Covenant of Jacob, viz. through Chriſt, and will ſcatter them in Iſrael; that is, through 
the new Sprout out of the Covenant, the Adamical Tree ſhall be deſtroyed and divided, 


and its Works, together with its Body and Thoughts, be ſcattered, and the Works of 


the Devil be brought to nothing; alſo this their Prieſthood and Dominion ſhall be yet 
ſo deſtroyed, divided, and ſcattered, as the Chaff is by the Wind, when the Kingdom 


of Chriſt and his Prieſthood ſhall ſpring up, where Chriſt alone ſhall reign ; and then all 
this will have an End, which ſeems ſtrange to Babel. | 


IV. 
The Teſtament of Judah. 
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38. Judah, thou art be, thy Brethren 2 thee ; thy Hand will be upen the Neck of Gar alin, 


thy Enemies, thy Fathers Children will bow 
art come aloft, my Son, through great Viftory; be hath looped down and couched, as a Lion 
and as a Lioneſs : Who will ſet upon him to rouſe him up? The Scepter will not be removed 
from Judab, nor a Maſter from bis Feet, till the Saviour cometh, and to bim will the People 
cleave : He will bind bis Foal to the Vine, and bis She- Aſſes Colt to the precious Branch; be 


will waſh bis Garment in Wine, and his Mantle in the Blood of Grapes : His Eyes are red- 
der than Wine, and bis Teeth whiter than Milk. 


39. By the firſt three Sons of Jacob the Spirit intimates concerning the corrupted loſt 
Adam and his Children, ſignifying how they were in the Sight of God, and what their 
— — upon Earth would be; but here with Judab he begins to intimate concerning 
the Kingdom of Chriſt, viz. concerning Chriſt's Perſon and Office, and ſets Chriſt in 
the fourth Line, which is a great Myſtery : For in the fourth Property of the generating 
of Nature is underſtood the. Fire, viz. the Original of the Fire, out of which the Light 
takes its Original, whereby the Abyſs becomes majeſtic, wherein then alſo the Original 
of Life is underſtood, before the Soul is therein underſtood according to its Property. 

40. Seeing then this Soul's Ground in Adam was fallen and periſbed, therefore God 
has alſo ſet his Figure of the new Life therein, and in this Teſtament of the twelve Pa- 
triarchs the Figure ſtands, ſignifying how the Beginning of Life is, and how the New 
Birth ſprings forth in the Light again, through the periſhing Fire-Life in the Light : 
Alſo in the Teſtament of 7 all Circumſtances are declared, ſhewing how the new Life 
in Chriſt would ſpring forth through the Soul, and rule over the Sting of Death. 

41. Jacob ſays, Thou art be, thy Brethren will praiſe thee : In this he looks outwardly 
upon the earthly Kingdom, which ſhould ariſe in the future Time; and imwardly he 
looks upon the Kingdom of Chriſt, which both Jews and Heathens would embrace, 
and praiſe and honour Chriſt as God and Man. | 

42. And he ſays further, For thy Hand will be upon the Neck of thy Enemies; by this 
he underſtands and means not only the Jews outwerd Enemies, but that the Hand, 
viz. the Power of Chriſt's Grace, would eſſentially, actually, and effectually be upon 
the Neck of Satan, and the Serpent's Poiſon and Will, in Fleſh and Blood, and ever- 
more trample upon that Serpent's Head in his Children of Faith. 


43. Alſo, Thy Father's Children will bow before thee'; that is, before this Chriſt, of 


the Stock or Tribe of Judah, will all the Children of God ſtoop, bow, and pray to, as 
a:God-Man and Man-God. | | |

n before thee : Judah is a young Lion, thuu $—12. 
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44. Alſo, Judab is a young Lion, that is, roaring againſt the Devil, and a Deſtroyer of 
Death and Hell, as a freſh young nimble Lion, mighty in Sirengtb and Power. 

45. Alſo, Thou art come aloft, my Son, and exalted, by a great Victory; that is, after he 
had the Victory over God's Anger, over Death, Sin, the Devil and Hell, he was 
placed at the Right-Hand of God's Power, as a Man-God, and rules over all his 
Enemies. | | 

46. Alſo, He flooped and couched down, as a Lion and as a Lioneſs : Who will ſet upon 
him to rouſe bim up? That is, he has deeply humbled himſelf with his higheſt Love, and 
given himſelf in our aſſumed Humanity into the Scorn and Contempt of the fallen 
Man, and ſtooped into God's Anger, and ſuffered the natural Life to break in Pieces, 
and very patiently given his ſtrong Lion's Might thereinto. 

47. But that the Text ſays, as a Lion and as a Lioneſs, it ſignifies the young Lion of 
the divine Word in the Soul, and the Lioneſs ſignifies the Name JESUS in the moſt in- 
ward Ground of the heavenly World's Subſtance, viz. the noble Lioneſs of Sophia ; that 
is, the right Seed of the Woman from the Adamical Light's Tincture, which faded in 


Adam, and in this Lion was made living again in divine Power, and aſſociated itſelf 


again to the Lion, viz. to the Soul. 


48. Alſo, Who will ſet upon bim to rouſe bim up ? That is, who can ſet himſelf againfl 
this Lion and heavenly holy Lioneſs to rouſe them up, which are, God over all, and 
through all! Who will take away his Power, who is the Beginner of all Power, 
Strength, and Might? Where is the Champion that can ſtrive, when there is no higher 
Power to be had ? | 
49. Alſo, The Scepter ſhall not be removed from Judab, nor a Maſter from under his 
Feet, till the Champion or Saviour cometh, and to him will the People cleave : The Under- 
ſtanding or Meaning of this is Zwofold, viz. outwardly concerning the Kingdom of 
Judab, that the Jewiſb Scepter of its Kingdom ſhould continue, and they be a King- 
dom till this Champion or Saviour, viz. the Lion with the Lioneſs, viz. Chriſt, that 
is this Covenant, ſhould become Man; which is ſo come to paſs, that they held their 
Kingdom, though it ſeemed often as it were quite overthrown, till Chriſt ; and then it 
quite ceaſed, and there was another Maſter or Governor that ruled it, for fince that 
Time they muſt be ſervile People: For the Champion or {Saviour has taken to himſelf 
their Kingdom, and is therewith entered in among the Heathen, and has called them 
alſo to himſelf. | | 
50. But the inward Ground is this, that the Kingdom of Chriſt and his Dominion 
over Sin, Death, the Devil and Hell, will not ceaſe, nor any other Ruler or Maſter 
come from between his Feet; that is, from the Covenant of God; till this Saviour 
Chriſt ſhould come again to Judgment, and ſever his Enemies, then ſhall he deliver up 
the Kingdom again to his Father, and then God ſhall be all in all; therefore do the 
Jews in vain hope for another Maſter or Ruler, although indeed he will come to bem. 
alſo in the Time of his Revelation, Manifeſtation, or Appearing ; which Time is near, 
wherein the Kingdom of Chriſt will be manifeſted to all People. | 
51. Allo, To bim will the People cleave ;, this is done already according to his Hu- 
manity, and will much more be done in his laſt Manifeſtation, that all People will cleave 
to him and acknowledge him: When Babel takes its End, then will this be firſt per- 
fectly fulfilled, which Dependance and Cleaving to him, at preſent, the Images, Imagi- 
nations, or Fictions of Opinions, and Sects in Babel, keep back, in that the ſtrange and 
foreign People and Nations ſtumble, and are ſcandalized at the Contentions and Diſpu-

53. Alſo, He will bind his Foal to the Vine, and bis She-Aſſes Colt 10 the noble Branch. nouledee 

O thou poor, ſick, old, miſerable Adam! If thou didſt underſtand this rightly, then w 
thou wouldſt be delivered from all Strife: What is the Foal and the She-Aſs's Colt? 
The Foal is the human Soul; for the young Lion ſignifies the Power of the divine Word 
in the Soul; but the Foal is the natural Soul, which Chriſt ſhould bind to the Vine of 
the ſweet-taſted divine Love; that is, the eternal Speaking Word would bind this Foal, 
the creaturely Soul's. Word of the Soul's Efſence and Subſtance, to itſelf, and be mar- 
ried to it; and the She-Aſs is the inward paradiſical Man, viz. the divine Man, from 
the Znxs of the inward Ground, from the heavenly World's Light's Subſtance, viz. the

54. This She-Aſs, which muſt bear the outward Burthen of the beſtial Man upon it, 
ſhould Chriſt, that is, the Word, bind to the Name JESUS, viz. to God's own ſelf- 
ſubliſting Subſtance, viz. to the moſt noble Branch, which bears the ſweet Vine of the 
Love of God. 

55. And this She-Aſs is the Temple of God, wherein the Kingdom of God is again 
manifeſted in us; it is Chriſt in us, which is a She-Aſs in Man; himſelf takes upon Cel iii. 12 
him the Burthen and Sin of Man, and ſlays it through the young Lion. and i 27. 
506. This inward new ſpiritual holy Man is rightly the She-Afs's Colt, for it muſt be 
manifeſted through the Soul, as Light is manifeſted through Fire; thus a Man is to 

underſtand, that the Light is the Fire's Colt, and is manifeſted through the Fire, from 
the dying of the Candle; thus alſo it is to be underſtood in the Ground of the Soul, 
which 1s alſo a Fire-Spirit. 

57. O thou poor Chriſtendom ! If thou didſt underſtand this rightly, and didſt preſs 
into it, fo that thou alſo with this She-Aſs, which faded in Adam, ſtoodeſt bound to the 
Foal's noble Branch, what Occaſion for ſtriving then? Is it not now a ſimple She-Aſs 
which bears Chriſt and Adam upon it, viz. Chriſt in it, which is its noble Branch, viz. 
its Sap and Power, and Adam upon it as a Burthen ? t 

58. O thou Babylowſp Whore ! Thou keepeſt off this She-Aſs with thy Dragon-Beaſt, 
fo that poor Chriſtendom muſt bear thy evil Beaſt whereon thou Whore rideſt ; but thy 
ny is near, that thou art to go into the Abyſs of Hell-Fire, fays the Spirit of 
Wonders. | | 

59. Alſo, He will waſh bis Garment in Wine, and his Mantle in the Blood of the Grape; 
that is, Chriſt will waſh our Humanity, viz. the Garment of the Soul, in the Wine of 
his Love, and with the Love waſh away from the defiled Adamical Fleſh the earthly 
Droſs and Spawn of the Serpent, that Adam had received with his Deſire and Luft, from 
which the earthly Man became a Beaſt, and leave the Spawn of the Serpent to the 
Earth, and in the Eud burn it up with the Fire of God. 

60. And his Mantle in the Blood — Grape : The Mantle is the Cover which covers. 
the waſhed Garment, and is even the precious purple Mantle of Chriſt, viz. the Scorn, 
Müiction, Torment, and Suffering, when he. thereby waſhed our Sins in his Blood; that 
is, the right Blood of the Grape, wherein he waſhed” his Mantle, which now he caſts 
over our Garment and covers it, viz. over our Humanity, that God's Anger and the 
Devil may not touch ir. | 8 

61. O Man! conſider this; this Mantle will not be caſt over the Beaſt and the Whore- 
to cover them, as Babel teaches, but over the waſbed Garment, that is waſhed in right 
true Repentance with God's Love: This Garment. of the Soul will be covered with. the. 
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Mantle of Chriſt, which is once waſhed in his Blood of the Grape, and not Whores, 


Panders, unclean Perſons, covetous, Extortioners, unrighteous, cruel, raging, ſtern, 


and proud; ſo long as they are ſuch, they have only the Mantle of the Babyloniſh Whore 
about them, and get not this holy waſhed Mantle of Chriſt upon them; flatter, and 


lay the Hypocrite as much as thou wilt, yet thou wilt not get it, except thou art «waſhed 
efoerhand Thy comforting thyſelf will not avail thee, thou muſt ſet upon it in Ear-

62. O, Babel, Babel! what haſt thou done, in covering the Beaſt with this Mantle, 


and art thyſelf remaining under it a Wolf? 


63. Alſo, His Eyes are redder than Wine, and bis T:eth whiter than Mill: His Eyes 
are now the Fire-flaming Love, which pierce and preſs through the Father's Anger, and 


look through the fiery Soul, wherein the Father's Anger in the fiery Soul becomes a 


Light-flaming Love-Fire; and ſo the Soul's Eſſence is thereby become a ſweet pleaſant- 
taſted divine red Love-Wine, one Property in the ſouliſh Effence taſting the other in great 
Deſire of Love, and the Father's Property of Anger flows forth in a clear good pleaſant 
Reliſh. 

64. And bis Teeth are whiter than Milk: Theſe white Teeth are the Defrre of the in- 
ward ſpiritual Man, where the holy Word is together in the Deſire of theſe Teeth, which 


white Teeth or heavenly Deſire apprehends, eats, and drinks the Grape of Chriſt's Blood; 
for it is the ſpiritual Mouth for which Chriſt has ordained his Teſtament, that it ſhould 


with theſe white Teeth eat his Fleſb and drint his Blood; this the Spirit in the Covenant 


declares clearly and plainly by Jacob. 


65. For the Teſtament of Judab points throughout at Chriſt, at his Perſon, Office, 


and Kingdom, for of Judab Chriſt ſhould come according to the Humanity ; outwardly 
the Figure of the Type ſtands, and inwardly, in the ſpiritual Figure, Chriſt ſtands 


clearly.

1.F%*XEXXRY the firſt three Sons of Jacob is typified, in the Figure, the King- 

FN dom of periſhed, or corrupt Nature, viz. the Adamical Man, what it 
is; and by Judab Chriſt is typified, who ſhould come and bring the 
Adamical Man into his Kingdom ; but by the other eight Sons of

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2. For here, in the outward Figure, is firſt typified where each Tribe or Stock would 
have their Dwelling and Habitation, and what their Office in //rael would be; but near 
to it ſtands always the Figure, repreſenting how the outward and the inward Man would 
ſtand cloſe by one another; and how the Kingdom of Nature and the Kindom of Grace 
would dwell one by another; alſo how the ſeven Properties of Nature in God's Anger, 
according to the firſt Principle, would alſo put forth or explicate themſelves, and jntro- 
duce themſelves into Figure, to the divine Manifeſtation; which the Reader ſhould well 
obſerve and conlider, for we will explain 42th the inward and the outward Figure.

9. For when Leab bore [ſachar, ſhe ſaid, God bath rewarded me in that I gave my 
Maid to my Huſband, and ſbe called him Iſſachar ; that is, a divine Wages or Reward: For 
ſhe had given Rachel her Son's Mandrakes, that ſhe ſuffered Jacob to ſleep with her this 


| Night, upon which ſhe conceived this Son, therefore ſhe called him a Recompence from 


10. But the Spirit ſays in this Figure, he would be a boned ſtrong Aſs, and lodge 
between the Borders ; which outwardly in its Habitation was juſt ſo: But in the inward 
Figure he ſays, The Man which is obtained from God by Prayer is indeed a Gift and 
Wages, but his Adamical Nature is only a boned ſtrong Aſs for the Burthen, who bears 
the Adamical Sack ; but he dwells with his Mind between the Borders, viz. between 
God and the Kingdom of this World; his Mind preſſes into the Borders of God, and 
the Body dwells in the World. | 

41. Therefore the Mind muſt be as a boned ſervile laviſh Aſs, which though it 
fits at Eaſe and Reſt, in a good Habitation in the Borders of God, yet it muſt bear the 
Burthen of Sins and of Death in the earthly Sack, and there is no buying it off with the 
Mandrakes, before the Death of the earthly Man; alſo no praying to God for it avails, 
that thereby the boned ſtrong Aſs might come to divine Liberty; it muſt remain an 
Aſs, till Chriſt in himſelf brings it into the eternal Reſt: The Adamical Hurt and Loſs 
is ſo great, that the Aſs muſt leave the Sack in the Death of Chriſt, otherwiſe he will 
not be rid of it, | 

12. But he adds the Cauſe why he muſt remain a boned ſtrong Aſs; for he ſays, He ſaw 
the Reſt, that it was good, and the Land, that it was pleaſant ;, that is, that the Mind 
would always defire to reft in the Luſt and Pleaſure of the Fleſh, and would defire to 
take care of the earthly Luſt ; and in that Regard, the Mind muſt be a ſervile Aſs, and 
Servant of God's Anger, and fo ſeparates the natural Adamical Man from the Seed of 
the Covenant, viz. from the Perſon of Chriſt ; fo that the natural Adamical Man, in its 
inbred Nature, is but this Aſs with the Sack, till Chriſt poſſeſſes his Kingdom in him; 
no Covenant or Praying avails, but that Adam muſt in this World remain an Aſs, till the 
Sack be gone, and then he is called a new Child in Chriſt; which new Child in this 
Life is the inward Ground, but the boned ſtrong Aſs is the new Child's Inſtrument, upon

The Teſtament of Dan. 


13. Dan will be a Fudge among bis People, as any other Generation in Iſrael : Dan will 


be a Serpent in the Way, and an Adder on the Path, and will bite the Horſe in the Heels, 


that bis Rider ſhall fall back: O Lord, I wait for thy Salvation. This is a powerful 
Figure of the outward Power and Authority of human Officers in the Kingdom of this 
World, and is fo ſtrongly prefigured, that it is terrible to read, if a Man rightly diſcerns 
the Figure; and yet in the Preſence of God it ſtands in its own proper Figure thus :

In the Figure it ſtands thus: 
14. Dan ſtands in the Figure of all outward Officers, from thoſe of big beſ Authority 


and Power, even to the Government of the human Life itſelf ; therefore the Spixit ſays , Ordering 
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of him, he ſhall be in his own Might and Power as one Man is to another: In the Preſence of a Man's 


of God he is not eſteemed greater in his own Nature than a Servant or Miniſter, for he 7 ge A.

God's, wherein he fits as a judge. The Office is the Authority and Power, and he him- a * 


ſerves God in his Office, as another Servant does his Lord and Maſter; the Office is 


ſelf is before God as another Man. 

15. But the Spirit ſays, Dan will be a Serpent on the Way, and an Adder on the Patb; 
that is, this Judge in God's Office would draw Poiſon out of the Power and Authority, 
viz. Self-Will, and ſay of himſelf, the Authority is mine, the Office is mine; that is, 
called on the Way, for the Vay which they ſhould go is God's, viz. true Righteouſneſs ; 
then ſays Dan, That Land and Country, this City, that Village, thoſe Goods, that 
Money, is mine, it is my own, I will uſe it to my own Profit, Advantage, and Honour, 
and live in this Office as I will. f 

16. And this very Self hood is the Serpent and venomous Adder on the Way; for it 
walks very dangerous Steps upon the Paths of Righteouſneſs; it turns Righteouſneſs 
into Self hood, to do what it will; it ſays, I am a Lord; the City, Land and Country, 
the Village, or Authority and Power, is mine; I may do with the People what I will, 
they are mine; and fo Necks Poiſon out of God's Office of a Judge, and thereby afflicts 
the Miſerable, and ſtings with this Poiſon round about in the Way of the Office, as an 
Adder and Serpent. 

17. For the Spirit ſays, He will bite the Horſe in the Heels, ſo that bis Rider will fall 
backward ; that is, he will bite the Horſe, that is, the Office whereon he rides, in the 
Heels, viz. in the juft Right, that the Righteouſneſs, viz. God's Rider, which he ſhall 
bring, may fall backward, and that he may govern as God's Rider, in ftead of the 
Righteouſneſs ; whereupon the Rider, God's Righteouſneſs, in his Office fays, O Lord, 
I wait for thy Salvation; that is, till thou ſendeſt the right Rider Chrift, who ſhall ride 
over this Adder and Serpent again. 


18. When Rachel could bear no Children to Jacob, ſhe was troubled at Jacob, and ſaid to Gen. xxx. 
bim, Procure me Children, if not, I die; but Jacob mas wrath with Rachel, and ſaid, I am 6. 


not God, that I ſhould give thee Fruit of thy Body: But ſhe ſaid, Behold, there is my Maid- 
Servant Bilba: Lie thou with ber, that ſbe may bring forth on my Lap, and I ſhall be built 
up by ber; and thus ſhe gave bim Bilba ber Maid-Servant to Wife, and Jacob laid with 
Ber; ſo Bilba conceived, and bore Jacob a Son: Then ſaid Rachel, God hath judged my Cauſe, 
and beard my Voice, and hath given me a Son ; therefore ſhe called him Dan. 

19. This now is the powerful Figure of Jacob's Teſtament, wherein he propheſies fo 
terribly concerning Dan, that he would be a Serpent; and in the right Figure it ſignifies 
Man's own Will, which will not ſuffer God to judge and lead it, but always murmurs 
againſt God, as Rachel murmured againſt Faced, becauſe it went not with her as ſhe 
would, and{was implacable with preſſing Jacob, that he would give her Children, or 
elſe ſhe would die; at which Jacob was wroth. * 
20. So now the Spirit repreſents the Figure by Bilba, RachePs Maid - Servant, hom 
ſhe gave to Jacob for a Wife, who bore this Dan, who ſhould be a Judge and Determiner 
of = Anger and Strife between Jacob and Rachel, when the Self-Will of Rachel would 
have Children by Force. 

21. And it prefigures this to us, that the worldly Office of a Judge has its Original 
—_ * Maid-Servant; that is, from the I. dom and Dominion of Nature, and

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that God created Man under no Office of a Judge; but the Self-murmuring, ſtubborn, 


and oppoſite Will of Man, which will not be obedient to God, nor endure to be judged 


and lead by his Spirit, that has cauſed that Dan, viz. the Power and Authority, to judge, 
is borne in the Lap of Rachel, viz. in the Liberty of Nature. | 
22, Therefore the Spirit in the Covenant by Jacob pronounces ſo ſharp and ſevere a 
Sentehce upon it, and ſays, This Dan, that is, this Office of a Judge, would be a Ser- 

nt and Adder in the Way of Righteouſneſs, and would bite the ju} Right, viz. the 

eels of his Horſe, that his Rider, viz. Juſtice and Righteouſneſs, might fall to the 
Ground; and then Nature ſhall wait for the Salvation of God, viz, for the Juſtice and 
Right of Chriſt by and through Love; and then Dan's Office ſhall ceaſe. | 

23. Which ought well to be conſidered by thee, Babel, ſeeing thou boaſteſt of Chriſt, 
whether thy Salvation be in thee, or not, that thou mighteſt judge thyſelf, and not need 
to have Judges, who muſt judge thy Unrighteouſneſs, wherein thou art no Chriſtian, ſee- 
ing thou continually murmureſt with Rachel, and ſeekeſt iby Will, therefore allo the 
Adder and Serpent of Dan may well ſting thee ;. for thy Evil, Malice, and Wickedneſs 
cauſes that, viz. thy own Wilfulneſs ; therefore alſo has God given thee up under Dan's 
fallen Rider, ſo that thou muſt go along as a Slave and ridden Horſe, whom the 
1 ſtings with his venomous Sting, viz. with the Power and Authority of «ſurp- 
ing ſelf. 

_ But that Dar's Rider muſt fall backward ſignifies, that this Dan with his Office 
ſhall fall backward in the Canſcience of a Chriſtian, when he turns to Chriſt, and works 
Repentance; for in Repentance Dan's Government ceaſes, the Rider, God's Anger, falls 
backward. Therefore alſo every Chriſtian is bound 10 forgive every one from his Heart,

the Office of a Judge behind his Back; for the Office of a Judge is the Office concernin 
Sin, that ſevers Right from Wrong, and always falls heavy upon that which is falſe an 
wicked ; but the Serpent often bites the Horſe in the Heels, viz. Favour, Greatneſs, 
Reward, Gifts and Bribes : Theſe make Dan an Adder and Serpent. 
2g. And we ſee clearly that Dan, viz. the Office of a Judge in Jrael, has its Origi- 
nal from the murmuring, ſtubborn, and oppoſite Will, and that Dan is only a Deter- 
miner of Strife, and not, as he ſuppoſes, to be his own Lord in his Office, but a Divi- 
der; as Rachel ſays, God has judged my Cauſe, viz. by this Dan, her Maid-Servant's 
Son, and not her own Son; to ſignify a Child of God needs no Judge, be judges 
himſelf, and ſuffers with Patience.

The Teſtament of Gad. 


26. Gad ſtands prepared, he will lead an Hoſt and retreat back again: This Figure does 


not prefigure that the Children of Cad ſhall be Captains of Troops, as alſo Dan's 


Children ſhall not be mere Judges, but it repreſents the ſpiritual Figure, which is to be 
ſeen by Leah, who gave ber Maid-Servant alſo to Jacob, when ſbe ceaſed to bear, and would 
make Haſte to prevent Rachel ;, for Gad was born of Zilpa, and ſhould prevent Dan; for 
ſhe ſaid readily, Turn thee before him, and turn about to me again; and it denotes 
human Forecaſting and Carefulneſs, Subtlety, Policy, and wicked Craft and Cun- 
ningneſs, that with all Subtlety prevent the Right and Juſtice, and would elevate them- 
ſelves above all Right and Truth. 

27. For Gad and Dan are both from the Maid-Servants, and are in the Figure as a 
Strife, for Rachel and Leab would one prevent the other, and therefore their Ways were 
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merely oppoſite ; ſo this Figure ſtands thus: When Dan will judge, then comes Gad | 
with his ſubtle Agility and Readineſs, and works him out of his Office with flattering, ogiciouſ- 
Speeches, and ſpecious Pretences, with Lying, and perverting Prevarication ; for it neſs, to un- 
winds all Truth about, and ſets his agile, nimble Subtlety in the Right of Truth, and dan and 
ſo the Judge is blinded by his agile, nimble Officiouſneſs. 5 himſelf, 

28. This the Spirit intimates ſtrongly concerning Iſrael, ſignifying how they would 
live one among another, and how the Self-Power and Authority with Dan, and the Agi- 
lity with Gad, would govern the World ; but theſe are both of them but Children of the 
Maid-Servants, and not of the Free-Women, and their Offices ſhall have an Eud.

Here Jacob, viz. the Spirit in the Covenant, compriſes theſe two Brethren together in a 
Figure; for Gad has the Agility, and Aer takes his fat Bread from the King; and 
Leah ſays at his Birth, The Daughters will praiſe me, and call me bleſſed. | 

30. Here now ſtands the Figure: But what Explanation may this have? Cad orders 

his Ways with Subtlety, and Afber with Flattery and Hypocriſy, among the Kings and 
Porentates in Authority and Power, whereby he attains proſperous fat Days of Plenty, 
Pleaſure, and Voluptuouſneſs : And ſuch are all that ſhall fit in Offices, and as Judges 
and Magiſtrates, they do all to pleaſe their Lord and King, that they may be reputed, 
honoured, applauded, and rewarded by bim, and that they may have their fat Bread 
from him; and the Spirit, by theſe three Sons, ſignifies powerfully what Kind of People 
would rale the World, viz. by Dan the Serpent, viz. Self-Will; and by Gad Subtlety, 
Treachery, and undermining Deceit; and by After falſe and wicked Flattery, and 
ſychophantiſing Hypocriſy ; who always fit in the Courts of Kings, and ſerve them for 
their fit Bread, and only hunt after the Applauſe and Honour of Men. 

31. Therefore ſays the Spirit, From Aber comes his fat Bread: From whom comes 
the fat Bread? Anſwer, from the nimble ſubtle Heads, who make the Cauſe of Flatterers 
and Hypocrites ſeem right: The Flatterers ſit near Kings; and they applaud a King in 
his Selfhood, and ſay, Do what thou wilt, it is all good and right; and when the King 
would willingly have it in the Appearance of Right, that it alſo may be applauded, then 
comes Gad with his nimble, ſubtle, peryerted, far-fetched, argumentative, prerogative 
Right, and ſets the King's own Self-Will in the Right of Nature, fo that it ſeems to be 
right; to theſe Aber gives the King's fat Bread; thus they all three live in the Serpent, 
and ſo it bites the Horſe in the Heels, and they are all three the Maid-Servant's Children, 
viz. Miniſters and Servants of Self-Will. | 

Dan is the Manager of the ſuperior Office; Gad is his Counſellor at Law in Matters: Or fopreme; 
of Right, Juſtice, and Judgment, ſuch as the Lawyers and Juriſts are; and Aber is | 
the Mal and Counſellors of State; theſe the Spirit has foreſeen in their Teſtament 
in theſe Things, which they would hereafter practiſe; for the Teſtator ſays not, You 
Fall be ſuch, but you will Ze ſuch, and ſhews excellently what the Government on Earth, 
in the Self-Will of the human Nature, would be.

of the Mighty in Facob, from whom have proteeded the Shephergs and Stone in Iſrael ,' thou 


art helped by thy Fathers God, and from the Almighty thou art bleſſed with Bleſſings from 


Heaven above, and with Bleſſings from the Deep that lieth beneath, with Bleſſings of the

39. For Joſeph was not an iniruding Governor, but one rightly called, not out of 
Policy, Subtlety, and plauſible Speeches and Pretences, ſo that he can draw and turn 
the Horſe about by the Tail, and yet perſuade the ſimple People, that he turns him 
about by the Head; and the flattering Hypocrite alſo ſays of ſuch Governors and Ru- 
lers, they are the Head ; and they do this, only that they may eat their fat Bread from 
the Court; he ſat not with adorned, eloquent, acute Speeches in the Office of Judicature, 
but by divine Underſtanding , if he would have flattered, and have been a laſcivious 
Adulterer, he could well have been a Governor with Potiphar : But that ought not to | 
be; for in him ſtood the Figure of a true Chriſtian Man, ſhewing how ſuch a one would | 
regulate his Life, and alſo his Office; and how the good Well-Spring, Chriſt, would 
flow forth through him, and judge and rule through him. | 

40. For Jacob began that Teſtament, and ſaid, 7oſeph will ſpring, he will ſpring as 
by a Fountain; that is, his Viſdom will ſpring in God's Power, and flow forth from | 
him; ſo that he will find wiſe Counſel; allo the Sprouts or Daughters paſs on to the - ä 
Government; that is, his wiſe Words, Counſels, and Determinations, go forth, as a fair g 
Daughter in her Virgin Chaſtity and Virtue. | 

41. Alſo, Though the Archers be enraged, and fight againſt him and perſecute bim, yet bis 
Bow remaineth ſtrong, and bis Arms and Hands in Strength, by the Hands of the mighty One 
in Jacob; that is, though the Devil with his Crew ſer upon him and deſpiſe him, ſo that 
he ſeeks not his own Honour and Profit, and through wicked People ſhoot his Arrows 
upon him, who bring forth Lies under the ſpecious Pretence of Truth againſt him, yer 
his Wiſdom remains under the divine Arm, and his Will to Righteouſneſs ſtands as a 
ſtrong Bow, through the Co-habitation of the mighty God. 

42. Alſo, From bim are proceeded Shepherds, and the Stone in Iſrael ; that is, from him, 
from his Wiſdom, are proceeded other ' wiſe, righteous, underſtanding Rulers, viz. 
faithful Counſellors, who are near him, Shepherds and Pillars in the Government : For 
ſuch as the Prince is, ſuch are his Counſcllors, as the Proverb is; when the Counſel 
ſees that the Prince /oves Righteouſneſs, and that he will not be ſerved with Hypocriſy 
and Flattery ; and that only honeft, truſty, and underſtanding, wiſe People bear Sway 
with him, then they diligently labour for Wiſdom and Righteouſneſs, that they may 
pleaſe him therein ; and then that Land and Country hath good Shepherds. 

43. Alſo, Thou art belped from thy Fathers God, and thou art bleſſed from the Almighty ; | 
that is, from the * God of Abrabam, which helped Abraham; thou haſt got Wiſdom and Or Faith... 
Underſtanding, and that helps thee againſt thy Zxemies, and againſt their Arrows; and 
thou art bleſſed from the Almighty, with Bleſſings from Heaven above, and with Bleſ- 
ſings ſrom the Deep beneath, with Bleſſings of the Breaſts and Womb ; that is, from 
waiting on the Lord thou ſhalt receive good Things, Honour, and Suſtenance; he will 

. bleſs thee in Body and Soul, in Goods and Eſtate, and in all thy Ways, and give thee N 

ſufficient, ſo that thou wilt not need, nor dare to uſe ſubtle Cunning, or Deceit, to pervert f 
that which is right; thou wilt not dare to ſay of any thing, it is thy own, to uſe as thau 
wilt; and yet thou wilt have Sufficient and Plenty. 

44. For one that fears God, and leaves Self-hood, or appropriating-any thing for his. 
own, he gets inſtead thereof 4 in the Kingdom of Chriſt ; the Heaven and the World 
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are his ; whereas, on the Contrary, the Wicked muſt fupply himſelf with a Piece of 
that which he hath'Fole in Subtlety, and acquired to himſelf with Deceit, and take no- 
thing of it away with him, but the Hell only, and his wicked Unrighteouſneſs, and the 
Curſe of miſerable People whom he has tormented upon Earth; they have kindled Hell- 
Fire with their Curſe in bim, and that he takes along with him. G 

45. Alſo, The Bleſſing of thy Father bath prevailed more than the Bleſſing of my Anceſtors, 
according to the Defire of the Lofty in the World; and it ſhall come upon the Head of Joſeph, 
and upon the Crown of bis Head that was ſeparated from his Brethren , that is, Jacob's 
Blefling has therefore prevailed more than his Anceſtors, becauſe in him the Exs of Faith 
was /prouted forth, and come into many Boughs and Branches; for the Fruit did ſhew 
forth itſelf more than by brabam, and Iſaac : For Abrabam generated but one Twig out 
of the Line of the Covenant, viz. Jſaac; ſo alſo Tſaac generated bui one Tig out of 
the Line of the Covenant, viz. Jacob, on whom the Spirit looked: But Jacob gene- 
rated welve Sons, which all ſtood in the Root of the Lane of the Covenant, and grew 
out of it as Twigs ; but in Judab ſtood the Stock, and therefore he ſaid, his Bleſſing pre- 
vailed more, as a Tree which is grown into Branches from the Stock. 

46. But chat he ſays, according to the Deſire of the Lofty in the World; he ſignifies 
under it the Proſperity of the Bleſſing to thoſe that are bleſſed ; for as the Rich of the 
World deſire only Highneſs and good Things, fo theſe in the Bleſſing of God receive 
temporal and eternal good Things; theſe ſhall from the Bleſſing of Jacob come upon the 


Head of Joſeph; that is, upon his Children, ſo that they ſhall in this Sprouting bear 


good Fruit; for the Head ſignifies the Bloſſoms and Fruit of this Tree. 
47. Alſo, Upon the-Crown of bis Head that was ſeparated from his Brethren , that is, 


| the Bleſſing ſhall not preſs forth alone out of the Line of the Covenant, ſo that it alone, 


among Jacob's Children, ſtood in the Bleſſing, viz. the Stock of Judab; but upon the 


Crown of his Head that was ſeparated, viz. upon the Ground of the natural Root of 


the Adamical Free in them all, that they all of them together ſhould be as a fruitful 
Tree ; but concerning their States, and worldly Offices, wherein they would live wick- 
edly in future Time, he repreſents the Figure in Dan, and the four Brethren from Ja- 
cob's Wives Maid-Servants, fignifying, how in the End the Serpent would manage the 
Government in the Adamical Nature, and how their Succeſſors would live in their Offi- 


ces, and what Kind of World would riſe up therein, as it has come to paſs among the 
Jews and Chriſtians, h 1 
XII. 


The Teſtament of Benjamin. 


48. Benjamin is a ravening Nolf; in the Morning he will devour the Prey, but in the 
Evening he will divide the Spoil : Benjamin was Joſeph's neareſt own dear Brother; and 


yet the Spirit ſays of him, he is a ravening Wolf, who in the Morning would devour 
the Prey. In this Teſtament of Benjamin is couched the moſt hidden ſecret Figure of 


the whole Scripture, and yet in its Type, in the unfolding in the Effect and Work, it is 


the moſt manifeſt and open Figure, which is clear in the Fulfilling, fo that Men may 


fee it with bodily Eyes; and yet in their Reaſon they are quite blind concerning it. 

49. This Figure is fulfilled, and yet is in Aon, and ſhall be yer alſo further ful - 
filled; it is very ſecret, and yet as manifeſt as a Sun-ſhiny Day, and yet is not under- 
ſtood : But it is known to the Magi and Wiſe Men, who indeed have wrote much con- 
cerning it, but it has not been yet rightly explicated, while the Time of the Evening 
(when Benjamin's Spoil ſhall be divided) was far off, but now it is near; therefore we 
Mall offer ſomething concerning it, and hint the Senſe and Meaning for thoſe of our 


Chap. 76. Jacob Bleſſed all bis Sons before bis End. 


Satiely to conſider of, and yet remain, as it were, dumb to the Unwiſe, ſeeing they fit 
in the Dark, and open their Jaws only after the Spoil. 

50. The two Brethren, 7o/eph and Benjamin, are the Image or Type of Chriſtendom, 
and of a Cbriftian Man, which in their Figure are two- fold, viz. the Adamical Man in 
his Nature is ſignified by Benjamin, and the new Man out of the Covenant in the Spirit 
of Chriſt, is ſignified by Jeſeph; and the Figure repreſents how Chriſt has aſſumed the 
Adamical Man, and that this Man is half Adamical, and half heavenly, and that entirely 
in one Perſon, which cannot be divided. bh 

51. So allo in this Image or Type he prefigures Chriſtendom, and how they would 
receive Chriſt, and become Chriſtians, viz. that in them Chriſt, and alſo the evil Wolf 
Adam, would govern; that is, when they would receive the Faith, they would be ſo 
ravenous, raving, and zealous as a Wolf, and would draw the Heathen to them with 
Power and Compulſion, and yet would devour them; that is, whoſoever will not above 
all bold the ſame Opinion with them, they would preſently fall on to condemn that other 


Opinion, and perſecute it with Wars and the Sword, as a raging Lion or Wolf bites and 


devours ; thus in Zeal they would devour round about them with Excommunication and 
the Sword; and that not becauſe they are zealous in the Spirit of Chriſt, but from the 


Wolf of. the evil Adam, which would always ſet itſelf in ſpiritual, and worldly States, 


and Politics, above the Spirit of Chriſt. | 

52. Thus their Zeal would be only from the devouring Wolf, Men being more zea- 
lous under the Name of Chriſt for temporal, Goods, fat Livings, good Days, and 
worldly Honour, than for Love, Truth, and Salvation; they will not be zealous in the 


Power of Chriſt's Love, but in the Power of the devouring Wolf: Alſo in the Zeal of 


their accuſtomed Exerciſes and Worſhip, wherein yet they would but play the Hypo- 
crites before God, they themſelves would devour one another, as covetous greedy 
Wolves; and fo outwardly the Wolf would govern. But yet inwardly, in the true 
Children, Chriſt would govern : Outwardly, Benjamin, viz. the natural Adam, which 
indeed is alſo a Chriſtian, but it comes to be fo firſt after his Reſurrection, when he is 
quit of the Wolf; and inwardly, Foſeph, who is hidden under the Wolf. f 

53. And now the Spirit of Jacob, in the Covenant of God, points at the Time, ſhew- 
ing how it would be, viz. in the firſt Time of Chriſtianity they would be zealous, and 
hunger after God, in the Spirit of Chriſt, and yet muſt hide themſelves from their Ene- 
mies, as a Wolf that Men hunt as an Enemy. 

54+ But when they ſhall be great, and poſſeſs Kingdoms, that is, when Chriſt's Name 
ſhall come under the Power and Authority of Dan, ſo that Laws and Ordinances ſhall 
be made out of Pretence of Chriſtian Liberty, and its Orders and Exerciſes ſhall come 
under worldly Authority and Dominion, then will this Chriſtendom be a Wolf, which 
will no more judge and proceed in the Love of Chriſt ; but whoever will not call all 
their Belly-Orders good and right, thoſe they would devour with the Sword of Excom- 
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munication, with Fire and * Vengeance, and would raiſe Wars for Chriſt's Name, and = Racha, 


for their Superſtitions, and compel the People with Power to the Acknowledgement of 
Chriſt, and devour round about them as a Wolf, and always hunt after the Spoil, and 
for the moſt Part intend to get the Goods and Authority of ſtrange and foreign People 
to themſelves. - 

55. Thus would Benjamin in the Morning, viz. in his riſing up, devour the Prey, 
and towards the Evening he would again divide this devoured Spoil ; that is, towards 
the End of the World, when Joſeph's Government will get above again, ſo that Chriſt 
ſhall be wholly manifeſt, and that this Wolf ſhall ceaſe, then will Benjamin, viz. the 
holy true Chriſtendom, divide the Spoil of Chrift, wherewith Chriſt has ſuppreſſed Death 


and Hell. | 4 
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56. This Dividing or Diſtribution of the Spoil ſhall come, and is already come, and 
yet is not, though it is really in Truth, and the whole World is blind concerning it, ex- 
cept the Children of the Myſtery : The Time is, and is not, and yet truly is, when this 
Prey. and Spoil of Chriſt, and alſo the Wolf's Prey, ſhall through Joſeph's Hand be 
given into Benjamin's Hand, and be divided and diſtributed. 

57. O Babel! let this be a Wonder to thee, and yet no Wonder neither; for thou 
haſt nothing, and ſeeſt nothing at which thou canſt wonder, as a young Plant grows 
from a Seed and becomes a great Tree, which brings forth much fair Fruit, ſo that a 
Man would wander at the Grain or Seed, how fo excellent a Tree, and ſo much good 
Fruit, has lain hid in one only Grain or Seed, which Men neither knew of, nor ſaw be- 
fore. But becauſe Men have Knowledge and Experience thereof, that it is poſſible, that 
a Tree ſhould come out of one Grain or Seed, Men wonder not at it; yet Men ſee not 
how it comes to paſs, or where that great Power and Virtue was; ſo alſo at preſent, 
Men ſee the Grain or Seed of the Tree well enough, but Reaſon contemns that, and be- 
lieves not that ſuch a Tree lies therein, whence ſuch good Fruit ſhould come, that 
thereby the Kingdom of Benjamin, at the End of Time, ſhall be called a Dividing or 
Diſtribution of the Prey and Spoil. 

58. But Joſeph muſt firſt be a Governor in Egypt, and then Benjamin comes to him 
and then Joſeph gives him five Garments of ſumptuous Apparel, and five Times more 
Food from his Table than the other: When the Famine famiſbes the Land, and the Soul 
of Jacob hungers, then know, that God will thereby draw Jrael into Egypt, viz. into 
Repentance, and then is the Time of Viſitation, and Benjamin carries his ſpoiling Sword 
in his Mouth: But Joſeph's Countenance ſmites him, ſo that he comes into great Ter- 
ror and Fear of Death, becauſe the Silver Cup of Joſeph was found in his Sack, at which 


he is aſhamed, and lets his ſpoiling Sword and Wolf's Teeth fall from him; and then 


Joſepb manifeſts himſelf to him, together with all his Brethren z at which there will be 
ſuch Joy, that the Wolf Benjamin will become a Lamb, and yield his Wool patiently : 


This is the End of that Speech. 


59. The Teſtament of Jacob is a Figure of the whole Time of the World, from Adam to 
be End; of which we will ſet down a ſhort Figure for the Reader, that knows the Viſion or 
Hiſtories, to confider of. | 

60. I. Reuben in this Place, being the firſt Son, is ſet in the Figure of the it World, 
which lived in the Kight of Nazure without Law ; that has the Prieſthood and the King- 
dom in the Right of Nature, and ſhould be in the chiefeſt Sacrifice, and in the greateſt 
Dominion ; but he was fickle therein as Water, and was thruſt out. 

61. II. Simeon begins with Noab after the Flood, and keeps Levi with him, that was 
Sem: But the Sword of Ham and Japbet was Simeon; ſo there went two in one Subſtance, 
viz. the ſpiritual Will, and the fleſhly Will, till Moſes; and then the worldly and the 
ſpiritual were divided into wo ſeveral States. | 


62. III. Levi begins under Moſes, who, with the Prieſthood, managed the Sword of 
Simeon and Levi in the Law, and cut very ſharply therewith. 


63. IV. Judah begins under the Prophets, and manifeſts himſelf with the Incarnation 
of Chriſt, at which Time this Scepter began. 

64. V. Zebulun, with his Co-habitation, ſets himſelf in the Midſt, viz. in the King- + 
dom of Chriſt, and that was the Beginning of Chriſtendom, who dwells on the Coaſts of 
the Sea, viz. among the Heathen, and fart pleaſantly, for it was a new Love. 


65. VI. Jacbar is the Time when Chriſtendom was ſettled in Reſt, viz. in Power, 


Might, and Dominions, which muſt yet always bear the Burden of the Heathen, and 


be ſervile, and be as a boned Aſs for the Burden ; for they till bore the Croſs of Chriſt, 
and were ſtill conformable to the Image of Chriſt, about Three hundred Years after Chrip. 
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66. VII. With Dan did the potent Kingdom arid Government of Chriſtendom begin, 
when they ſet up Kings, Fopes, Arehbiſhops, and potent pompous Churches, Cha- 
pels, and other conſecrated Places; and then was the Adder and Serpent, on the Way of 
Chriſt in human Honour, generated in the Kingdom of Chriſt, when Men began to 
diſpute about the Pomp, State, and Glory of Churches; and to exalt Men into the 
Kingdom and Offices of Cbriſt, and ſet them in the Place of Chriſt, and to honour them 
in Chriſt's Stead; then was Chriſt ſuppreſſed, and the Adder and Serpent fart in Chriſt's 
Office of J udicature; and then the Holy Ghoſt was rejeded, and Councils were ſet in the 
Place thereof, and then was Antichrift born; at that Time the Spirit of Chriſt ſaid, 
Lord, I wait now for thy Salvation 4 for here now my/ Name muſt be the Cloak of Anti- 
chriſt, till thou ſhalt deliver me in Foſeph's Time. In this Time is Truth ſtrongly bit- 
ten in the Heels, fo that the Rider, in the Spirit of Chrift, muſt fall backward. 

67. VIII. Wich Gad, who ſhould be the Leader of an Hoſt,. begins the Time of the 
Univerſities and Schools among Chriſtians, about Eight hundred 7 ears ago, when Men 
readily ſet Antichriſt with Power and Might of Armies in the Chair of Chriſt, and with 
babling, diſputing, and perverting Prevarication, maintained him againſt all Oppoſition ; 
when Men made the Tail to be the Head, and forced the Power of Chriſt into human 
Traditions and Canons, and made a worldly Kingdom of Chriſt's Kingdom. | 

68. IX. With Aber began the Time when Men lived to pleaſe King Antichriſt, 
when he was God on Earth; then came the flattering Hypocrites from the Univerſities 
and Schools, who flattered this King for fat Bread, viz. for good Offices, Benefices, 
Prebendaries, and Biſhopricks, and applauded his Doings and Cauſe, and did all to 
pleaſe him, and ſer. Chriſt with Antichriſt upon a ſoft Cuſhion, and ſo worſbipped the | 
Image in the 8 , about Six butdred Tears, ago, and nearer. — _ ®* Revelation. 
65. X. Wich Naptbali begins the Time of the great Wonder, when Men went on

5. This Figure is a mighty Comfort to the Brethren of Joſeph z, but ſeeing Joſe * 
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ſtands in the Image and Type of Chriſt, and his Brethren in the Figure of a poor cen- 
verted Sinner; therefore we muſt explain this Figure thus; that is, when poor ſinful 
Man, who has committed great Sins, and has turned to Repentance, and attained Grace, 
and commitred ſome Fault again, then he is always in Fear and Trembling before the 
Grace of God, and thinks God will impute his firſt committed Sins to him again, and take 
an Occaſion againſt him by this Fault, and in that Regard ſtands in great Anguiſh, and be- 
gins to confeſs his firſt committed Sins again, and falls a-new at the Lord's Feet, and 
enters again into earneſt, ſincere Repentance, and bewails his firſt Miſdeeds, as David 
did when he ſaid, Lord, impute not to me the Sins of my Youth. Pal. xxv. 7. 

6. But by this new Repentance, and earneſt Lamentation, when the poor Man appears 
ſo very earneſtly and >umbly before God again, the heavenly Foſeph is brought into ſuch 
great Pity and Compaſiion, as here Jeſepb was, that he comforts the poor Soul in its 
Conſcience, ſaying, It ſhould not be afraid, all its committed Sins ſhould not only no: 

be imputed, but they ſhall alſo turn to the beft, as Joſeph ſaid, You thought to do me 
Evil, but God intended Good thereby. Thus God in Chriſt not only forgives the paſt 
Sins to the humble converted Man, but he alſo adds to him Proviſion for him and his 
Children, with temporal Bleſſing and Maintenance, and turns all to the beſt, as Joſeph did

This Croſs is the moſt fignificant Character in all this Table, becauſe it is fo 
nearly related, nay fo eſſential to Man, as he is related and eſſential to himſelf ; ſee- 
ing that the Firſt Four Forms of Eternal Nature (in which the whole Eſſentiality of 
his Immortal Soul, conſidered ſtrictly as to itſelf, and diſtinctly from his Spirit con- 
fiſts) when generating each other mutually, and when knit together in that indiſſolu- 
ble Band, which is called in Scripture the Worm that dies not, make up and are them- 
ſelves a perfect Eſſential Croſs. | | 1 oa 
Out of this Croſs aroſe, in the Firſt Adam's State of Integrity, and ſtill ariſes in 
the Regeneration, the true Spirit of the Soul, hovering over it, as a ſhining Light, over 
a'burning Flame, and ſoftening, cooling, refrefhing, quickening, and illuminating 
the dark, rough, harſh, bitter, anxious, reſtleſs Qualifications of that- gnawing 
Worm, or of the Firſt Four Properties of Eternal Nature. 

The true Myſtical Ground and Reaſon, not only why the Heavenly Humanity of 
our Saviour, the Lord from Heaven, did really enter into the Generation of this. 
Spiritual Croſs in the Four Firſt Properties of Eternal Nature ; but alſo why his 
outward viſible Humanity, taken upon him from the Holy Virgin Mary, was to die 
on an outward viſible Croſs, and not to go out of this World by any other Kind of 
Death; is becauſe all that was done about our Saviour without, was to run parallel 
with what was tranſacted by him within, It · is He therefore, and He alone, who 
can raiſe again that true quickening Spirit, and illuminating Light, out of this 
8 Croſs in Man, having raiſed it by his own Power, in his own Immor- 

Soul. 


Now this Croſs, touching here with its Extremities the Zodiac, and going through 


the Center of the Terraqueous Globe, is to ſhew, that the outward created Heaven 
and Earth, or this whole Third Principle, _ polluted by the Fall of Lucifer, 


and curſed by that of Adam, ſhall notwithſtanding: this, as well as Man himſelf, 
partake in the Fulneſs of Time of the Bleſſing brought forth again by Him, who 
was made a Curſe on the Croſs ; and that accordingly the Macrocoſm, no leſs than 


the Microcoſm, ſhall be purified, renewed, and reſtored to their former Dignity 


and Glory. 
V. The Fifth Particular, here as yet but hinted at, is this, that all this Repre- 


ſentation of the whole Third Principle, figured out by the Zodiac with its Conſtel- 


lations, and by the Globe of Water and Earth, the Figure of Man does not yet 
appear at all, which may ſeem inconſiſtent with what was ſaid before, viz. that this 
Firſt Table was to repreſent Man in the State of his Creation. But Man is not in 
this Firſt Table to appear in the Superficies of it (within the Limits and Bounds of 
the Zodiac) as he appears in the Second Table, and in the Third afterwards. | 
When the firſt and outmoſt Superficies of this Table with the Zodiac is lifted up, 
the Continuance of the Spiral Line is ſeen turning in deeper, and winding itſelf 
round about from the Terreſtrial Globe, through ſeven other Vails or Coverings ; 
all which are to be conceived as if they were of the ſame large Extent as the Zodiac 
itſelf, though they could not have been figured otherwiſe than they are, viz. decreaſ- 


ing more and more in their Bigneſs, becauſe the free Proſpect of the Spiral Line 


would elſe have been hindered; and thoſe Seven Coverings are all ſucceſſively to 
be lifted up, or drawn aſide, before the Figure of Man, hidden under them, can 
appear. |

An Explanation of the Figures. 

The Place of Man's Nativity in this Table is between Time and Eternity. And 
this is that, on Account of which it was faid in the Beginning, that this Table repre- 
ſents Man in his Primitive State of Integrity. 51 n 
The Figures of Two Men are repreſented, but they ſhould be conſidered as only 
One. They are here two, becauſe one only could not have anſwered the Ends which 
were deſigned by this Firſt Table to be repreſented to the Mind. In the firſt Figure, 
the Man, as he was created in the Image of GOD, in Divine Power, ſo he has on 
his Breaſt the Sun, the Chief, or Viceroy in the Materiality of this whole Third 
Principle. The Second Figure has three Circles on each Side, correſponding with 
each other, WIT, rare only by that Light which ſhines out of Eternity, and 
by that Darkneſs and Obſcurity which is on the Backpart, or by the Temporal Light. 
What they are intended to repreſent, is expreſſed in them. They riſe- out of one 
another, though they are. diſtinct, and entire Circles in themſelves. Theſe Circles 
being Three on each Side, make up the Number Six, and have a noble Correſpond- 
ence with, or Alluſion to the ſix Properties of Eternal and Temporal Nature, de- 
claring that Man was in the primitive State of Integrity an expreſs Image both of 
Time and Eternity. For the Three on his. Forepart are related to Eternal Nature, 
and eſpecially to the Second Eternal Principle, and the Three on his Backpart to 
7 mon Nature, or to this mixed Third Principle, but eſpecially to the Good 

art of it. | W 
And let it be diſtinctly obſerved, that the ſame Thing is to be faid of them, as of 
the Properties of Eternal Nature, viz. that theſe Six are but Three. The Fourth 
in the Middle between theſe Three and Three, though not expreſſed by any particu- 
lar Character, is clearly underſtood on the Forepart, in the Fire of the Soul, and on 
the Backpart, in the Fire of the Sun. N | 

OUR SPIRAL LINE leads us farther, becauſe it turns in deeper and deeper, 


reaching in its firſt Circuit the Fire, in the next the Tinfure, in the third Majeſty, 


in the fourth Ternary, or the Holy Number Three, and in the fifth it ſtops, meetin 
with that incomprehenſible Point, which is moſt ſignificantly called NOTHIN 
and ALL, out of which All have had their Original.

The Second Table ſhews the Condition of Man in his old, lapſed, and corrupted 
State; without any Reſpect to, or Conſideration of his Renewing by Regeneration. 
And this it does as to all thoſe ſeveral Parts, which his whole created Being conſiſts 
of, proceeding from that which is moſt outward, to that which is more and more, 
and at laſt moſt inward in him.—It repreſents therefore, in the firſt Place, hisearthly 
viſible Body, conſidering its principal Members, and chiefly thoſe which are in his 
Head, Breaſt, and Belly.—Secondiy, His more interior and inviſible Aſtral Body, 
in Conjunction with his Tranſitory and Aſtral Spirit —Thirdly, His Immortal Soul 
itſelf ; and his Eternal Spirit, which is the Inmoſt of all. . 

The Firſt Repreſentation then contains the outward Figure of Man's earthly 
viſible Body. And it is to be noticed, that it is covered about its privy Parts; 
which is to ſignify that Man in his Primitive State of Perfection, When he was one 
lingle Body, before his Fall, and before his Eve was taken out of him, had not 
thoſe Members which he is now aſhamed of: And though he had them preſently 
after his Sleep, when the Woman was made, yet they were not yet diſcovered, nor 
* 1 but hidden; — Mt not be aſhamed of them till their 
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beautiful Feathers of its Tail, to be irradiated by it, and looking attentive 
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| Manifeſtation and Diſcovery, made after his entire and conſummated Fall. The 


Poſition of his Hands in this Firſt Figure, and the Aſpect of his Countenance may 
well deſcribe his Vexation and Aſtoniſhment at his State and Situation. And the 
dark Line at the Head of the Table, drawn through the Words, The Second Table, 
may denote his Fall into a State of Darkneſs and Degeneracy. 

Tube principal Members of Man's outward Body, which appear when it is opened 
anatomically, as they are here repreſented, are marked with the Characters of the 
ſeven Planets and four Elements, according to their ſeveral Relations they bear to 
them, and by which they are produced and. influenced. —So in his Brainpan appears 
the Character of Saturn, his Brain Jupiter: His Heart is marked with the Sign of 
the Sun, and his Gall with that of Mars: Venus is ſettled in his Reins, Mercury in 
the Bladder, and the Moon in the loweſt Place, which he is aſhamed of. —And fo 
farther-as to the four Elements, the Region of the Fire, which is marked with its 
Character, is his Heart, and that of the Water is the Liver: The Earth, with its 
Character, has its Place in the Lungs, and the Air in the Bladder, —All whatever 
may be found of Parts or Members, in the whole harmonious Structure of the 
human Body, depend upon theſe Seven, and concur with them, to make up the 
ſtu Analogy between the Macrocoſm and the Microcoſm. ; 

The Second Figure, the Firſt having ſhewed the Condition of Man's moſt out- 
ward, viſible, et wer ou Body, proceeds to that which is inviſible and more in- 
ward, viz. his Afﬀral Body in Conjunction with his Aſtral Spirit. The former is 
repreſented on the Right, and the latter on the Left Side of Vs Figure. | 
On the Right Side is a Peacock, as a Signature and Character of Man, in the 
State repreſented here, even in his moſt glittering Appearance. But if every one 
ſhould ſet down his own peculiar Signature and Character, there would appear as 
many 'Figures, as there are Beaſts we, other Animals in the World; nay truly many 
more. Becauſe the manifold Combinations and Mixtures, whereby three or four or 


more of thoſe Beaſts, which in outward Nature have all but one ſingle Body, 


Jointly concurring, and entering as it were into one compounded Body, make up but 
one Beſtial Nature or Property, in one Perſon after this, and in another after another 

Manner. For no one that ever came from Adam and Eve can here except himſelf, 
The next Degree of Inwardneſs to Man's Aſtral Body, is his Aſtral Spirit: Which 
is expreſſed here in Man's Left Side by theſe Two Things. Firſt the Image of the 
Sun is placed in the Region of his Heart; and Secondly the Character of Jupiter is 
fer in his Brain, and irradiated by the Beams of the Sun.—The Peacock, on the 
other Side, is the moſt fit and proper to repreſent the Aſtral Body in this Figure, 
ing in an upright Poſture over againſt the Aſtral Light, diplaying all the

This is the moſt proper Emblem of Man's in- 
ward Condition in this Place, for what Alteration ſhall be made in- this Signature of

The next or third Figure in the Second Table (having before ſhewn what is tem- 
al and mortal in Man) deſcends deeper into that which is; Eternal; repreſenting 
ere his Immortal Soul as to itſelf, without any reſpect to his Eternal Spirit, which is 
the Ste of all. Here is firſt to be ſeen the Croſs, the only proper and moſt eſ- 
ſential Character of the Soul. This has been ſpoken of in the Explanation of the 


An "Explanation of the Figures. 
Firſt Table.—Secondly, Here are in this Dark Soul to be ſeen the former Characters 
of the Seven Planets, all black and coloured: Which is to repreſent the Condition 
of Man's Immortal Soul, darkened through and through as to all the Seven Forms or 
Properties of Eternal Nature, which are all eſſentially in ſuch a Soul, no leſs than 
they are eſſentially in the Dark World itſelf, in which this Soul does ſtand eſſentially. 
—- Beſides theſe Seven Properties of Eternal Nature, there are alſo, Thirdly; the 
Names of the Four Elements of Hell, ſet down within this dark Soul, which in 
this State is really in Hell, and Hell itſelf. —And though they are ſet in ſeveral 
Places, as diſtinct from each other, yet they muſt be confidered as they are within 
each other individually.— The Firſt placed in the Brain, is Pride. The Second, in 
the Mouth, is Avarice. The Third, in the Breaſt, is Entry. The Fourth, in the 
Belly, is Wrath or Anger: And as they proceed from, and produce one another, ſo 
this 1s brought forth by all the Three, concurring always to their Generation again. 
What Pride cannot ſubdue, what Avarice cannot poſſeſs, and what Envy cannot kill 
with its murdering Sting, this Wrath-fire will burn up, and utterly deſtroy. As the 
furious enraged Devil would indeed (if he could) deſtroy both GO D and all his 
Hoſts. —Fourthly, there is now farther to be ſeen a Spire of a Serpent round about 


the Heart; and there is written round about this Serpent, Self-Love: Which is to 
ſhew that this Place, which ought to be the true and proper Place of Light, is here 


only darkened by Self-Love, which has a very near Relation to the Firſt Property of 
Eternal Nature, cauſing by its Magnetical Attraction, Impreſſion, or Contraction, the 
Eternal Darkneſs. But here, Fifthly, appears yet farther, directly under this Place 
furrounded by the Serpent (where before more outwardly the Aſtral Light ſhined, 
and where hereafter more inwardly, as in the Third Table, the Eternal Light is to 
be born) the Region of Fire, belonging eſſentially to Man's Eternal Soul : For Fire 
is the Fourth Property of Eternal Nature, by whoſe Generation this Effential Croſs, 
and thus the whole Being of the Soul in all its Exiſtences is perfectly made up. The 
Fire then, though before already contained in the Seven Forms of Nature, ſymbolized

What has been ſaid, relating to this Figure, has been concerning only Man's fin 


mortal Soul. And it might now be expected farther, that in the Fourth and inmoſt 
Place of all the Condition of Man's Eternal Spirit, in his unregenerated State, ſhould 
in this ſecond Table be alſo repreſented, according to what was ſaid in the Beginning. 
But what can be ſhewn or repreſented of that which is not to be found; which has 
no Eſſence nor Exiſtence? Such Men or Souls have no Spirit in this Condition. 
They are, as the Apoſtle ſays, Animal having a Soul, but not having the Spirit. 
This N then is, and could be repreſented, that there ſhould be indeed ſomewhat 
deeper, higher, or more interiour in Man than his Immortal Soul. And for that 
Purpoſe there is yet left in this Table another Gate or Noor, to be opened and 
looked into; but it is ſmall, and there is not the full Figure of a Man delineated, 
which elſe would have been due as well to the Spirit, as it was to the Soul; but onl 
a ſmall Piece of Man's Left Side is expreſſed, wherein nothing appears, but thoſe 
ſame two Regions or Places of Fire and Light, both darkened and empty, having 
neither the former nor the latter. Which is to ſhew, that in this inmoſt Place, 
Man's Eternal Spirit ſhould live and dwell above his-Immortal Soul, brought forth 


by it, like as a Light is brought forth by Fire, and dwelleth above the Fire in a 


higher Region. 
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The Third Table is deſigned to ſhew the Condition of the whole Man, as to all his 
Three eſſential Parts, Spirit, Soul, and Body, in his Regenerated State: But it can- 
not repreſent every Part alone by itſelf in ſuch a Manner as was obſerved in the 
former Table. For this Regenerating Work always concerns all Three together 
though in ſeveral and very different Reſpects. The whole Man therefore is here 
: always to be underſtood: in eve 2 Figure, though ſome Obſervations are 
| made now. chiefly upon this, a; then upon that exteriour or interiour Part of him. 

And ſo this Order is obſerved in this Table, that Firſt, the Beginning; Secondly, 
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the, Progreſs or Increaſe ; and Thirdly, the Conſummation of his Regeneration be 
declared by it. 

-Firſt, The Beginning of it is here ſymbolized in the firſt and outmoſt Repreſenta- 
tion. And the chief Place of this Beginning is that very fame, which before in his 
Aſtral Spirit was full of Light from the outward Sun, which in his Immortal Soul 
was darkened throughout, and ſurrounded with the Serpent; and which in his 
Eternal Spirit was void and empty, without any Form or real Exiſtence. —In this

Place therefore the Heart is now here ſignificantly expreſſed, | for out of it are the 
Iſſues or Springings forth of this new Lite.—In the Heart, conſidered as to all the 
Three eſſential Parts of Man, though in different Reſpects, this Beginning of Re- 
eneration is made; and it is made in an analogical Paralleliſm with the firſt 
8 of the Macrocoſm, of which the Scripture ſays, Darkneſs was upon the 
Face of the Deep, and GOD ſaid, Let there be Light, and there was ight.— 
This Darkneſs upon the Face of the Deep in the oſm was declared in the 
4 Second Table. Here is then now to be conſidered that effectual Word of the Lord, 
4 | ſaying, Let there be Light. —The Author of this Light is the ſame Spirit, whom 
the Scripture relates to have moved upon the Face of the Waters, repreſented here 
in the Shape of a Dove, wherein he alſo ſhewed forth himſelf upon the Face of 
thoſe. Waters of the Jordan, where our Lord. from Heaven in our viſible Humanity 
was baptized.—But the Chiefeſt Object to be taken Notice of here, is the Light it: 
ſelf. No Sun is here yet riſen, for the Sun expreſſed in this Figure denotes only the 
Aſtral Light in Man's Aſtral Spirit, as it did before in the Second Table. And this 
New Like, wherein the Heavenly Dove appears, is repreſented round about this 
Sun, but not as another greater Sun, but rather as a Lightening without any Beams 
of Ligbe, encompaſſing the Rays of this Firmamental Sun, making them narrow, 
or bringing them cloſe together, ſo that they cannot beam out, or ſtretch forth them- 
ſelves to irradiate the Jupiter in Man's Brain, as they did before. But this ſame 
Light or Lightening is itſelf alſo without all Beams, and does not at all illuminate 
Man's Head or Brain, but diffolves and diſpels only that former groſs and thick

It is not the Light of the 
Sun of; Rigliteeuſnels itſelf, but only 2 a Fitneſs of our Mind, wherein this 
Sun, as ſoon as riſing, may without Hindrance diſplay its Beams of bright Subſtan- 
tial Light, and may produce as in a Glaſs; prepared and made clear, a Living Re- 
ſemblance of itſelf.— It is then the Chiefeſt Duty of Man, in this Beginning State, 
to take Heed, according to the Words of the Apoſtle, to this Firſt LIGHT, 
ſhining in a Dark Place, untill the Day; dawn, and the Day-ſtar (which now from 
hence is approaching to the Spiritual Horizon nearer and nearer) doth ariſe” in his 
Heart: Whoſe actual Riſing the next Figure decla res. 

But before we come to that, we are to conſider the effectual Altefation, made by 
this Firſt Light or Lightening, both as to the Beſtial Nature dwelling ia Man's 
Aſtral Part, and as to the Serpent encompaſſing Man's Inward Heart. The Beſtial 
Property is expreſſed again in the Shape of a k, different a little from the 
former in its Poſture. Its Tail is folded up, but not yet laid to the Ground, and 
its Head is withdrawn from its own Looking-glaſs in its diſplayed Tail, as before, 
contemplating no more the manifold ſpecious Colours of it, but looking with a kind 
of Aſtoniſhment upon that new- riſen Light, and as being greatly * terrified by it, 
knowing not what to make of it.

Dominion it uſurped and exerciſed over both Soul and Spirit. For it is really 
thereby made ſenſihle of that great terrible Earthquake yet to come, thus expreſſed 
in the Revelation of St. John, The Sun became black as Sackcloth of Hair, the 
Moon became as Blood, the Stars of Heaven fell unto the Earth, the Heaven de- 
parted as a Scroll, and every Mountain and Iſland were moved out of their Places. 
And ſo this Peacock in Man's Aſtral Light is made to be ſenſible of what ſhall be 
done with it in Future. But to the Serpent, in his Infernal Darkneſs, a much harder 
effectual Stroke is given by this Lightening. As accordingly alſo in outward Na- 
ture, every Lightehing is more terrible and of greater Efficacy, in the Darkneſs of 
the Night, chan in the Light of the Day. This Serpent, expreſſed before as encom- 
paſſing Man's Heart, is now here daſhed by this Lightening in many Pieces, falling 
down into a Dark Abyſs. But it is not ſo broken or bruiſed, as that it could be ſaid 
to be killed, or deprived of all its Life and Activity; neither is it fo caſt out and 
baniſhed by it, as if it were quite removed, or driven out of all the Borders of Man's 
whole created Being.

So that in this Light 
Man may now ſee, and clearly diſcern here he ſtands now, and where he ſtood 
formerly, what was done with him, to what End it was done, and why it was done 
ſo, and not otherwiſe. Which he was altogether quite ignorant of before. 
Fourthly, But nevertheleſs, if Man does not take Heed to his own Spirit, not 
keeping himſelf always in pure Humility, this exterior Sun may beam out again, 
| 


and ſend forth its Emanations into Man's Head more ROY than ever before; 


for it is now more fit to do it under a Diſguiſe of Pure Internal Light, whereby it 
may lead him captive into many ſtrange and wonderful Deluſions. As it has done 
indeed with Thouſands and Thouſands ; of which many Inſtances might be pro- 


duced, both Old and New, and ſuch as brought forth moſt notable Effects in this 


apoſtatized Age of Chriſtianity. 


Fifthly, The Firſt Principle of F ire does alſo. here now appear in another Con- 


dition. For its Flames are more lively, and more ſpread abroad, and in a better 


Diſpoſition and Expectation of becoming quite open, clear, and free. And its 
Interiour Part is not ſo darkened as it was before, but this Darkneſs appears like 


as it were broken and intermixed with Light, though it ſtands not yet in, but is

For Firſt, The finer Circle, properly that of the Light - world, contains within its 
Circumference two different Things, viz. Wen Any tne but alſo the greateſt 
Part of the Fire; which is to ſhew, that theſe Two belong 

neareſt Relation, and are to be made one Individual Thing. And for this End they 
are both now here in a Preparing State; making each themſelves, and both of them 
each other ready, for ſolemnizing that indiſſoluble Union, to be entered into and 
fully conſummated hereafter. And ſo Secondly, The groſſer Circle, properly chat 
of the Dark - world, contains alſo two different Things, viz. not, only Darkneſs it- 
ſelf, but alſo the Beſtial Property ſtanding in the Aſtral Light, which has been ex-

Fulneſs of all Bleſſing, Glory, and Happineſs for Ever.
